Twenty-Ninth  Annual  Meeting. 


The  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Library 
Association  of  Portland  was  held  in  the  Library  room, 
Saturday  evening,  February  4th,  1W)3.  Owing  to  the  absence 
of  the  President,  the  Hon.  Henry  Failing,  Vice-President, 
presided.    Mr.  Henry  A.  Oxer  was  elected  Secretary. 

The  Chairman  read  and  submitted  the  following  report: 

'Jb  the  Members  of  the  Library  Association, 

Portland y  Oregmi; 

Owing  to  ill  health  and  pressure  of  other  business,  the 
President  of  the  Association  has  been  unable  to  prepare  his 
customary  annual  report.  I,  therefore,  submit  the  following 
brief  report  of  the  doings  of  the  Association  for  the  year 
]8d2,  and  the  financial  condition  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

BOOKS. 

On  the  31st  December,  1891,  the  income  oi  the  Heok  Fund 
was  overdrawn  $723.49.  In  consequence  of  this  overdraft,  the 
amount  available  for  the  purchase  of  books,  after  providing 
the  necessary  amount  for  newspapers  and  periodicals,  was 
quite  limited.  The  number  of  books  added  by  purchase  was 
:)98,  at  a  cost  of  $546.82  ;  the  number  of  volumes  at  the  close  of 
the  year  was  18,999  ;  number  of  books  loaned  during  the  year 
21 ,826.

NEW   LIBRARY   BUILDING. 

There  had  heen  expended  to  Decemher  31,  1892,  on  the  new 
building,  |129,123.85.  In  anticipation  of  the  receipt  of  the 
*'  Ella  M.  Smith  bequest,"  the  moneys  belonging  to  the  perma- 
nent funds  uninvested,  or  as  notes  were  collected,  have  been 
applied  to  the  cost  of  the  new  building,  and  interest  has  been 
credited  to  the  several  funds  for  moneys  so  used  at  the  rate  of 
eight  per  cent,  per  annum.  The  interest  so  paid  during  1892  was 
$2,304.70.  The  net  income  from  the  **  Ella  M.  Smith  Estate" 
realized  by  the  executors  during  the  same  period  was  about 
17,000.00.  The  **  Fechheimer  bequest"  has  been  credited  with 
interest  on  amount  used,  but  the  entire  amount  of  this  fund  is 
applicable  to  the  new  building  or  furniture,  if  required. 

The  expenditure  on  new  building  has  been  realized  from 
the  following  sources,  viz.  *.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  income  from  dues  and  fines  fell  short 
of  the  expenditures  for  Librarians,  fuel,  lights,  insurance, 
etc.,  in  the  sum  of  $687.70.  Of  this  amount  there  was  on  hand 
at  the  commencement  of  the  year  $609.35,  leaving  the  present 
deficiency  $78.35.  The  increase  in  expenses  is  mainly  due  to 
the  outlay  for  additional  service  in  the  Library  rooms.  The 
small  deficiency  might  properly  be  charged  to  the  interest 
earned  by  the  Maintenance  Fund,  but  it  was  thought  better 
to  defer  use  of  that  fund  until  removal  to  the  new  building. 

The  earnings  of  the  Maintenance  Fund  to  the  close  of 
the  year  amounted  to  $4,818.45.  The  annual  income  of  the 
$50,000.00  belonging  to  that  fund  maybe  estimated  at  $3,50f).00, 
possibly  $4,000.00.    No  close  estimate  can  be  made  of   the 
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current  expenses  after  removal,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  in- 
come will  enable  us  to  materially  reduce  the  membership  fee. 
The  Book  Fund  now  amounts  to  $25,250.00,  and  the  interest 
of  this  fund,  which  is  applicable  to  the  purchase  of  reading 
matter,  is  altogether  inadequate  to  our  requirements.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  fund  may  be  greatly  augmented  by  subscrip- 
tions to  perpetual  memberships,  or  by  direct  gifts.

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Thirtieth  Annual  Meeting. 


The  thirtieth  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the 
Library  Association  of  Portland  was  held  in  the  directors' 
room  on  the  evening  of  Saturday,  February  8d,  18SH.  The 
lion.  Henry  Failing,  President,  occupied  the  chair  and  D.  F. 
W.  Bursch  was  elected  secretary. 

Minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  president  read  and  submitted  his  annual  report  with 
the  accompanying  report  of  tlie  Librarian,  as  follows  : 

To  the  Members  of  the  Library  Assfmatifyny 

Portland,  Orajim : 

1  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the 
Library  during  the  year  1893: 

BOOKS. 

There  were  added  to  the  library  during  the  year,  nine  hun- 
dred and  twelve  volumes,  of  which  six  hundred  and  fifty-six 
were  acquired  by  purchase,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty-four 
volumes  by  gift,  making  the  total  number  of  volumes  now  in 
the  library,  nineteen  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  eleven. 

The  number  of  books  loaned  during  the  year  was  twenty- 
three  thousand,  three  hundred  and  thirty-six,  being  fifteen 
hundred  and  ten  in  excess  of  1892. 

The  condition  of  the  books  has  been  greatly  improved, 
fifteen  hundred  and  eighty -three  volumes  having  been  bound, 
rebound  or  repaired. 

MEMUEIISIIIP.

The  membership  during  1893  was  six  hundred  and  sixty-one, 
being  fifty-three  less  than  during  1892,  and  forty-seven  less 
than  in  1891.  The  number  of  perpetual  memberships  is  un- 
changed, being  101.  The  remaining  membership  consists  of 
two  hundred  and  fourteen  half-yearly,  three  hundred  and  ten 
monthly,  and  thirty-six  honorary  members. 
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GENKRAL  FUND. 

The  Income,  from  dues,  fines,  etc.,  for  the  year  was $3,194.50         ^^^

The  Treasurer  was  instructed  to  transfer  sufficient  amount 
of  the  earnings  of  the  Maintenance  fund,  to  cover  any  defi- 
ciency in  the  General  fund,  including  all  outstanding  warrants, 
and  the  amount  so  transferred  was  $2,911.82,  as  al)Ove  stated. 
There  remained,  however,  in  the  hands  of  the  Librarian  on 
December  3()th,  1243.50  applicable  to  the  General  fund. 

INCOME  OF   BOOK  FUND. 

The  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  Dec.  30,  1893,  ap- 
plicable to  the  purchase  of  books  and  periodicals  was  1124.84 
and  with  the  Librarian  $13.38  leaving  a  balance  of  $138.22  after 
providing  for  ail  outstanding  warrants. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian  for  the  year  1893,  is  herewith 
submitted,  which  report  shows  the  classification  of  books  pur- 
chased or  donated,  of  books  loaned  during  the  year,  a  list  of 
the  periodicals  furnished,  and  a  statement  in  detail  of  the 
disbursements  on  account  of  the  General  fund,  and  income 
from  Book  fund. 

BOOK  FUND. 

The  Book  fund  remains  the  same  as  on  December  31,  1892 — 
$25,250.  Of  this  amount  $17,000  is  invested  in  note  and  mort- 
gage, and  the  balance  has  been  loaned  to  the  Building  fund.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Association  has  no  debt  on  account 
of  either  the  (general  fund  or  income  of  Book  fund,  and  that 
there  is  an  accumulation  in  the  Maintenance  fund,  applicable 
to  current  expenses,  of  ♦6.648.94;  but  the  debt  incurred  for 
building  against  the  Klla  M.  Smith  bequest  may  be  a  source  of 
embarrassment  should  the  present  depression  in  real  estate 
continue,  and  the  Association  fail  to  realize  the  amount  at 
which  the  real  property  of  the  estate  was  inventoried. 

At  the  time  the  building  was  commenced,  the  property  was 
appraised  by  competent  persons  at  prices  varying  from  $i;^^,- 
U(K).0<»  to  $l4.5,mH).0().  It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  sind  the  friends  of  the  library,  so  far  as  they  were 
consulted,  that  the  executors  should  hold  the  real  estate  until 
such  time  as  the  money  was  actually  required  for  the  building, 
or  until  it  should  be  ascertained  whetlier  the  Associatit^n 
could  hold  the  property  as  an  investment  of  its  permanent 
funds,  or  decided  whether  it  would  be  wise  to  so  invest  its 
funds.  A  sub-committee  of  the  Board  now  has  the  matter 
under  consideration. 

The  retention  of  the  real  estate  in  the  hands  of  the 
executors  proved  to  be  very  profitable  until  the  year  past,  in- 
asmuch as  the  rentals  were  constantly  accumulating  for  the 
payment  of  other  bequests,  leaving  a  larger  residue  for  the 
Library  Association.  The  interest  paid  in  1892  on  money  bor- 
rowed for  building  purposes  was  only  $2,364.70,  while  the  net 
income  realist  by  the  executors  from  the  estate  during  the 
same  period  exceeded  $7,000.00. 
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Now  that  the  building  is  completed,  and  entirely  paid  for, 
the  rentals  at  present  rates  will  fall  considerably  short  of  the 
interest  charge  on  money  borrowed  on  note  of  the  Association, 
and  from  the  permanent  funds.  For  relief  from  any  embar- 
rassment caused  by  such  shortage,  appeal  must  be  made  to  the 
friends  of  the  Association. 

•  During  the  past  year,  the  services  of  Mr.  Daniel  F.  W. 
Bursch  have  been  secured  as  Librarian.  The  experience  of 
Mr.  Bursch,  and  the  adoption  of  new  and  improved  methods, 
have  proved  to  be  of  advantage  to  the  Association  and  its 
patrons. 

The  By-laws,  fixing  the  dues  of  members,  were  recently 
amended,  to  take  effect  on  the  1st  of  January,  1894;  and  the 
cost  of  membership  is  now  for  one  year  ^5  00,  for  six  months 
12.7.5,  and  for  three  months  tl.50.  This  is  a  material  reduc- 
tion; and  the  experiment  has  been  made  with  a  view  of  placing 
the  benefits  of  the  library  within  tlie  reach  of  a  much  larger 
number  than  have  heretofore  enjoyed  them,  and  with  the  hope 
that  the  increased  membership  will  not  only  serve  to  maintain 
the  revenue  from  dues  to  the  scale  of  former  years,  but  to  in- 
crease it  materially. 

For  a  quarter  of  a  century,  because  of  the  enjoyment  by 
the  Association  of  its  old  rooms  free  of  rent,  tlie  public  had 
access  to  all  the  benefits  and  privileges  of  the  library  at  a  cost 
barely  sufficient  to  defray  the  oniinary  current  expense  of  fuel 
and  light,  and  the  sahiries  of  librarian  and  janitor. 

Books  are  paid  for  from  the  income  of  the  Book  fund. 
This  fund  was  established  from  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  per- 
petual memberships,  and  now  amounts  to  u[)wardsof  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars.  From  the  interest  of  tliis  fund,  since  its 
establishment,  all  purcliases  of  new  books  and  of  newspapers 
and  periodicals  have  been  made. 

Some  three  years  ago,  in  anticipation  of  the  fact  that  with 
the  removal  of  the  Association  to  its  new  home  would  come 
**  larger  work  and  increased  expenses,"  measures  were  taken 
to  provide  a  fund  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  the  interest  of 
which  should  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  current  expen- 
ses of  the  Association.  This  fund  has  been  raised,  and  its 
earnings  will  aid  materially  in  the  future,  as  it  has  in  the  year 
past,  in  defraying  the  current  expenses;  and  the  dues  as  now 
fixed  are  based  ui)on  expectation  of  income  from  this  fund, 
and  also  that  a  sum  may  be  realized  from  dues  in  excess  of 
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former  years.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  with  the  reduction  in 
dues,  and  the  consideration  of  how  much  has  been  given  and 
how  little  required,  there  will  be  a  substantial  increase  in 
membership,  and  a  more  marked  appreciation  on  the  part  of 
that  public  for  w^hose  benefit  the  library  was  established. 

The  year  just  closed  is  marked  in  the  history  of  the  library 
by  the  deaths  of  two  of  its  earliest  friends  and  benefactors. 

Mr.  Wm.  S.  Ladd  was  the  first  president  of  the  Association, 
and  for  many  years  a  faithful  and  efficient  director;  when  he 
retired  from  the  directorship,  his  interest  in  the  work  did  not 
cease,  but  continued  to  the  day  of  his  death.  The  fact  that 
for  twenty -five  years  he  gave  the  library  a  home  without 
charge,  entitles  him  to  grateful  remembrance. 

Judge  Matthew  F.  Deady  was  one  of  the  original  members 
of  the  Association,  and  from  the  year  1868  until  his  death  was 
its  president.  He  was  untiring  in  his  efforts  for  the  growth 
and  prosperity  of  the  library.  The  Book  fund  and  the  Home 
fund  were  almost  entirely  the  result  of  his  i)ersonal  endeavor. 
As  Chairman  of  the  Library  Committee,  the  selection  of  new 
books  largely  devolved  upon  him,  and  to  this  work  alone  he 
gave  much  time  and  thought. 

The  Board  of  Directors  has  placed  upon  record  its 
sense  of  their  liberality  and  untiring  service,  of  which  the 
Association  is  the  beneficiary.  To  these  two  men,  the  library 
owes  in  great  measure  its  growth  from  small  beginnings  to  its 
present  condition.  Their  memory  will  be  honored  while  the 
library  continues  to  exist,  and  in  no  way  can  it  be  better  done 
than  by  earnest  endeavor  to  sustain  and  perpetuate  the  work 
which  they  did  so  much  to  further. 

The  terms  of  two  of  the  Directors,  Mr.  W.  M   Ladd  and 

Mr.  C.  A.  Dolph,  expire  with  this  meeting,  and  it  devolves 

upon  the  membership  present  to  choose  their  successors.    It 

also  devolves  upon  the  members  to  choose  a  Director  to  serve 

for  two  years,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Judge 

Deady.

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  th^  Library  Association: 

Gentlemen  :  In  rendering  my  first  annual  report  as  your 
Librarian,  I  would  express  my  gratification  in  having  found 
this  field  of  labor.  This  library  is  to  me  but  another  name  for 
opportunity. 

On  receiving  my  appointment,  I  made  arrangements  for  an 
extended  tour  of  the  leading  libraries  of  the  country,  with  a 
view  to  getting  the  benefit  of  the  latest  experience  of  librarians. 
Although  it  became  necessary  to  forego  the  pleasure  of  visiting 
several  exemplary  institutions,  the  knowledge  gained  from  the 
visits  made  in  New  York  and  vicinity,  Boston,  Philadelphia, 
Albany,  Buffalo,  Chicago  and  Denver,  as  well  as  in  smaller 
cities,  will  serve  us  well  for  a  long  time  to  come.  I  would 
make  special  acknowledgment  of  the  courtesies  extended  to 
me,  and  through  me  to  this  Association,  by  Miss  Mary  S. 
Cutler,  Vice-Director  of  the  official  library  school  at  Albany, 
N.  Y.,and  by  Mr.  HenryJ.Carr,  Librarian  of  the  Scranton 
(Penn.)  Public  Library. 

PROGRESS. 

Upon  my  arrival  in  this  city,  I  sought  to  familiarize  myself 
with  the  condition  and  workings  of  the  library.  As  soon  as 
arrangements  could  be  made,  the  work  of  removal  to  the  new 
building  was  begun  on  June  28d,  and  concluded  on  June  30th, 
in  seven  working  days.  During  this  time,  the  circulation  of 
books  was  carried  on  without  interruption.  On  June  29th,  the 
last  book  was  given  out  at  the  old  quarters;  on  the  morning  of 
June  30th  we  were  ready  for  business  in  this  beautiful  build- 
ing. This  is  only  one  more  demonstration  of  the  truth  that  it 
is  not  necessary  to  close  a  library  while  moving,  any  more 
than  for  stock-taking,  cataloguing,  or  any  other  process  in- 
cidental to  library  work. 

The  year  1893  marks  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  the 
library's  history.  The  record  of  the  past  thirty  years  tells  of 
one  constant  struggle  for  existence.  All  honor  to  the  men 
who  have  stood  by  this  institution  through  thick  and  thin! 
Those  who  are  still  among  us  have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of 
the  outcome  of  their  enterprise. 
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Now  that  we  have  become  established  in  our  own  home, 
what  of  the  future?  There  is  everything  to  strive  for.  It  is 
our  pleasant  duty  to  make  the  most  of  the  literary  treasures 
that  have  been  entrusted  to  our  care,  by  doing  all  in  our  power 
to  make  the  contents  of  our  books  accessible  to  readers. 
Something  has  been  done  in  this  direction  during  the  past  year. 
The  mere  fact  that  since  the  removal  of  the  books  into  this 
building,  they  have  l>een  brought  within  reach  of  the  floor  is, 
of  itself,  an  improvement ;  but  their  arrangement  according 
to  the  Decimal  System  of  close  classification,  which  origina- 
ted with  Melvil  Dewey,  the  Director  of  the  New  York 
State  Library  and  of  the  Library  School,  is  a  change  that 
greatly  simplifies  the  search  for  a  book.  This  classification 
has  been  adopted  in  several  hundred  libraries.  Class  numbers 
have  been  applied  to  all  the  books;  this  work  has  been  done  by 
Professor  Bach  under  the  supervision  of  the  Librarian.  I  can 
bear  testimony  to  his  faithful  and  painstaking  efforts  in  the 
execution  of  this  task. 

The  next  step  in  order  is  the  making  of  a  shelf  list.  This 
is  a  highly  important  record.  It  consists  of  a  list  of  all  the 
books  in  the  library  in  the  order  in  which  they  would  stand  on 
the  shelves  if  none  were  out.  Primarily,  it  is  an  inventory, 
and,  therefore,  an  ofiScial  record ;  but  it  also  serves  many  other 
uses.  The  books  being  closely  classified  on  the  shelves,  the 
shelf  list  becomes,  of  course,  a  classified  catalogue.  If  it  is 
desired  at  any  time  to  publish  a  list  of  the  books  in  the  library 
on  any  particular  topic,  the  shelf  list  will  furnish  the 
miterial  for  printer's  copy.  There  are  also  other  technical 
uses  which  it  is  not  necessary  to  mention.  By  the  use  of  the 
Rudolph  indexer  books,  which  admit  of  the  interpolation  of 
entries  at  any  point,  we  shall  be  enabled  to  keep  this  list  in 
perfect  order. 

We  labor  under  considerable  disadvantage  until  the  shelf 
list  is  completed.  Unless  we  can  put  extra  hands  to  this  work, 
it  will  probably  take  us  all  the  year,  or  longer,  to  finish  it.  If 
we  could  employ  two  competent  persons  to  do  the  work,  we 
might  be  able  to  dispose  of  it  in  three  months'  time.  After 
that,  stock-taking  would  be  a  simple  matter.

Of  these,  658  came  by  purchase,  and  the  remaining  254  by 
gift;  this  makes  the  total  number  of  volumes  now  in  the 
library  19,911. 

My  predecessor,  in  his  report  for  1892,  said,  with  regard  to 
books:  **The  funds  to  supply  the  present  demand,  which  is 
always  increasing,  ought  to  be  at  least  $5,000.00  a  year."  Our 
present  income,  after  deducting  the  amounts  necessary  for 
periodicals  and  for  binding,  is  just  about  enough  for  the  pur- 
chase of  current  American  publications,  leaving  nothing  for 
the  sUmdard  works  of  the  past,  or  for  P^nglish,  French  and 
German  publications.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  we  shall  see  an 
enlargement  of  the  Book  fund  before  long. 

PERIODICALS. 

A  list  of  the  periodicals  taken  during  the  year  may  be 
found  in  appendix  •*  D."    Their  cost  was  $644.09. 

BINDING. 

The  gentlemen  of  the  Library  Committee  having  noted  the 
dilapidated  condition  of  many  of  the  volumes  in  the  library, 
recommended  the  appropriation  of  $500.00  of  the  income  of 
Book  Fund  for  re-binding  and  repairs.  The  appropriation 
was  made,  and  the  following  are  the  statistics  for  the  year  of 
this  department :

We  would  remind  our  members  who  will  read  this  report, 
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that  not  only  bound  volumes  but  odd  numbers  as  well  as  sets 
of  magifzines  and  pamphlets  are  always  acceptable.  If  dupli- 
cate numbers  of  magazines  are  sent  in,  they  can  be  used 
in  making  exchanges. 

NEEDS. 

We  have  been  trying  to  combine  the  Periodical  Reading 
Iloom  and  Reference  Department  with  the  Rook  Room.  This 
has  resulted  in  overcrowding  the  latter,  while  the  accommo- 
dations afforded  are  necessarily  imperfect.  The  removal  of 
these  departments  to  the  other  rooms  will,  of  course,  call  for 
an  increase  in  the  service. 

The  need  of  a  catalogue  is  self-evident.  Hitherto  ^e  have 
depended  on  the  excellent  memory  of  Mr.  Leach,  the  Assistant 
Librarian ;  but  something  more  than  this  is  necessary,  as  only 
one  peraon  can  consult  him  at  a  time.  Resides,  he  cannot  be 
present  throughout  the  thirteen  hours  that  the  library  |s  kept 
open. 

We  are  fortunate  because  of  the  accomplished  fact  of  the 
establishment  of  a  system  of  central  cataloguing.  This  con- 
summation has  l>een  looked  forward  to  in  the  library  world  for 
many  years  past.  There  are  now  two  concerns  in  the  field ; 
the  one,  the  Library  Rureau,  which  furnishes  printed  entries 
on  cards  ready  for  insertion  in  the  card  catalogue;  the  other, 
the  Rudolph  Indexer  Co.,  which  supplies  libraries  with  printed 
entries  ready  for  insertion  in  their  **  Indexer,*'  **  Indexer 
Rooks,**  or  in  a  card  catalogue. 

To  take  advantage  of  this  system  will  require  a  large  out- 
lay at  the  start,  but  when  once  gotten  under  way  the  annual 
cost  of  cataloguing,  at  our  present  rate  of  growth,  will  not  ex- 
ceed $100.00  per  year.  This  means  the  annual  saving  of  the 
salary  of  an  expert  cataloguer,  minus  the  above  sum.  The 
result  will  be  more  satisfactory,  because  the  work  will  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  highest  authorities  on  catalogu- 
ing. 

I  am  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  our  present  income  is  not 
sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  needs  outlined  above;  but  we 
can  hardly  expect  an  increase  in  our  endowment  until  we 
make  known  to  the  friends  of  the  library  the  need  of  such 
increase. 
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CONCLUSION. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  acknowledging  my  in- 
debtedness to  the  Chairman  of  the  Library  Committee  for  the 
attention  which  he  has  given  to  the  many  questions  constantly 
arising  in  our  work.  His  unremitting  devotion  to  the  in- 
terests of  this  Association  should  not  fail  of  appreciation. 

In  closing,  I  would  thank  you  all  for  the  courtesies 
extended  to  me.

Whereas,  The  Library  Association  of  Portland  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  life  and  yearly  members  thereof,  held 
at  the  rooms  of  the  Association  in  the  City  of  Portland  on 
February  6th,  1875,  in  pursuance  of  section  1  of  article  11  of 
the  Constitution  of  said  Association,  passed  the  following 
resolution : 

"  That  the  directors  of  the  Library  Association  are  hereby 
advised  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  it  is  expedient  that 
this  Association  become  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Ore- 
gon for  the  incorporation  of  literary  and  other  societies ;  and 
that  said  directors  are  hereby  requested  to  become  incorporated 
under  said  laws  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  "The  Directors  of  the  Library  Association  of 
Portland." 

Now,  therefore,  we,  the  undersigned  directors  of  the 
Library  Association  duly  elected  in  accordance  with  the  con- 
stitution and  by-laws  thereof,  do  hereby  enter  into  the  follow- 
ing articles : 

1st — This  incorporation  shall  be  known  as  The  Directors  of 
the  Library  Association  of  Portland. 

2d — The  objects  of  the  Association  are  to  maintain  a 
library  and  reading  rooms,  to  collect  and  preserve  a  cabinet, 
scientific  apparatus  and  works  of  art,  at  the  City  of  Portland, 
and  to  receive,  buy,  hold  and  dispose  of  such  real  estate  as 
may  be  necessary  and  convenient  to  carry  out  the  foregoing 
objects. 

3d— The  estimated  value  of  the  property  and  money  posses- 
sed by  said  Association  at  this  time  is  about  fifteen  thousand 
dollars,  and  its  income  is  derived  from  dues  and  fines, 
donations  and  bequests. 

4th — The  persons  making  these  articles,  namely,  Matthew 
P.  Deady,  H.  W.  Corbett,  Addison  C.  Gibbs,  C.  II.  Lewis,  M.  W. 
Fechheimer,  H.  Failing,  Lehman  Blum,  William  S.  Ladd,  Ph. 
C.  Schuyler,  Jr.,  area  majority  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Association,  aforesaid,  which  is  constituted  of  ten  persons, 
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entitled,  "  The  Directors  of  the  Library  Association  of  Port- 
land''; and  they  and  their  successors  in  office  are  elected 
biennially  for  a  term  of  ten  years,  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  on  the  first  Saturday  of  February  by  the  life  and 
yearly  members  thereof,  except  in  cases  where  a  vacancy  occurs 
in  such  directorship,  otherwise  than  by  the  expiration  of  the 
term  for  which  a  director  is  chosen,  in  which  event  a  successor 
is  chosen  by  the  remaining  directors  at  any  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board. 

5th— The  location  of  said  Association  shall  be  at  the  City  of 
Portland.

The  report  was  read,  and  proved  an  able  and  carefully  pre- 
pared paper,  showing  exactly  the  condition  of  the  library,  its 
use  during  the  last  year  as  well  as  its  needs  for  the  coming 
year.

To  the  Menihers  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland^  Oregon: 

The  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Library 
during  the  year  1894,  is  respectfully  submitted. 

BOOKS. 

The  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  Library  during  the 
year  was  1609,  of  which  400  were  acquired  by  gift,  being  697 
volumes  more  than  the  increase  in  1893,  and  making  the 
present  number  of  volumes  21,510.  Two  hundred  and  thirty- 
six  volumes  were  bound  and  rebound  at  the  expense  of 
fl31.2().  The  number  of  books  loaned  during  the  year  was 
26,874,  being  2,638  in  excess  of  1893. 
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MEMBERSHIP. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  198  more  subscribing 
members  than  on  December  31,  1893.  There  has  been  no  in- 
crease  in  perpetual  memberships. 

CURRENT  RECEIPTS  AND  EXPENSES.

INCOME  OF   BOOK   FUND. 

The  balance  in  this  fund  was  on  December  31, 1893.  $138.22. 
Receipts  from  all  sources.  $2,064.70.  Disbursements  for 
books,  periodicals  and  binding,  $2,122  70.  Balance  on  hand 
December  31,  1894,  after  providing  for  outstanding  warrants, 
$80.70.  The  report  of  the  Librarian  fehows  the  classification  of 
all  books  purchased  or  donated,  of  books  loaned  during  the 
year  and  periodicals  furnished. 

BOOK  FUND. 

The  principal  of  the  *'  Book  Fund ''  remains  unchanged, 
being  $25,250,  of  this  amount  $17,000  is  invested  in  note  and 
mortgage,  and  the  -balance  $8,250  was  loaned  to  the  Building 
Fund. 

MAINTENANCE   FUND. 

The  principal  of  the  "  Maintenance  Fund"  is  $50,000.  Of 
this  amount,  $10,000  is  invested  in  note  and  mortgage,  and  the 
balance  $10,000  was  loaned  to  the  Building  Fund.

Against  this  indebtedness  the  Executors  of  the  Estate  of 
Ella  M.  Smith  have  in  their  hands  real  property  inventoried 
at  $127,500.00. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  make  use  of  all  former  accumula- 
tions of  the  *'  Maintenance  Fund  **  to  supply  as  far  as  possible 
the  deficiency  of  the  year. 
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The  rentals  from  the  real  estate  bequeathed  by  the  late 
Ella  M.  Smith  to  the  Association,  are  so  reduced  in  amount  as 
to  fall  very  much  short  of  the  amount  of  interest  on  money 
borrowed  as  against  the  property,  to  be  used  in  the  erection  of 
the  building.  It  is  now  apparent  that  it  was  unwise  to  build 
so  expensive  a  building,  relying  upon  the  sale  of  the  real  estate 
at  the  price  at  which  it  was  inventoried,  or  as  valued  when 
the  contracts  were  let  at  $10,000  to  $15,000  more  than  the  price 
at  which  it  was  originally  appraised.  The  income  from 
rentals  which  was  much  more  than  the  interest  while  the 
building  was  in  course  of  erection  has  fallen  oft  more  than 
sixty  per  cent.  The  Association  is  therefore  in  a  very  em- 
barrassed condition  financially.  Had  it  not  been  for  the 
accumulation  of  income  from  the  '*  Maintenance  Fund  *'  real- 
ized by  close  economy  in  our  old  rooms,  we  would  now  be 
loaded  with  a  very  heavy  debt  on  account  of  current  expenses 
and  interest.  I  estimate  the  deficiency  at  the  close  of  1805,  as 
follows :

It  will  not  answer  to  allow  so  large  a  deficiency  to  confront 
us  at  the  close  of  the  year,  or  to  trust  to  a  speedy  renewal  of 
former  prices,  to  enable  us  to  sell  the  property  for  sufficient  to 
pay  our  present  indebtedness.  The  interest  and  other 
deficiency  will  seriously  embarrass  us,  and  steps  must  be  im- 
mediately taken  to  make  up  the  deficit. 

If  contributions  in  large  sums,  sufficient  to  reduce  the 
debt  within  reasonable  limits  cannot  now  be  obtained,  the 
friends  of  the  Association  must  join  in  contributing  sufficient 
to  meet  the  estimated  deficiency  of  the  year,  or  as  near  as  pos- 
sible to  the  sum  required.  I  feel  confident  that  the  friends  of 
the  Association  will  at  least  provide  for  any  deficiency  during 
the  coming  year,  and  save  the  Library  from  greater  embarrass- 
ment and  possible  disaster.

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The  reduction  in  dues  has  been  followed  with  increased 
membership.  While  this  is  encouraging,  the  patronage  is  far 
short  of  the  merits  of  the  Library,  and  is  much  less  than  is 
given  to  such  an  institution  in  most  other  communities.  I  am 
sure  that  the  membership  can  be  greatly  increased  by  the 
efforts  of  the  friends  and  patrons  of  the  Association,  and  its 
financial  embarrassment  can  be  relieved  to  a  great  extent  if 
the  members  will  contribute  even  in  small  sums  to  a  '^  Current 
Expense  Fund.*'  I,  therefore,  appeal  to  all  friends  of  the 
Association  to  give  what  they  can  for  this  purpose.

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors  of  the 

Library  Association  of  Portland. 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  thirty-first 
annual  report  of  the  Librarian  of  the  Library  Association  of 
Portland.  The,  report  covers  the  operations  ot  the  library 
during  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31st,  1894. 

The  great  event  of  the  year  was  the  reduction  in  dues. 
This  has  resulted  in  a  large  increase  in  our  membership.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  1894  we  had  198  more  subscribing  members 
than  were  enrolled  at  the  end  of  1893.  Detailed  statistics  of 
the  membership  are  given  in  appendix  B.  Another  innovation 
was  the  monthly  publication  of  Our  Library  ^  a  paper  devoted 
to  the  interests  of  the  Library  Association.  This  little  sheet 
is  intended  mainly  to  place  before  the  members  a  list  of  the 
current  accessions  to  the  library.  Incidentally,  it  has  been 
found  convenient  in  a  number  of  other  ways.  It  serves  as  an 
excellent  means  of  communication  with  the  membership,  and 
enables  us  to  supply  readers  with  lists  of  books  on  timely 
topics.  It  is  also  used  as  a  medium  of  exchange  with  other 
libraries.  The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  gifts  during 
1894  over  former  years  is  partly  attributable  to  this.  As  the 
printing  and  distribution  of  this  paper  entails  no  small  ex- 
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pense,  annual  subscriptions  thereto  would  prove  very  accept- 
able, and  would,  at  the  same  time,  insure  to  the  subscriber  its 
regular  monthly  visits. 

UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION. 

Two  courses  of  university  extension  lectures  were  delivered 
in  our  lecture  room;  these  were  only  fairly  attended.  The 
course  on  **  Evolution,"  by  President  Jordaa  and  Professor 
Ross ,  of  Stanford  University,  was  given  when  the  **  flood  of 
*94''  was  at  its  w^orst;  and,  although  these  lectures  were 
especially  attractive,  the  high  water  prevented  people  from 
attending,  consequently,  we  were  unable  to  make  ends  meet 
financially.  A  few  men,  all  but  one  members  of  your  board, 
and  that  an  ex-member,  cheerfully  contributed  the  amount  of 
the  deficiency.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  Professor  F.  G.  Young 
for  taking  upon  himself  the  burden  of  managing  the  lecture 
courses. 

PEKIODICAL  ROOM. 

Early  in  June  the  periodical  room  was  furnished,  and  the 
engravings  and  etchings  of  the  '*  Burrell  Bequest ''  were  hung 
on  its  walls.  This  room  has  enhanced  the  convenience  and 
pleasure  of  the  members.  Here,  readers  are  no  longer  an- 
noyed by  the  drafts,  of  which  so  many  complained,  and  the 
unavoidable  disturbance  caused  in  the  transaction  of  business 
at  the  delivery  counter.  The  natural  light  is  perfect ;  and  in 
the  evening  this  is  the  only  part  of  the  library  in  which  any 
one  who  values  his  eyesight  should  do  any  reading.  The 
lighting  up  of  the  book  room  would  be  altogether  beyond  our 
means ;  besides,  if  every  burner  in  the  room  were  lighted,  the 
heat  would  be  unbearable,  and  the  light  still  insufficient.  I 
hope  that  in  the  course  of  another  year,  the  attendance  in  the 
periodical  room  will  be  so  great,  that  we  shall  be  compelled  to 
bring  into  service  the  much  larger  room  now  used  as  a  news 
room.  In  that  event,  the  periodical  room  will  afford  an  ideal 
location  for  the  reference  department. 

CATALOGUING. 

The  preparation  of  a  catalogue  of  our  fiction  department  is 
well  under  way,  and  in  the  course  of  four  or  five  months  in  all 
probability  will  be  ready  for  the  printer.  Its  publication  will 
do  much  toward  making  the  librai-y  more  popular.  A  supple- 
ment can  be  published  annually,  and  a  new  edition  once  in  five 
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or  ten  years.    Funds  for  the  printing  of  this  catalogue  may 
have  to  be  raised  by  special  subscription. 

BOOKS. 

There  were  added  to  the  library  during  the  year  1,609 
volumes,  of  which  number  1,190  were  acquired  by  purchase, 
400  by  donation,  and  19  by  binding  of  periodicals.  Deducting 
10  volumes  lost  and  paid  for,  there  remained  at  the  end  of  the 
year  21,610  volumes,  as  based  on  the  report  for  1893.  The 
accessions  of  the  year  have  been  classified  as  follows:

Again,  we  would  call  attention  to  the  inadequacy  of  the 
Book  Fund.  Many  desirable  works,  of  which  note  has  been 
taken,  remain  unbought  for  lack  of  funds.  Costly  works  of 
reference,  if  purchased,  make  such  inroads  into  our  income  as 
to  seriously  interfere  with  the  supply  of  popular  books.  Bound 
sets  of  reviews,  such  as  the  Nation  and  Athenaeum,  would 
prove  valuable  acquisitions.  They  would  be  of  much  interest 
to  the  student  of  literature  and  would  form  an  important  part 
of  the  Librarian's  working  apparatus.  There  is  a  constant  de- 
mand for  the  files  of  magazines  and  reviews,  and  especially  for 
those  referred  to  in  '^  Poole's  Index ''  and  its  continuations. 

There  is  in  Oregon  no  state  historical  society  library.  It 
would  therefore  seem  to  be  our  province  to  collect  historical 
works.  Without  a  special  endowment,  however,  little  can  be 
accomplished  in  this  line. 
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In  view  of  the  opening,  a  few  weeks  hence,  of  the  Portland 
Art  Museum,  we  become  painfully  conscious  of  the  limitations 
of  the  art  section  of  the  Library'.  Art  books  average  high  in 
price,  and  but  few  can  be  bought  with  the  income  we  now 
have. 

Scientific  works  are  but  little  read  here.  Hence,  we  are  not 
disposed  to  put  much  of  the  income  into  this  class  of  books. 
In  the  matter  of  reading,  it  has  been  observed  that  the  supply 
exerts  a  great  influence  on  the  demand.  If  funds  were  avail- 
able for  the  purchase  of  a  good  stock  of  fresh  scientific  litera- 
ture, an  increase  in  the  percentage  of  its  circulation  might  be 
expected.  These  remarks  are  made  with  a  view  to  putting  in  a 
specific  form  the  statement  of  our  needs. 

The  city  of  San  Francisco,  with  a  population  about  six 
times  that  of  this  city,  had  in  her  libraries  a  few  years  ago 
upward  of  600,000  voliunes,  not  counting  the  libraries  owned 
by  private  individuals.  If  Portland  would  approach  this 
standard,  she  should  have  over  100,000  volumes  in  her  libraries. 
She  has  probably  a  little  over  30,000  all  told.  This  condition  of 
things  may  well  appeal  to  the  public  spirit  of  her  citizens. 
Our  collection  is  a  credit  to  the  men  who  made  it,  and  the 
foregoing  remarks  are  not  intended  to  cast  any  reflection 
thereon,  but  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  growth.  In  order 
to  be  of  the  greatest  use,  a  library  must  go  on  developing. 

Portland's  library  building  is  a  gem  of  architecture  and  the 
adiAiration  of  all  who  behold  it.  May  the  day  be  not  far  dis- 
tant when  our  collection  will  be  worthy  of  such  a  building. 

BINDING. 

The  expense  of  binding  and  rebinding  amounted  to  1131.20 
for  the  year.    The  statistics  are  as  follows :

PERIODICALS. 

Appendix  E  contains  a  list  of  the  periodicals  taken.  Their 
cost  was  $489.86.  This  list  bears  evidence  of  the  good  will  of 
the  press  of  the  Pacific  Northwest  toward  this  library. 
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GIFTS. 

The  record  of  gifts  is  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  the 
library.  Two  hundred  donors  contributed  1,118  volumes,  927 
pamphlets  and  1,044  numbers  of  serials.  Of  the  1,118 
volumes  donated,  about  35  per  cent,  constitute  permanent 
accessions.  The  remainder,  being  duplicates,  will  be  used  as 
exchanges.  A  list  of  donors  and  donations  is  given  in  ap- 
pendix D.

These  figures  show  an  increase  in  the  circulation  of  2,538 
volumes,  or  nearly  11  per  cent.  This  percentage  is  much  less 
than  the  percentage  of  increase  in  membership.  The  disparity, 
I  think,  is  partly  owing  to  the  fact  that  many  who  had  been  ac- 
customed to  drawing  two  books  have  taken  advantage  of  the 
lower  rates  established  for  the  use  of  only  one  book  at  a  time. 

There  has  been  a  decided  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the 
reading.  The  above  list  shows  an  increased  percentage  of  cir- 
culation in  each  class  outside  of  fiction,  bringing  the  percent- 
age of  that  class  down  to  less  than  71  as  against  79  per  cent, 
for  the  year  1893.  The  publication  of  a  fiction  catalogue  may 
have  the  effect  of  increasing  the  demand  for  works  of  fiction. 
This  should  be  offset,  in  time,  by  the  publication  of  a  catalogue 
of  our  works  of  History,  Travel  and  Biography.  Besides,  it 
should  be  remembered  that  the  reading  of  good  fiction  deserves 
encouragement.  There  has  been  a  great  improvement  also  in 
the  quality  of  this  department  of  our  circulation.

Historical  Sketch 


DAVIS  P.  LEACH,  UbrMrUn. 


Barly  in  the  year  1864,  Mr.  L.  H.  Wakefield,  impr€83ed  with 
the  need  of  a  reading-room  and  library  in  Portland,  began  the 
canvass  of  the  eity  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  s  gnatures 
of  those  who  were  willing  to  materially  aid  the  enterprise.  The 
first  to  subscribe  was  Mr.  W.  S.  Ladd,  the  pioneer  banker,  who 
stipulated  thait  the  library  should  always  be  kept  out  of  pol  t'cs. 
So  successful  was  Mr.  Wakefield  tihat  within  a  few  days  |2,5CO.O0 
had  been  secured  and  a  call  issued  for  a  meeting  of  the  sub- 
scribers, which  was  held  in  the  IT.  S.  District  Courtroom  on  the 
12th  day  of  January,  1864.  Hon.  Matthew  P.  Deady  was  chcesn 
president  ajid  R.  B.  Knapp  secretary  of  the  temporcur  organiza- 
tion. It  was  decided  to  call  the  institution  tfhe  Mercantile  Li- 
brary Association,  but  this  was  subsequently  changed  to  the  Li- 
brary AfiBOclation  of  Portland.  A  committee  of  five  was  ap- 
IK>lnted  to  drafit  constitution  and  by-laws,  the  five  members  be  ng: 
L.  H.  Wakefield,  W.  S.  Ladd,  B.  D.  Shattuck,  A.  B.  Elfe!t  and 
Henry  Fadllng.  Messrs.  Plerson,  McCraken  and  S.  M.  Smith  were 
selected  to  fprocure  rooms  for  the  library.  On  February  20  of  the 
same  year  another  meeting  was  held  and  a  board  of  directors 
chosen,  as  follows:  W.  S.  Ladd,  E.  D.  Shattuck,  L.  H.  Wakefield, 
H.  W.  Corbett,  C.  H.  Lewis,  B.  Goldsmith,  Charles  Calef,  Wm. 
Strong,  Wm.  S.  Caldwell  and  P.  C.  Schuyler,  Jr.  The  directors, 
at  their  next  meeting,  March  3,  chose  W.  S.  Ladd  for  president, 
Wm.  Strong  vice-president,  B.  Goldsmith  treasurer,  W.  S.  Cald- 
well recording  secretary,  and  Henry  Failing  corresponding  sec- 
retary. The  committee  on  rooms  secured  'the  second  floor  of  what 
was  known  as  the  Stark  building,  "being  over  the  second  and 
third  stores  firom  the  comer  of  Stark  street,  in  the  City  of  Port- 
land, at  itBie  rate  of  $50.00  per  month." 
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The  dues  were  fixed  at  three  dollars  per  quarter,  in  fiddition 
to  an  initiation  fee  of  five  dollars.  This  Initiation  fee  was  re- 
duced to  two  dollars  in  1867  and  in  1869  was  ahoUshed  altogether. 
A  long  list  of  periodicals  was  made  up  and  ordered  for  the  reading 
room  and  $2,000.00  forwuurded  (to  Judge  Nelson  and  J.  A.  Hatt,  of 
New  York  City,  for  the  purchase  of  books.  These  gentlem3n, 
without  compensation,  made  the  fielect!ons  and  forwarded  four- 
teen hundred  volumes  by  way  of  the  iBthmus,  there  be'ng  at  that 
early  day  no  transcontinental  lines  of  railroad.  These  books 
arrived  in  November  and  were  received  and  plajced  upon  the 
shelves  by  Mr.  Harvey  W.  Scott,  the  first  librarian.  Mr.  Scott, 
who  was  then  studying  law,  resigned  the  following  May  to  take 
editorial  charge  of  the  Oregonian.* 

In  1869  Messrs.  Ladd  &  Tilton  tendered  the  Association  the 
use  of  a  suite  of  rooms  over  their  bank  at  the  southwest  comer 
of  First  and  Stark  streets,  free  of  charge  for  three  years.  At  the 
expiraition  of  thajt  time  the  offer  was  renewed  on  condition  that 
the  citizens  subscribe  |6,000.00  in  cash  for  the  library's  benefit 
Judge  Deady  personally  solicited  donations  and  secured  $9,215.00, 
which  was  set  aside  for  a  Home  Fund.  These  rooms  were  occu- 
pied by  the  Association  free  of  rent  until  June,  1893,  a  parioi  of 
twenty-four  years,  when  the  library  was  [naCalled  in  its  new  build, 
ing.  As  tlhe  rooms  had  a  rental  value  of  from  $1,200.00  to  $1,500.00 
per  year,  it  is  easily  seen  that  the  gift  was  of  a  most  substantial 
character,  amounting  to  at  least  $30,000.00.  Mr.  Ladd  was  always 
a  staunch  friend  of  the  library  and  quick  to  respond  whenever 
help  was  needed. 

LECTURES  AND  CONCERTS. 

The  institution  has  been  fortunate  in  its  friends,  and  in  the 
earlier  days  of  its  existenee  some  of  the  best  local  talent  volun- 
teered to  give  courses  of  lectures  for  its  benefit.  A  few  years  lajter 
the  Amateur  Musioal  Society  gave  a  series  of  concerts,  and  quite 
a  sum  was  added  to  the  library's  funds  from  these  sources. 

During  the  winrtfer  of  1893-4  three  courses  of  lectures  on  liter- 
ture  and  sociology  were  given  by  Presidents  Chapman,  McClel- 
land and  Jordan,  of  the  Oregon,  Pacific  and  Stanford  Universities. 
These  lectures  aroused  an  interest  which:  found  expression  in  a 
largely  increased  membership  in  the  library,  and  the  organizing 
of  study  clubs  and  reading  circles.

BOOK  FUND. 

Recognizing  the  necessity  of  a  permanent  income  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books  and  periodicals,  Presidenit  Deady  early  submitted  a 
plan  by  which  ''40  or  more  perpetual  memberships  be  sold  at 
1250.00  aipiece.  ♦  ♦  ♦  AH  .the  principal  sums  derived  frcm  the 
sale  of  said  memberships  to  be  invested  under  the  direction  of 
the  Association  and  kept  as  a  perpetual  and  irreducible  fund,  the 
interest  of  wihich  shall  be  applied /from  time  to  time  to  procure 
reading  matter  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Association." 

Judge  Deady  took  it  upon  himself  to  personally  disposa  of 
these  memberships  and  in  the  end  procured  the  signatures  of  101 
subscribers,  bringing  <to  the  treasury  |25,250.00,  the  annual  in- 
come of  which  is  at  present  $1,685.00.  In  this  connection  it  is 
becoming  to  call  attention  to  the  vast  amount  of  labor  entailed 
in  securing  these  names  and  which  was  undertaken  in  addiction 
to  his  official  duties  as  U.  S.  District  Judge.  Those  conveirEant 
with  the  circumstances  and  times  are  of  the  opinion  that  ncne 
other  could  have  aiocomplished  what  Matthew  P.  Deady,  wi.h  his 
impressive  personality  and  his  unfailing  enthusiasm,  did  in  the 
library's  cause. 

The  funds  for  the  purchasa  of  books  and  periodicals  were 
fuither  increased  by  1 10,000. 00  by  the  bequest  of  the  late  Henry 
Failing,  and  this  donation  became  available  in  1900.  In  accord 
with  the  terms  of  this  gift,  the  money  was  set  aside  as  an  Irre- 
ducible fund,  the  interest  only  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of 
books,  etc.,  and  was  called  the  Henry  Failing  Bequest.

GROWTH  AND  PROGRESS. 

From  its  small  beginning  the  library  has  had  a  slow  but  steady 
growth,  and  from  the  president's  report  for  1875  we  quote  the  fol- 
lowing: ''In  conclusion,  lallow  me  to  congratulate  you  upon  the 
successful  maintenance  of  the  library  £ince  XS64.  On  this  day  12 
years  ago,  without  any  resources  or  aid  save  a  subscription  of 
$2,500.00  and  the  faith  and  true  friendship  of  a  comparatiyely  few 
persons,  it  opened  its  portals  to  >the  public  and  by  the  same  meang 
'Jias  kept  them  00  ever  since  and  also  Increased  it6  property  at 
leadt  siz-fold." 

There  were  at  that  date  (February  5,  1876),  7,785  volumes  on 
the  shelves  and  a  membership  of  280.  In  1879  the  librarian  was 
allowed  an  assistant  for  evening  work,  and  C.  H.  Woodward  was 
selected  for  the  position.  In  1892  an  additional  attendant  for  day 
work  was  granted,  and  in  1893  the  staff  was  further  increased 
to  three  assistants  and  a  messenger  boy. 

Outgrowing  lits  first  home  on  First  street,  it  occupied  the 
rooms  over  the  bank  of  Ladd  &  Tllton,  corner  of  First  and  Stark 
streets,  from  1869  to  1893.  when  it  was  moved  Into  Its  present 
elegant  quarters.     From  money  subscribed  for  the  pun^ee,  the 
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half  block  between  Park  and  Seventh  streets,  with  a  fronta^d  of 
200  feet  on  Stark  street,  was  purchased  from  Lloyd  Brooke  for 
120,000.00.  This  was  in  May,  1885,  an4  five  years  later  ground 
was  broken  for  the  library  building.  This  building,  in  the 
Renaissance  style  of  architecture,  is  140  feet  long  and  70  wide, 
with  granite  basement,  and  the  two  upper  storie?  of  giay  sand- 
stone. The  vestibules  and  corridors  are  paved  with  nurble,  and 
thse  staircases,  wainscotting  and  baseboards  are  <^  the  same  ma- 
terial. A  detailed  description  can  be  found  in  :.he  president's 
report  for  1890. 

Anticipating  the  sale  of  the  Blla  M.  Smith  Bequest,  the  orig- 
inal plans  were  changed  and  the  building,  instead  of  costing 
175,000.00,  as  projected,  was  erected  at  an  expense  of  about 
$160,000.00.  The  depression  in  values  following  the  panic  of  1893 
made  the  sale  of  the  property  difficult  and  undesirable,  and  the 
library  debt,  with  accrued  interest,  amounted  at  one  time  to 
|143.<X)O.0O.  The  donation  of  $70,000.00  in  1898  reduced  th  s 
to  about  $76,000.00,  $22,500.00  of  it  bearing  interest,  and  in  1900 
the  daughters  of  the  late  Henry  Failing  very  generously  con- 
tributed the  £um  of  $25,050.00,  the  amount  due  on  the  note  to  ths 
savings  bank. 

This  leaves  the  debt  of  the  library  at  $48,250.00,  borrowed  from 
the  Maintenance  and  Book  Funds,  but  this  debt  U  offset  by  the 
real  estate  known  as  the  Ella  M.  Smith  Bequest,  which  is  yielding 
a  small  annual  income. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  the  improved  financial  condi  ion  of 
the  institution  alter  its  struggle  for  the  past  seven  years,  and  es- 
pecially to  bear  witness  to  the  substantial  and  loyal  devotion  of  its 
friends.  To  them  is  due  the  existence  of  the  Library  Association 
of  Portland,  and  Rs  magnificent  building  on  Stark  and  Seventh 
streets  stands  as  an  enduring  monument  to  their  munificence  and 
far-sighted  philaathropy.

The  Thirty-Second  Annual  Meeting 


The  thirty-second  annual  meeting  of  the  Library  Association 
of  Portland  was  held  in  the  Directors'  Room,  Saturday  evening, 
February  1,  1896,  at  7:30  o'clock. 

The  minutes  of  previous  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  President  then  presented  his  annual  report,  which,  on 
motion,  was  accepted  and  ordered  placed  on  file.  The  accompany- 
ing report  of  the  Librarian  was  also  r^d  and  adopted. 

The  election  of  two  directors  to  succeed  Mr.  H.  W.  Corbett 
and  Mr.  C.  H.  Woodard  being  in  order,  the  Chair  called  for 
nominations. 

Mr.  Corbett  declined  a  renomination  because  of  the  uncertain 
condition  of  his  health,  and  his  inability  to  give  due  time  and 
attention  to  the  affairs  of  the  Library.  He  suggested  that  a 
younger  man  be  put  in  his  place,  and  nominated  Mr.  W.  B. 
Ayer  as  his  successor.  He  also  stated  that  he  would  continue 
giving  his  support  to  the  Library  Just  the  same  as  if  he  were 
still  a  member  of  the  board.  The  Rev.  T.  L.  Eliot  was  also  nom- 
inated, and  there  being  no  further  nominations  the  Secretary  was 
directed,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  members 
assembled  for  the  persons  nominated. 

After  some  discussion  as  to  the  best  means  of  increasing  the 
membership,  motion  was  carried  that  Mr.  C.  H.  Dodd,  Mr.  E.  Q. 
Hughes  and  Mr.  C.  H.  Woodard  be  appointed  a  committee  to 
canvass  for  subscriptions  to  membership. 

The  meeting  recommended  the  Directors  to  grant  the  privilege 
of  drawing  two  books  on  a  five-dollar  subscription. 

Motion  carried  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  with 
Mr.  Henry  Polling  as  chairman,  to  canvass  for  subscriptions  to 
provide  for  the  existing  deficiency  for  payment  of  interest  in  the 
future  and  for  the  reduction  of  the  debt. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

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President's  Reports 


To  the  Members  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland,  Oregon: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of 
the  Library  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1895,  and  of  the 
financial  condition  of  the  Association  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

BOOKS. 

There  were  added  to  the  Library  during  the  year  1752  volumes, 
of  which  1102  volumes  were  acquired  by  purchase,  482  volumes 
by  gift,  and  168  volumes  by  binding  of  magazines,  making  a  total 
number  of  volumes  on  hand  22.971.  There  has  been  expended 
$199.97  for  binding  and  rebinding  343  volumes  The  number  of 
books  loaned  during  the  year  was  24,935,  being  939  less  than  in 
1894. 

A  classification  of  all  books  purchased  and  donated,  and  of  all 
books  loaned,  and  periodicals  supplied  during  the  year,  will  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  Librarian. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  continued  increase  of  membership  which  was  hoped  for, 
in  consequence  of  the  reduction  in  dues,  has  not  been  realized, 
and  the  income  has  been  disappointing,  the  receipts  from  that 
source  being  $2282.53,  against  $2605.80  tor  1894  and  $2194.50  for 
1893.

BOOK  FUND. 

The  principal  of  the  "Book  Fund"  remains  as  per  last  report. 
Interest  on  the  amount  of  this  fund,  loaned  to  the  Building  Fund, 
has  been  credited  to  the  Income  of  Book  Fund,  and  applied  to  the 
purchase  of  books  and  periodicals. 

MAINTENANCE  FUND. 

The  principal  of  the  "Maintenance  Fund"  remains  unchanged, 
and  the  interest  on  that  portion  of  the  fund  used  for  building 
purposes,  has  been  credited  to  the  general  fund. 

DEFICIENCY  OF  THE  YEAR. 

In  my  last  report  I  estimated  the  deficiency  for  the  year  1895, 
interest  and  current  expenses  in  excess  of  the  revenue,  at  $5980.00, 
which,  with  the  amount  then  due  the  Treasurer  (less  money  in 
hands  of  Executors  of  the  Elstate  of  Ella  M.  Smith),  $2193.40, 
would  make  a  deficit,  December  31,  1895.  of  |8173.40. 

The  deficiency  actual  on  December  31.  1895,  after  providing  for 
all  outstanding  warrants,  and  after  payment  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  money  in  the  hands  of  the  Executors  of  the  above-named 
estate,  was  $8977.05;  less  cash  in  hand  of  Librarian,  $78.84;  ac- 
tual deficiency  in  revenue,  Dec.  31,  1895,  $8898.21. 

This  deficit  is  over  $400.00  in  excess  of  the  estimate  made  one 
year  ago,  notwithstanding  the  Association  was  the  recipient  from 
some  of  its  lady  friends  of  $416.77,  proceeds  of  an  Art  Exhibition. 
This  discrepancy  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  net  income 
realized  by  the  Executors  of  the  Ella  M,  Smith  Estate  for  the 
year  was  reduced  to  about  $1200.00.  Estimated  in  January  last  to 
be  $2880.00. 
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INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  indebtedness  of  the  Association  on  the  Slst  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1895,  was  as  follows:

Against  this  indebtedness  the  executors  of  the  will  of  Ella  M. 
Smith  hold  real  estate  inventoried  at  the  time  they  took  posses- 
sion of  the  estate  at  |127,500.00  and  stocks  of  the  probable  value 
of  $1000.00

The  amount  due  the  Treasurer  has  been  reduced  since  De- 
cember 3l8t,  in  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  by  receipt  of  that  amount 
from  the  Executors  of  the  Ella  M.  Smith  Estate. 

The  causes  which  led  to  the  present  large  debt,  and  the  bur- 
thensome  interest  charge,  were  fully  stated  in  my  report  made 
one  year  ago.  As  stated  above,  the  real  estate  belonging  to  the 
Ella  M.  Smith  Estate  was  originally  appraised  at  $127,500  00. 
Later,  when  construction  of  the  new  building  was  begun,  and  as 
it  progressed,  estimates  were  made  of  the  probable  value  and 
proceeds  of  the  property,  and  the  property  was  estimated  to  be 
worth,  and  likely  to  brirg,  $140,000  to  $145,000.  The  Third  Street 
property  was  estimated  to  be  worth  $10,000  more  than  the  ap- 
praisement, and,  though  paying  but  a  small  rental,  it  was  thought 
more  likely  to  advance  than  the  other  property  then  paying  a 
large  rental.     From  October,  1889,  when  the  property  was  ap- 
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praised,  continuing  until  February,  1893,  the  gross  rents  from  the 
property  averaged  nearly  ^750.00  per  month.  For  the  year  ending 
February,  1894,  the  gross  rentals  amounted  to  17473.00,  or  nearly 
1625.00  per  month.  Since  that  time  the  income  has  diminished 
until,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1895,  the  net  income  has 
been  but  little  more  than  $1200.00  The  Income  from  rents,  which 
at  the  time  the  building  was  in  course  of  erection,  was  much 
greater  than  the  amount  of  interest,  has  now  fallen  to  a  very 
inconsiderable  amount,  as  shown  above.  As  stated  in  the  report 
made  one  year  ago,  it  is  now  apparent  that  it  was  unwise  to 
build  so  expensive  a  building,  relying  upon  the  sale  of  the  real 
estate  at  the  price  at  which  it  was  inventoried,  or  as  valued  when 
the  contracts  were  let. 

It  will  be  evident  that  what  is  needed  to  put  the  Association 
on  a  sound  basis  financially  Is  a  contribution  sufficient  to  repre- 
sent the  depreciation  in  the  real  estate  from  the  Inventoried 
value,  and  retire  the  bills  payable,  relieving  the  Association  from 
the  payment  of  interest.  If  this  is  not  now  practicable,  then 
provision  must  be  made  for  the  present  deficiency  in  the  running 
expenses  and  interest,  now  amounting  to  nearly  $9000.00,  as  above 
stated,  and  provision  also  made  for  the  interest  charge  for  the 
coming  year,  deferring  an  attempt  to  make  up  the  principal  until 
more  auspicious  times,  when  the  friends  of  the  Library  feel  more 
able  to  give  it  assistance.  In  accordance  with  the  suggestion 
made  in  my  last  report,  an  effort;  was  made  early  in  1895  to 
provide  for  the  deficiency  then  existing,  and  the  deficiency  during 
the  past  year.  An  attempt  was  made  to  provide  $10,000.00  but  it 
was  not  successful,  only  a  portion  having  been  subscribed,  and 
part  of  that  conditional  on  the  full  sum  being  paid.  I  am  not 
altogether  without  hope  that  the  subscriptions  may  still  be  in- 
creased to  a  considerable  amount.  If.  however,  this  is  not  done, 
the  Association  will  be  more  and  more  embarassed  as  time  goes 
on,  and  interest  accumulates. 

CURRENT  INCOME  AND  EXPENSES. 

ifhe  receipts  from  membership  dues  has  now  fallen  to  about 
the  amount  realized  in  1893,  before  the  reduction  was  made, 
although  the  rooms  have  been  made  much  more  attractive,  the 
service  greatly  increased  and  large  additions  made  to  the  collec- 
tion. It  Is  obvious  that  retrenchment  must  be  made  in  the 
current  expenses,  and  the  Directors  have  had  this  matter  under 
consideration,  but  no  conclusion  has  been  arrived  at.  The  Direc- 
tors are  disposed  to  exercise  all  possible  economy,  and  believe 
that  the  expenses  can  be  reduced  by  dispensing  with   special 
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work,  and  consequent  reduction  of  some  of  the  employes,  without 
material  injury  to  the  Association,  or  the  accommodation  of  Us 
patrons. 

It  devolves  upon  the  membership  to  elect  two  Directors  at 
this  meeting  to  succeed  Mr.  H.  W.  Corbett  and  Mr.  Charles  H. 
Woodard,  whose  terms  expire.

In  Appendix  C  is  given  a  list  of  the  more  noteworthy  additions. 

The  Reference  Department  has  been  enriched  with  130  bound 
volumes  of  magazines.  There  are  now  in  the  Library  complete 
sets  ot  the  A  tianiic,  Century^  Forunty  Harper* s^  Notes  and  Queries^ 
Review  of  Reviews  and  Scribner^s  magazines.  A  set  of  popular 
Science  Monthly^  in  numbers,  is  nearly  completed.  This  class  of 
literature  is  a  valuable  source  of  information  and  is  much  in 
demand. 

Generous  purchases  have  been  made  of  popular  books  for 
young  people.  The  use  made  of  the  Library  by  boys  and  girls 
promises  well  for  its  future. 

The  Oregon  Department  is  growing  steadily  in  consequence 
of  the  efforts  that  have  been  put  forth  in  the  acquirement  of  a 
unique  collection  of  books  and  pamphlets  on  this  subject. 

BINDING. 

The  expense  of  binding  and  rebinding  amounted  to  $199.97. 
The  statistics  are  as  follows:

It  is  our  policy  to  make  the  most  of  the  material  at  hand. 
Therefore,  magazines  and  valuable  pamphlets  are  bound  to  fit 
them  for  use.  A  given  sum  spent  for  this  purpose  enables  us  to 
add  more  volumes  than  the  same  money  would  buy  if  expended 
for  ordinary  books. 

PERIODICALS. 

The  sum  of  $379.08  was  expended  for  the  periodicals  taken.  A 
list  of  these  is  given  in  Appendix  E.  It  includes  174  domestic 
and  38  foreign  publications.  For  101  the  Library  subscribed  and 
111  were  donated.  We  are  indebted  for  the  great  part  of  the 
donations  to  the  generosity  of  the  newspaper  publishers  of  the 
Pacific  Northwest.  Individual  credit  is  given  in  the  list  referred 
to. 
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GIFTS. 

A  list  of  donors  and  donations,  including  exchanges,  is  given 
In  Appendix  D.  Two  hundred  and  sixty-seven  donors  contribut- 
ed 591  volumes,  820  pamphlets,  550  numbers  of  serials,  54  leaflets. 
1  map,  1  manuscript  and  1  etching.  These  figures  do  not  include 
periodicals  donated  directly  by  the  publishers;  but  all  periodicals 
coming  from  individuals  or  institutions  are  meant  to  be  included. 
The  manuscript  was  presented  by  Milton  W.  Smith,  Esq.,  and  is 
the  first  ofilcial  document  issued  under  the  Provisional  Govern- 
ment of  Oregon.  The  etching,  which  is  by  Leopold  Flameng  and 
entitled  Aldus,  was  presented  by  Mr.  Failing.  It  is  handsomely 
framed  in  oak. 

There  was  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  67  donors, 
although  the  sum  of  gifts  is  somewhat  diminished.  When  these 
donations  are  analyzed,  however,  their  net  value  is  found  fully 
equal  to  those  of  1894,  a«  the  duplicates  included  are  comparative- 
ly few  in  number. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  instead  of  a  further  increase  in  the 
membership,  there  has  been  a  falling  off.  Detailed  statistics  are 
presented  in  Appendix  B. 

CIRCULATION.

CATALOGUING. 

Classified  lists  of  current  accessions  have  been  presented  in 
the  monthly  issues  of  "Our  Library."  In  the  August  number  of 
this  paper  was  begun  the  publication  of  a  series  of  Oregon  Check 
Lists.  It  was  Intended  to  print  these  in  alternate  months,  so 
that  the  lists  of  current  accessions  might  not  be  crowded  out 
entirely.  Three  of  these  lists  have  been  published  thus  far  and 
there  is  material  for  at  least  three  more  of  equal  length.  The 
fiction  finding  list  is  nearly  completed.  This  work  has  been  sub- 
ject to  frequent  interruptions,  hence  the  delay  in  bringing  it  to 
a  close. 


SERVICE. 

There  has  been  no  change  of  any  Importance  in  the  make>up 
of  the  Library  staff  since  the  last  report.     Much  valuable  as- 
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sistance  has  been  rendered  gratuitously  by  Miss  Harriet  Friendly, 
»who  is  seeking  to  prepare  herself  to  enter  the  Library  pro- 
fession. 

CO-OPERATION.  i 

One  thing  that  seems  to  be  very  much  needed  in  Portland  is  a 
union  of  the  agencies  which  make  for  culture.  A  beginning  has 
been  made  in  this  direction  by  the  location  under  our  roof  of  the 
museum  of  the  Portland  Art  Association.  Another  step  has  been 
taken  in  granting  the  Oregon  Art  Association  the  use  of  the 
Library  lecture  room  for  the  monthly  meetings  of  that  Associa- 
tion. Such  arrangements  ought  to  prove  beneficial  to  all  con- 
cerned. 

FUNDS. 

Statements  of  receipts  and  exi>enditures  on  account  of  the 
General  Fund  and  the  Income  Book  Fund  are  given  in  Appendix 
A. 

In  conclusion  I  would  express  the  hope  that  this  new  year 
will  bring  about  an  improved  condition  of  the  Library's  financial 

affairs.

President's  Report 


To  the  Members  of  the  Library  Association 
of  Portland,  Oregon: 
The  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Library  for  the 
year  18S6,  and  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Association  at 
the  close  of  the  year,  is  respectfully  submitted: 

BOOKS. 

The  additions  to  the  Library  during  the  year  consisted  of  963 
volumes,  of  which  670  volumes  were  acquired  by  purchase,  233 
volumes  by  gift,  and  60  volumes  by  binding  magazines,  etc., 
making  the  total  on  the  shelves  at  the  close  of  the  year,  23,887 
volumes.  The  amount  expended  during  the  year  for  binding  and 
rebinding  647  volumes,  was  $246.21.  The  number  of  books  loaned 
during  the  year  was  31.579,  being  6644  in  excess  of  1895  and  5705 
in  excess  of  1894.  The  cost  of  subscriptions  to  periodicals  during 
the  year  was  |359. 

A  classification  of  all  books  purchased  and  donated,  and  of  all 
books  loaned,  and  periodicals  supplied,  will  be  found  in  the 
very  full  and  complete  report  of  the  Librarian. 
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MEMBERSHIP. 

The  average  number  of  subscribing  members  was  about  the 
Eame  as  for  1895.  The  reduction  in  rates  in  1894,  and  the  privi- 
lege to  members  of  two  books  each,  the  latter  of  which  took 
effect  in  March,  1896,  does  not  seem  to  have  been  effectivei  in 
increasing  the  revenue.  The  receipts  from  dues  have  been 
12067.59,  against  12282.63  for  1895,  and  12605.80  for  1894.

The  financial  condition  of  the  Association  has  compelled  the 
most  rigid  economy  in  current  expenses,  including  reductions  in 
salaries,  and  it  is  belieyed  that  the  Directors  have  gone  as  far  in 
that  direction  as  possible,  without  injury  to  the  Library.  The 
current  expenses  exceeded  the  revenue  from  fines  and  dues 
$1302.23  in  1896,  $2976.71  in  1895,  and  $3166.23  in  1894.

The  Association  has  received  during  the  year  donations  from 
Mr.  Bursch,  Librarian,  $100;  proceeds  of  a  basket  exhibition  by 
lady  friends  of  the  Library,  $102.50;  proceeds  of  an  art  exhi- 
bition under  the  auspices  of  the  Oregon  Art  Association,  $57.50;

No  record  has  been  kept  of  the  number  of  books  mended  in 
the  library,  but  it  may  safely  be  estimated  at  over  one  thousand 
volumes.  All  ordinary  books  are  now  rebound  in  buckram  when 
the  original  covers  are  worn  out.  This  material,  although  cheaper, 
has  been  found  more  serviceable  than  the  half -roan  leather  bind- 
ing heretofore  wnployed.  It  also  presents  a  better  appearance 
The  more  substantial  books  are  tbound  in  American  Ru.'isia  or 
Morocco.  Volumes  fprmlng  parts  of  sets  are  bound  to  match  the 
other  volumes  in  material  of  binding  and  they  a.-e  also  lettered 
in  conformity  with  the  same. 

PERIODICALS. 

The  cost  of  the  periodicals  subscribed  to  was  $359.00.  A  list  of 
all  the  periodicals  received  is  given  at  the  end  of  this  report.  The 
library  is  indebted  ior  73  of  these  publications  to  the  good  will  of 
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the  newspaper  publishers  of  the  Pacific  Northwest.  Twenty-six 
monthly  and  quarterly  library  bulletins  were  received  in  ex- 
change for  our  own  publicationB.  Individual  credit  is  given  in  the 
list.  E}xtra  copies  of  the  Arenas  Century^  Cosmopolitan^  Harpers^ 
IJppincotVs  and  Scribner^s  that  were  subscribed  for  were  placed 
in  board  covers  and  circiilated  as  books.  The  demand  for  these 
has  been  active.

A  list  of  donors  and  donations  Including  exchanges  is  append- 
ed to  this  report.  The  donations  amounted  to  377  volumes,  694 
pamphlets,  634  issues  of  periodical  publications  and  7  atlas  folios 
received  from  244  sources.  The  periodicals  are  publications  of 
other  libraries  and  societies  and  not  the  regular  newspapers  for 
which  credit  is  given  elsewhere. 

Mr.  H.  L.  Pittock  has  continued  presenting  the  library  with 
bound  volumes  of  the  Morning  and  Sunday  Oregonian.  The 
double  book  case  filled  with  these  volumes  of  the  Daily  Oregonian 
and  the  Weekly  ivhich  preceded  it  is  a  strong  testimonial  of  this 
gentleman's  interest  in  the  Institution.  We  are  also  indebted  to 
his  courtesy  for  the  printing  in  the  columns  of  the  Oregonian 
from  time  to  time  of  lists  of  recent  accessions  of  books  and  for 
the  loan  of  the  linotype  composition  for  reprinting  these  lists.

This  is  an  Increase  of  6644  volumes,  or  26.1  per  cent  over  the 
circulation  of  1895,  and  an  excess  of  5705,  or  22  per  cent,  over 
that  of  1894.  The  circulation  of  1894  was  greater  than  that  of  any 
year  preceding.  This  large  increase  in  the  circulation  is  accom- 
panied 'by  a  reduction  of  one  and  two-tenths  in  the  percentage  of 
Action.  The  daily  circulation  ranged  from  47  to  218,  and  averaged 
102,  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  out  703  volumes,  of  which 
number  459,  or  65  per  cent,  constituted  fiction. 

Increasing  use  is  being  made  of  the  Library  for  purposes  of 
reference  and  research  by  members  of  study  clubs  and  by  private 
students.  Again  and  again  have  our  resources  been  taxed  to  the 
utmost  to  meet  demands  growing  out  of  such  organizations  as  the 
Historical  Society,  the  Woman's  Cluib,  the  William  G.  Eliot  Fra- 
ternity, and  the  Twentieth  Century  Club. 

ATTENDANCE. 

Since  the  first  day  of  March  the  Library  has  been  kept  open 
every  day,  except  Sundays  and  holidays,  from  9  A.  M.  to  10  P.  M.; 
and  on  Sundays  and  holidays  from  1  to  5  P.  M.  Before  the  first  of

President's  Report* 

To  the  Meznibers  of  the  Ldbrary  Association  of  Portland,  Oregon. 

In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution,  I  submit 
the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Library  for  the  year 
1897,  and  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Association  at  the 
close  of  the  year. 

BOOKS. 

At  the  d«te  of  my  last  annual  report,  the  total  number  of  vol- 
umes on  the  Library  shelves  was  23,887.  During  the  year  addi- 
tions have  'been  made  of  910  volumes  against  963  in  1896.  Of  the 
910  volumes  715  have  been  acquired  by  purchase,  141  by  gift  and 
54  by  t>inding;  19  volumes  have  been  discarded  or  lost,  four  vol- 
umes having  been  lost  and  paid  for,  making  the  net  increase  891 
volumes,  and  total  number  of  volumes  on  hand  24,778. 
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The  amount  expended  on  binding  and  rebinding  was  $278.68. 
The  number  of  books  loaned  during  the  year  was  39,612,  t)eing 
an  increase  of  8033  volumee  over  1896,  or  over  25  per  cent 

The  yery  complete  report  of  the  Librarian  ^ves  a  classiAca- 
tion  of  the  books  purchased  and  donated,  and  of  the  books  loaned, 
as  well  as  a  list  of  periodicals  supplied. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  numfber  of  subscribing  members  has  shown  some  increase, 
the  average  membership  having  been  392  in  1897,  against  364  in 
1896;  at  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  457  subscribing  mepmbers, 
101  perpetual  mem'bers  and  84  honorary  members.  The  receipts 
fnxn  dues  have  been  $2215.15  against  $2067.39  for  1896,  $2282.53  (or 
1895  and  $2605.80  for  1894.

INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  indelbtedness  of  the  Association  as  reported  December  31, 
1896,  was  $137,331.34,  an  increase  during  the  year  of  $5261.97. 

The  present  indebtedness  is  $142,399.68  as  shown  below,  an  in- 
crease of  $5068.34.  Against  this  indebtedness  is  the  residue  of  the 
estate  of  the  late  Ella  M.  Smith  which  has  greatly  dep'-eciated  in 
value.  To  urge  the  necessity  of  raising  sufficient  at  least  to  pay 
off  the  Library  obligations  of  $75,000  and  interest,  the  interest  on 
which  is  $6000  annually,  would  only  be  to  repeat  the  appeals 
which  have  been  made  from  ti'me  to  time.  I  am  not  without  hope 
that  a  large  portion  of  this  amount,  if  not  the  entire  sum,  can  be 
raised  as  general  business  improves.

CATALOGUING. 


The  need  of  a  printed  catalogue  becomes  more  and  more  ap- 
parent as  time  goes  on.  The  increasing  interest  in  history  and 
kindred  topics,  as  shown  by  the  active  work  of  the  Historical  So- 
ciety and  other  organizations  of  this  city,  make  printed  lists  al- 
most a  necessity.  It  is  to  *be  hoped  that  the  affairs  of  the  Library 
will  so  shape  themselves  that  it  will  be  possible  to  undertake  this 
work  in  the  near  future.  In  the  meantime,  lists  (with  author  and 
title  entries)  are  being  made  oif  the  books  in  the  different  depart- 
ments for  the  convenience  of  the  members  and  attendants. 
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ClassMed  lists  of  recent  ajccesslons  have  been  published  once 
or  twice  a  month  in  the  columns  of  the  Oregonian  and  reprinted 
at  small  expense. 

The  card  catalogue  of  fiction  is  being  kept  up  to  date  and  has 
been  ot  great  aasistance  to  the  public. 

LIGHTING. 

There  has  ibeen  a  material  reduction  in  the  expense  of  lighting 
the  Liibrary  the  past  y«ar,  owing  to  the  use  of  the  incandescent 
gas  burners,  which  have  made  it  much  easier  to  read  in  the 
alcoves  at  night.  Nine  more  burners  have  been  added  recently, 
making  the  book-room  well  lighted  and  available  for  reading  and 
study  as  well  as  for  convenience  in  finding  books  on  the  shelves. 

THE  LIBRARY  STAFF. 

The  accumulation  of  work  in  the  early  part  oif  the  year  made 
the  engagring  of  an  additional  assistant  imperative.  The  commit- 
tee were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Miss  Clara  K  North- 
rup,  whose  fitness  for  the  position  and  whose  conscientious  work 
have  been  appreciated  Iby  all.

To  the  Members  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland: 

I  suft)mit  for  your  consideration  the  following  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  Library  for  the  year  1898,  and  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  Association  at  the  close  of  the  year: 

BOOKS. 

The  total  numfber  of  volumes  in  the  Library  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  was  24,778. 

During  the  year  additions  have  been  made  of  1276  volumes. 
Of  these  additional  volumes  940  have  been  acquired  by  purchase, 
309  by  gift,  and  27  by  binding;  30  volumes  have  been  discarded  or 
lost,  making  a  net  increase  of  1246  volumes,  and  a  total  number  of 
volumes  now  in  the  Library  of  26,024. 

The  amount  expended  in  binding  and  reblnding  was  $156.38. 
The  number  of  books  loaned  during  the  year  was  44,393,  being  an

loaned  in  any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  the  Association.  A 
carefully  prepared  classification  of  the  books  acquired  and  of  the 
books  loaned  during  the  year,  together  with  a  list  of  periodicals 
supplied,  is  given  in  the  report  of  the  Librarian. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

October  6,  1898,  by  action  of  your  Board  of  Directors — subject 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  board  should  from  time  to 
time  prescribe — a  rate  of  one  dollar  subscription  fee  was  granted 
to  pupils  of  the  High  school  and  of  the  grammar  grades  of  the 
other  public  and  private  schools  of  the  city.  This  innovation  can 
hardly  be  said  to  have  passed  its  experimental  stage,  but  it  gives 
promise  that  it  will  prove  beneficial  alike  to  the  young  people  it 
was  desigfiated  to  benefit  and  the  Association.  Of  this  class  of 
subscribers  there  were  at  the  close  of  the  year  229  members.  In 
his  report  to  the  Board  of  Directors  concerning  them  the  Librar- 
ian says:  "These  members  are  in  the  main  orderly  and  studious. 
The  class  of  books  taken  by  them  compares  favorably  with  that 
of  the  adult  members;  in  fact,  their  high  average  has  materially 
reduced  the  general  percentage  of  light  literature  taken." 

The  average  membership  for  the  year,  exclusive  of  student  sub- 
scribers, has  been  414,  as  against  392  for  the  year  1897. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  495  regular,  and  229  student, 
su/bscribing  members,  101  perpetual  members,  and  92  honorary 
members,  making  a  total  membership  of  917. 

The  receipts  (from  dues  for  the  year  have  been  $2551.86,  as 
against  $2215.15  for  the  year  1897,  $2067.39  for  the  year  1896,  and 
$2282.50  for  the  year  1895.

These  munificent  donations  of  money  have  in  a  large  measure 
relieved  the  Association  from  burdensome  interest  charges  which 
threatened  to  seriously  impair  its  influence;  and  the  generosity  of 
the  donors  is  accentuated  by  the  fact  that  most  of  them  had  al- 
ready contributed  largely  to  the  support  of  the  Library.

INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  indebtedness  ol  the  Association  as  reported  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  was  $142,399.68. 
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At  the  close  of  the  year  it  was,  including  $48,250,  due  Main* 
tenance  and  Book  Funds.  $75,040.06,  being  a  decrease  of  $67,350.02. 

It  thus  ai^pears  that  the  hope  expressed  by  President  Failing 
in  his  report  for  1807,  that  a  "large  amount  of  the  Library's  obli- 
gation of  $75,000  and  aocrued  interest  could  be  raised  during  the 
year,"  has  been  fully  realized.

LIBRARIAN  AND  ASSISTANTS. 

The  zeal  and  faithfulness  with  which  the  Librarian  and  his 
assistants  have  discharged  the  duties  of  their  respective  positions 
entitle  them  to  your  confidence  and  commendation. 

RETROSPECT. 

The  year  Just  closed  is  made  conspicuous  in  this  history  of  the 
Association  by  the  death  of  one  of  its  most  subetantial  benefac- 
tors. Henry  Failing,  president,  and  for  many  years  a  director  and 
faithful  friend  of  the  Association,  died  November  8,  1898.  From 
the  date  of  its  organization  until  his  death  he  was  untiring  in  his 
efforts  to  promote  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  Library,  and 
he  contributed  largely  to  its  support  and  endowment.  Friends  of 
the  Association  everywhere  will  contemplate  his  life  with  admira- 
tion; his  death  with  proloundest  sorrow.  His  loss  is  keenly  felt 
by  the  individual  members  of  your  Board  of  Directors,  and  their 
appreciation  of  his  services  to  the  Association  is  expressed  in  the 
memorial  they  have  caused  to  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  their 
proceedings,  and  which  I  herewith  submit  to  you. 

In  reporting  to  you  the  death  of  two  of  his  predecessors  in  the 
office  of  President  of  the  Association,  Mr.  Failing  said: 

"To  these  two  men  the  Library  owes,  in  a  great  measure,  its 
growth  from  small  beginnings  to  its  present  condition.  Their 
memory  will  be  honored  while  the  Library  continues  to  exist, 
and  in  no  way  can  this  be  better  done  than  by  earnest  endeavor 
to  sustain  and  perpetuaie  the  work  which  they  did  so  much  to 
further." 
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This  merited  tribute  paid  by  him  to  these  two  early  friends  and 

l^enefactors  of  the  Association  is  in  no  less  degree  due  to  himself. 

He  emphasised  the  sentiments  expressed  by  an  unwavering  deyo- 

tion  and  unstinted  generosity  worthy  of  our  emulation.  Applying 

his  persuasive  words  to  the  present  occasion,  I  commend  them  to 

your  deliberate  consideration.

which  formerly  were  sent  to  the  bindery. 

PERIODICALS. 

The  cost  of  the  periodicals  for  the  year  was  $367.0^.  A  list  of 
all  periodicals  received  is  given  at  end  of  this  report.  Seventy- 
nine  publications  of  the  Pacific  Northwest  are  sent  us  free  of 
charge,  through  the  generosity  of  the  publishers.  Thirty-four 
monthly  and  quarterly  library  bulletins  were  received,  for  which 
individual  credit  is  given  In  the  list.  Additions  have  been  made 
to  the  department  of  'bound  magazines  for  circulation.  This  has 
proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  popular  features  of  the  library. 
There  was  2206  magazines  circulated  as  'books  In  1898,  and  1643  in 
1897.

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  past  year,  as  a  whole,  has  been  encouraging,  although  the 
enlistments  for  the  late  war  lost  us  many  members.  After  the 
summer  vacations  there  was  a  decided  increase,  so  that  at  the 
close  of  the  year,  more  subscribers  were  registered  than  at  any 
other  time  since  the  Library  was  founded.

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This  is  an  increase  of  4781  yolumes  or  12  per  cent  oyer  the 
circulation  of  1897,  which  was  greater  than  any  year  preceding. 
The  percentage  of  fiction  and  Juvenile  books,  70.7  per  cent,  is  a  de- 
crease of  nearly  2  per  cent  from  the  preceding  year.  But  the  term 
"Fiction"  is  often  misleading,  as  some  of  the  most  serious  prob- 
lems of  the  day  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  public  in  this 
form.  There  were  1061  volumes  in  circulation  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  of  which  713,  or  67  per  cent,  were  fiction.  The  daily  circula- 
tion ranged  from  53  to  330  and  averaged  144. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The  total  attendance  for  the  year,  50,060,  shows  an  increase  of 
11,354  or  nearly  24  per  cent  The  capacity  of  the  alcoves  and 
reading  tajbles  have  at  times  been  taxed  to  their  utmost,  and  many 
chairs  have  been  brought  from  the  lecture  hall  to  accommodate 
the  members.  This'  is  especially  noticeable  after  school  hours 
when  the  students  arrive.

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CATALOGUING. 

Material  progress  has  been  made  in  this  work  the  past  year, 
the  department  of  Literature  and  the  Oregon  section  being  cata- 
logued, and  the  Juvenile  alcove  classified  and  shelf -listed  ready  for 
completion  when  shelf-list  books  are  received.  The  industry  and 
intelligence  of  the  three  apprentices  have  made  this  progress  pos- 
sible, as  without  it  only  the  regular  routine  work  could  have  been 
done. 

LIGHTING. 

The  cost  of  lighting  has  been  still  further  reduced,  but  ^t  is 
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dotft>tful  if  this  figure  can  be  reached  again,  aa  more  Jets  are  in 
use  than  formerly,  made  necessary  by  the  larger  attendance. 

Four  alcoves  and  the  delivery  counter  have  been  fitted  with 
banging  reading  lamps,  and  have  given  great  satisfaction  to  both 
the  public  and  the  assistants  in  charge. 

Some  of  the  obsolete  and  defective  incandescent  burners  are 
being  replaced  with  later  improvements,  and  it  is  expected  that 
the  rooms  will  be  better  lighted  than  ever.. 

LIBRARY  STAFF. 

The  Library  staff  remains  the  same  as  last  year.  It  was  de- 
cided early  in  the  season  to  start  a  small  class  in  the  study  of 
library  methods  and  literature  to  prepare  the  students  for  prac- 
tical work  in  the  different  departments.  Three  have  availed  them- 
selves of  this  privilege,  and  several  applications  are  on  file  at  the 
present  time.  When  occasion  requires,  these  reserves  can  be 
drawn  upon  to  fill  regular  positions,  without  the  delay  and  trouble 
incident  to  putting  an  untrained  assistant  to  do  the  regular  work. 
In  many  lifbraries  these  training  classes  are  taken  advantage  of 
by  intelligent  students  to  gain  a  working  knowledge  of  library 
economy,  without  the  expense  and  trouble  of  a  long  course  of 
preliminary  study  at  the  technical  schools.  The  earnest  worker 
is  often  fitted  to  win  a  degree  at  one  of  the  Summer  Library 
schools  or  post-graduate  courses,  who  would  find  it  impossible  to 
take  the  full  course. 

STUDENT  MEMBERS. 

In  October  last  the  Directors  concluded  to  admit  the  pupils  in 
the  public  and  private  schools  of  Portland,  above  certain  grades 
and  ages,  to  membership  in  the  Library  upon  the  payment  of  one 
dollar  per  year.  Up  to  Decemlber  31st,  229  have  registered,  and  it 
has  been  estimated  that  this  numiber  will  be  doubled  before  an- 
other year.  It  is  yet  early  to  express  a  decided  opinion,  but  from 
present  indications  this  innovation  has  proved  a  decided  success. 
These  memibers  are  in  the  main  orderly  and  studious,  and  the 
fear  of  many  that  it  would  be  only  an  opening  for  the  aibsorption 
j  ot  the  lightest  reading  has  not  as  yet  proved  well  founded.    The 

I  class  of  books  taken  by  them  compares  very  favoraoiy  with  that 

I  of  the  adult  members,  in  fact,  their  high  average  has  materially 

reduced  the  general  percentage  of  light  literature  read. 

i  FUNDS. 

A  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  follows  this 
report,  and  it  will  be  found  that  the  expenses  are  less  than  in 
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any  year  since  1891,  and  the  receipts  from  dues  more  than  any 
year  since  1894,  when  the  rates  were  much  higher. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Li'brary  Committee  for  their  valuable  time  spent  in  furthering  the 
interests  of  the  institution,  and  whose  advanced  and  progressive 
ideas  have  made  its  oaward  movement  possible. 

Thanks  are  also  due  the  press  of  the  city  for  their  loyalty  and 
good-will,  and  to  our  many  friends,  which  lack  of  space  prevents 
individual  mention  of. 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  earnest  apirit  shown  by 

the  assistant  librarians,  and  the  interest  taken  <by  them  in  their 

work,  which  has  evidently  been  appreciated  by  our  patrons.

The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  elect  two  directors  to  serve  ten 
years.  Messrs.  W.  K.  Smith,  L.  A.  Lewis  and  Harvey  W.  Scott 
were  placed  in  nomination.  Mr.  James  Steel  was  appointed  tel- 
ler.   The  ballot  resulted  as  follows:

Mr.  Smith  and  Mr.  Lewis,  having  received  the  largest  vote, 
were  declared  elected.

To  the  Members  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland:  I  sub- 
mit the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Library  for  the 
year  1899,  with  a  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Asso- 
ciation at  the  close  of  the  year.

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BOOKS. 

As  appears  by  the  report  of  the  Librarian,  the  net  accessions 
to  the  Library  during  the  year  have  been  1340  volumes,  making 
total  volumes  on  hand  December  31,  1899,  27,364.  Seven  hundred 
and  eight  volumes  have  been  bound  or  rebound  at  an  expense  of 
1323.26.  The  number  of  books  loaned  during  the  year  was  67,417, 
being  13,024  in  excess  of  1S98. 

MGMBERSHIP. 

The  experiment  of  admitting  students  of  the  public  and  private 
schools  of  the  city  at  a  rate  of  one  dollar  per  year  subscription 
fee,  which  was  inaugurated  during  the  year  1898,  has  met  the  ex- 
pectations of  your  Board  of  Directors,  and  is  fully  Justified  by 
the  result.

The  report  of  the  Librarian  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors shows,  in  detail,  classification  of  books  and  periodicals  pur- 
chased, and  books  loaned  during  the  year.

INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  Indebtedness  of  the  Association  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  was  175,040.66.  At  the  close  of  the  year  it  was,  including 
$48,250  due  Maintenance  and  Book  Fund,  $75,610.82,  as  follows:

ELLA  M.  SMITH  BEQUEST. 

The  death  of  the  surviving  executor  of  the  will  of  the  late  Ella 
M.  Smith  made  the  appointment  of  an  administrator  necessary, 
and,  at  the  request  of  your  Board  of  Directors,  Mr.  Milton  W. 
Smith,  generously  accepting  the  trust  in  the  interest  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, was  appointed  administrator  with  will  annexed. 

The  residue  of  the  estate,  the  entire  proceeds  of  which  is  by 
the  terms  of  the  will  devised  to  the  Association,  is  as  follows: 

South  one-half  (W  of  lot  four  (4)  in  block  one  (1);  east  ninety- 
four  and  one-half  (94^)  feet  of  the  south  thirty  (30)  feet  of  lot 
three  (3)  and  the  east  ninety-four  and  one-half  (94^)  feet  of  the 
north  ten  (10)  feet  of  lot  four,  (4)  in  block  sixteen  (16),  and  lots 
^even  (7)  and  eight  (8)  in  block  twenty-five  (25),  all  in  the  City  of 
Portland,  County  of  Multnomah  and  State  of  Oregon. 

As  appears  by  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  the  net  Income 
from  this  property  for  the  last  year  was  $1600. 

The  value  of  this  bequest,  being  the  residue  of  the  estate,  may 
be  considered  an  off-set  pro  tanto  against  the  present  indebted- 
ness of  the  Association. 

Depreciation  in  the  value  of  the  real  property,  the  proceeds  of 
which  were  bequeathed  to  the  Association,  is  so  great  as  to  make 
it  apparent  that  an  indebtedness  of  considerable  magnitude  will 
remain  after  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  this  property  has  been 
applied  upon  present  outstanding  obligations.    I  trust  that  during 
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the  year  the  friends  of  the  Library  may  see  the  way  clear  to  con- 
tribute funds  sui&cient  to  at  least  reduce  the  present  indebtedness 
to  an  amount  not  greater  than  the  market  value  of  the  real  prop- 
erty held  for  the  Association. 

HENRY  FAILING  BEQUEST. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  Henry  Failing  there  was  bequeathed  to 
the  Association  the  sum  of  $10,000  "in  trust  that  the  same  will  be 
kept  invested  and  managed  as  a  perpetual  and  irreducible  fund, 
and  that  the  net  income,  interest  and  profit  arising  therefrom 
will  be  expended  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  thought  best  in  the 
purchase  of  reading  matter,  apparatus  and  works  of  art  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  Library  Association,  and  not  otherwise." 

The  full  amount  of  this  bequest  has  been  received  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Association  and  by  him  placed  in  a  separate 
fund  to  be  known  as  the  "Henry  Failing  Bequest." 

The  Association  is  under  obligations  to  the  executors  of  Mr. 
Failing's  will  and  the  devisees  of  his  estate  for  the  payment  by 
them  of  the  legacy  tax  due  upon  this  bequest,  amounting  to 
$1250,  a  gift  valuable  beyond  the  amount  involved,  as  it  evidences 
the  fact  that  the  interest  our  late  President  had  in  the  Association 
is  perpetuated  by  his  family. 

The  Association  has  also  received  from  the  daughters  of  Mr. 
Failing  a  gift  of  the  oil  portrait  of  our  late  President,  by  J.  C. 
Peebles,  which  now  adorns  the  Directors'  room  of  the  Library 
Building. 

DUNATIONS. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Henry  Falling  Bequest,  before  re- 
ferred to,  the  Association  during  the  year  received  no  donations 
in  money.  It  is,  however,  under  obligations  to  numerous  friends 
of  the  Association  for  valuable  books  and  periodicals,  a  list  of 
which  is  attached  to  the  report  of  the  Librarian. 

LIBRARIAN   AND   ASSISTANTS. 

I  wish  again  to  commend  the  Librarian  and  his  assistants  for 
the  efficient  and  courteous  manner  in  which  they  have  discharged 
the  duties  of  their  respective  poeitions  during  the  year. 

ELECTION  OF  DIRECTORS. 

With  this  meeting  the  terms  of  Directors  W.  K.  Smith  and  L. 

A.  Lewis  expire  by  limitation,  and  the  election  of  their  successors

This  is  an  increase  of  13,024  volumes  or  29  per  cent  over  the 
circulation  of  1898.  There  is  a  little  more  than  4  per  cent  in- 
crease in  the  percentage  of  fiction  and  Juvenile  books  circulated  as 
compared  with  1898,  but  this  showing  is  favorable,  as  statistics  of 
libraries  will  show. 
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There  were  1037  volumes  in  circulation  at  the  end  of  the  year 
of  which  733  or  70  per  cent  were  fiction.  The  daily  circulation 
ranged  from  95  to  347  and  averaged  188. 

ATTENDANCB. 

The  total  attendance  for  1899  is  76,144,  an  increase  of  17,080,  or 
29  per  cent.  This  increase  is  largely  due  to  the  students,  who  at 
times  fill  tlie  alcoves  and  reading  rooms  to  their  utzhost  capacity.

CATALOGUING. 

During  the  year  the  Juvenile  and  Fine  Arts  departments  were 
catalogued  and  the  Oregon  section  and  the  department  of  Litera- 
ture revised  under  subject  headings.  Progress  Is  necessarily  slow 
in  this  work  with  the  present  force,  as  so  much  time  has  to  be 
given  to  reference  work  and  the  repairing  of  books; 

STUDBNT   MEMBERS. 

It  is  now  fifteen  months  since  students  were  admitted  under 
special  rates  and  regulations.  In  that  period  620  have  subscribed 
and  there  has  been  every  opportunity  to  judge  of  the  wisdom  of 
the  plan.  With  a  very  few  exceptions  the  pupils  have  seemed  to 
appreciate  the  benefits  offered,  and  as  yet  there  has  been  no 
necessity  of  enforcing  restrictive  regulations.  Much  is  due  the 
teachers  and  instructors  of  Portland  for  their  hearty  support  of 
the  movement,  and  for  their  assistance  in  making  up  reading 
lists  from  the  Library  shelves  and  thus  relieving  the  assistants 
from  some  of  the  added  work.  The  effect  on  the  minds  and  tastes 
of  the  young  readers  cannot  be  other  than  salutary,  and  it  is  now 
considered  a  part  of  the  work  of  the  principal  libraries  to  special- 
ly provide  for  the  children,  and  pupils  of  the  schools. 
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FUNDS. 

A  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  follows  this 
yeport  and  it-  will  be  seen  that  the  expenses  were  slightly  in  ex- 
cess of  1898/ and  the  receipts  from  dues  and  fines  .were  the  ^argest 
since  1884  when  the  subscription  rates  were  nearly  double  those 
of  today. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Library  Committee  for  their 
valuable  time  given  the  Library  and  for  the  broad  and  catholic 
spirit  shown  in  its  behalf. 

The  press  of  the  city  has  been  even  more  than  usually  gener- 
ous the  past  year,  and  has  proven  its  friendship  in  an  unmistaka- 
ble manner.  The  instructors  and  teachers  referred  to  previously 
we  most  heartily  thank  for  their  untiring  work  in  co-operation. 

To  our  assistants  special  thanks  are  due,  not  only  for  the  In- 
terest shown  in  carrying  forward  the  higher  work  of  the  Library 
and  fully  appreciating  its  great  mission,  but  for  the  tact  and  for- 
bearance manifested  in  filling  that  most  trying  of  positions— that 
of  assistant  librarian.

To  the  Members  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland,  Oregon: 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution,  I  submit  the 
following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Library  for  the  year 
1900,  and  the  financial  condition  of  the  Association  at  the  close 
of  the  year. 

BOOKS. 

At  the*  beginnifi9  of  the  yddr  the  number  of  books  in  the  Library, 
as  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Librarian,  submitted  Decem- 
ber  31,    1899,    YfBLB 27,364 

Net  accessions  during  the  year,   exclusive  of  the  John  Wilson 

bequest,   have   been    1.437 

Wilson  Library  bequeathed  to  the  Association 8,891 

Making  the  total  number  of  books  December  31,  IVOO 37,682 

Six  hundred  and  ninety -eight  volumes  have  been  bound  or  rebound 
at  an  expense  of  $369.94,  and  3961  volumes  have  been  repaired  in  the 
I^ibrary,  making  a  total  number  of  books  repaired  during  the  year 
of  4659.

MEMBERSHIP  DUES. 

Receipts  from  dues  for  the  year  have  been  $2,641.36,  as  against 
$2,643.11  for  the  year  1899,  $2,661.86  for  the  year  1898,  and  $2,216.16 
for  the  year  1897. 

The  average  per  member  received  for  membership  dues  during 
the  year,  based  upon  the  total  membership,  is  $2.22,  and  the  aver- 
age cost  to  the  Association  per  member  for  attendance,  light, 
heating,  repairs  to  books  sent  to  the  bindery  and  incidental  ex- 
penses is  $3.63,  or  $1.31  in  excess  of  the  average  dues  received. 

The  number  of  books  loaned  during  the  year  was  67,896. 

It  does  not  appear  to  have  been  contemplated  by  the  founders 
of  the  Association  that  membership  dues  should  be  imposed  except 
so  far  as  necessary  to  meet  disbursements  for  current  expenses 
until  such  time  as  the  income  from  the  maintenance  fund  created

by  voluntary  contributions  should  be  sufficient  to  cover  these  dis- 
bursements. 

There  was  an  annual  deficit  in  current  expenses  until  the  year 
1899,  during  which  year  there  was  a  surplus  of  income  from  all 
sources  applicable  thereto  of  $431.86;  the  question  of  further 
reducing  membership  dues  has  since  been  under  discussion,  and 
a  special  committee  from  your  Board  of  Directors  has  that  matter 
now  under  consideration.

During  the  year  the  outstanding  note  of  the  Association  for 
$22,500  and  interest  thereon  was  paid,  and  the  only  present  indebt- 
edness of  the  Association,  exclusive  of  the  amounts  due  the  main- 
tenance and  book  funds  (against  which  the  Blla  M.  Smith  bequest 
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b  an  off-set),  is  the  overdraft  at  the  First  National  hank,  amount- 
ing to  13,347.86. 

In  my  last  report  I  ventured  to  express  the  hope  that  during 
the  year  the  friends  of  the  Library  might  see  the  way  clear  to  con- 
tribute sufficient  funds  to  at  least  reduce  the  then  indebtedness  to 
an  amount  not  greater  than  the  market  value  of  the  real  property 
held  for  the  Association.  In  my  Judgment  the  property  now  h^d 
by  the  administrator  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Ella  M.  Smith  for  use 
of  the  Association  is  equal  in  value  to  the  aggregate  amount  due 
the  maintenance  fund,  the  book  fund  and  the  amount  of  overdraft 

JOHN  WILSON   BEQUEST. 

John  Wilson,  a  pioneer  merchant  of  Portland  and  for  many 
years  one  of  its  most  respected  citizens,  died  September  16,  1900. 
Mr.  Wilson  was  a  man  of  education  and  refinement  and  had  de- 
voted much  time  and  money  to  the  acquisition  of  well-selected 
books  and  valuable  manuscripts,  all  of  which,  together  with  the 
sum  of  $2,500,  he  by  last  will  and  testament,  gave  to  the  Associa- 
tion upon  the  trusts  indicated  by  Item  No.  6  of  his  will,  which  is 
as  follows: 

"Section  6.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  'The  Library  Association  of 
Portland,'  of  which  Henry  Falling  is  now  President,  my  library  of 
printed  books,  ancient  manuscripts  on  vellum  and  on  paper,  books 
of  plates,  atlases  and  maps,  etc.,  now  amounting  to  over  8,000 
volumes,  as  per  my  Invoice  of  books,  which  should  go  with  them. 
Said  books  to  be  used  as  a  Free  Reference  Library  for  use  of  the 
citizens  of  Portland  and  such  other  persons  as  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  said  Library  Association  may  admit  to  its  privileges 
and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  devise  for  its 
management  and  preservation.  The  books  must  be  used  in  the 
building  and  in  no  case  be  taken  therefrom  except  for  repairs  or 
for  rebinding.  I  also  give  to  the  said  'Library  Association,'  pro- 
vided they  can  use  the  same,  the  two  black  walnut  cases,  lettered 
'A'  and  'B'  and  located  in  my  east  library  room,  and  the  three 
book  cases  lettered  'C,'  'D'  and  'B,'  located  in  the  west  library 
room  and  the  two  book  cases  'F'  and  'G'  in  my  north  library  room. 
And,  whereas,  a  free  reading-room  cannot  be  maintained  without 
funds  to  support  it,  I  give  and  devise  to  the  said  'Library  Associa- 
tion* of  Portland  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  in  U.  S. 
gold  coin,  to  be  paid  after  aU  my  debts  and  legacies  have  been 
paid.  The  said  sum  of  |2,600  shall  be  considered  as  a  debt  to  the 
said  Library  Association  and  shall  draw  interest  from  the  first 
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of  the  month  following  the  payment  of  my  mortgage  debt. to 
Balfour,  Guthrie  &  Co.  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent  per  year,  and 
shall  he  a  lien  on  lot  five  and  the  south  half  of  lot  six  in  block 
forty-eight  and  on  lots  two  and  seven  in  block  forty-nine  until 
paid.  It  is  my  intention  that  this  sum  be  paid  from  the  net  income 
of  my  estate  as-a  whole.  The  profits- or  interest  of  this  money 
only  16  to  be  used  and  the  sum  to  be  held  as  an  irreducible  fund 
for  the  su^pbrt  or"  payment  of  the'  expenses  necessary  to  conduct 
the  Libitiry." 

In  an  elaborate  and  interesting  description  of  this  collection, 
published  in  the  Sunday  Oregonian  of  March  27,  1898,  it  is  said: 

"Here  are  many  books  that  formerly  belonged  to  persons  of 
note,  whose  book-plate  or  autograph  may  be  found  in  them; 
among  these  may  be  mentioned  Isaac  Newton,  William  Penn, 
Samuel  Rogers,  the  poet,  and  Horace  Walpole.  .  .  .  Among 
the  fine  specimens  of  early  printed  books  is  the  Gutenberg  Chron- 
icle, by  no  means  the  oldest  in  the  collection,  though  it  bears  so 
early  a  date — 1493.  .  .  .  Here  is  another  old  volume  of  far 
greater  interest  to  collectors  of  Americana.  It  is  one  oMbe  first 
universal  geographies  published  in  modern. times.  .  .  j  'Orig- 
inally it  was  published  in  Latin  In  1644.  .  .  Passing  over 
the  many  fascinating  volumes  o^  voyage  an(d  travel,  attention  is 
directed  to  the  rich  treasures  devoted  to  arti  These  sumptuous 
plates  and  precious  atlas  folios  constitute  a  very  important  and 
valuable  pairt  o^the  library.  .  .  .  There  are  soores  of  other 
art  books  oC^  marvelous  beauty  and  value,  together  with  a  com- 
plete,,collection  of  ESnglish  poets,  that  form  a  library  in-  them- 
selves.    ,-..,,    /'•••.••  .;.... 

Acceptance  of  the  trusts  Imposed  by  this  munificent  bequest 
imposes  upon  the  Association  not  only  the  expense  of  providing 
suitable  apartments  for  this  collecti6n  andf  the  liccoinmodation  of 
those  using  it,  with  the  salary  of  at  least  one  additional  attend- 
ant, but  also  the  enil;)]oyment  of  a  cataloguer  to  arrange  and 
classify  the  books  and  to  put  them  in  position  for  'ready  reference. 

To  the  end  that  the  general  public  may  be  admitted  to  the 
use  of  this  valuable  addition  to  the  Library  at  the  earliest  prac- 
ticable moment,  the  cost  of  properly  cataloguing  the  books,  esti- 
mated at  11.100,  has  been  subscribed  by  six  members  of  your 
Board  of  Directors,  and  the  Library  Committee  has  been  author- 
ized to  employ  a  suitable  person  to  perform  that  service.

DONATIONS. 

October  22,  1900,  the  ABsoclation  receiyed  from  Miss  Failing, 
Miss  Mary  F.  Failing  and  Mrs.  Emily  Failing  Cabell,  daughters 
of  the  late  Henry  Failing,  a  donation  of  |26,050,  with  which  the 
note  of  the  Association  held  by  the  Security  Savings  &  Trust 
Company  was  paid,  the  Trust  Company  generously  reducing  the 
rate  of  unpaid  interest  to  six  per  cent  per  annum. 

By  the  liberality  of  these  donors  the  Association  is  now  sub- 
stantially relieved  from  interest  charges,  a  condition  existing  for 
the  first  time  since  the  erection  of  the  Library  building. 

'-  The  Association  has  also  rec^ved  during  the  year  gifts  of 
books,  periodicals  and  pamphlets,,  exceeding  in  number  and  value 
like  donations  .received  in  any  former  year;  ^a  list  ot  which^  with 
the  names  of  the  donors,  will  be  iound  in. an  appendix,  to  the 
report  of  the  Librarian. 

For  these  evidences  of  continued  friendliness  and  support 
grateful  acknowledgment  is  made  in  your  behalf. 

ADDITIONAL  READING  ROOMS. 

The  congested  condition  of  the  alcoves,  referred  to  in  the  re- 
port of  the  Librarian,  suggests  the  necessity  of  additional  read- 
ing rooms.  This  matter,  in  connection  with  that  of  providing 
suitable  rooms  for  the  accommodation  and  use  of  the  Wilson 
library,  is  now  being  considered  by  your  Board  of  Directors,  and 
I  trust  the  Library  Committee  will  soon  be  able  to  recommend 
some  plan  by  which  the  inconveniencies  complained  of  will  be 
mitigated,  if  not  entirely  overcome. 

It  Is  apparent,  however,  that  the  present  income  applicable  to 
current  expenses  •  is  under  the  most,  economical  arrangement 
which  can  be  devised  insufficient  to  give  the  patrons  of  the  As- 
sociation such  attention  and  accommodations  as  your  Board  of 
Directors  are  anxious  to  accord  to  them.

PERIODICALS. 

The  cost  of  the  periodicals  for  the  year  was  1449.58.  Through 
the  courtesy  of  the  publishers  of  the  Pacific  Northwest,  we  have 
received  sixty-one  files  of  newspapers  and  magasines  free  of 
charge,  in  addition  to  thirty-nine  library  bulletins  and  periodicals 
from  other  sources.  A  list  of  these  will  be  found  under  Sections 
B  and  C  in  the  appendix  to  this  report 

There  were  2419  magazines  circulated  as  books  in  1900,  2411 
in  1899  and  2266  in  1898. 
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We  are  bUU  In  great  need  of  a  complete  file  of  periodicals 
listed  In  "Poole's"  and  In  the  "CamnlatlTe"  Indexes.  It  was  the 
Intention  to  eupplr  tbeBe  deficiencies  tbe  past  year,  but  extra- 
ordlnarr  demands  upon  the  hook  fund  made  It  Impossible.

In  appendix  "B"  will  be  found  a  list  of  donors  and  donations. 
In  comparison,  It  will  be  found  that  the  aggregate  number  of 
gifts  was  largely  In  excess  of  other  years.  There  were  sent  us 
three  maps,  322  volumea,  450  pamphlets  and  921  Issues  of  period- 
icals, exclusive  of  those  found  under  "Appendix  C."  There  Is  not 
space  to  make  Individual  mention  here,  but  note  should  be  made 
of  tbe  generosity  of  Mr.  H.  L.  Plttock,  who  baa  continued  send- 
ing us  bound  volumes  of  the  Oregonlan,  and  Mr.  Hetvll  Dewey,  of 
the  New  York  State  Library  School,  who  has  sent  us  much  val- 
uable material  from  that  Institution.

MBMBESISHIP. 

In  spite  of  the  efforts  being  made  for  the  aceommodation  and 
eonvenience  of  our  subscribers,  there  has  been  a  further  falling 
off  in  the  regular  membership  for  the  year  1900.  This  is  no  douht 
due  to  the  large  student  membership,  which  is  constantly  inereaa- 
tng.  We  had  Deeemher  30,  1900,  437  regular  subscribers,  407  one 
year  ago  and  495  two  years  ago.  As  this  decrease  is  coincident 
with  the  unexpected  growth  of  student  membership,  it  is  reason- 
able to  suppose  that  this  shrinkage  is  due  to  that  cause.  A  more

CATALOGUINQ. 

The  Department  of  Sociology  has  been  carefully  catalogued 

the  past  year.    Tliere  is  more  work  in  this  section  than  In  mahy, 

owing  to  the  large  number  of  subject-headings  and  cross-refer* 

ences,  but  good  progress  has  been  made  considering  the  fact  that 

only  a  part  of  the  assistant's  time  can  be  devoted  to  this  work.. 
Miss  Catlin,  seslsted  at  times  by  Miss  Rockwood,  has  ably  car* 
ried  on  what  Miss  Northrup  took  such  pride  in  perfecting,  and 
which  is  in  accord  with  the  latest  library  methods. 

RE8BRVB  BULB. 

Late  in  the  year  it  was  decided  to  establish  what  Is  known  as 
the  "Reserve"  rule,  by  which  any  book  in  the  library  will  be  held 
for  the  applicant  for  one  day  after  sending  him  a  self-addressed 
postal.  This  privilege  has  been  fireely  used  by  the  members  and 
between  four  and  five  hundred  cards  are  sent  each  month. 

CHAROmo  SYSTEM. 

The  Association  having  outgrown  its  present  charging  system 
inaugurated  January  1,  1894,  the  Library  Ck>mmittee  sanctioned 
the  change  to  what  is  Imown  as  the  Browne  System,  which  does 
away  with  all  charging  cards  and  slips  now  in  use  here.  The 
pockets  are  being  attached  to  the  book  covers  as  rapidly  as  possi- 
ble, and  when  the  change  is  made  it  will  be  found  to  be  a  great 
saving  of  time  and  labor.  This  system  has  been  adopted  in  most 
of  the  large  libraries  of  the  country. 

LIBRARY  STAFF. 

There  have  been  several  changes  here  during  the  year,  the 
first  being  brought  about  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Northrup, 
who  left  in  September  last  to  take  charge  of  the  Free  Public 
Library  of  Portiand.  By  her  withdrawal  the  Association  sus- 
tained a  severe  loss,  and  one  not  easily  made  good.  Later,  Miss 
Van  Wyck,  some  six  years  with  the  Library,  was  granted  a  leave 
of  absence  of  three  months  on  account  of  ill-health.  To  supply 
these  vacancies  Miss  Coe  and  Miss  Stackpole  were  engaged,  and 
have  had  charge  of  the  delivery  desk  for  some  time,  lliey  have 
both  worked  with  earnestness  and  intelligence.    Miss  Rockwood 
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and  Miss  Reed  are  on  the  staff  as  students  of  library  economy 
and  are  making  good  progress. 

LIBRARY  BULLETINS, 

In  September  the  publishing  of  "Our  Library"  was  resumed. 
This  brings  us  more  in  touch  -with  our  members  and  the  library 
world  in  general.  From  the  latter  we  have  received  many  ex- 
pressions of  fraternal  feeling,  and  our  exchange  list  has  visibly 
grown. 

STUDENT  MEMBERS. 

Some  two  years  have  elapsed  since  the  experiment  was  tried 
of  admitting  students  of  certain  ages  and  grades  at  the  nominal 
membership  dues  of  one  dollar  per  year.  In  that  time  832  have 
subscribed,  and  at  present  there  are  562  on  the  membership  rolls. 
Far  exceeding  the  estimates  of  the  most  sanguine  friends  of  the 
plan,  it  has  become  a  serious  problem  to  deal  with.  Owing  to 
the  limited  seating  capacity  of  the  library,  it  is,  during  vacation* 
Saturdays  and  the  late  afternoon  hours  of  school  days,  almost 
Impossible  for  adult  members  to  obtain  chairs,  or  do  any  reading. 
It  seems  as  if  the  only  solution  of  the  difficulty  would  be  to  pro- 
vide a  separate  room  for  both  the  Juvenile  and  students.  The  ref- 
erence books  needed  could  be  brought  to  them,  also  the  books 
for  circulation.  By  this  plan  they  could  be  under  the  supervision 
of  an  attendant,  while  at  present  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  ef- 
fectively patrol  all  the  rooms  of  tho  building  with  our  limited 
force.  There  would  be  then  room  for  the  regular  members  in 
the  main  rooms,  and  there  would  be  less  ground  for  the  com- 
plaints that  have  been  so  numerous  of  late.  This  should  be  done 
in  Justice  to  those  who  pay  the  full  membership  fees,  which  are 
five  times  those  of  the  students. 

In  closing,  I  wish  most  heartily  to  thank  the  teachers  ef  the 

public  schools  who  have  so  cordially  assisted  us  in  many  ways, 

the  press  of  the  city  which  throws  open  the  columns  of  the 

newspapers  when  called  upon,  and  the  Library  Committee,  who 

have  been  so  responsive  in  granting  whatever  was  needed  for 

the  Association.

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Thirfy  Eighth  Annual  Meeting 


February  1,  1902. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  corporate  members  of  the  Library 
Association  of  Portland  was  held  in  the  Library  hall  at  8  P.  M. 
on  Saturday,  the  first  day  of  February,  1902,  with  President  C.  A. 
Dolph  in  the  chair.  Present,  C.  A.  Dolph,  W.  B.  Ayer,  Martin 
Winch,  Milton  W.  Smith,  W.  M.  Ladd,  W.  L.  Brewster,  Lawrence 
Ainsworth  and  Bdwin  Mays. 

Mr.  W.  L.  Brewster  was  elected  secretary  of  the  meeting. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  and  of  the  special 
meeting  held  June  7,  1901,  were  read  and  approved. 

The  President  read  his  annual  report.  On  motion  of  Mr.  W.  M. 
Ladd,  it  was  ordered  that  the  President's  report  be  accepted, 
placed  on  file  and  printed.  The  Librarian,  D.  P.  Leach,  read  his^ 
report  for  the  year  1901.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Milton  W.  Smith,  it 
was  ordered  that  the  Librarian's  report  be  received,  placed  on 
file  and  printed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Milton  W.  Smith,  the  following  amendments 
to  the  constitution  were  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  constitution  of  this  Association  be  amended 
as  follows: 

That  article  2  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Article  2 — Membership.  Section  1.  The  membership  of  this 
Association  shall  consist  of  perpetual,  life  ahd  ez-offlcio  mem- 
bers. Any  person  may  become  a  perpetual  member  of  this  As- 
sociation by  signing  the  roll  of  members  and  paying  to  the 
Association  the  sum  of  $260.  Any  person  may  become  a  life 
member  of  this  Association  by  signing  the  roll  of  members  and 
paying  to  the  Association  the  sum  of  |200;  provided,  that  the 
members  of  the  present  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Portland  Public 
Library  and  such  persons  as  between  the  19th  day  of  November, 
1899,  and  the  18th  day  of  July,  1901,  contributed  in  the  aggregate 
the  sum  of  |60  towards  the  support  of  the  Portland  Public  Li- 
brary, who  shall  make  written  application  for  such  membership 
within  six  months  from  the  first  day  of  August,  1901,  shall  also 
be  life  members  of  this  Association.  The  mayor  and  the  president 
of  the  common  council  of  the  City  of  Portland,  Oregon,  and  their 
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saooeBSora  in  office,  ex-offlcio,  Bhall  be  members  of  this  Associa- 
tlon;  proTlded*  tliat  whenever  the  City  of  Portland  shall  for  the 
space  of  one  year  fail  to  contribute  to  the  current  expenses  of  the 
Association,  such  right  of  ex-offlcio  membership  shall  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  this  Association,  cease  and 
terminate. 

Section  2.  All  members  of  the  Association  as  defined  in  Sec- 
ti<m  1  of  this  article,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Association  if  personally  present  thereat 

Section  8.  All  members  of  this  Association  not  delinquent  for 
fines  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  priTileges  of  the  Association,  in- 
cluding the  library  and  rooms. 

Section  4.  So  long  and  during  such  time  as  tne  City  of  Port- 
land shall  contribute  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  Association, 
in  accordance  with  the  proTisions  of  the  ordinance  of  the  City  of 
.Portland  entitled  "An  ordinance  authorising  a  contract  with  the 
Library  Association  of  Portland  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the 
inhabitants  of  the  city  with  the  free  use  of  the  library  of  said 
Association,  approved  July  18,  1901,"  all  dtisens  of  the  City  of 
Portland,  doing  business  in  said  city,  of  good  moral  character, 
shall  be  entiued,  without  charge  or  dues,  to  the  privileges  of  the 
rooms  of  the  Association  and  to  receive  books  from  the  Library 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Section  5.  No  person  delinquent  for  fines  shall  be  entitled  to 
any  of  the  privileges  of  the  Association,  or  to  the  use  of  its 
Library  or  rooms. 

That  Article  3,  Section  18,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  18.  A  permanent  removal  from  Multnomah  county, 
Oregon,  disqualifies  an  officer  from  exercising  the  duties  of  his 
office,  and  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  resignation  on  his 
part 

That  Article  10  ot  this  Constitution  be  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows: 

Article  10— Alterations  and  Amendments.  This  constitution 
shall  not  be  altered  or  amended  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  or 
at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose. 

The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  elect  two  directors  for  the  term 
of  ten  yean,  to  fill  the  vacancies  caused  by  the  expiration  of  the

terms  of  Mary  F.  Failing  and  C.  E.  S.  Wood,  and  on  ballot  being 
taken,  Mary  F.  Failing  and  C  E.  S.  Wood  were  declared  duly 
elected. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

As  required  by  Section  8,  Article  3  of  the  constitution,  I  submit 
for  your  consideration  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of 
I  the  Library  for  the  year  1901,  and  the  financial  condition  of  the 

Association  at  the  close  of  the  year:

BOOKS. 

The  report  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Directors  by  the  Li- 
brarian as  of  December  31, 1900,  shows  the  total  number  of  books, 
I  including  the  John  Wilson  bequest,  then  in  the  Library  to  have 

been  37,682  volumes;  the  net  accessions  for  the  year,  as  reported, 
are  1,020;  making  the  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  at 
the  close  of  the  year,  as  reported  by  the  Librarian,  38,702. 

Six  hundred  and  eighty-five  volumes  have  been  bound  or  re- 
bound, at  an  expense  of  $346.16,  and  4,024  volumes  have  been  re- 
paired in  the  Library.

INDEBTEDNESS.

son bequest,  the  condition  of  which  funds  are  hereinafter  given; 
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the  reeidne  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Ella  M.  Smith,  of  which  the 
ABSociatlon  is  bemeflciary,  consisting  of  the  south  half  of  lot  4 
in  block  1;  the  east  94^  feet  of  the  south  80  feet  of  lot  8,  and 
the  east  94.5  feet  of  the  north  10  feet  of  lot  4  in  block  16,  and 
lots  7  and  8  in  block  25»  all  in  the  City  of  Portland,  county  of 
Multnomah  and  State  of  Oregon,  of  the  probable  value  of  175.000.

AMENDMENTS   TO   CONSTITUTION   AND   DISCONTINUANCE 

OF  DUES. 

By  Section  3  of  an  act  of  the  legislative  assembly  of  the  State 
of  Oregon,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  establishment  and 
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maintenance  of  public  libraries  and  to  provide  for  their  control 
and  protection/'  approved  February  13,  1901,  the  common  council 
of  the  City  of  Portland  was  authorized  to  contract  with  the  As- 
sociation for  providing  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  with  the  free 
use  of  the  Library  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  could  be 
agreed  upon. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Association,  held  June  20, 
1901,  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  members  present,  your  Board 
of  Directors  were  authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the 
City  of  Portland,  by  the  terms  of  which  the  city  was  to  levy  and 
cause  to  be  collected  annually  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  beginning 
with  the  year  1902,  a  tax  of  one-fifth  of  a  mill  upon  each  dollar 
of  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  city  and  place 
the  proceeds  of  such  tax  in  the  city  treasury,  to  be  drawn  by  the 
Association  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  act  of  the  legislature 
before  referred  to. 

The  contract  thus  authorized  is  evidenced  by  Ordinance  No. 
12,?02  of  the  city,  entitled  "An  ordinance  authorizing  a  contract 
with  the  Library  Association  of  Portland  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding the  inhabitants  of  the  city  with  the  free  use  of  the  Library 
of  said  Association,"  which  passed  the  common  council  July  17 
and  was  approved  by  the  mayor  July  18, 1901. 

By  authority  of  a  resolution  duly  adopted  by  your  Board  of 
Directors  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  held  on  the  7th 
day  of  August,  1901,  your  President  and  Secretary,  on  the  14th 
day  of  August,  1901,  filed  with  the  Auditor  of  the  City  of  Port- 
land the  acceptance  of  the  Association  of  the  benefits,  terms  and 
conditions  by  the  ordinance  imposed,  a  copy  of  which  ordinance, 
together  with  a  copy  of  the  acceptance  thereof,  is  appended  to  this 
report 

In  order  that  the  Association  may  avail  itself  of  the  benefits 
conferred  by  this  contract  with  the  city,  it  is  necessary  that  you 
shall  amend  the  constitution  of  the  Association,  both  in  respect  to 
its  membership  and  the  imposition  of  dues  upon  those  making  use 
of  the  Library.  The  required  notice  has  been  published  and  such 
amendments  may  properly  be  considered  at  this  meeting.  Antici- 
pating your  action  in  this  regard,  the  Library  Committee  have 
prepared  plans  for  necessary  changes  in  the  rooms  of  the  Associa- 
tion in  order  to  accommodate  the  increased  number  of  patrons, 
and  with  favorable  action  on  your  part  it  is  hoped  that  the  Li- 
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brary  may  be  opened  to  the  general  public  not  later  than  the  20tli 
of  the  present  montik 

The  contemplated  change  in  the  policy  of  the  Aseociatioa  Is 
a  radical  one  and  has  not  been  inaugurated  without  rery  careful 
consideration  on  the  part  of  your  Board  of  Directors.  It  Is  not 
altogether  a  sew  Idea.  Substantially,  the  plan  now  adopted  was 
considered  by  the  Association  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century 
ago.  In  discussing  it,  the  late  Judge  Deady,  then  President  of  the 
Association,  to  whom  as  much  as  to  any  one  man  is  due  the  es- 
tablishment of  Che  present  government  of  the  Association,  said; 
"'A  word  of  warning  In  this  co&nectlon.  It  may  be  proposed  to 
grant  aid  upon  ccmdltlon  that  the  control  of  the  Library  is  given 
over  to  the  city.  I  think  on  the  whole  this  would  be  a  misfor- 
tune rather  than  a  benefit  In  the  end  it  would  put  the  Ubrary 
up  to  be  scrambled  for  as  so  much  political  patronage;  I  would 
not  accept  a  cent  of  public  aid  upon  such  terms.  As  organized  at 
present,  the  Library  has  an  ercellent  scheme  of  government,  one 
which  is  calculated  to  make  it  the  means  of  elevating  and  ad>- 
vandng  the  standard  of  public  taste  and  culture  rather  than 
lowering  It" 

Happily  the  honorable  common  council  in  its  wisdom  Imposed 
no  such  condition  upon  the  Association.  By  the  express  terms  of 
the  ordinance,  the  control  and  management  of  the  Library  is  left 
to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Association^  The  mayor  and 
president  of  the  common  council  are  ex-ofllclo  members  of  the 
Association  and  entitled  to  have  a  voice  in  its  affairs,  and  I  am 
sure  that  the  Association  will  profit  largely  by  their  counsel  and 
advice,  and  that  the  best  interests  of  the  Association  will  be  ad- 
vanced thereby. 

ELECTION  OF  DIRECTORS. 

The  terms  of  Miss  Falling  and  Mr.  Wood  as  Directors  of  the 

Association  expire  by  limitation  with  this  date,  and  the  duty  of 

electing  their  successors  now  devolves  upon  you.

BINDING  AND  RBBINDING. 

There  were  685  volumes  sent  to  the  bindery  for  binding  and 
rebinding,  of  which  381  were  rebound  in  new  cases.  263  in  old 
cases,  and  41  bound  for  the  first  time,  a  total  of  685,  at  a  total 
expense  of  $346.06.  There  were  4,024  volumes  repaired  at  the 
Library.  It  was  decided  at  the  September  meeting  of  the  Direc- 
tors to  rebind  all  volumes  needing  new  covers  in  one-half  red 
buffing,   with  marbled  paper  sides.     This  style  Is  much  more 
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4anUe  and  neat  tliui  the  art  TellDm  heratotore  used,  and  tha 
«xtn  expense  la  not  great,  conatderlng  tbe  added  Talue  ol  the 
books. 

PBBIODrCAlA 

Tbe  ETOSB  cost  «f  the  perlodtcats  for  1901  was  I42&.&&. 

The  publlshen  ef  the  PacMc  Northwest  have  generously  sent 
UB,  tree  ot  chaTge,  44  flies  of  newspapers  and  masaxlnes,  and  we 
IiaTs  reerived  61  flies  of  llbrai7  bulletins  and  periodicals  from 
other  sources. 

There  were  2^2  Dagazlnee  circulated  as  books  during  the  year. 


We  have  realized  the  need  ot  a  complete  Ale  of  periodicals 
listed  In  "Poole's"  and  "The  Ciunulatlve"  Ind^ns  mora  than  ever 
tbe  past  season.  To  complete  the  flle  would  mean  the  expenditure 
of  a  considerable  sum  of  money,  which  the  condition  of  the  In- 
come of  tbe  boob  fund  has  not  allowed.  As  the  reference  de- 
partment vlU  be  used  to  a  much  greater  extent  as  time  goes  on. 
It  is  earnestly  recommeoded  that  this  purchase  be  made  as  soon 
SB  pomlble,  even  If  the  buying  of  books  be  deferred  tor  awhile. 

OIBTS. 

We  received  the  last  year  from  mlscellaneoue  sources  four 
maps,  3ST  volumes.  247  pamphlets  and  1.450  Issues  ot  periodicals. 
In  Appendix  "B"  will  be  found  a  complete  list  of  donors. 
Among  the  notable  gifts  were  those  of  tbe  daughters  of 
tbe  late  Henry  F^lHug.  wbo  generously  sent  us  39  bound  vol- 
umes and  283  numbera  of  "The  Nation";  395  periodicals  con- 
tributed by  Mrs.  P.  J.  Gardner,  and  16  volumes  and  seven  pam- 
phlets donated  by  Dr.  Stephen  S.  Wise:  Hon.  H.  W.  Corbett 
contributed  several  volumes  of  United  States  government  publi- 
cations, as  did  also  Mr.  A.  S.  Watt.  Mr.  H.  L.  Pittock  sent  us  the 
four  bound  volumes  ot  the  Oregonlan  as  usual.  From  nonresidents

CATALOGUING. 

The  Library  committee  early  in  the  year  engaged  Miss  Mary 
Prances  Isom,  of  Cleveland,  to  take  charge  of  the  cataloguing  of 
the  John  Wilson  library.  It  was  felt  that  only  expert  work 
should  be  done  on  this  fine  collection,  and  her  fitness  for  the  place 
justifies  the  confidence  of  thoee  who  so  strongly  commended  her 
to  the  committee.  After  some  annoying  delays  due  to  the  delayed 
arrival  of  technical  supplies,  the  work  has  gone  on  smoothly, 
and,  considering  the  character  of  the  works  catalogued,  very 
rapidly.  Miss  Isom  has  worked  with  seal  and  enthusiasm,  and 
the  members  of  the  staff  transferred  to  that  department  have 
received  most  eflicient  training  and  Instruction. 

Miss  Harriet  B.  Gooch,  librarian  at  North  Brookfleld,  Mass.. 
was  engaged  later  to  assist  in  this  work,  and  has  proved  a  valua- 
ble acQuisition.  There  were  at  the  close  of  the  year  6,949  volumes 
of  the  John  Wilson  library  catalogued  and  shelved. 

For  several  months  all  new  accessions,  excepting  fiction,  were 
catalogued  in  the  John  Wilson  library  room,  and  in  December 
fiction  was  included. 

CHARGING  SYSTEM. 

The  Browne  Charging  System,  which  was  about  to  be  put  in 
operation  when  the  last  annual  report  was  made,  was  installed 
in  the  year  and  has  met  all  expectations.    The  saving  of  time 
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by  this  system  has  given  the  attendants  more  opportunity  to  as- 
sist in  reference  work  and  this  has  been  very  generally  taken 
advantage  of. 

LIBRARY   STAFF. 

There  have  been  several  additions  to  the  staff  during  the  year. 
Miss  Van  Wyck  and  Miss  Ck>e  have  been  retained  at  tlie  delivery 
counter  throughout,  while  Miss  Catlin,  Miss  Stackpole  and  Miss 
Reed  were  transferred  to  the  cataloguing  department  Miss 
Barker  came  as  a  student  in  February,  and  in  June  left  for 
Madison,  Wis,,  to  attend  the  summer  school  for  library  training. 
After  her  return  she  served  the  remaining  two  months  of  her  ap- 
prenticeship as  general  assistant.  Her  training  and  intelligence 
have  made  her  a  most  competent  helper.  In  December  she  was 
placed  on  the  salary  list  in  the  cataloguing  work.  Miss  Reed 
has  been  on  the  salary  list  since  last  August,  and  it  is  pleasing  to 
quote  from  the  report  of  the  head  cataloguer  for  July:  "Miss 
Reed  is  of  real  help;  she  is  quick  and  willing,  and  shows  an 
excellent  library  spirit.*'*  To  establish  a  certain  standard  of  ed- 
ucation and  fitness,  it  was  thought  best  to  have  regular  exami- 
nations of  candidates  for  library  positions,  and  in  September 
last  one  was  held,  at  which  nineteen  candidates  presented  them- 
selves. Of  these,  five  passed  satisfactorily,  and  two,  Miss  Rock- 
wood  and  Miss  Friendly,  were  engaged  in  November  to  help  la 
the  John  Wilson  library  work.  Miss  Millard,  of  the  Free  Public 
Library  at  the  City  Hall,  was  also  added  at  this  time. 

All  members  of  the  staff  have  cheerfully  worked  for  the  gen- 
eral good  of  the  institution  and  have  called  forth  many  expres- 
sions of  praise  for  their  readiness  to  serve  its  best  interests. 

LIBRARY   BULLETINS. 

The  monthly  bulletin,  "Our  Library,"  has  been  issued  through- 
out the  year,  and  it  has  been  the  aim  to  make  it  more  than  the 
mere  announcement  of  new  accessions,  but  to  also  give  it  a 
bibliographical  value.  Reading  lists  on  varied  topics  hdve  been 
a  part  of  its  make-up  and  the  requests  from  libraries  for  extra 
copies  have  encouraged  us  to  believe  that  they  have  been  of  some 
assistance  to  readers  and  students. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Library  committee  and  your- 
selves as  Directors,  your  Librarian  was  enabled  to  attend  the 
annual  conference  of  the  American  Library  Association  at  Wauke- 
sha, Wis.,  in  July  last,  and  to  make  an  extended  visiting  trip  to 
the  libraries  of  the  Lake  cities. 
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There  was  a  great  deal  to  see  in  the  limited  space  of  time  left, 
but  am  in  hopes  that  enough  material  has  been  gathered  to  be  of 
service  In  the  future. 

Of  necessity,  the  first  year  of  the  Library  as  a  free  institu« 
tion  will  be  an  experimental  one,  and  the  capacity  of  the  Li- 
brary as  planned  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  it,  is  prob- 
lematical. The  small  appropriation  allowed  by  the  city  charter 
for  its  maintenance  will  make  the  scope  of  its  work  rather  lim- 
ited. There  is  no  reason  to  doubt  the  quick  response  of  the  pub- 
lic when  flnanciai  help  is  needed,  and  the  free  library  is  the  suc^ 
cess  that  it  should  be  made  to  be^ 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Li'^ 
brary  committee  fbr  its  generosity  in  giving  so  much  time  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Library's  needs,  and  to  its  cordial  support 
of  measures  suggested;  also  to  the  newspapers  of  Portland  for 
their  cooperation,  and  to  our  many  friends  who  have  loyally 
stood  by  the  Library  Association  through  all  its  trials,  and  who 
will  doubtless  lend  their  aid  In  making  it  one  of  the  leading  in-^ 
stitutions  of  the  Pacific  Northwest

Report  of  Annual  Meeting 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  memberB  of  the  Portland  Library 
Association  "was  held  in  the  Directors'  room  at  8  P.  M.  The  Presi- 
dent, C.  A.  Dolph,  being  absent,  the  Vice-President,  Rev.  T.  L. 
Eliot,  took  the  chair. 

Present,  Rev.  T.  L.  Eliot,  M.  W.  Smith,  Mr.  Bronaugh,  W.  L. 
Brewster,  G.  H.  Himes,  C.  H.  Woodward,  W.  B.  Ayer.  J.  F.  Failing 
and  H.  L.  Pittock. 

J.  F.  Failing  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  meeting. 

The  minutes  of  the  annual  meeting  of  February  1,  1902,  were 
read  and  approved. 

The  annual  report  was  read  by  Dr.  Eliot,  and  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Smith,  was  received,  ordered  placed  on  file  and  printed. 

Mr.  Brewster  moved  that  the  constitution  be  amended;  that 
the  following  addition  be  made  to  Article  II,  section  4:  "And  so 
long  and  during  such  time  as  the  County  of  Multnomah  shall  con- 
tribute to  the  current  expenses  of  the  Association  under  any  con- 
tract with  the  Association,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  county  with  the  free  use  of  the  library  of  the  Associa- 
tion, all  citizens  of  the  County  of  Multnomah  of  good  moral  char- 
acter shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  above  provided  for 
the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Portland."  This  was  seconded  by  Mr. 
Smith,  and  carried. 

Mr.  Brewster  moved  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  three 
by  the  chairman  to  suggest  changes  in  by-laws  and  report  at  the 
next  annual  meeting.  Seconded  by  Mr.  Ayer  and  carried.  The 
chair  announced  that  appointments  would  be  made  later. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned.

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Report  of  the  Vice-President 

To  the  Members  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland,  in  Annual 

Meeting,  February  7,  1903: 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  I  have  prepared  and  have  the 
honor  to  submit  to  you  the  following  report  of  the  general  doings 
and  condition  of  the  Association,  together  with  such  suggestions 
as  seem  to  me  best  calculated  to  promote  its  prosperity,  and  the 
further  usefulness  of  the  Library: 

The  year  past  is  the  first  under  the  arrangement  between  the 
City  of  Portland  and  the  Association  for  a  period  of  ten  years, 
throwing  open  the  Library  in  all  its  uses  to  the  citizens;  the  leg- 
islative act  empowering  such  a  contract  on  the  part  of  the  city 
being  dated  February  13,  1901,  and  the  city  ordinance.  No.  12302, 
authorizing  the  present  contract  having  been  approved  by  the 
mayor  July  18,  1901,  and  accepted  by  the  Library  Association  at 
the  last  annual  meeting. 

The  Treasurer's  report  shows  the  amount  received  by  the  As- 
sociation from  the  city,  for  the  year  1902,  to  be  $8,302.21.  The  new 
charter  of  Portland,  recently  passed  by  the  legislature,  confirms 
this  contract  (Chap.  IV,  Art.  6,  Sec.  247),  the  amount  of  the  an- 
nual tax  for  library  purposes,  continuing  as  heretofore,  to  be 
limited  to  one>fifth  of  a  mill.  The  year's  work  conspicuously 
proves  both  the  good  Judgment  of  the  Association  in  entering  into 
this  contract  and  the  wisdom  of  the  city,  through  the  common 
council,' in  thus  providing  library  uses  to  the  public,  thereby  ob- 
taining the  benefit  of  the  established  property  and  experience  of 
the  Association. 

I  submit  the  following  abstract  from  the  report  of  Mr.  Milton 
W.  Smith,  Treasurer,  which  will  show  the  various  sources  of  in- 
come and  the  disbursements  of  the  year,  under  appropriate 
headings:

The  principal  of  the  Book  Fund  remains  unchanged,  being 
125,250.00;  of  this  amount  $17,100.00  is  invested  in  notes  and  mort- 
gages, and  the  balance,  $8,100.00,  was  loaned  to  the  Building  Fund. 
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MAINTENANCE  FUND. 

The  principal  of  this  fund  is  150,000.00;  of  this  amount 
110,000.00  is  invested  in  notes  and  mortgages,  and  the  balance, 
140,000.00,  is  loaned  to  the  Building  Fund. 

HENRY  FAILING  BEQUEST. 

The  principal  of  this  fund  is  $10,000.00;  $8,500.00  is  invested  in 
notes  and  mortgages,  and  the  balance,  |1, 500.00,  is  in  cash  in  the 
bank.

The  principal  of  this  fund  is  $2,500.00,  and  the  whole  of  it  is 
invested  in  a  note  and  mortgage.

The  principal  of  this  fund  at  present  is  $500.00,  cash  in  the 
bank.

Against  this  indebtedness  the  administrator,  etc.,  of  the  Ella 
M.  Smith  estate  has  in  his  hands  real  property,  the  present  value 
of  which  is  $75,000.00. 

From  the  foregoing  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Associa- 
tion paid  $3,418.69  more  for  operating  and  maintaining  the  library 
than  its  receipts  from  the  city  tax. 

It  will  also  be  seen  that  only  the  small  and  inconsiderable  sum 
of  $2,000.00  was  used  to  buy  books.  The  income  of  the  Book  Fund 
is  the  department  out  of  which  books  are  bought,  and  is  the  one 
which  now  deserves  and  should  receive  particular  attention. 

You  are  referred  to  the  Librarian's  report,  which  was  pub- 
lished in  advance  of  this  meeting  (Oregonian  of  January  24),  for  a 
detailed  account  of  what  has  been  accomplished  since  the  doord 
of  this  building  were  opened  to  the  public  last  March.  Under  ap- 
propriate headings.  Miss  Isom  gives  the  history  of  the  changes 
made  in  the  working  equipment,  in  the  assignment  of  stafT  duty, 
the  development  of  circulation  of  books,  the  growth  of  the  refer- 
ence department,  the  children's  room,  the  catalogue,  and  the 
supply  of  periodicals  and  books.    I  commend  this  report  to  your 
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careful  attention  and  that  of  the  citizens,  both  members  and 
voters.  It  indicates  at  once  the  new  force  and  admirable  method 
which  have  been  brought  to  the  work  and  the  gratifying  response 
on  the  part  of  the  community  to  the  new  privileges  extended.  It 
will  be  seen  that  in  the  circulating  department  for  nine  months 
110,665  books  were  issued  for  home  use,  an  average  of  nearly 
12,000  a  month.  The  attendance  from  March  10  to  January  1,  was 
138.841.  This  number  does  not  include  the  newspaper  room, 
where  no  account  of  attendance  is  kept,  which  is  visited  on  an 
average  by  160  persons  daily  and  an  estimated  40,000  for  the  year. 
Nor  are  the  attendance  of  the  reading  room  and  children's  room 
included.  Allowing  for  one-third,  as  repeated  in  the  main  ac- 
count, the  total  attendance  for  the  ten  months  is  228,000.  In  the 
reference  department,  the  Wilson,  public  document  and  Oregon 
literature  collections,  2,480  volumes  have  been  consulted  by  card 
orders.  Researches  have  been  made  in  574  cases,  1,159  articles 
Indexed  and  63  reading  lists  compiled.  In  addition,  there  has 
been  continuous  assistance  to  teachers,  students  from  the  higher 
schools  and  others,  and  an  estimated  use  of  reference  books  in 
the  general  department  of  1,000  a  week  or  40,000  for  the  year.  In 
the  children's  department  the  membership  reported  is  1,395,  and 
circulation  for  home  use  17,518  volumes,  with  a  total  of  24,367 
attendance  of  children,  and  4,200  adult  visitors,  usually  parents, 
teachers  or  others  interested  in  helping  the  children  in  the  selec- 
tion of  reading.  There  is  no  more  promising  feature  of  the  new 
order  than  the  work  done  and  the  plans  for  the  future  in  this 
children's  department.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  administration 
to  come  into  close  touch  with  all  the  schools  of  the  city  and 
county,  and  especially  with  the  teachers,  for  the  inauguration  of 
the  proper  encouragement  and  wise  control  of  the  reading  habits 
of  the  12,000  children  in  their  care,  and  reaching,  in  a  large  num- 
ber of  instances,  the  habits  of  the  adults  in  their  homes.  The 
periodical  room  has  had  38,988  attendants  and  is  daily  crowded  at 
certain  hours  beyond  its  capacity. 

In  the  cataloguing  department,  8,703  books  were  catalogued 
during  the  year,  the  total  number  so  entered  being  at  date. 
18,819.  The  total  number  of  books  on  the  shelves  of  the  library 
is  37,715,  approximately.  It  is  hoped  by  the  close  of  this  year 
that  the  majority  of  them  will  be  catalogued.  The  value  of  a 
complete  catalogue,  arranged  by  cards  in  drawers  and  compart- 
ments, is  inestimable,  expanding,  as  it  does,  the  uses  of  a  library 
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to  the  maximum  of  economy  of  time  and  of  force  and  immediate- 
ness.  It  is  analogous  to  the  bookkeeping  department  of  a  busi- 
ness, or  the  directory  of  a  city.  A  large  portion  of  the  time  of 
the  staff,  therefore,  is  given  to  this  work.  The  Librarian's  re- 
port enlarges  upon  these  and  other  topics.  I  think  it  is  only  due 
to  say  that  the  Association  has  in  the  present  head  of  the  Library 
one  unusually  gifted  in  the  qualities  of  enthusiasm,  executive 
ability,  intelligent  sympathy  and  moral  force,  which  give  to  an 
institutk)n  of  the  kind  a  soul,  and  inspire  every  worker  and  user 
connected  with  it.  The  staff,  including  all  the  departments,  now 
numbers  16. 

Such  are  some  of  the  statistics  of  the  Library,  but  in  order  to 
comprehend  its  new  life  one  must  visit  all  the  departments  in 
the  busy  afternoon  or  evening  hours,  when  nearly  every  alcove 
and  seat  is  occupied  and  the  entire  staff  is  engaged  in  either  re- 
ceiving new  members  and  assisting  readers,  or  in  distributing  and 
receiving  the  books,  which  often  exceed  600  a  day.  The  order  and 
seriousness  with  which  these  large  numbers  of  visitors  move  and 
work  is  only  equaled  by  the  enthusiasm  and  good  will  of  the 
administration,  in  forwarding  the  interests  of  every  class  of 
readers  or  students.  The  total  number  of  members  at  the  time 
of  this  writing  is  8,534. 

If  such  results  have  come  in  a  year  of  beginnings  and  of  ex- 
periment as  to  organization,  it  may  readily  be  judged  what  the 
future  offers  of  opportunity,  if  we  can  keep  pace  with  the  ad- 
vancing social  and  civic  conditions  in  which  the  Library  finds 
itself  placed. 

I  beg  to  refer  to  the  three  needs  *with  which  the  Directors 
are  confronted  imperatively,  under  the  heads  "More  Room," 
"More  Books,"  and  "Increase  of  Sustentation  Funds  and  En- 
dowment" 

First.  The  need  of  more  room  is  felt  on  nearly  every  side,  but 
especially  in  the  reference  department,  including  the  John  Wilson 
library  of  9,000  volumes,  in  the  periodical  room,  and  the  chil- 
dren's department  The  space  for  shelving  books  is  everywhere 
inadequate,  and  there  is  no  room  for  the  cataloguing  and  other 
office  work.  We  may  estimate  an  increase  of  attendance  for  the 
coming  year  of  at  least  38  per  cent.  It  would  therefore  seem 
necessary,  in  the  near  future,  to  either  extend  the  building  by  a 
wing  upon  the  southern  or  western  side  and  remodel  the  base- 
ment, or  to  ask  a  portion  of  the  upper  floor  to  be  vacated.    This 
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upper  part  of  the  Ella  Smith  Memorial  building  has  been  occu- 
pied for  the  past  eight  years  by  the  exhibits  and  gallery  of 
sculpture  of  the  Portland  Art  Asso'*iation  under  an  amicable 
arrangement  between  the  two  associations  for  such  use  until  the 
Library  shall  require  the  space.  The  Directors  of  the  Library 
must  very  soon  give  notice  that  the  second  floor,  in  part  or  as  a 
whole,  be  restored  to  library  uses,  if  the  various  departments  are 
to  meet  even  the  minimum  of  the  looked-for  increase  of  work 
and  of  attendance,  etc.  If  the  alternative  is  preferred  of  making 
changes  or  an  addition  to  the  building,  immediate  steps  should 
be  taken  for  plans  to  be  In  hand  and  the  means  to  be  provided  foi 
Its  construction. 

Second — More  books.  The  Library,  as  shown  in  the  Librar- 
ian's report,  has  about  38,000  volumes.  The  Book  Fund  has  a 
purchasing  power  of  about  $150.00  a  month.  At  the  present 
rate  of  use,  almost  the  entire  income  could  be  used  sin:ply  in  re- 
placing outworn  books.  For  an  attendance  of  175,000  readers, 
there  should  be  expended  at  least  $10,000  a  year,  first  in  bringing 
up  all  lines  of  reference  books,  and  the  departments  of  history, 
applied  science  and  standard  classic  literature,  and  then  in  fur- 
nishing the  books  of  the  day,  with  provision  for  repairs  and 
binding,  including  periodicals.  The  Library  is  lamentably  weak 
in  many  lines  and  students  have  often  to  be  turned  away  or  are 
referred  to  antiquated  books.  It  is  practically  without  any  of  the 
standard  works  upon  recent  scientific  achievement,  mechanic^, 
and  technical  books  of  all  kinds. 

Third.  The  demand  for  more  room  and  books,  in  addition  to 
the  fact  already  stated  of  inadequate  maintenance,  brings  us  to 
the  prime  consideration  of  the  hour,  namely,  the  need  of  ad- 
ditional endowment  and  a  large  increase  of  income  in  order  that 
the  present  contract  may  be  carried  out  with  a  measure  of  satis- 
faction either  to  the  Association  or  to  the  public.  The  Directors 
are  impressed  with  the  results  of  the  work  of  the  past  nine 
months  as  proving  that  the  citizens  of  Portland  welcome  the 
extension  of  library  and  reading-room  privileges,  and  that  the 
people  are  ready  to  accept  fully  the  responsibility  both  of  main- 
taining the  efficiency  and  expanding  the  service  of  the  Library 
under  the  present  management. 

But,  for  these  uses,  the  maintenance  fund  of  the  Association, 
supplemented  by  the  one-fifth  of  a  mill  city  tax,  provides  scarcely 
one-third  of  the  sum  required  to  fully  equip  the  Library  for  the 
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just  demands  of  a  city  of  115,000  inhabitants.  It  is  therefore  witn 
no  little  sense  of  satisfaction  that  we  have  to  record  the  recent 
action  of  the  legislature,  authorizing  a  county  tax  for  library  pur- 
poses and  the  generosity  of  our  own  county  court  in  promptly 
responding  to  the  necessity  of  the  hour  by  ordering  a  tax  of  one- 
fifth  of  a  mill  and  entering  into  a  contract  with  the  Library  As- 
sociation of  like  tenor  with  that  engaged  in  with  the  city,  ex- 
tending the  Library  uses  to  the  entire  county  of  Multnomah. 

While  this  additional  income  will  greatly  relieve  the  imme- 
diate work  of  the  Association  and  increase  its  present  usefulness, 
the  Board  of  Directors  must  continue  to  appeal  to  the  friends  of 
the  Library,  both  in  their  public  capacity  and  as  individuals,  to 
reinforce  their  hands  by  generous  contribution  of  funds.  It  is  to 
be  noted  that  Portland  is  doing  materially  less  than  most  other 
cities  in  the  country  of  like  population  are  effecting  in  this 
direction.  Out  of  a  list  of  twenty  cities  of  less  population  than 
Portland  and  very  few  of  a  metropolitan  character,  I  select  the 
following:

Of  the  largest  cities  it  will  suffice  to  name  New  York,  where 
the  gross  expenditure  is  $1,000,000  per  annum. 

The  public  library  of  a  city,  with  modern  facilities  for  informa- 
tion, instruction  and  literary  entertainment  for  the  citizens,  has 
become  everywhere  recognized  as  a  necessity  of  the  city's  life,  a 
part  of  the  hospitality  and  good  order  of  the  community.  It  is 
the  public  school  of  the  whole  people,  continuing  the  work  of 
moulding  the  intelligence  and  civic  consciousness  which  the  com- 
mon schools  undertake  for  the  young,  affording  in  countless  ways 
and  to  all  classes  the  opportunity  of  exact  information,  enlighten- 
ment and  study.  It  represents  a  moral  and  spiritual  force,  to 
unify  the  people,  promote  good  citizenship  and  add  weight  to  all 
other  instruments  of  civic  integrity  and  progress.  With  increased 
endowment  and  an  adequate  support  from  the  public  fund,  the 
Library  Association  of  Portland  can  be  made  a  conspicuous  cen- 
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ter  of  influence  and  the  encourager  of  a  higher  standard  in  every 
home  and  vocation.  It  can  become  one  of  the  chief  agencies  in 
making  the  city  honorable  and  in  giving  it  the  high  character  of 
service,  without  which  neither  men  nor  cities  have  "a  name  to 
live." 

It  will  devolve  upon  this  meeting  to  amend  the  by-laws  in 
order  to  meet  the  conditions  of  the  contract  entered  into  with 
the  county.  I  will  close  with  two  suggestions.  There  should  be, 
in  the  proper  place,  a  memorial  tablet  to  Ella  M.  Smith,  by  whose 
gift  the  Association  has  the  present  edifice  and  a  maintenance 
fund.  Secondly,  at  an  early  day  the  constitution  and  by-laws 
should  be  carefully  revised,  in  order  to  remove  obsolete  clauses 
and  harmonize  the  various  articles.

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Report  of  the  Librarian 

To  the  Directors: 

Gentlemen:  Herewith  I  beg  to  submit  the  Librarian's  annual 
report  to  the  Library  Association  of  Portland,  detailing  its  first 
year's  work  as  a  free  library  supported  in  part  by  the  city.  On 
January  18,  1902.  the  doors  of  the  Library  were  closed  and  for 
seven  weeks  those  usually  quiet  precincts  were  under  the  sway 
of  workmen  and  cleaners.  From  the  beginning  of  the  year  plans 
had  been  under  consideration  for  adapting  the  rooms  to  the  in- 
creased number  of  patrons  which  it  was  hoped  would  make  use 
of  the  Library  when  restrictions  were  removed.  Looking  forward 
to  the  time  not  far  distant  when  the  growth  of  the  Library,  both 
in  books  and  membership,  would  demand  the  occupation  of  the 
entire  building,  the  changes  made  were  as  few  as  possible  and 
of  the  most  inexpensive  nature,  and  care  was  taken  in  providing 
the  necessary  furniture  to  purchase  only  that  which  would  al- 
ways be  of  service  to  the  Library  wherever  it  might  be  placed. 
In  the  main  room  the  stacks  were  changed  from  the  south  to  the 
north  side,  thereby  breaking  up  the  alcove  arrangement  so  un- 
fortunate in  a  library  used  by  a  large  number  of  people,  and  ten 
tables  each  with  a  seating  capacity  of  eight  were  placed  beneath 
the  windows.  The  east  bas/ement  room  with  entrance  on  Seventh 
street  was  taken  for  the  newspaper  room,  and,  lighted  from  two 
sides  as  it  is,  with  walls  freshly  tinted,  it  has  proved  both 
pleasant  and  comfortable.  The  room  formerly  used  for  the  news- 
papers on  the  first  floor  was  set  apart  for  the  children's  room 
and  furnished  with  small  chairs  and  tables.  With  walls  lined 
with  temporary  cases  sufficient  to  hold  the  small  collection  of 
children's  books  and  hung  with  pictures  kindly  loaned  by  the 
Art  Association,  it  is  perhaps  the  most  attractive  room  in  the 
building,  particularly  in  the  afternoons  when  filled  with  eager, 
shining-faced  children. 

The  first  problem  that  presented  itself  in  the  rearrangement 
was  how  to  provide  for  a  quiet  reference  room  offering  induce- 
ment for  study  in  the  midst  of  a  circulating  room  where  there 
must  be  a  certain  amount  of  conversation  and  moving  about. 
This  was  met  in  part  by  shelving  the  reference  books  in  the  west 
end  of  the  room  and  following  them  with  the  less  popular  classes 
of  books.  The  fiction,  travel,  literature  and  history  were  shelved 
in  the  other  end  of  the  long  room,  thereby  ensuring  comparative 
quiet  to  the  reference  collection.    The  next  question  how  to  shelve 
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the  books  acceptably  upon  overcrowded  stacks  seemed  difficult 
to  answer.  The  public  documents  were  removed  to  the  basement; 
the  circulating  and  reference  books  were  carefully  looked  over 
and  those  valuable  from  age  or  simply  too  old  to  be  of  general 
interest  were  removed  and  have  found  place  under  the  kindly 
protection  of  the  Art  Association  in  one  of  the  upper  rooms;  the 
Oregon  collection  has  been  shelved  in  the  Directors'  room,  and 
the  books  donated  by  the  Portland  Medical  Society  as  a  nucleus 
for  a  medical  library  are  also  temporarily  shelved  in  this  room. 
Nearly  5,000  volumes  were  thus  removed  from  the  circulating  de- 
partment and  even  then  the  shelves  were  too  crowded,  but  confi- 
dence was  not  misplaced,  and  a  week  after  the  Library  opened, 
the  problem  what  to  do  with  the  books  had  resolved  itself  into 
what  to  do  without  the  books,  a  condition  of  afCairs  still  await- 
ing solution.  One  week  before  the  Library  opened  the  public 
library  in  the  City  Hall  was  closed  and  its  staff  of  three  added  to 
the  number  already  employed.  On  March  22  the  fixtures  and  the 
books  were  moved  over.  The  shelving  has  been  used  in  various 
parts  of  the  building,  also  some  of  the  chairs  and  tables,  the 
rest  being  stored  for  future  use.  Of  the  books  received  1,495 
were  added  to  the  Library,  and  others  too  worn  to  shelve  together 
with  volumes  in  like  condition  belonging  to  this  Library  were 
given  away  to  city  institutions.  The  cataloguing  of  the  John 
Wilson  collection  which  had  been  progressing  under  the  direction 
of  the  present  Librarian  during  the  previous  year,  was  laid  one 
side  when  the  Library  was  closed,  and  during  the  season  of 
upheaval  the  whole  force  of  the  stafT  was  directed  to  cataloguing 
the  fiction.  This  involved  also  renumbering  and  a  certain  amount 
of  preparation  for  the  shelves,  and  it  was  entirely  finished  before 
the  opening  day. 

CIRCULATING  DEPARTMENT. 

On  March  10,  at  9  A.  M.,  after  a  series  of  trying  and  unavoid- 
able delays,  the  Library  was  thrown  open  to  the  public.  No  books 
were  issued  on  that  day,  but  those  that  were  held  by  former 
members  of  the  Library  were  returned  and  applications  were 
given  out  and  received.  The  combinillg  of  the  two  libraries,  the 
Library  Association  and  the  Portland  Public  Library,  made  neces- 
sary a  new  membership.  This  was  accomplished  with  as  little 
formality  as  possible,  no  guarantor  being  required,  merely  the 
signature  of  a  reference.  The  success  of  the  Library  was  imme- 
diate and  almost  overwhelming.     Over  1,000  people  visited  the 
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main  room  every  day  during  March,  and  nearly  4,000  members 
registered.  Since  that  time  the  growth  has  been  steady  and 
most  gratifying.  The  membership,  including  children,  has  risen 
to  8,107.  The  circulation  of  books  for  home  use  has  average 
11,628  volumes  per  month.  Whatever  statistics  have  been  kept, 
however,  are  quite  inadequate  to  show  the  extent  to  which  the 
Library  has  been  used.  Free  access  to  the  shelves  is  permitted 
all  borrowers  and  readers,  both  to  the  circulating  shelves  and 
to  those  containing  the  reference  books.  When  books  are  drawn, 
from  the  John  Wilson,  Oregon  literature  and  public  document 
collections,  a  signed  slip  is  required.  Many  of  the  most  constant 
readers  prefer  to  do  all  their  work  in  the  Library,  and  as  they 
have  not  drawn  books  for  home  use,  have  never  been  registered 
as  members.  The  comparative  freedom  of  the  early  morning 
hours  gives  the  assistants  time  for  necessary  technical  work,  but 
in  the  afternoons  and  during  most  evenings  every  moment  is 
filled  in  the  pleasant  service  of  bringing  the  right  book  and  the 
right  person  together.  The  case  for  new  books  at  the  right  of  the 
circulating  desk  is  a  center  of  attraction,  and  the  similar  case 
at  the  left  of  the  desk,  where  books  on  timely  topics  or  in  special 
classes  are  gathered  together,  is  also  well  patronized.  In  Novem- 
ber an  information  desk  was  installed  at  the  right  of  the  en- 
trance and  during  the  busy  times  of  the  day  an  assistant  is  there 
to  answer  all  questions  and  assist  in  finding  books.  The  total 
attendance  from  March  10  to  January  1  was  138,841;  the  total 
circulation  of  books  for  home  use,  including  the  children,  110,665; 
69  per  cent  of  these  books  were  fiction,  which,  taking  into  con- 
sideration that  it  has  not  been  possible  to  issue  extra  books  to 
teachers,  nor  to  send  books  of  supplementary  reading  to  the 
schools,  is  a  fairly  satisfactory  record.  There  is  great  need  for 
new  books  in  all  classes,  particularly  for  useful  books  of  informa- 
tion. German  and  French  departments  also  should  be  added, 
particularly  the  former,  as  there  are  many  German  patrons  who 
cannot  read  English.  The  demand  for  new  fiction  has  been  in- 
sistent, but  with  the  limited  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Library 
it  has  not  seemed  wise  to  satisfy  it  in  full.  Only  new  novels  ot 
well-known  authors  and  an  occasional  work  of  a  new  author 
that  has  received  good  reviews  are  purchased.  The  privilege  of 
reserving  books  by  i>ostal  card  has  been  appreciated,  and  the 
renting  of  duplicate  copies  of  fiction  for  five  cents  per  week  has 
given  great  satisfaction  to  patrons.    It  has  resulted  in  placing 
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in  people's  hands  the  books  they  particularly  desire  and  without 
taxing  the  Library  funds.  The  novels  added  to  the  Library  in 
this  way  have  been  "The  Battle-Ground/'  "Dorothy  Vernon,"  "K 
I  Were  King,"  "Man  from  Glengarry,"  "Mississippi  Bubble," 
"Thrall  of  Lief,  the  Lucky,"  "The  Virginian,"  "Pines  of 
Lory,"  "Fortunes  of  Oliver  Horn,"  "Captain  Macklin,"  "Mrs. 
Wiggs  of  the  Cabbage  Patch,"  "The  Conquest,"  and  "The  Con- 
queror," thirteen  titles  and  a  total  of  twenty-six  copies. 

By  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Health,  notices  of  houses 
containing  contagious  disease  are  immediately  sent  to  the  Li- 
brary, and  the  members  holding  books  are  notified  not  to  return 
them.

This  work  cannot  be  accurately  classified.  A  large  part  of  it 
comes  from  the  students,  particularly  the  pupils  of  the  high 
school,  and  consists  generally  of  aid  in  the  preparation  of  de- 
bates. The  most  encouraging  feature  of  this  is  that  the  students 
need  much  less  assistance  than  at  first  and  are  learning  rapidly 
to  use  the  Library  tools.  One  cannot  but  see  what  an  educa- 
tional force  the  Library  has  been  during  its  short  existence  in 
this  way  alone.  Through  the  co-operation  of  some  of  the  teach- 
ers of  the  high  school,  it  has  been  possible  to  learn  in  advance 
the  subjects  they  wished  their  classes  to  study,  thus  enabling  the 
department  to  collect  material  and  reserve  books  in  anticipation 
of  the  demand.  Five  sets  of  books  on  as  many  different  subjects 
have  been  reserved  since  October  and  thus  have  been  used  very 
generally,  instead  of  being  sequestered  in  the  hands  of  a  few. 
During  vacations  students  from  the  University  of  Oregon  at  Bu- 
gene  and  from  the  Pacific  University  at  Forest  Grove  have  made 
use  of  this  department,  and  books  have  been  loaned  to  them 
during  term  time  in  care  of  their  respective  librarians.  A  large 
part  of  the  time  of  the  head  of  this  department  and  her  assist- 
ants is  taken  with  the  preparation  of  reading  lists  for  the  use  of 
the  different  classes  and  clubs  and  also  for  individual  students. 
The  most  important  lists  have  been  upon  Dutch  and  Flemish  art; 
Ancient  Egypt;  Germany;  Greece;  Good  Roads;  Irrigation;  In- 
dustrial Arbitration,  and  Trades  Unions.    It  is  part  of  the  dally 
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routine  to  look  through  the  current  periodicals,  indexing  those 
not  entered  in  the  Cumulative  index  and  noting  important  articles 
in  those  that  are  indexed,  thus  keeping  about  two  months  ahead 
of  the  published  catalogues.  In  addition,  careful  indexing  has 
been  done  of  the  Oregon  Historical  Society  Quarterly,  and  of 
the  latest  reports  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  National  Mu- 
seum, Eithnological  Bureau,  Geological  Survey  and  the  bulletins 
of  the  Labor  Department.  Newspaper  clippings  are  also  kept 
on  file,  especially  those  of  local  interest.  The  most  useful  addi- 
tions to  the  reference  shelves  during  the  year  ha^e  been  the 
bound  periodicals.  There  is  nothing  more  important  than  the 
acquisition  of  these  sets  indexed  in  Poole  and  in  the  other  cu- 
mulative indexes.  Among  other  useful  reference  books  that 
have  been  added  are:

The  collection  of  public  documents,  heretofore  practically  in- 
accessible, has  been  placed  in  order  by  this  department  and  now 
can  be  easily  referred  to.  This  is  one  of  the  most  important 
undertakings  of  the  year,  for  no  class  of  books  is  more  useful. 
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and  the  calls  for  them  are  frequent.  Lists  of  duplicates  and  lists 
of  missing  volumes  have  been  prepared  and  by  exchange  with  the 
different  government  department  libraries  there  is  a  prospect  of 
the  most  useful  sets  being  filled.  Other  material  up  to  this  time 
inaccessible  is  the  series  of  maps  published  by  the  government. 
Six  hundred  and  seventy-five  of  these  have  been  distributed  in 
portfolios  and  indexed  for  use.  Though  this  work  would  nat- 
urally fall  upon  the  cataloguing  department,  on  account  of  the 
pressure  there,  it  has  been  very  willingly  undertaken  by  Miss 
Rockwood. 

The  work  of  the  reference  department  has  been  one  of  or- 
ganization from  the  beginning,  and  it  has  developed  and  ex- 
panded to  a  degree  not  equalled  by  any  other  department  of  the 
Library.  Students  from  all  over  the  state  are  beginning  to  look 
to  it  for  serious  aid,  and  with  its  facilities  not  fully  developed 
and  hampered  as  it  is  by  lack  of  room  its  efforts  are  indeed 
worthy  of  praise.  The  beautiful  collection  bequeathed  by  the  late 
John  Wilson  is  a  mine  of  rich  resource  in  itself.  It  is  especially 
strong  in  literature,  European  history,  biography,  religion  and 
art,  in  the  history  of  the  book.  Add  to  this  collection  books  of 
recent  investigation  on  the  above  subjects  and  supply  the  classes 
of  science  and  useful  arts,  and  a  reference  library  of  rare  value 
will  be  the  result.  But  this  Library  at  present  is  quite  inac- 
cessible to  the  public.  The  books  piled  two  and  three  deep  upon 
the  shelves  can  be  discovered  only  through  the  catalogue.  Those 
of  us  who  believe  that  no  catalogue,  however  perfect,  can  be  as 
suggestive  to  the  student  as  the  mere  sight  of  the  book  itself 
know  what  a  talent  buried  in  a  napkin  this  Wilson  collection  is 
to  the  city  of  Portland.  Once  housed  in  a  room  befitting  the 
dignity  and  value  of  the  collection,  its  treasures  displayed  upon 
shelves  convenient  for  the  appreciation  and  use  of  the  book-lover 
and  student,  who  can  estimate  its  power  in  the  community,  who 
can  limit  the  usefulness  and  growth  of  the  Library  to  which  this 
trust  has  been  bequeathed? 

PERIODICAL  ROOM. 

Thirty-eight  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-eight  people 
have  visited  this  room  since  March  10.  During  the  afternoon 
and  evening  the  attendance  is  often  limited  by  the  capacity  of 
the  room  which  seats  forty.  As  the  yearly  order  for  periodicals 
had  been  placed  some  months  before  the  Library  became  free  no 
changes  were  made.    Extra  copies  of  the  St.  Nicholas  and  Youths' 
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Companion  were  added  for  the  children's  room,  and  "Birds  and 
Nature"  and  "Children  of  the  United  States"  were  given  for  that 
room.  In  June  the  Forum  and  the  International  Monthly  ceased 
to  be  monthlies  and  becajne  quarterlies.  Truth  ceased  publica- 
tion with  the  June  number.  The  magazines  have  been  placed 
in  binders  and  are  kept  in  wall  racks  provided  with  numbers, 
and  a  check  list  kept  at  the  desk  indicates  in  which  case  a  given 
periodical  may  be  found.  The  newspaper  room  in  the  basement 
which  has  been  entirely  without  supervision  except  for  the  oc- 
casional visit  of  an  assistant,  has  proved  a  successful  experiment 
Fifty-eight  papers  may  be  found  there,  forty-one  of  which  are 
gifts,  mostly  local  and  state  publications.  The  room  has  been  re- 
spected, and  but  few  of  the  papers  taken  or  mutilated.  In  spite 
of  this  successful  record,  however,  it  is  a  question  whether  a 
newspaper  room  so  isolated  is  doing  the  best  service  for  the  com- 
munity. Careful  observance  of  its  visitors  shows  that  the  tramp 
element  is  practically  missing,  and  the  men  who  frequent  it 
might  be  led  to  more  substantial  reading  if  the  opportunity  were 
near  at  hand.  No  record  is  kept  of  the  attendance  in  this  room, 
but  the  chairs  are  well  filled  most  of  the  time. 

CHILDREN'S    DEPARTMENT. 

Perhaps  the  department  in  the  Library  which  attracts  the 
most  general  interest  is  the  children's  room.  Here  every  after- 
noon between  three  and  six  these  little  citizens  come  crowding 
in  to  the  number  of  a  hundred  or  more,  to  exchange  their  books 
or  to  look  at  pictures  or  to  spend  an  hour  or  so  in  reading  or  to 
look  up  references  for  school  work.  The  law  and  order  are  ad- 
mirable and  yet  there  is  perfect  freedom.  Consideration  for  each 
other  and  consideration  for  the  books  are  lessons  constantly 
taught  and  remembered  without  difficulty  where  the  teaching  is 
given  with  such  sympathy.  No  effort  has  been  made  to  encourage 
rapid  growth  and  yet  there  is  an  exceedingly  active  membership 
of  1,395  children  using  the  1,800  books  and  a  total  circulation  of 
these  books  for  home  use  of  17,518. 

The  books  follow  the  same  lines  of  classification  as  in  the 
main  room  and  when  the  much-needed  catalogue  is  added,  chil- 
dren trained  in  this  department  will  be  ready  for  intelligent  use 
of  the  general  library.  There  is  slightly  more  formality  in  join- 
ing this  department.  A  letter  asking  permission  for  the  child 
to  use  the  Library  is  sent  to  the  parent  or  guardian  and  an  appli- 
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cation  enclosed  for  signature.    The  child  also  signs  the  register 
himself.    Attractive  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  bulletins  were 
made  by  the  children's  librarian,  and  books  corresponding  to 
posted  lists  shelved  near  by.    Keen  interest  was  excited  by  the 
exhibition  of  books  recommended  as  Christmas  gifts.    A  revolv- 
ing case  was  filled  with  these,  also  adjacent  shelves  both  prop- 
erly labelled,  and  a  table  was  spread  with  picture  books.    The 
collection  was  in  constant  use,  mothers  and  fathers  and  teachers 
to  the  number  of  700  copying  from  the  lists  which  gave  publisher 
and  price  and  much  regret  was  expressed  that  the  Library  did 
not  have  the  books  for  sale.    In  the  afternoons  the  books  quite 
disappeared  beneath  the  swarm  of  eager  children.    The  children 
are  fast  outgrowing  their  small  quarters,  a  larger  room  is  needed 
and  the  children's  librarian  begs  for  many  duplicate  copies  of 
the  good  books  already  on  the  shelves.     During  the  Christmas 
holidays  the  room  was  open  all  day,  an  experiment  which  proved 
how  much  more  useful  the  department  could  be  if  there  were 
sufficient  service  to  make  this  possible  always.    The  room  should 
also  be  open  during  the  early  hours  of  the  evening. 

CATALOGUING  DEPARTMENT. 

Until  a  library  is  fully  catalogued  it  falls  of  its  efficiency  and 
recognizing  this  the  strength  of  the  staff  has  been  thrown  into 
this  department  during  the  year.

A  full  dictionary  catalogue  is  under  way  with  such  careful 
analyzing  of  volumes  that  it  amounts  in  some  instances  almost 
to  indexing.  In  addition  to  the  current  accessions,  the  catalogu- 
ing of  the  library  class  by  class  is  progressing;  the  fiction,  sci- 
ence, useful  arts,  history,  the  bound  periodicals  and  about  one- 
half  the  travel  have  been  finished.  The  cataloguing  of  the  Wil- 
son collection,  which  the  Librarian  keeps  in  her  own  hands,  has 
proceeded  but  slowly,  owing  to  pressure  of  other  duties.  Six 
hundred  and  fifty-seven  volumes  have  been  catalogued  and  1,014 
labelled  and  prepared  for  the  shelves,  leaving  about  2,200  volumes 
to  be  handled  the  coming  year.  The  printed  catalogue  cards  is- 
sued by  the  Library  of  Congress  have  proved  a  saving  of  time. 
When  books  are  ordered  a  duplicate  list  is  sent  to  the  Library 
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Bpecifying  the  number  of  cards  desired  for  each  book.  On  receipt 
of  the  cards,  call  numbers  and  subject  heaamgs  are  added;  no 
attempt  is  made  to  make  the  details  of  imprint  conform  to  our 
own  usage.  Without  being  able  to  promise  anything,  we  hope 
to  have  the  Library  fully  catalogued  by  the  time  of  the  next 
annual  report.  Work  has  begun  upon  the  pamphlets  which  have 
hitherto  been  classed  among  the  inaccessible  material  of  the 
Library.  During  the  summer  considerable  progress  was  made, 
but  with  the  coming  of  the  busy  days  of  the  fall  and  winter  It 
has  been  impossible  to  do  more  than  keep  up  with  the  monthly 
accessions;  1.871  pamphlets  in  all  have  been  entered.  The  cards 
are  of  the  simplest  form  and  are  filed  in  class  order  and  kept  at 
the  reference  desk.  Time  has  not  permitted  the  making  of  the 
catalogue  for  the  children's  room.  The  author  cards  of  the  new 
accessions  are  filed  in  the  case  in  the  main  room,  and  the  shelf 
list  cards  are  kept  In  the  children's  room.  This  gives  an  author 
list  at  least.  Nine  hundred  and  eleven  children's  books  in  addi- 
tion have  been  shelf  listed.  When  we  consider  that  but  two  of 
the  assistants  have  had  previous  training  in  cataloguing,  that 
there  have  been  a  number  of  changes  in  the  staff,  that  each  new 
person  has  had  to  be  instructed  in  the  many  details  of  the  work 
to  be  done,  that  there  has  been  much  sickness  and  constant  inter- 
ruption in  the  routine  of  the  work  caused  by  assistants  being 
summoned  to  other  departments,  the  accomplishment  of  as  much 
work  as  has  been  detailed  is  certainly  remarkable,  and  the  head 
of  the  department  should  be  sincerely  congratulated. 

ORDER  DEPARTMENT. 

Twelve  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  volumes  have 
been  entered  during  the  year.  Of  these.  3,625  volumes  were  new 
accessions.

In  May,  1901,  a  net  system  of  retailing  books  except  fiction 
was  adopted  by  booksellers  and  publishers,  and  the  discount  of  33 
per  cent  usually  given  to  libraries  was  cut  down  to  10  per  cent 
To  offset  this  lessened  discount,  publishers  promised  to  lower 
by  20  per  cent  the  published  price.  This  reduction  does  not  seem 
to  have  followed.  The  cost  of  new  books  to  the  Library  is  about 
25  per  cent  higher  than  formerly,  which  fact  accounts  for  the 
comparatively  small  number  of  purchases  for  the  amount  of 
money  expended. 

THE  STAFF. 

The  Library  opened  with  a  staff  of  thirteen  and  one  page. 
Three  assistants  had  come  to  us  from  the  Portland  Public  Library, 
four  were  admitted  as  the  result  of  the  examination  held  Jan- 
uary 19.  The  remaining  six  had  been  in  the  employ  of  the  Li- 
brary Association  for  a  longer  or  shorter  period  of  time.  It  was 
at  once  evident  that  the  staff  could  not  care  for  the  rapidly  in- 
creasing numbers  who  were  using  the  Library,  so  two  more  who 
had  qualified  were  summoned  and  the  services  of  an  additional 
page  also  engaged.    This  number  has  remained  unchanged. 

During  the  year  the  Library  has  lost  with  great  regret  the 
services  of  four  members  of  the  staff,  three  of  whom  have  re- 
signed to  be  married  and  one  to  engage  in  study  elsewhere.  To 
fill  these  vacant  places  a  second  examination  was  held  on  May  6. 
On  December  31  Miss  Clara  Northup  severed  her  connection  with 
the  Library,  after  a  number  of  years  of  service,  conspicuous  for 
fidelity  and  zeal  in  both  the  Library  Association  and  the  Port- 
land Public  Library.  This  position  of  head  of  the  circulating  de- 
partment has  been  filled  by  Miss  Maud  E.  Derickson,  graduate  of 
Pratt  Institute  Library  School,  1902. 

The  Sunday  and  holiday  work  was  found  too  taxing  for  the 
strength  of  the  staff,  and  in  September  two  assistants  were  ap* 
pointed  to  have  charge  of  the  Library  on  those  days.  The  sick 
list  has  been  somewhat  formidable  during  the  year;  642  hours 
have  been  lost,  nearly  one-half  of  the  time  in  the  month  of  De* 
cember.    The  year  has  been  one  of  difiAculty;  much  hard  and  try- 
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\ns  work  has  been  accomplished  under  the  most  adverse  condi- 
tions and  with  a  spirit  of  keen  interest  and  good  will  that  is  to 
be  commended.  As  a  staff,  we  are  gaining  a  tjruer  understanding 
of  the  purpose  and  aims  of  the  Library  and  a  realization  of  the 
part  which  each  one's  work  contributes  to  the  whole.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  record  here  my  appreciation  of  the  loyalty  and  enthu- 
siasm of  the  Library  stafF  and  of  the  consideration  and  co-opera- 
tion of  the  members  of  the  Library  Board.

Report  of  Annual  Meeting 

February  6,  1904 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  corporate  members  of  the  Library 
Association  of  Portland  was  held  in  the  Library  at  8:00  P.  M.  on 
Saturday,  the  6th  day  of  February,  1904,  with  President  C.  A.  Dolph 
in  the  chair. 

Present:  C.  A.  Dolph,  W.  M.  Ladd,  W.  B.  Ayer,  Milton  W. 
Smith.  W.  K.  Smith,  J.  K.  Gill,  W.  L.  Brewster. 

Mr.  Brewster  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  meeting. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  President  read  his  annual  report.  On  motion  of  Mr.  W.  M. 
Ladd  the  report  was  ordered  accepted,  placed  on  file  and  printed. 

The  election  of  two  directors  to  fill  the  vacancies  caused  by 
the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  Mr.  C.  A.  Dolph  and  Mr.  C.  B.  Ladd 
being  then  in  order,  Mr.  C.  A.  Dolph  and  Mr.  C.  B.  Ladd  were 
unanimously  elected  Directors  to  serve  for  the  full  term  of  ten  years. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  W.  B.  Ayer,  the  following  amendments  to 
the  constitution  were  adopted: 

That  Section  2  of  Article  II  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  2.  All  members  of  the  Association  as  defined  in 
Section  i  of  this  Article,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Association,  if  personally  present  thereat,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
voting  at  such  meetings  and  holding  oflSces  in  the  corporation, 
perpetual  members  shall  be  considered  life  members. 

That  Sections  6,  10,  11,  12  and  13  of  Article  III  be  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

Sbction  6.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall,  biennially,  at  their 
first  meeting  after  the  election  of  Directors,  or  at  some  subsequent 
meeting,  if  the  same  has  been  omitted  at  said  first  meeting,  elect  a 
President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  all  of  whom, 
except  the  Secretary,  shall  be  members  of  the  Board,  who  shall  be 
the  officers  of  the  Association,  and  who  shall  hold  office  for  two  years 
each,  and  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified,  or  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  as  the  By-Laws  shall  provide. 
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SECTION  lo.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a 
record  of  the  Directors'  meetings  and  when  required  to  do  so,  of  the 
committee  meetings;  to  send  notices  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  to  the  members  thereof;  to  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Board  and  to  keep  a  record  thereof,  and  to  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Board  Of  Directors. 

Sbction  1 1 .  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  donated  for 
the  general  purposes  of  the  Association,  and  all  moneys  paid  over  by 
the  Secretary,  and  pay  them  out  upon  the  order  of  the  President,  or 
President  pro  tempore,  countersigned  by  the  Secretary;  shall  keep 
correct  accounts  in  such  a  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Directors  or  By-Laws;  and  on  the  termination  of  his  office,  shall 
deliver  to  his  successor  all  monejrs,  books,  accounts,  papers  and 
property  belonging  to  the  Association. 

Sbction  12.  A  permanent  removal  from  Multnomah  County, 
Oregon,  disqualifies  an  officer  from  exercising  his  duties,  and  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  resignation  on  his  part 

SECTION  13.  No  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  in  whatever 
capacity  he  may  act,  shall  receive  any  compensation  for  his  services. 

That  Section  14  of  Article  III  be  repealed. 

That  Article  V  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  V. 

FINANCES. 

Sbction  i.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Association  shall  commence 
on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year. 

Sbction  2.  Money  of  the  Association  shall  be  drawn  only  upon 
warrants  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  signed  by  the 
President  and  Secretary. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  meeting  adjourned.

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Report  of  the  President 

To  the  Members  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland,  Oregon: 
I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  following  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  Library  for  the  year  1903,  and  of  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  Association  as  of  December  31. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  Oregon  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  estab- 
lishment, maintenance  and  support  of  libraries",  approved  January 
^>  1903 1  the  Cotmty  Court  of  the  state  of  Oregon,  for  Multnomah 
County  on  the  31st  day  of  January,  1903,  entered  into  a  contract  with 
the  directors  of  the  Association,  whereby  for  the  term  of  ten  years, 
beginning  with  the  year  1903,  the  county  is  obligated  to  cause  to  be 
collected  annually  a  tax  of  one-fifth  of  one  mill  upon  each  dollar  of 
the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property  within  the  county  and  to 
pay  over  the  proceeds  of  such  tax  to  the  directors  of  the  Library 
Association;  in  consideration  of  which  the  Association  agrees  to  give 
the  free  use  of  its  library  to  the  inhabitants  of  Multnomah  county 
during  the  term  aforesaid,  subject  only  to  such  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations  as  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Association  may  prescribe. 

In  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  contract, 
and  of  an  ag^reement  containing  similar  covenants  entered  into  with 
the  City  of  Portland,  the  Library  of  the  Association  has  during  the 
year  been  open  to  the  free  use  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  city 
and  county;  sub-stations  have  been  established,  and  such  other  facili- 
ties afforded  districts  remote  from  the  library  as  the  available  funds 
of  the  Association  would  permit. 

The  amount  received  by  the  Association  under  this  contract,  as 
well  as  Uie  receipts  from  the  City  of  Portland  under  its  contract  with 
the  Association,  appears  in  the  following  statement  of  receipts  and 
disbursements  for  the  year:

ELLA  M.  SMITH  BEQUEST 

The  residue  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Ella  M.  Smith,  of  which 
the  Association  is  the  beneficiary,  consists  of  the  following  real 
property,  lo-wit:  The  south  one-half  of  lot  four  in  block  one;  the 
east  ninety-four  and  one-half  feet  of  the  south  thirty  feet  of  lot  three, 
and  the  east  ninety-four  and  one-half  feet  of  the  north  ten  feet  of 
lot  four  in  block  sixteen;  and  lots  seven  and  eight  in  block  twenty- 
five,  of  the  city  of  Portland,  Oregon,  of  the  estimated  value  of 
$75,000.00. 

The  funds  available  for  the  library  building  at  the  time  of  its 
construction— then  known  as  the  Home  Pund — ^being  insufficient  to 
complete  and  furnish  the  building,  the  sum  of  $40,000.00  was  by 
order  of  your  board  of  directors  loaned  from  the  maintenance  fund, 
and  the  further  sum  of  $8,150.00  loaned  from  the  book  fund,  aggre- 
gating the  sum  of  $48,150.00,  which  should  be  made  good  to  these 
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funds  respectively  by  the  application  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  the  property  before  described  when  the  same  is  disposed  of  by  the 
administrator  of  the  estate. 

The  act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  under  which  the  existing 
contract  with  Multnomah  county  was  made,  provides  that  the  county 
may,  at  its  discretion,  contract  for  the  use  of  the  books  of  the  Asso- 
ciation by  the  inhabitants  of  the  county  upon  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  the  County  Court  may  determine. 

The  act  under  which  the  existing  contract  with  the  city  of 
Portland  was  entered  into  which  contract  is  evidenced  by  Ordinance 
No.  12,302,  ratified  by  section  247  of  Article  VI  of  the  present  charter 
of  the  city  of  Portland,  provides  '*that  all  money  paid  to  the  Associa- 
tion under  the  contract  shall  be  expended  solely  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  library;  and  for  no  other  purpose.'*  Under  this  provision  the 
question  arises  as  to  the  right  of  your  board  to  appropriate  the  funds 
accruing  to  the  Association  from  involuntary  taxation  to  the  pdrchase 
of  new  books.  The  books  of  the  library  must  of  necessity  remain  the 
property  of  the  Association,  and  your  board  of  directors  have  thus  far 
declined  to  permit  any  of  the  proceeds  of  the  public  tax  to  be 
expended  in  the  purchase  of  books. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  words  ^'maintenance  of  the  library'* 
are  used  in  the  act  as  defining  the  purpose  to  which  the  city's  contri- 
bution to  the  Association  is  to  be  applied.  I  interpret  the  word 
^'maintenance"  to  mean,  '*To  keep  up  in  its  present  condition";  and 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  an  unwarranted  construction  of 
the  terms  of  this  contract  and  the  act  authorizing  the  same  to  hold 
that  the  proceeds  of  the  tax  levy  might  without  limitation  be  applied 
to  the  purchase  of  books,  the  title  to  which  should  rest  in  the  Associ- 
ation. But  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  sufficient  of  these  funds  may, 
and  of  right  ought  to  be,  expended  in  repairing  and  rebinding  such 
books  as  may  from  ordinary  use  require  it,  and  the  replacement  of  such 
books  as  may  be  worn  out,  lost  or  destro3red.  I  therefore  recommend: 

First.  That  until  otherwise  ordered  the  whole  income  derived 
from  the  several  funds  of  the  Association  be  credited  to  the  book 
fund  and  expended  in  the  purchase  of  new  books. 

SacoND.  That  the  moneys  derived  from  taxation,  both  city 
and  county,  be  applied  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  Association,  and 
that  after  such  application  any  unexpended  balance,  or  sufficient  for 
that  purpose,  be  applied  to  re-binding  and  replacing  such  books  as 
may  be  worn  out  by  ordinary  use  or  lost  through  circulation.

The  elaborate  and  very  excellent  report  of  the  Librarian  made 
to  the  board  of  directors  at  the  close  of  the  year  indicates  the 
varions  steps  taken  to  promote  the  general  circulation  of  books  in  the 
districts  of  the  county  remote  from  the  library,and  describes  in  detail 
the  work  of  herself  and  assistants  during  the  year.  That  portion  of 
her  report  referring  to  the  children's  department  will  be  found  to  be 
of  especial  interest. 

The  work  of  the  librarian  has  been  efficient,  earnest  and  zealous. 
Her  assistants  have  been  courteous,  faithful  and  competent.  The 
year  has  passed  without  any  friction  whatever,  and  each  is  entitled  to 
your  commendation.  The  list  of  missing  books  will,  to  the  super- 
ficial observer  be  considered  large,  but  taking  into  account  the 
volumes  circulated,  the  number  of  persons  using  the  library,  and  the 
further  fact  that  the  library  is  open  to  all  the  people,  the  percentage 
of  loss  may  be  considered  small. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  enlarge  upon  the  advantages  accru- 
ing to  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  and  county  through  the  free  use  of  the 
library  of  the  Association.  The  importance  of  the  free  circulation  of 
our  books  and  the  extension  and  development  of  the  work  the  Asso- 
ciation was  designed  to  accomplish  has  come  to  be  recognized  by 
our  taxpayers,  who  are  cheerfully  contributing  so  largely  to  the  sup- 
port and  maintenance  of  the  library.  I  know  of  no  greater  service 
you  can  render  the  inhabitants  of  your  city  and  county  than  by  pro- 
moting the  diffusion  of  useful  information  through  the  circulation  of 
good  books. 

The  terms  of  Directors  Charles  E.  Ladd  and  C.  A.  Dolph 
expire  with  this  meeting,  and  the  duty  of  electing  their  successors 
now  devolves  upon  you.

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Report  of  the  Librarian 

TO  THE  DIRECTORS— 

Gbntlkmbn: — ^Herewith  I  beg  to  submit  my  second  annnal 
report,  detailing  the  work  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland  for 
its  fortieth  year.  The  growth  of  the  Library  has  been  steady  and 
wholesome  throughout  the  year.  A  comparison  of  the  statistics  with 
those  of  the  preceding  year  which  covered  a  period  of  nine  and  one- 
half  months  is  not  particularly  satisfactory  as  the  first  few  months 
after  the  library  opened  as  a  free  library  it  was  visited  by  many  people 
who  came  out  of  curiosity  and  joined  because  of  the  novelty ,  swelling 
the  statistics  abnormally.  In  spite  of  that  fact  nearly  36,000  more 
books  were  drawn  for  home  reading  this  year  and  the  attendance  in 
the  main  room  alone  equalled  the  attendance  in  the  entire  library 
during  the  preceding  year.  During  the  year  to  come  we  may  confi- 
dently look  forward  to  equal  if  not  greater  growth,  especially  as  the 
prospective  use  of  the  whole  building  will  give  the  opportunity  to 
expand  so  essential  in  the  reference,  periodical  and  children's 
departments. 

The  legislature  of  Oregon  at  its  regular  session  in  January, 
1903,  authorized  a  county  tax  for  library  purposes,  the  county  court 
recognizing  both  the  need  of-  the  library  for  money  and  the  need  of 
the  county  for  books,  generously  ordered  a  tax  of  1-5  of  a  mill  and 
entered  into  a  contract  with  the  Library  Association  extending  the 
privileges  of  the  library  to  the  county  residents.  This  opening  the 
door  to  a  larger  constituency  has  brought  with  it  great  opportunities 
of  which  we  are  only  beginning  to  avail  ourselves.  Advertisement 
was  at  once  made  through  the  daily  papers  of  the  resources  of  the 
library  and  asking  the  citizens  of  the  county  to  visit  it  and  become 
members.  This  was  soon  followed  by  a  personal  letter  from  the 
librarian  to  each  postmaster  in  the  county  explaining  the  library 
privileges  and  inclosing  a  notice  to  be  placed  in  the  post-office,  also 
applications  for  membership  to  be  filled  out  and  returned.  But  our 
responsibilities  did  not  seem  to  end  here.  The  county  is  large  and 
sparsely  settled,  many  of  the  communities  lying  off  the  line  of  railroad 
or  river  and  the  highroads  during  the  wet  season  being  difficult  to 
travel.  It  was  evidently  a  case  of  Mahomet  and  the  mountain. 
During  the  summer  the  librarian  visited  a  number  of  the  county 
villages  with  the  result  that  late  in  October  a  box  of  fifty  books  was 
sent  to  Bridal  Veil  and  placed  in  the  office  of  Dr.  E.  O.  Dutro,  who 
kindly  volunteered  his  services  as  librarian.    The  box  was  made  with 
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a  shelf  through  the  middle  to  be  used  as  a  case  if  necessary.  Books 
of  general  interest  were  chosen  and  packed,  vacant  spaces  being 
filled  by  magazines,  good  reading  matter  which  need  not  be  returned. 
Children's  books  were  not  included  as  it  had  "been  decided  to  make 
the  count}'  schools  sub-stations  for  the  children's  department.  An 
account  of  this  work  will  be  given  later.  Early  in  November  a  similar 
box  was  sent  to  Gresham  and  installed  in  a  reading  room  over  the 
post-office,  and  is  kept  open  three  times  a  week  under  the  care  of 
Miss  Pierce  and  Miss  Alexander.  The  Gresham  members  have  not 
been  confined  to  the  town,  but  a  number  of  people  living  on  the  rural 
free  delivery  route  have  joined  finding  it  more  convenient  to  bor- 
row books  from  the  branch  than  from  the  central  library  in  Portland. 
This  little  library  met  with  astonishing  success  from  the  beginning. 
It  was  opened  with  a  reception  to  which  the  whole  town  was  asked, 
and  it  was  only  a  few  weeks  before  it  became  evident  that  a  second 
box  of  books  was  needed  to  meet  the  demands  of  its  80  members. 
On  the  request  of  the  Civics  improvement  club  of  Pairview,  a  case  of 
books  was  sent  to  that  village.  It  is  nominally  under  the  charge  of  a 
library  committee  appointed  by  the  club,  but  the  books  are  shelved 
in  the  store  of  Mr.  H.  M.  Mathewson  to  whom  the  committee  has 
delegated  its  responsibilities  The  service  in  all  the  county  stations 
is  volimtary,  undertaken  for  the  good  of  the  community  and  like  all 
work  undertaken  in  that  spirit,  it  cannot  be  irksome,  but  a  sincere 
pleasure.  This  small  experience  in  visiting  the  country  districts  has 
brought  keenly  home  the  need  of  a  state  organization  for  library  work 
here  in  Oregon.  Even  in  these  small  towns  within  reach  of  our  city 
there  are  few  people,  fewer  books,  and  very  little  to  stimulate  toward 
i  broader  mental  growth,  to  good  citizeuship,  to  getting  out  of  life  the 

best  there  is  in  it.  The  schools  in  these  small  towns  usually  include 
only  the  lower  grades,  but  few  of  the  children  can  pursue  their  studies 
elsewhere,  and  unless  the  library  comes  to  supplement  the  school, 
education  must  end  before  the  child  has  had  scarcely  more  than 
a  glimpse  into  that  kingdom  of  knowledge  which  means  interest  and 
happiness  and  development.  In  our  country  the  people  are  the  state 
and  the  majesty  and  the  dignity  and  the  worth  of  the  state  will  be 
according  to  the  degree  of  intelligence,  morality  and  general  enlight- 
enment possessed  by  the  people.  It  is  not  the  province  of  this  library 
to  undertake  such  state  work,  our  lines  are  drawn  for  us  within  which 
we  must  develop,  but  is  it  not  fitting  as  the  only  free  library  in  the 
state  we  should  use  our  active  influence  to  bring  about  such  an  organi- 
zation, properly  equipped,  with  a  trained  library  organizerat  its  head, 
whose  work    should   be  to  encourage  libraries  already  started,  to 
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establish  new  ones  and  to  answer  fully  the  many  demands  which  come 
to  this  library  which  we  mnst  often  neglect  in  part,  or  refuse  entirely 
because  our  hands  axe  tied.

For  some  time  there  had  been  dissatisfaction  with  the  chaxging 
system  inherited  from  the  subscription  library — well  adapted  to  the 
uses  of  that  constituency  it  had  not  proved  adequate  in  caring  for  the 
larger  circulation.  Last  July  the  change  was  made  from  the  Brown 
to  the  Newark  system.  This  involved  considerable  work,  which  has 
been  more  than  compensated  for  by  the  advantages  gained  in  the 
change.  The  book  card  alone  is  now  filed  at  the  desk  reducing  the 
area  of  cards  at  least  two-thirds,  which  makes  it  possible  for  one 
person  to  attend  the  desk  during  the  light  times  of  the  day  without 
extra  steps  or  reaching  long  distances.  The  cumbersome  readers* 
pocket  is  replaced  by  a  card  which  slips  easily  into  the  book  pocket 
and  which  is  stamped  on  the  return  of  the  book,  a  receipt  very  useful 
both  to  the  library  and  to  the  borrower.  In  May  an  extra  assistant 
was  detailed  to  the  Circulating  room  which  relieved  Miss  Derickson 
from  the  routine  of  the  desk  and  gave  her  leisure  for  more  personal 
work  with  the  public.  With  books  on  open  shelves  a  guide  is  very 
necessary,  and  the  spoken  word  is  much  more  effective,  both  with 
him  who  knows  what  he  wants  and  with  him  who  does  not,  than  any 
number  of  signs  or  printed  lists.  This  is  especially  true  with  the 
younger  members  of  the  library,  and  with  this  in  mind  the  transfers 
from  the  children's  department  to  the  main  room  have  been  made 
rather  formally  during  the  last  few  months.  A  specified  time  is  set 
apart  each  week  when  those  wishing  to  be  transferred  are  brought 
into  the  main  room  by  Miss  Hassler  and  introduced  to  Miss  Derickson, 
who  explains  to  them  the  use  of  the  catalogue  and  the  location  of 
the  books,  thereby  establishing  cordial  relations  immediately.  To 
arouse  an  interest  in  books  of  serious  reading.  Miss  Derickson  has 
posted  at  different  times  twelve  picture  bulletins  on  various  subjects 
such  as  Nature,  Birds,  Gardens  and  Gardening,  Colleges  and  Univer- 
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sities.  Thanksgiving,  Christmas — and  has  bronght  out  the  books 
appropriate  tS  each  from  their  dark  alcoves  and  shelved  them  con- 
veniently. These  bulletins  or  posters  call  attention  to  the  suggestive 
lists  which  are  always  posted  near  them.  In  addition  to  the  picture 
bulletins,  lists  have  been  posted  and  found  useful  on  Emerson, 
Wagner,  the  Eighteenth  century  prose  writers,  on  Panama,  a  list  of 
good  books  for  boys  and  one  for  girls.  The  fiction  per  cent  has  been 
68,  a  very  slight  improvement  over  the  preceding  year.  In  September 
an  extra  card  was  offered  the  teacher  which  permits  him  to  draw  four 
books  at  a  time  not  including  fiction  or  current  magazines,  and  to 
keep  them  four  weeks  without  renewal.  These  books  are  for  use  in 
the  class  room  or  for  the  individual  study  of  the  teacher.  Eighty 
teachers  have  availed  themselves  of  this  privilege  and  no  books  are 
given  out  more  gladly,  always  bearing  in  mind  the  far-reaching  influ- 
ence of  the  teacher  over  the  pupils  with  whom  he  comes  into  such 
close  contact.  Books  have  been  lent,  too,  to  the  librarians  at 
McMinnville,  Eugene,  Forest  Grove,  Corvallis  and  Monmouth  for 
the  benefit  of  the  teachers  or  students  at  those  institutions.  The  head 
of  the  department  has  been  given  permission  to  renew  books  not 
fiction  more  than  once  if  such  books  were  not  in  demand,  it  being 
the  aim  of  the  department  alwa3rs  to  encourage  serious  study.  To 
promote  this  end  requests  for  the  purchase  of  particular  books  are 
encouraged  and  always  considered  and  the  assistants  are  asked  to 
report  not  only  the  demand  for  special  books  but  the  subjects  which 
are  called  for  and  upon  which  the  library  has  only  scanty  or  out  of 
date  material.  The  policy  of  renting  duplicate  copies  of  fiction  at 
five  cents  per  week  has  been  continued  though  not  expanded.  There 
have  been  added  to  this  collection  this  year,  The  Captain,  Gordon 
Keith,  Letters  from  a  Self -Made  Merchant  to  His  Son,  Four  Feath- 
ers, Blue  Flower,  Little  White  Bird,  The  Pit,  Nicolay's  Short  Life  of 
Lincoln,  Little  Shepherd  of  Kingdom  Come,  Mettle  of  the  Pasture, 
Rebecca  of  Sunnybrook  Farm,  Call  of  the  Wild,  Lady  Rose's  Daughter. 
In  December  the  inventory  of  the  catalogued  books  was  taken  and  we 
report  with  regret  209  missing.  Many  of  these  will  doubtless  be  found 
during  the  first  quarter  of  this  year.  There  must  always  be  loss  of 
books  in  an  open  shelf  library  unfortunately  no  matter  how  keen  the 
supervision,  but  is  not  the  advantage  of  immediate  contact  with  the 
books  great  enough  to  the  community  to  outweigh  it?

With  its  useful  volumes  two  or  three  deep  on  the  shelves  or 
banished  to  the  basement  or  to  the  borrowed  cupboards  of  the  Art 
Association  room  in  the  second  story,  without  any  of  the  usual 
facilities  for  the  easy  accomplishment  of  work,  vnth  its  floor  space  so 
limited  that  the  people  who  come  to  use  the  books  are  as  crowded 
and  uncomfortable  as  the  books  themselves,  under  all  these  adverse 
conditions  it  is  a  pleasure  to  chronicle  not  only  the  steady  increase  of 
good  work  in  this  department,  but  also  the  unfailing  cheerfulness 
and  patience  of  Miss  Rockwood  and  her  assistants.  Much  of  the  work 
that  has  been  done  is  not  of  the  kind  that  shows  in  statistics.  Forty-one 
reading  lists  have  been  made,  the  most  important  ones  upon  Etching 
and  etchers,  German  art,  Spanish  art,  Giotto,  Raphael  and  Michael 
Angelo  for  various  classes;  Sabbath  observance.  Co-operative  house- 
keeping, Arts  and  crafts,  Wagner,  Copper,  and  Japanese  art  at  the 
request  of  individuals;  Ship  subsidies.  Treatment  of  animals,  for 
school  work;  Missions,  Charities,  Livestock  and  fruit  culture  because 
of  visiting  conventions;  rare  books  in  the  library  relating  to  the  navy 
or  to  early  voyages  in  response  to  a  letter  from  the  Department  of  the 
Navy.  In  addition,  lists  formerly  compiled  are  constantly  added  to 
as  new  material  comes  into  the  library.  A  bulletin  board  on  which 
are  posted  club  and  study  programmes  with  the  reading  list  of  the 
required  date  has  been  found  especially  useful  in  this  connection. 
The  public  documents  continue  to  be  called  for  by  certain  classes  of 
students.  Some  of  those  which  come  with  irregular  regularity  are  in 
such  demand  that  a  scheme  for  checking  them  has  been  evolved 
similar  to  that  used  for  periodicals.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that 
the  educational  work  in  this  part  of  the  library  has  increased  one- 
third  during  the  year.  The  high-school  teachers  have  co-operated 
with  us  and  send  their  pupils  in  to  use  the  books  specially  reserved 
for  them.  Out  of  town  students  are  constantly  in  the  library  and 
during  vacations  it  is  very  gratifying  to  see  college  students  from  all 
over  the  state  working  busily  at  our  tables.  Many  new  books  are 
needed  by  this  department  to  enable  it  to  fulfill  its  highest  mission , 
but  to  quote  from  Miss  Rockwood^s  report,  **Our  greatest  need  is  for 
room  *.  *  *  much  as  we  want  new  books  and  bound  magazines, 
each  new  one  presents  a  problem  as  to  where  to  put  it"     Until  the 
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greater  space  is  at  our  command,  the  work  in  this  department  is 
practically  at  a  standstill,  no  new  plans  can  be  carried  ont.  Among 
the  most  nsefnl  books  added  daring  the  year  are  the  following:

Having  in  mind  the  larger  constituency  of  the  library  with  its 
more  diverse  interests,  the  list  of  periodicals  for  1903  was  made  with 
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great  deliberation  with  the  result  that  53  periodicals  and  4  newspapers 
were  added  to  the  former  list  and  19  periodicals  and  2  newspapers 
were  dropped.  The  change  has  proved  effective  in  almost  every 
instance.  During  the  year  the  American  kitchen  magazine  consoli- 
dated with  Motherhood  under  the  name  of  Home  science  magazine, 
the  Bookbnyer  changed  its  name  to  the  Lamp,  Current  history  to 
Current  literature  and  history,  Cumulative  index  to  Reader's  guide, 
Great  round  world  to  Week's  progress,  the  Musical  record  and 
review  to  Musician,  Ueber  Land  und  Meer  to  Der  Monat,  and  Music 
consolidated  with  Werner  *s  magazine  and  the  Philharmonic  and 
became  the  Muse.  Two  bulletin  boards  have  been  placed  in  the 
periodical  room  and  on  these  Miss  Bross  posts  carefully  prepared  lists 
of  the  leading  articles  in  the  magazines  as  they  are  received;  also  lists 
under  subjects  such  as  Panama  question,  the  Labor  question,  Japan 
and  the  Far  East,  etc.  A  list  may  also  be  found  of  the  continued 
articles  and  stories  in  the  various  periodicals.  This  is  all  by  way  of 
saving  time  for  the  busy  people  who  drop  into  the  periodical  room 
for  some  special  information  with  only  a  few  minutes  to  spare.  The 
contents  of  the  magazines  for  the  month  published  by  the  New 
York  Times'  Saturday  review,  we  have  found  useful  to  cut  out  and 
paste  on  gay  colored  cardboard  and  post  on  the  bulletin  board  in  the 
hall.  This  room  is  full  to  overflowing  during  the  afternoons  and  it  is 
not  unusual  to  see  people  patiently  standing,  magazine  in  hand  be- 
cause there  is  no  available  seat.  It  is  difficult  too  to  keep  the  magazines 
in  the  proper  order  in  the  limited  space  at  command.  All  this,  how- 
ever, we  hope  will  be  obviated  before  the  close  of  the  present  year.

Early  in  the  year,  the  decision  was  wisely  made  that  if  the 
library  was  to  be  the  educational  center  for  the  citizens  of  Portland 
that  it  aimed  to  be,  the  children's  work  must  be  expanded  and  devel- 
oped upon  broader  lines.  Instead  of  holding  aloof  from  the  teachers 
and  the  schools  or  maintaining  a  quiescent  attitude,  the  library  must 
take  the  initiative  and  by  its  interest  in  all  educational  matters  and 
its  sympathy  with  such  problems,  it  must  win  the  confidence  of  the 
teachers  of  our  schools;  and  by  its  books  and  pictures,  its  exhibits  and 
its  story  hours  must  supplement  the  work  of  the  schools  and  gain  the 
children  so  that  when  their  all  too  brief  school  days  are  over,  their 
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friendship  with  books  may  not  end,  but  will  strengthen  and  deepen 
all  their  da3rs  to  the  development  of  character  and  the  broadening  of 
their  lives.  With  this  end  in  view  and  to  supplement  the  admirable 
work  of  Miss  Millard,  Miss  Harriot  E.  Hassler,  whose  special  train- 
ing and  experience  had  been  along  these  lines,  joined  the  staff  on 
March  15th.  During  April  and  May  Miss  Hassler  assisted  in  the 
cataloguing  room  as  the  pressure  there  was  great,  and  did  not  take 
up  her  own  work  in  the  children's  department  until  June,  iter 
introduction  to  the  library  boys  and  girls,  however,  was  on  May  day, 
when  a  gay  little  May-pole  in  one  comer  of  the  room  with  the  con- 
ventional ribbons.  May  baskets  and  the  like,  and  spring  blossoms 
everywhere,  enticed  many  girls  and  boys  across  the  library  threshold. 
On  shelves  near  the  May-pole  were  books  with  stories  and  poems 
relating  to  the  day  or  to  the  Merrie  England  of  May  day  times  and 
customs.  On  decoration  day  a  flag  bulletin  suggested  the  literature  of 
the  civil  war,  and  the  same  bulletin  with  mottoes  and  legends  changed 
to  apply  to  the  revolutionary  period  was  very  attractive  for  Indepen- 
dence day.  On  Labor  day  it  seemed  good  to  bring  forward  some 
phase  of  the  world's  work  and  the  textiles  were  chosen.  Around  the 
great  fire-place  in  the  room  was  arranged  a  set  of  interesting  and 
instructive  bulletins  illustrating  by  means  of  simply  worded  descrip- 
tions and  the  actual  specimens  of  the  materials  in  various  stages,  the 
processes  employed  reducing  wool  on  the  pelt  and  flax  in  the  straw  to 
worsted  goods  or  to  linen  thread.  The  silk  bulletin  seemed  to  be  the 
source  of  the  greatest  delight  and  was  very  complete,  including  the 
silk  worm  eggs,  the  four  stages  of  the  worm,  the  chrysalis,  cocoon 
and  every  stage  of  the  silk  to  the  finished  product.  This  exhibit  was 
made  possible  by  the  kindness  of  the  Cordage  Company  of  Portland, 
the  Portland  Woolen  Mills  and  the  Linen  Thread  Company  of  New 
York,  through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Barbour  of  San  Francisco. 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  day  celebrations  followed.  The  latter  was 
especially  attractive,  with  a  noble  Yule  log  burning  on  the  hearth 
and  sweet  g^reen  cedar  garlands  which  the  boys  and  girls  had  helped 
to  make  stretched  across  the  walls  and  windows.  In  addition  to  these 
special  days  all  through  the  spring  and  summer  a  bulletin  of  Birds  of 
the  month  to  be  seen  in  or  near  Portland  was  posted,  with  a  brief 
account  of  each  bird,  its  habits,  and  a  list  of  references  to  the  various 
pages  in  the  books  where  further  information  could  be  found.  This 
was  discontinued  in  the  fall  through  lack  of  space  rather  than  because 
of  any  cessation  of  interest.  The  preparation  of  these  bulletins  takes 
time,  but  it  is  time  well  spent.    They  attract   the   children    to  the 
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library,  they  please  them  and  above  all  they  arouse  their  curiosity  in 
the  books  they  illustrate.  These  are  always  grouped  together  nearby 
on  a  conspicuous  shelf.  Miss  Hassler*s  happy  gift  of  story  telling 
has  added  to  the  value  of  this  work  as  each  special  day  has  had  its 
story  hour  with  the  picture  bulletin  as  test.  Every  Friday  since 
early  in  October,  Miss  Hassler  has  told  the  Trojan  tales  to  a  room 
filled  with  wide-eyed  children,  following  with  breathless  interest  the 
fortunes  of  those  old  Greek  heroes.  As  a  result  the  numerous  copies 
of  the  many  versions  of  the  Iliad  and  Odyssey  have  been  circulating 
more  like  popular  novels  than  classic  literature.  With  all  these  gentle 
leadings  toward  books  of  permanent  value,  it  is  not  strange  to  quote 
from  Miss  Hassler's  report  that  **the  evil  spell  that  has  been  cast  over 
certain  books  by  the  term  non-fiction**  is  beginning  to  lift.  The  new 
charging  system  adopted  in  September  has  been  a  distinct  aid  in  this 
matter:  each  time  a  child  presents  his  card  to  have  a  book  charged  to 
him,  it  is  possible  to  see  at  a  glance  the  book  he  has  been  reading,  as 
every  time  a  book  is  charged  its  call  number  is  written  upon  the 
card. 

The  Labor  day  exhibit  not  only  fascinated  the  children,  but  ii 
attracted  to  the  library  the  third  grade  teachers  about  to  take  up  the 
same  subject  in  their  *'Home  Geography"  work.  At  the  request  of 
the  teachers  themselves,  an  evening  was  planned  for  the  telling  of 
the  textile  stories.  About  40  teachers  were  present  and  after  the  talk 
was  concluded  arrangements  were  made  to  bring  the  various  classes  to 
the  library  to  hear  these  stories  told, time  being  given  from  their  school 
day.  Thirty  to  ihirty-five  classes  accepted  this  opportunity  rang- 
ing in  size  from  12  to  82;  many  of  these  children  had  never  been  in 
the  library  before,  many  of  them  have  been  constant  visitors  ever 
since.  In  evidence  of  the  interest  of  the  teachers,  a  request  came 
from  the  director  of  the  third  grade  teachers*  institute  to  be  allowed 
to  hold  the  November  meeting  in  the  children's  room  and  an  invita- 
tion to  the  children's  librarian  to  tell  the  teachers  what  the  library 
could  do  in  the  way  of  co-operating  with  the  schools.  Here  was  an 
opportunity  that  had  long  been  coveted.  A  simple  exhibit  of  some 
of  the  best  known  evergreens  was  prepared  for  the  occasion  and  the 
mounted  pictures  ready  for  distribution  were  shown  and  explained. 
These  pictures  cover  a  wide  range  of  subjects,  plants,  animals,  indus- 
tries, manners  and  customs  of  many  different  countries,  various  periods 
of  American  history,  King  Arthur,  Christmas,  Columbus,  and  many, 
many  others.  Some  were  given,  such  as  the  Birds  and  Nature  plates 
and  the  Century  gallery  of  portraits,  some  few  were  purchased^ 
others  have  been  cut  from  the  illustrated  announcements  of  publishers 
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and  from  the  magazines.  Mounted  neatly  on  grej  board,  they  are 
attractive  to  the  eye,  and  needless  to  say  they  were  appreciated  at 
once.  Two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-one  pictures  have 
circulated  since  the  first  of  October.  Separate  numbers  of  the  Masters 
in  Art,  both  for  the  current  and  preceding  years,  prepared  for  circu- 
lation much  as  the  circulating  magazines  are,  have  also  been  very 
useful  in  school  work;  these  monographs  are  supplemented  on  request 
with  as  many  mounted  reproductions  of  other  works  of  the  painter 
under  consideration  as  the  library  affords.  Among  the  Brown  pictures 
were  many  reproductions  of  religious  subjects  not  called  for  in  public 
school  work.  These  have  been  lent  frequently  to  Sunday  school 
teachersw  Perhaps  the  branch  of  the  juvenile  work  that  stands  for 
the  longest  step  forward  in  the  progress  of  library  usefulness  in  our 
community  is  the  work  begun  in  the  county  schools.  There  are  60 
schools  in  Multnomah  county  outside  the  city  limits  of  Portland. 
Most  of  these  are  off  the  car  line  or  a  long  distance  from  town,  so 
that  the  children  are  debarred  from  library  privileges  and  in  many 
instances  shut  out  entirely  from  opportunities  for  good  reading.  Some 
of  these  county  schools  have  libraries  of  their  own,  others  are  not  so 
fortunate,  all  of  them  seem  to  welcome  a  box  of  fresh,  new  reading 
matter.  Miss  Hassler  in  consultation  with  Mr.  R.  P.  Robinson,  the 
county  superintendent,  chose  150  titles,  ten  copies  of  each  were  pur- 
chased, it  being  the  policy  of  the  juvenile  library  to  buy  several 
copies  of  a  book  known  to  be  good  rather  than  to  multiply  titles  and 
introduce  mediocre  material.  These  books  are  not  text  books,  nor 
books  of  supplementary  reading,  but  books  of  standard  children's 
literature  in  good  editions  which  will  give  lasting  pleasure  to  the 
happy  child  who  reads  them  and  perhaps  form  the  basis  of  taste  in  lit- 
erature,of  interest  in  history  and  in  art,which  will  be  to  him  a  resource 
and  a  safe-g^ard  through  life.  The  Librarian  and  the  Children's 
Librarian  were  asked  to  meet  with  the  County  teachers*  progress  club 
at  one  of  its  monthly  meetings,  to  tell  them  of  the  resources  of  the 
library  and  to  explain  this  plan  of  sending  out  boxes  of  books,  20,  50 
or  60  books,  according  to  the  size  of  the  school,  these  boxes  to  be 
kept  for  three  or  four  months  then  exchanged  with  a  neighboring 
school  and  finally  returned  to  the  library  in  June.  The  plan  was 
warmly  welcomed  and  the  pleasant  relations  then  established  with 
the  county  teachers  have  continued.  Owing  to  unavoidable  delays 
in  the  receipt  of  the  books  it  was  not  possible  to  pack  the  boxes  until 
December,  with  vacation  so  near,  few  of  them  were  called  for,  but  it 
is  safe  to  say  that  every  box  will  be  out  of  the  library  before  January 
is  over.    Miss  Hassler  hopes  to  keep  in  touch  with  these  collections 
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throngh  the  visits  of  the  cotmty  teachers  to  the  library  and  also  by 
personal  visits  to  the  schools.  In  addition  to  her  many  activities. 
Miss  Hassler  fonnd  time  to  prepare  several  papers  for  the  Brixflet 
on  Children's  literature;  to  give  three  talks  before  the  Mothers' 
and  teachers'  dnb  of  the  Harrison  school  on:  i«  Children's 
periodicals.  2.  What  mothers  should  read.  3.  Child  study, 
and  a  talk  before  a  similar  clnb  at  the  Park  school  on  "What  children 
should  read."  Annotated  lists  of  books  were  suggested  for  purchase 
to  three  public  schools,  one  Sunday  school  and  one  small  library. 
During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  children's  room  was  open  from 
three  to  six,  but  after  the  close  of  school  in  June,  the  doors  were 
gradually  pushed  open  earlier  and  earlier  by  persistent  little  boys  and 
girls  until  now  the  hours  are  from  9  A.  M.  until  6  P.  M.  every  day, 
and  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday  from  9  A.  M.  until  8:30  P.  M.  The 
year  has  been  one  of  great  progress  in  this  department  where  so  many 
possibilities  lie,  and  it  is  rich  in  promise  for  the  future.  We  feel  that 
we  have  been  only  responsive,  and  the  temptation  to  more  aggressive 
work  is  keen,  but  in  our  poverty,  how  dare  we?  To  quote  again  from 
Miss  Hassler,  "Our  only  drawback  is  the  same  which  we  notice  in 
every  phase  of  our  children's  room  work — ^the  poverty  of  space  and 
room.  Happily  one  difficulty  will  be  removed  when  we  have  our  new 
room.  Our  other  source  of  embarrassment  is  due  to  a  poverty  of 
books.  We  are  often  forced  to  recommend  books  that  are  less  than 
the  best  because  perhaps  the  only  copy  we  possess  of  the  desired  book 
is  wit^  or  possibly  we  haven't  yet  purchased  the  book  at  all,  for  the 
time  has  not  yet  come  when  we  could  thoroughly  stock  up  our  shelves 
and  buy  even  one  copy  of  all  the  books  we  ought  to  have.  *  •  • 
There  are  12,000  children  in  the  public  schools  of  this  city,  at  least 
10,000  of  them  should  be  members  of  the  public  library.  The  pros- 
pects for  far-reaching  and  valuable  work  among  the  children  of  Fort- 
land  seem  unlimited.  The  wisdom  and  educational  value  of  special 
methods  and  special  work  for  children  is  no  longer  open  to  question. 
Even  the  conservative  Smithsonian  at  Washington  does  not  consider 
it  beneath  its  dignity  to  support  a  children's  department  and  to  do  it 
brilliantly.  Educators  and  students  of  social  science  throughout  the 
land  have  come  to  the  decision  that  the  most  satisfactory  and  perma- 
nent work  for  the  elevating  and  betterment  of  the  world  at  large 
is  being  done  through  the  children  of  today — the  men  and  women  of 
tomorrow.  The  ideals  of  the  child  determine  the  character  of  the 
man,  and  since  the  books  he  reads  and  his  immediate  environment 
are  the  most  potent  of  all  factors  in  the  formation  of  these  ideals  let 
ns  see  to  it  that  the  Public  Library  does  not  neglect  the  wonderful 
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opportunity  it  has  to  gnide  the  reading  of  the  young.  The  child's 
environment  may  be  such  that  we  are  powerless  to  improve  it  or  to  do 
away  with  it  altogether,  but  we  are  not  powerless  in  the  matter  of  his 
reading.  If  we  do  neglect  the  opportunities  at  our  hand,  then  the 
state  must  suffer  in  the  quality  of  its  citizens,  and  the  public  library 
must  bear  the  reproach."

The  extension  and  expansion  of  ihe  work  of  the  library  has  of 
necessity  made  large  demands  for  outside  work  upon  those  in  the 
cataloguing  department;  this  is  not  altogether  to  be  deplored, 
although  the  sum  total  of  the  work  accomplished  may  be  lessened, 
for  it  is  most  desirable  that  the  cataloguers  be  kept  in  touch  with  the 
other  departments  of  the  library,  both  that  they  may  be  encouraged 
by  seeing  the  usefulness  of  their  work  and  that  by  testing  its  value 
with  the  public  they  may  consider  how  to  make  that  work  more  use- 
ful. In  the  eight  full  months,  the  number  of  assistants  has  averaged 
six;  four  new  assistants  have  received  instruction,  three  of  whom  are 
now  in  the  department.  Much  to  our  regret  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  finish  the  cataloguing  of  the  library.  Description  and  travel,  litera- 
ture and  biography  were  handled  during  the  year,  also  1393  volumes 
of  the  Wilson  library.  The  new  books  naturally  take  precedence  as 
they  are  received.  If  they  come  into  the  library  early  in  the  week, 
they  are  sent  into  the  circulating  department  the  next  Monday,  and 
the  Monday  following  if  they  are  received  the  last  of  the  week;  rarely 
does  a  new  book  remain  in  the  cataloguing  room  over  two  weeks,  and 
those  that  have  been  ordered  on  request  are  sent  out  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble and  the  borrower  notified.  A  list  of  the  new  books  added  to  the 
library  is  sent  to  the  Oregonian  and  Telegram  and  usually  appears  in 
the  Saturday  evening  and  Monday  morning  issues.  These  lists  we 
hope  will  be  published  again  in  a  monthly  or  quarterly  bulletin, 
which  will  be  free  to  the  patrons  of  the  library.  A  bulletin  not  only 
advertises  the  accessions  to  the  library,  but  exerts  almost  as  marked 
an  influence  for  good  reading  as  open  shelves  by  suggesting  to  the 
reader  books  that  otherwise  might  escape  his  notice,  books  that  he 
may  need  or  desire,  but  of  which  he  is  ignorant.  In  the  fall,  Miss 
Millard  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Gooch  began  her  work  upon 
the  catalogue  for  the  children's  room.    An  adaptation  of  the  Dewey 
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classification  was  arranged  so  that  the  folk-lore  and  stories  containing 
any  fairy  element  stand  neighbor  on  the  shelves,  as  do  animal  stories 
and  zoology,  and  Greek  and  Roman  m3rthology  are  placed  with  the 
early  history  of  those  countries.  The  cards  compiled  by  the  Cleve- 
land public  library  and  printed  by  the  Carnegie  library  of  Pittsbuig 
have  been  purchased  and  for  books  not  represented  by  these  cards 
a  brief  card  is  printed  by  hand.  The  books  are  analyzed  minutely 
and  the  subject  entries  made  under  simple  familiar  headings.  Cards 
for  422  volumes  axe  now  in  the  case  in  tiie  children's  room  and  even 
in  this  incomplete  state  the  value  of  the  catalogue  is  evident.  The 
books  for  circulation  in  the  county  schools  were  handled  entirely  in 
this  department.  Preferring  to  keep  this  as  a  separate  school  col- 
lection, they  were  not  entered  upon  the  regular  library  records,  but 
classified  and  then  catalogued  in  a  brief  form,  which  combined  on 
one  card  the  main  catalogue  entry  and  the  invoice  items  of  the  acces- 
sion book.  The  cataloguing  time  of  one  assistant  has  been  given  to 
the  classifying  and  arranging  of  the  pamphlets.  One  thousand  three 
hundred  and  eight  were  classified  this  year,  making  a  total  in  the 
library  of  3,140.

Early  in  the  year  when  the  cataloguing  of  the  classes  of  natural 
science  and  useful  arts  had  been  completed,  ertensive  purchases  were 
made  to  round  outand  build  up  these  most  necessary  collections.  They 
are  not  yet  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the  library,  but  it  is  now  a  matter 
of  adding  fresh  material  as  it  is  published.  During  the  summer  and 
fall  the  purchases  have  been  largely  of  American  and  English  history, 
perhaps  the  most  useful  books  in  a  library  after  the  **bread  and  butter 
books."  We  hope  in  this  way  to  revise  the  entire  library,  class  by 
class  adding  the  necessary  volumes  as  our  funds  permit. 
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GIFTS 

The  library  was  the  recipient  of  many  valuable  gifts  during  the 
year.  The  four  beautiful  prints  of  Washington,  Franklin,  Shakspere 
and  Whittier  presented  by  Mr.  W.  M.  Ladd  add  greatly  to  the  attract- 
iveness of  the  circulating  room.  Among  the  most  valuable  of  the 
gifts  are  the  set  of  Modern  engineering  practice  given  by  Mr.  H.  W 
Corbett,  the  Jewish  encyclopedia  given  by  the  local  chapter  of  B*nai 
B'rith,  35  volumes  of  the  Institution  of  civil  engineers  and  the  Papers 
and  proceedings  of  the  California  academy  of  sciences  given  by  Mr. 
R.  M.  Brereton  and  fifty  or  sixty  volumes  of  antiquarian  interest 
given  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Thornton.  The  library  also  received  from  indi- 
viduals, universities,  colleges,  schools  and  other  institutions,  from 
libraries,  publishers  and  firms,  and  from  the  various  dejiartments  of 
the  United  States  government  1,371  bound  volumes;  98  current  period- 
icals; 108  library  bulletins;  232  pamphlets;  80  single  numbers  of  peri- 
odicals— a  total  of  1,889.  '^he  library  again  takes  pleasure  in  record- 
ing its  indebtedness  to  the  Morni'ig  Orerjoaian  and  the  Bivening 
Telegram  for  space  generously  given  for  book  lists  and  notices.  A  list 
of  the  individual  donors  to  the  library  is  appended  to  this  report. 

THE  STAFF 

The  library  was  represented  at  the  American  Library  Conference 
at  Niagara  Falls  by  Miss  Harriet  Gooch,  who  carried  with  her  an  invi- 
tation to  the  Conference  to  hold  its  1905  meeting  in  Portland.  We 
earnestly  hope  that  this  invitation  may  be  accepted.  Those  who  have 
watched  the  public  library  movement  since  the  World's  fair  in  1893, 
know  how  much  it  has  been  furthered  and  developed  by  the  meet- 
ings of  this  Association  in  various  sections  of  the  country.  As  the  educa- 
tional spirit  of  the  public  libraries  has  quickened  in  general  since 
that  Chicago  meeting,  so  different  parts  of  the  country  from  Georgia 
to  Canada  have  fallen  into  line  and  expanded  their  resources  as  they 
have  been  roused  to  a  sense  of  their  responsibilities  by  contact  with 
this  practical  and  earnest  body  of  men  and  women. 

An  examination  of  eighteen  candidates  for  library  assistants 
was  held  on  January  5th  and  six  passed.  Only  those  were  permitted 
to  take  the  examination  who  had  had  at  least  a  full  high  school 
course.  On  September  22nd,  because  of  resignations  in  the  library, 
a  second  examination  was  held  and  of  the  eight  applicants,  six  passed. 
It  is  gratifying  that  the  higher  standard  the  library  is  trying  to  main- 
tain is  being  recognized  and  we  are  no  longer  besieged  for  positions 
by  those  utterly  unfitted  for  the  work. 

During  the  year  the  library  has  lost  with  regret  the  services  of 
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four  members  of  the  staff:    Miss  Stackpole,  Miss  Irons,  Miss  Drinker 
i^aadiMiss  Spcacer.

.  being  given,  upon  the  history  of  the  book  and  of  libraries,   illustrated 

by  the  material  on  the  subject  in  which  the    library  is  so  rich.    A 

:  reading  list  is  provided  with  each  paper.    This  is  not  work  required 

of  the  staff,  but  is  merely  suggestive  and  we  hope  will  prove  of  snf- 

r  ficient  interest  to  induce  individual  study. 

In  conclusion  it  is  a  pleasure  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
fine  spirit  shown  throughout  the  staff  during  the  year,  the  universal 
interest  and  enthusiasm  for  the  daily  work  has  been  an  inspiration 
and  the  consideration  of  each  for  the  other  has  made  the  responsibili- 
ties light.  I  am  grateful,  too,  for  the  continued  confidence  of  the 
Xibrary  board.

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Appendix  II 

ARTICLES  OP  INCORPORATION 

OP  THE  DIRECTORS  OP  THE  UBRARY  ASSSOCIATION  OP  PORTI^ND 

WHEREAS,  The  Library  Association  of  Portland  at  the  annnal 
meeting  of  the  life  and  yearly  members  thereof,  held  at  the  rooms  of 
the  Association  in  the  City  of  Portland  on  February  6th,  1875,  in 
porsoance  of  Section  i  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  said  Asso- 
ciation, passed  the  following  resolution: 

*'That  the  directors  of  the  Library  Association  are  hereby 
adyised  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  it  Is  expedient  that  this 
Association  become  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Oregon  for  the 
incorporation  of  literary  and  other  societies;  and  that  said  directors 
are  hereby  requested  to  become  incorporated  under  said  laws  at  as 
early  a  day  as  practicable,  by  the  name  and  style  of  'The  Directors  of 
the  Library  Association  of  Portland.'  " 

Now,  therefore,  we,  the  undersigned  directors  of  the  Library 
Association  duly  elected  in  accordance  with  the  constitution  and 
by-laws  thereof,  do  hereby  enter  into  the  following  articles: 

1st— This  incorporation  shall  be  known  as  The  Directors  of  the 
Library  Association  of  Portland. 

2nd — ^The  objects  of  the  Association  are  to  maintain  a  library 
and  reading  rooms,  to  collect  and  preserve  a  cabinet,  scientific  appar- 
atus and  works  of  art,  at  the  City  of  Portland,  and  to  receive,  buy, 
hold  and  dispose  of  such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  and  conven- 
ient to  carry  out  the  foregoing  objects. 

3rd — ^The  estimated  value  of  the  property  and  money  possessed 
by  said  Association  at  this  time  is  about  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  and 
its  income  is  derived  from  dues  and  fines,  donations  and  bequests. 

4th — The  persons  making  these  articles,  namely,  Matthew  P. 
Deady,  H.  W.  Corbett,  Addison  C.  Gibbs,  C.  H.  Lewis,  M.  W. 
Pechheimer,  H.  Failing,  Lehman  Blum,  William  S.  Ladd,  Ph.  C. 
Schuyler,  Jr.,  are  a  majority  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Associa- 
tion, aforesaid,  which  is  constituted  of  ten  persons,  entitled,  **The 
Directors  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland;''  and  they  and  their 
successors  in  office  are  elected  biennially  for  a  term  of  ten  years,  at 
an  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  on  the  first  Saturday  of  Febru- 
ary by  the  life  and  yearly  members  thereof,  except  in  cases  where  a 
vacancy  occurs  in  such  directorship,  otherwise  than  by  the  expiration 
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the  2oth  day  of  Pebmary,  A.  D.  1864,  at  which  election  all  the  bona 
fide  snbscribers  to  the  Library  shall  be  voters,  and  the  election  shall 
be  by  ballot  or  otherwise  as  the  voters  present  shall  determine.  At 
nid  election,  the  ten  Directors  aforesaid  shall  be  elected,  who  immed- 
iately npon  their  election  shall  divide  themselves  into  five  classes  of 
two  each,  by  lot. 

The  first  class  to  go  out  at  the  expiration  of  two  yeais,  the 
second  at  four,  the  third  at  siz,the  fourth  at  eight,  and  the  fifth  at  ten 
years,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  their  successors  aie  elected  and  accepted. 

Section  4.  At  the  annual  meeting  to  be  held  in  1866,  and 
every  two  years  thereafter  two  persons  shall  be  chosen  to  fill  the  place 
of  the  outgoing  Directors,  to  hold  their  office  for  ten  years. 

Section  5.  Each  Director,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge 
of  his  duties,  shall  signify  his  acceptance  of  the  trust,  by  signing  an 
agreement  upon  the  records  of  the  Association  faithfully  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  office. 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall,  biennially,  at  their 
first  meeting  after  the  election  of  Directors,  or  at  some  subsequent 
meeting,  if  the  same  has  been  omitted  at  first  said  first  meeting,  elect  a 
President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer,  all  of  whom, 
except  the  Secretary,  shall  be  members  of  the  Board,  who  shall  be  the 
officers  of  the  Association,  and  who  shall  hold  office  for  two  years 
each,  and  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified,  or  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  as  the  By-Laws  shall  provide. 

Section  7.  Three  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  a  majority  of  all  present  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  any 
measure,  except  when  three  or  more  are  present  and  there  shall  be  a 
tie,  the  President,  in  addition  to  his  vote  as  Director,  may  give  the 
casting  vote. 

Section  8.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Association  and  Board  of  Directors,  and  preserve  order  therein.  He 
shall  have  power  to  call  special  meetings  of  the  Association  and 
Board  of  Directors  whenever  he  shall  deem  it  expedient,  and  shall 
call  such  special  meetings  as  are  hereinafter  provided  for.  He  shall 
also,  at  each  annual  meeting,  or  oftener  if  he  deem  it  expedient,  or 
is  requested  thereto  by  the  Association,  make  a  written  report  of  the 
general  doings  and  condition  of  the  Association,  accompanied  by  such 
suggestions  as  may  seem  to  him  best  calculated  to  promote  its 
prosperity. 

Section  9.  The  Vice-President  during  the  absence  or  disability 
of  the  President  shall  be  President  pro  tempore^  and  in  case  of  the 
absence  or  disability  of  both  the  President  and  Vice-President  any 
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Section  3.  All  members  of  this  Association  not  delinquent  for 
fines,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Association,  includ- 
ing the  library  and  rooms. 

Section  4.  So  long  and  daring  such  time  as  the  City  of  Port- 
land shall  contribute  to  Uie  current  expenses  of  the  Association  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Port- 
land, entitled,  *'An  Ordinance  authorizing  a  contract  with  the 
Library  Association  of  Portland  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the 
inhabitants  of  the  city  with  the  free  use  of  the  Library  of  said  Asso- 
ciation," approved  July  i8th,  1901;  all  citizens  of  the  City  of  Portland 
and  taxpayers  of  said  City  of  Portland  doing  business  in  said  city,  of 
good  moral  character  shall  be  entitled,  without  charge  or  dues,  to  the 
privileges  of  the  rooms  of  the  Association,  and  to  receive  books  from 
the  library,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board  of  Directon 
may  from  time  to  time  prescribe;  and  so  long  and  during  such  time  as 
the  County  of  Multnomah  shall  contribute  to  the  current  expenses  of 
the  Association  under  any  contract  with  the  Association,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  providing  the  inhabitants  of  the  County  with  the  free  use  of 
the  library  of  the  Association,  all  citizens  of  the  County  of  Multnomah 
of  good  moral  character  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as 
above  provided  for  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Portland. 

Section  5.  No  person  delinquent  for  fines  shall  be  entitled  to 
any  of  the  privileges  of  the  Association  or  to  the  use  of  its  library  or 
rooms. 

ARTICLE  III 

OPFICBRS  AND  THBIR  DDTIBS 

Section  i.  All  the  property  and  legal  rights  of  the  Association 
shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Directors,  in  trust,  for  carrying  out  its 
objects. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in 
its  own  body,  occurring  from  resignation,  removal  or  death;  to 
appoint  all  salK>rdinate  officers  and  agents,  prescribe  their  duties  and 
fix  their  compensation;  to  enact  suitable  and  necessary  by-laws,  repeal 
or  change  the  same,  which  shall  be  valid  until  repealed  or  modified 
by  the  Association  at  a  regular  meeting,  and  generally  to  do  and  per- 
form whatever  in  their  judgment  may  be  proper  and  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  objects  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  The  number  of  Directors  shall  be  ten,  and  they  shall 
hold  their  office  for  ten  years  each,  unless  sooner  removed  for  wilful 
neglect  of  duty,  or  abuse  of  trust  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  3.    The  first  election  of  Directors  shall    be  held  on 
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Appendix  III 

THE  CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I 

NAMB  AND  OBJSCT 

Section  i.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  ''LIBRARY 
ASSOCIATION  OP  PORTLAND/*  and  shaU  be  located  in  the  Oty 
of  Portland,  State  of  Oregon. 

Section  2.  It  shall  hare  for  its  object  the  establishment  of  a 
Library  and  Reading  Room,  the  Collection  of  a  Cabinet,  Scientific 
Apparatus,  Works  of  Art,  and  other  literary  and  scientific  purposes, 
and  it  shall  be  competent  to  receive  donations  of  money,  books  and 
other  property  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  II 

MBMBBRSHIP 

Section  i.  The  membership  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of 
perpetual,  life  and  ez-officio  members.  Any  person  may  become  a 
perpetual  member  of  this  Association  by  signing  the  roll  of  members 
«md  paying  to  the  Association  the  sum  of  $350.  Any  person  may 
beeome  a  life  member  of  this  Association  by  signing  the  xdU  of  mem- 
bers and  paying  to  the  Association  the  sum  of  faoo,  provided  that  the 
members  of  the  present  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Portland  Public 
Library  and  such  persons  as  between  the  19th  day  of  November,  1899, 
and  the  x8th  day  of  July,  1901,  contributed  in  the  aggregate  the  sum 
of  I50  towards  the  support  of  the  Portland  Public  Library,  who  shall 
make  written  application  for  such  membership  within  six  months 
ffom  the  xst  day  of  August,  1901,  shall  also  be  life  memberB  of  this 
Association.  The  Mayor  and  the  President  of  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Portland,  Oregon,  and  their  successors  in  office, 
ez-officio,  shall  be  members  of  this  Association;  provided  that  when- 
ever the  City  of  Portland  shall  for  the  space  of  one  year  fail  to  con- 
tribute to  the  current  ezxxnses  of  the  Association,  such  right  of 
ez-officio  membership  shall  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  this  Association  cease  and  terminate. 

Section  2.  All  members  of  the  Association  as  defined  in  Section 
I  of  this  Article,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation if  personally  present  thereat,  and  for  the  purpose  of  voting  at 
such  meetings  and  holding  offices  in  the  corporation,  perpetual  mem- 
bers shall  be  considered  life  members. 
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of  the  term  for  which  a  director  is  chosen,  in  which  event  a  successor 
is  chosen  by  the  remaining  directors  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

5th — ^The  location  of  said  Association  shall  be  at  the  City  of 
Portland.

Section  lo.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a 
record  of  the  Directors*  meetings  and  when  required  to  do  so,  of  the 
committee  meetings;  to  send  notices  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  to  the  members  thereof;  to  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Board  and  to  keep  a  record  thereof,  and  to  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  ii.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  donated  for 
the  general  purposes  of  the  Association,  and  all  moneys  paid  over  by 
the  Secretary,  and  pay  them  out  upon  the  order  of  the  President  or 
President  pro  tempore^  countersigned  by  the  Secretary.  He  shall  keep 
correct  accounts  in  such  a  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Directors  or  By-Laws;and  on  the  termination  of  his  office  shall  deliver 
to  his  successor  all  moneys,  books,  accounts,  papers  and  property 
belonging  to  the  Association. 

Section  12.  A  permanent  removal  from  Multnomah  County, 
Oregon,  disqualifies  an  officer  from  exercising  his  duties,  and  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  resignation  on  his  part. 

Section  13.  No  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  in  whatever 
capacity  be  may  act,  shall  receive  any  compensation  for  his  services. 

ARTICLE  IV 

MBSTINGS 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Association 
on  the  first  Saturday  in  February  of  each  year,  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  reports  from  the  officers  and  electing  Directors,  when  they 
are  to  be  elected  as  herein  provided,  and  for  the  transaction  of  such 
other  business  as  may  be  presented,  and  the  meeting  may  adjourn 
from  day  to  day  uniil  all  the  business  is  completed. 

Section  2.  If,  from  any  cause,  the  annual  meeting  shall  not  be 
held  at  the  appointed  time,  it  may  be  held  at  any  time  thereafter 
upon  the  call  of  the  President  or  five  Directors,  or  twenty-five  mem- 
bers, upon  giving  not  more  than  fifteen,  nor  less  than  ten  days  con- 
tinuous notice  in  one  or  more  of  the  daily  papers  of  the  city,  and  the 
first  call  shall  exclude  other  calls  until  the  time  appointed  for  the 
meeting  has  passed. 

Section  3.  The  President  shall  also,  at  the  written  request  of 
five  Directors,  or  twenty-five  members,  stating  the  reason  therefrir, 
call  a  meeting  of  the  Association  for  the  transaction  of  special  busi- 
ness, but  not  more  than  fifteen  orjless  than  ten  days  continuous  notice 
in  one  or  more  of  the  daily  papers  of  the  city  shall   be  given  of  the 
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time,  place  and  object  of  said  meeting,  and  no  other  business  shall  be 
transacted  at  said  meeting  than  that  specified  in  the  call.  In  case 
the  President  shall  neglect  to  call  the  meeting  when  so  requested, 
then  five  Directors  or  twenty-five  members  may  call  the  same  and 
publish  the  requisite  notice. 

Section  4.  All  meetings  of  the  Directors  and  Association  shall 
be  held  in  the  City  of  Portland. 

ARTICLE  V 
PINANCB8 

Section  i.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Association  shall  commence 
on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year. 

Section  3.  Money  of  the  Association  shall  be  drawn  only  upon 
warrants  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  signed  by  the 
President  and  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  VI 

FIKES 

Section  I.  Pines  may  be  imposed  by  the  Directors  upon  mem- 
bers and  all  persons  enjoying  the  privileges  of  the  Association  for 
injury  to  the  books  or  property  of  the  Association,  and  the  person 
upon  whom  they  are  imposed  shall  be  personally  liable  therefor  to 
the  Board  of  Directors  as  for  a  debt;  but  no  fine  shall  be  imposed  to  a 
greater  amount  than  shall  be  sufficient  to  restore  or  make  good  the 
property  injured. 

Section  3.  The  Directors  may  impose  a  fine  for  disorderly  con- 
duct in  the  rooms,  or  disobedience  of  the  rules,  for  which  fine  the 
persons  fined  shall  be  liable  to  the  Directors  as  for  a  debt. 

ARTICLE  VII 

RBCOBI>S  AND  BOOKS 

Section  i.  Pull  records  of  the  meetings  and  proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  the  Association  shall  be  kept  by  the  Recording 
Secretary,  and  such  other  books  and  records  shall  be  kept  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  By-Laws  and  order  of  the  Directors. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

NBGLBCT  OF  OFFICIAI.  DUTY 

Section  i.  In  case  of  flag^nt  official  misconduct  or  neglect  of 
duty,  or  gross  immoral  conduct,  on  the  part  of  a  member  of  the 
Board,  the  Directors  shall  have  power,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  their 
number,  to  expel  the  offending  member;  from  which  action,  however, 
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an  appeal  shall  be  allowed  to  a  called  meeting  of  the  Association, 
which  shall  ratify  or  annul  the  proceedings  of  the  Directors,  as  the 
case  may  warrant. 

ARTICLE  DC 

EXPULSION  OP  MEMBERS 

Section  i.  If  any  member  shall  wantonly  create  a  disturbance 
at  any  meeting  of  the  Association,  or  shall  devise  or  take  part  in  any 
measure  designedly  to  injure  the  Association,  or  shall  purposely 
deface  or  injure  the  books  or  property  of  the  Association,  he  may  be 
forthwith  suspended  from  all  the  privileges  of  the  Association  by  the 
Directors,  from  which  action  an  appeal  shall  be  allowed  to  a  called 
meeting  of  the  Association,  at  which  the  charge  shall  be  investigated, 
giving  the  accused  ample  opportunity  to  excuse  or  extenuate  his 
conduct,  and  if  the  person  be  found  guilty,  and  without  sufficient 
excuse  or  extenuation,  he  may  be  expelled  or  suspended  for  a  limited 
time  from  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  X 

ALTERATIONS  AND  AMENDMENTS 

Section  i.  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended, 
except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  an  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that 
purpose. 

ARTICLE  XI 

INCORPORATION 

Section  i.  As  soon  as  a  law  shall  be  passed,  allowing  a  corpor- 
ation to  be  formed  embracing  substantially  the  provisions  of  this 
Constitution,  a  special  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Association 
shall  be  called  to  take  into  consideration  the  expediency  of  becoming 
incorporated,  and  to  take  the  necessary  steps  therefor.  Thirty  days 
previous  notice  of  the  meeting  to  be  given  by  continuous  publication 
in  one  or  more  of  the  daily  papers  of  the  city. 
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Appendix  IV 

BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  I 

MB8TINGS 

Section  i.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  and  every  month  at  eight  o'clock 
in  th^  evening. 

Section  a.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  may  be 
called  by  the  President  at  any  time,  and  upon  the  aj^ication  in 
writing  of  any  three  members  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
President  to  call  such  meeting;  but  personal  notice  of  the  same  shall 
be  given  to  all  the  Directors  then  in  the  city. 

Section  3.    The  order  of  bnsiness  shall  be  as  follows: 

I.    Calling  the  roll. 

3.    Reading  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting. 

3.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

4.  Reports  of  Special  committees. 

5.  Communications  from  the  Secretary. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business,  including  all  not  specified  in  the 
first  five  subdivisions  of  this  section.  But  the  order  of  business  may 
be  deviated  from  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  present  at  any  meeting. 

ARTICLE  II 

COMMITTBBS 

Section  i.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  after 
each  annual  meeting,  the  President  shall  appoint  the  following  stand- 
ing committees,  each  consisting  of  at  least  two  members;  Committee 
on  Finance,  Committee  on  Books,  Committee  on  Building  and 
Grounds,  Committee  on  Library  Extension. 

Section  2.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 

to  examine  from  time  to  time  into  the  finances  of  the  Association;  to 

approve  all  investments  of  the  funds  of  the  Association;  to  take  under 

consideration  any  reports  relating  to  the  treasury,  and  generally  to 

have  supervision  of  the  finances. 

Section  3.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Books  to 

order  the  purchase,  exchange  and  binding  of  books  and  periodicals; 

to  supervise  the  circulation  of  books,  the  work  on  the  catalogue,  the 

selection  of  stamps,  plates,  labels  and  printed  forms,  the  examination 

selection,  promotion  and  remuneration  of  the  library  staff;   and  to 
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prepafe  and  xeport  to  the  Board  any  proposed  changes  in  the  rules 
and  regnlations  for  the  use  of  the  Library  by  the  pablic. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  dnty  of  the  Committee  on  Bnildings 
and  Grounds  to  have  charge  of  the  library  building,  inside  and  outside; 
to  control  the  janitor  service,  heating  and  lighting,  and  under 
authority  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  purchase  furniture  and  fixtures. 

Section  5.  It  ahall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Library 
Extension  to  have  supervision  of  the  Library's  work  in  the  schools* 
branches  and  substations,  and  generally  of  all  library  work  outside 
the  central  library. 

Section  6.  The  standing  committees  shall  make  a  summary 
report  annually  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  its  last  meeting  in 
December,  and  shall  make  such  other  reports  as  they  see  fit  or  the 
Board  may  order. 

Section  7.  All  special  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board. 

Section  8.  The  President  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  each 
of  the  standing  committees. 

ARTICLE  III 

TRANSPBR  OP  PBRPSTUAI.  MBMBBRSHIPS 

Section  i.  Certificates  of  Perpetual  Membership  may  be  trans- 
ferred at  the  rooms  of  the  Association  upon  the   presentation  of  the 

same  endorsed  by  the  owner  thereof — ** Transfer  the  within  to 

,"  and  its  surrender  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall, 

thereupon,  cancel  said  certificate  by  writing  thereon — "Surren- 
dered*'—and  subscribing  his  name  thereto;  and  said  Secretary  shall 
also  issue  to  and  in  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  said  transfer  is 
directed  to  be  made,  a  certificate  duly  signed  and  attested  in  lieu  of 
the  one  so  cancelled;  but  neither  the  original  subscriber  to  said 
membership,  nor  any  previous  assignee  thereof,  shall  thereby  become 
discharged  from  the  payment  of  any  sum  of  money  due  upon  said 
membership,  unless  by  a  vote  of  the  Directors  expressly  accepting 
the  note  of  the  person  to  whom  the  transfer  is  made,  in  payment  of 
same. 

Section  2.  All  certificates  of  membership  shall  be  signed  by 
the  President  and  attested  by  the  Secretary  and  sealed  with  the  seal 
of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  IV 

I,IBRARIAN 

Section  i.  The  Librarian  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  and 
bold  office  at  its  pleasure. 
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ARTICI^B  V 

USB  OF  THB  I.IBRARY 

Section  i.  The  Library  shall  be  open  at  snch  hours  as  the 
Board  of  Dixectois  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Section  2.  All  citizens  of  Multnomah  County,  Oregon,  shall  be 
entitled,  without  chaige  or  dues,  to  the  privileges  and  use  of  the 
library  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
prescribe. 

Section  3.  Non-residents  of  Multnomah  County  may  be 
admitted  to  the  use  and  privileges  of  the  library  and  its  books  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  prescribe. 

ARTICLE  VI 

AMBKDMBNTS 

Section  i.  These  By-laws  may  be  altered,  amended  or  sus- 
pended by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  at  any  special  meeting  called  for 
that  purpose. 
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Appendix  V 

AN  ACT 

TO  AUTHORIZB  THE  SSTABUSHliBNT   AND  MAINTBNANCB  OF  FITBUC 
IJBRARntS,  ANB  TO  PROVIDB  FOR  THBIR  CONTROL  AND  FROTBCTTON. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Oxegon: 

Section  i.  General  Provisions — ^This  act  shall  be  known  as  the 
public  library  law.  In  this  act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, 
"library"  includes  libraries  with  branches,  loan,  reference, "traveling 
and  reading  room  departments,  lectures  and  museums;  *'city"  includes 
town  and  village;  "council"  means  the  legislative  body  of  an  incor- 
porated town,  village  or  city;  "mayor"  means  the  chief  executive 
officer  of  an  incorporated  city,  town  or  village. 

Section  2.  Establishment  Tax — ^The  council  of  every  incorpor- 
ated city  shall  have  the  power  to  establish,  equip  and  maintain  a 
public  library,  or  maintain  and  support  any  public  library  already 
established  therein,  and  may  annually  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected, 
as  other  general  taxes  are  collected,  a  tax  not  to  exceed  one-fifth  of 
one  miH  upon  each  dollar  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property 
of  vmfSti  city,  to  provide  a  library  fund,  which  fund  shall  be  kept 
separate  from  other  money  of  the  city,  to  be  used  exclusively  to  main- 
tain flocb  library;  provided,  that  the  said  library  tax  shall  not  be 
included  in  the  aggregate  amount  of  taxes  as  limited  by  any  provision 
of  any  charter  under  which  any  city  is  now  organized. 

Section  3.  Aid  to  Libraries  Already  Established — If  there  exists 
in  any  incorporated  city  a  secular  or  non-sectarian  library  owned  and 
controlled  by  a  society  or  corporation,  the  council  of  such  incorpor- 
ated city  may,  when  deemed  best  for  the  interests  of  the  city,  levy  the 
tax  hereinbefore  provided  for,  and,  in  lieu  of  supporting  and  maintain- 
ing a  public  library,  enter  into  a  contxact  with  such  society  or  corpor- 
ation for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  inhabitants  of  such  city  with 
the  free  use  of  the  library  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  council  and  the  society  or  corporation;  and 
the  terms  of  such  contract  may  give  the  control  and  management  of 
the  library  to  such  society  or  corporation,  in  which  event  section  4  of 
this  act  shall  have  no  effect,  but  the  other  sections  thereof  shall  be 
considered  to  be  a  part  of  said  contract;  provided,  however,  that  all 
money  paid  to  such  society  or  corporation  under  said  contract 
shall  be  expended  solely  for  the  maintenance  of  the  library,  and  for 
no  other  purpose. 
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Section  4.  Directon — Appointment — ^Vacancies.— For  the  gov- 
ernment of  such  library,  there  shall  be  a  board  of  nine  directors 
appointed  by  the  mayor  with  the  approval  of  the  council,  chosen  from 
the  citizens  at  large  with  reference  to  their  fitness  for  such  office;  and 
not  more  than  one  member  of  the  council  shall  be  at  any  one  time  a 
member  of  said  board;  provided,  that  in  cities  of  leas  than  three  thou- 
sand inhabitants  there  shall  be  six  directors.  Such  directors  shall  hold 
their  office  for  three  years  from  the  first  day  of  September  in  the  year 
of  their  appointment,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed;  but 
upon  their  first  appointment  they  shall  divide  themselves  ai  their  first 
meeting  by  lot  into  three  classes,  one-third  for  one  year,  one-third  for 
two  years,  and  one-third  for  three  years,  and  their  terms  shall  expire 
accordingly.  No  person  shall  be  ineligible  to  serve  upon  said  board 
of  directors  by  reason  of  sex.  All  vacancies  shall  be  immediately 
reported  by  the  directors  to  the  council,  and  be  filled  by  appointment 
in  like  manner  and,  if  in  an  unexpired  term,  for  the  residue  of  the 
term  only.  The  mayor  may,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  council, 
remove  any  director  for  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty.  No  compen- 
sation shall  be  paid  or  allowed  any  director. 

Sections.  Board  of  Directors — Organization— Powers. — Said 
directors  shall,  immediately  after  their  appointment,  meet  and  organ- 
ize by  the  election  of  one  of  their  number  president;  and  by  the 
election  of  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary.  They  shall 
make  and  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  their  own 
guidance  and  for  the  government  of  the  library  as  may  be  expedient, 
not  inconsistent  with  this  act.  They  shall  have  exclusive  control  of 
the  expenditure  of  all  money  collected  for  the  library  fund,  and  the 
supervision,  care  and  custody  of  the  rooms  or  building  constructed, 
leased  or  set  apart  for  that  purpose,  and  such  money  shall  be  drawn 
from  the  treasury  by  the  proper  officers  upon  the  properly  authenti- 
cated voucher  of  the  board,  without  being  otherwise  audited.  They 
may,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  the  council  (without  whick 
no  lease,  purchase  or  contract  therefor  shall  be  of  any  validity),  lease 
and  occupy  or  purchase,  or  erect  on  purchased  ground,  an  appropriate 
building,  not,  however,  employing  in  such  purchase  or  buildiftg 
more  than  one-half  of  the  income  in  any  one  year.  They  may  appoint 
a  librarian  and  assistants,  and  prescribe  rules  for  their  conduct,  and 
fix  their  compensation,  and  shall  also  have  power  to  remove  such 
appointees;  and  shall  in  general  carry  out  the  spirit  and  intent  of 
this  act  in  in  establishing  and  maintaining  a  public  library. 

Section  6.    Use  of  Library — Bvery  library  established  under 
this  act  shall  be  forever  free  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city 
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where  located,  subject  to  lach  reasonable  roles  and  regulation  as  the 
library  board  may  find  necessary  to  adopt  and  pablish  in  order  to 
render  the  use  of  said  library  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  greatest 
number;  and  they  may  exclude  and  cut  off  from  the  use  of  said  library 
any  and  all  persons  who  shall  wilfully  violate  such  rules.  The  board 
may  extend  the  privileges  and  use  of  such  library  to  non-residents, 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  said  board  may  prescribe. 

Section  7.  Annual  Report. — On  or  before  the  3i8t  day  of 
December  of  each  year,  the  said  board  of  directors  shall  make  a 
report  to  the  council ,  stating  the  condition  of  their  trust,  the  various 
sums  of  money  received  from  the  library  fund,  and  all  other  sources, 
and  how  much  money  has  been  expended,  the  number  of  books  and 
periodicals  on  hand,  the  number  added  during  the  year,  the  number 
lost  or  missing,  the  number  of  books  loaned  out,  and  the  general 
character  of  such  books,  with  such  other  statistics,  information  and 

suggestions  as  they  deem  of  general  interest. 

Section  8.  Donations  to  Vest  in  Board — All  persons  desirous 
of  making  donations  of  money,  personal  property  or  real  estate  for 
the  benefit  of  such  library,  shall  have  the  right  to  vest  the  title 
thereto  in  the  board  of  directors  created  under  this  act,  to  be  held 
and  controlled  by  such  board  when  accepted,  according  to  the  terms 
of  the  deed  of  gift,  devise  or  bequest,  and  as  to  such  property  the 
said  board  shall  be  held  and  considered  to  be  special  trustees. 

Section  9.  Penalty  for  Defacing  Books — Whoever  wilfully  or 
maliciously  writes  upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears  or  destroys  a  book, 
plate,  picture,  engraving,  map,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet, 
manuscript  or  statue  belonging  to  a  law,  city  or  other  public  or  incor- 
porated library  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  I5.00  nor 
more  than  f  50.00,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months. 

Section  10.  Penalty  for  Detention  of  Books — Whoever  wil- 
fully or  maliciously  detains  any  book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet 
or  manuscript  belonging  to  a  law,  city  or  other  public  or  incorporated 
library  for  thirty  days  after  notice  in  writing  from  the  librarian  of 
such  library,  given  after  the  expiration  of  time  which  bv  regulations 
of  such  library  such  book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet  or  manu- 
script may  be  kept,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  I5.00 
nor  more  than  $25.00,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months; 
provided,  that  tiie  notice  required  by  this  section  shall  bear  upon  its 
face  a  copy  of  this  section. 

Section  II.  Bmergencv  Clause — Inasmuch  as  many  cities  in 
the  state  desire  to  take  immediate  advantage  of  this  act,  an  emer- 
gency is  hereby  declared,  and  this  act  Siall  take  effect  upon  its 
approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT 

TO    PBOVIDE    FOR    THB    BSTABUSHMKNT,    MAINTBNANCB    AND  SUP- 
PORT OP  IJBRARIBS 

Be  %t  Enacted  by  the  People  of  the  Stateof  Oregon  and  Be  it  Enacted 
by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  t?ie  State  of  Oregon: 

Section  i.  Any  county  in  this  state  containing  a  population  of 
fifty  thousand  inhabitants  or  more  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
in  their  discretion,  to  assess,  levy  and  collect,  in  the  manner  provided 
for  the  assessment,  levy  and  collection  of  other  taxes  for  county  pur- 
poses, a  special  tax  not  to  exceed  one-fifth  of  one  mill  on  each  dollar 
of  the  assessed  value  of  all  taxable  property  within  such  county,  for 
the  purpose  of  e8tablishing,maintaining  or  assisting  in  the  maintenance 
of  a  public  library  within  such  county.  The  proceeds  of  any  such 
tax  shall  be  placed  in  a  separate  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Library 
Fund,  and  shall  be  expended  only  for  the  purposes  for  which  the 
same  is  levied. 

Section  2.  The  county  court  for  any  such  county  in  which  the 
special  tax  provided  for  in  section  x  of  this  Act  has  been  levied  and 
collected  may  either  provide  for  the  location,  establishment,  manage- 
ment and  control  of  a  public  library  at  the  county  seat  of  such  county, 
or  it  may  in  its  discretion  contract  with  any  association  or  corporation 
incorporated  for  that  purpose  and  maintaining  a  library  at  the  county 
seat  of  such  county,  for  the  use  of  the  books  of  such  association  or 
corporation  by  the  inhabitants  of  such  county  upon  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  such  county  court  may  determine. 

Section  3.  No  moneys  shall  be  drawn  from  any  library  fund 
created  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  upon  warrant  drawn 
by  the  order  of  the  county  court  for  the  county  in  which  such  taxes 
areilevied. 

Section  4.  Bvery  library  maintained  either  in  whole  or  in  part 
from  any  county  library  fund  shall  be  freejfor  the  use  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  county  where  located,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  county  court  of  such  county  or  the  manage- 
ment of  the  association  or  corporation  maintaining  such  library. 

Section  5.  Inasmuch  as  it  will  be  to  the  advantage  of  education 
to  have  county  libraries  established  immediately,  an  emergency  is 
hereby  declared,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  approval  by 
the  Governor.

ORDINANCB  NO.  12,302 

An  Ordinance  authorizing  a  contract  with  the  Library  Associa- 
tion of  Portland,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city  with  the  free  use  of  the  library  of  said  Association. 

The  City  of  Portland  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  i.  Deeming  it  best  for  the  interests  of  the  City  of 
Portland,  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Library  Association  of  Port- 
land for  the  purpose  of  pfovidit^f  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  with  the 
free  use  of  the  library  of  said  Association,  the  Common  Council,  by 
virtue  of  the  Public  Library  Law,enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Oregon  on  the  13th  day  of  February,  1901,  and  in  con- 
sideration of  the  acceptance  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland  of 
the  benefits,  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided,  agrees  to  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected  annually, 
for  a  period  of  ten  (10)  years,  beginning  with  the  year  1902,  a  tax  of 
one-fifth  of  a  mill  upon  each  dollar  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxa- 
ble property  of  the  city  and  to  place  the  proceeds  of  said  tax  in  the 
city  treasury  to  be  drawn  by  the  Library  Association  of  Portland  in 
the  manner  provided  by  the  Public  Library  Law. 

Section  2.  The  Public  Library  Law,  except  section  4  thereof, 
is  a  part  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  3.  The  control  and  management  of  the  Library  shall 
be  in  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland. 

Section  4.  The  Library  Association  of  Portland  shall  annually 
and  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  its  regular  annual  meeting  file  with  the 
City  Auditor  a  list  of  its  officers  and  directors  and  a  list  of  its  mem- 
bers entitled  to  vote  for  such  directors. 

The  Library  Association  of  Portland  shall  also  file  with  the 
City  Auditor  any  amendments  or  changes  which  may  be  made  in  its 
articles  of  incorporation,  constitution,  by-laws  or  library  rules,  within 
thirty  days  after  the  date  of  the  meeting  at  which  such  amendments 
or  changes  were  made. 

Section  5.  The  constitution  of  the  Library  Association  of 
Portland  shall  provide: 

(a)  That  the  Mayor  and  President  of  the  Common  Council 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Association  and  entitled  to  vote. 

(6 )  That  the  members  of  the  present  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Portland  Public  Library  and  any  person  who  since  the  19th  day  of 
November,  1899,  has  contributed  an  aggregate  sum  of  fifty  dollars 
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(feo)  toward  the  support  of  said  Portland  Public  Library  shall  be  life 
members  of  the  Association  and  entitled  to  vote,  provided  said  direc- 
tors and  donors  shall  make  written  application  for  such  membership 
within  six  (6)  months  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  6.  The  Library  Association  of  Portland  shall  signify 
its  acceptance  of  the  benefits,  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance 
by  filing  with  the  Auditor  of  the  City  of  Portland  within  thirty  (30) 
days  from  the  date  of  approval  of  this  ordinance  an  acceptance  in 
writing  authorized  by  the  Directors  of  the  Association  and  signed  by 
the  President  and  Secretary  thereof  and  filing  within  eight  months 
copies  of  the  following,  wUch  shall  be  certified  to  by  its  Secretary, 
to-wit:  The  resolution  authorizing  such  acceptance,  articles  of 
incorporation,  constitution,  by-laws,  library  rules,  list  of  officers  and 
directors,  list  of  members  entitled  to  vote  for  directors.

NOW,  THBRBPORE,  THIS  AGREEMENT  WITNESSETH: 
That  the  said  ''The  Directors  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland," 
a  corporation  duly  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon, 
in  consideration  of  the  covenants  and  agreements  on  the  part  of  the 
County  of  Multnomah,  State  of  Oregon,  hereinafter  contained  and  by 
it  to  be  kept  and  performed,  does  hereby  covenant  and  agree  to  and 
with  the  said  County  of  Multnomah  that,  provided  the  tax  hereinafter 
referred  to  shall  be  regularly  levied  and  paid  over  as  hereinafter 
provided,  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  County  of  Multnomah  shall  have 
the  free  use  of  its  library  for  the  term  of  ten  years  from  the  ist  day  of 
February,  1903,  subject  to  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as 
may  be  pvescfibed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Association,  and 
that  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  January  of  each  year,  the  said  Board  of 
Directors  of  said  Association  shall  make  a  report  to  the  County  Court  of 
Multnomah  County,  State  of  Oregon,  for  the  year  ending  on  Decem- 
ber 31st  prior  thereto  showing  the  condition  of  its  trust,  the  various 
sums  of  money  received  from  the  County  Library  Fund  and  all  other 
sources  and  how  much  money  has  been  expended,  the  number  of 
books  and  periodicals  on  hand,  the  number  added  during  the  year, the 
number  lost  or  missing,  the  number  of  books  loaned  out,  and  the 
general  character  of  such  books,  with  such  other  statistics,  informa- 
tion and  suggestions  as  they  shall  deem  of  general  interest. 

And  said  County  of  Multnomah,  State  of  Oregon,  on  its  part,  and 
in  consideration  of  the  said  covenants  and  agreements  above  men- 
tioned of  the  said  "The  Directors  of  the  Library  Association  of  Port- 
land" to  be  kept  and  performed,  does  covenant  and  agree  to  levy  and 
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cause  to  be  collected,  annnally,  for  a  period  of  ten  yean,  beginning 
in  the  year  1903,  a  tax  of  one-fifth  of  one  mill  upon  each  dollar  of  the 
asaeaaed  value  of  the  taxable  property  in  said  Connty,  and  to  pay  over 
the  proceeds  of  such  tax  as  collected  to  the  said  *'The  Directors  of  the 
Library  Association  of  Portland." 

IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF  the  said  ''The  Directors  of  the  Libxary 
Association  of  Portland**  has  caused  these  presents  to  be  signed  by  its 
President  and  attested  by  its  Recording-Secretary,  and  its  corporate 
seal  to  be  hereunto  attached,  all  by  authority  of  a  resolution  of  its 
Board  of  Directors;  and  the  said  County  of  Multnomah,  State  of 
Oregon,  has  caused  these  presents  to  be  signed  by  its  County  Judge, 
its  County  Commissioners,  and  attested  by  its  County  Clerk,  and 
its  Seal  to  be  hereunto  attached,  all  duly  authorized  Uiereto  by  an 
order  of  the  County  Court  of  said  County  entered  on  its  journal  on 
the  31st  day  of  January,  1903.

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Report  of  the  President 

To  the  Members  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland. 

Pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution,  I  submit  the 
following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Library  for  the  year  1904, 
and  the  financial  condition  of  the  Association  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  conditions  of  the  contracts  of  the  Association  with  the  City 
of  Portland  and  Multnomah  County  (copies  of  which  were  submitted 
to  you  with  my  last  annual  report, )  have  been  promptly  complied 
with  by  both  the  City  and  County  authorities,  and  from  expressions 
of  commendation  from  many  of  the  larger  property  holders  within 
the  County,  I  am  led  to  believe  that  the  action  of  the  City  Council 
and  County  Court  meets  the  approval  of  the  taxpayers,  who  ultimately 
bear  the  burden  of  the  support  thereby  afforded  the  Association. 

The  contracts  with  both  City  and  County  require  that  reports 
be  made  annually  to  the  City  Council  and  the  County  Court.  These 
reports  were  by  direction  of  your  Board  of  Directors  seasonably  made 
by  me,  and  a  copy  of  each  is  herewith  submitted  for  your  inspection. 

The  income  of  the  Association  during  the  year  from  public 
taxation  was  in  theaggregate  the  sum  of  118,903.54.  I  estimate  such 
income  for  the  coming  year  at  )|20,ooo.  The  increased  valuation 
of  taxable  property  shown  by  the  assessment  rolls  would  seem  to  just- 
ify a  larger  estimate,  but  the  inclusion  in  such  valuation,  of  property 
heretofore  exempt  from  taxation,  will,  in  my  judgment,  tend  to 
increase  the  delinquent  list  and  proportionately  reduce  receipts. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  proceeds  of  taxation  from  both 
City  and  County  are  received  forbid  application  of  the  fund  so  created 
to  purposes  other  than  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Library, 
to  which  purpose  all  the  monies  so  received  have  been  applied.  The 
income  from  this  source  has  about  covered  operating  and  maintenance 
expenses,  and  the  Association  has  thus  been  enabled  to  credit  its 
income  derived  from  other  sources  to  its  Book  Fund.  The  amount 
received  and  passed  to  the  credit  of  this  fund  during  the  year  was 
^325.00,  being  I24.01  in  excess  of  my  estimate  of  such  income  made 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  making  the  total  receipts  of  the 
Association  for  the  year  1904,  $25,261.53,  as  against  123,671.16  for 
the  year  1903. 

The  items  of  income  and  the  several  sources  from  which  such 
items  were  derived,  together  with  the  disbursements  of  the  Associa- 
tion for  the  year,  the  several  items  of  expense,  items  for  maintenance 
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and  operation  of  the  Library,  and  the  purpose  for  which  sach expendi- 
tures were  made  will  fully  appear,  reference  being  had  to  the  follow- 
ing statement  of

The  Association  acquired  during  the  year  books  to  the 
number  of  4152;  779  books  were  discarded  and  83  were  lost  or  are 
missing;  making  a  net  gain  of  3280. 

CIRCULATION. 

The  total  number  of  books  circulated  was  174,385,  as  against 
146,329  for  the  year  1903;  and  the  number  of  persons  using  the  Library 
during  the  year  was  244,938,  as  ag^ainst  228,918  for  the  previous  year. 

CATALOGUING. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  work  of  cataloguing  the  Library 
could  not  be  completed  during  the  year.  This  was  found  to  be 
impossible  with  the  force  available,  and  it  is  estimated  that  7,400 
volumes  remain  to  be  catalogued.  It  is  expected  that  this  work  will 
be  fully  completed  before  your  next  annual  meeting.  Until  this  is 
done  the  number  of  books  upon  the  shelves  of  the  Library  cannot  be 
stated  with  distinctness:  the   estimated   number  at  this  date  is  45,150. 

COUNTY  STATIONS. 

Substations  are  now  maintained  at  Gresham,  Bridal  Veil,  Fairview^ 
West  Portland,  Corbett,  Pleasant  View,  Hoi  brook,  Linnton,  Hills- 
dale, Peninsula    Station  and  Lents.    The  Librarian  reports  that  the 

books  at  these  stations  are  well  cared  for  and  much  appreciated  by 

the  communities  in  which  the  stations  are  located. 

FUNDS  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION. 

The  several  funds  of  the  Association  and  the  constituents  of 
each  are  substantially  as  reported  to  you  one  year  ago.  That  the 
loans  from  the  Maintenance  and  Book  Funds  may  be  returned,  it  is 
recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  that  the  residue  of  the  estate 
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of  the  late  BUa  M.  Smith,  of  which  the  Association  is  the  beneficiary, 
be  disposed  of.  I  concur  in  this  recommendation,  and  the  adminis- 
trator has  been  requested  to  dispose  of  the  real  property  constituting 
such  residue  as  soon  as  is  in  his  judgment  practicable. 

DONATIONS. 

By  her  last  will  and  testament,  Amanda  W.  Reed,  widow  of 
Simeon  G.  Reed,  deceased,  and  one  of  Portland's  best  remembered 
and  beloved  pioneers,  bequeathed  to  the  Association  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  to  become  a  part  of  the  Book  Fund,  and  miscellan- 
eous books  to  the  number  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  volumes. 

The  books  have  been  received  and  added  to  the  circulating 
department  and  the  bequest  to  the  Book  Fund  will  be  paid  as  soon  as 
the  estate  of  the  donor  is  subject  to  distribution.  This  aid  to  the 
fund  thereby  benefitted  is  timely,  and  merits  your  appreciation. 

With  characteristic  generosity  Miss  Mary  P.  Failing  presented 
to  the  Association  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  expended  in 
the  purchase  of  books  on  art  for  the  reference  collection.  And 
numerous  other  friends  of  the  Association  have  contributed  books, 
periodicals  and  pamphlets,  for  all  which  in  your  behalf  I  make  grate- 
ful acknowledgement. 

ADDITIONAL  EQUIPMENT. 

The  rooms  now  occupied  by  the  Portland  Art  Association  will 
be  vacated  as  soon  as  that  association  completes  its  new  art  building 
now  nearing  completion,  and  these  rooms  will  then  become  available 
for  library  purposes.  The  cost  of  necessary  changes,  together  with 
suitable  furniture  and  fixtures  for  the  proper  equipment  of  the  rooms 
so  to  be  vacated  is  estimated  at  I7000,  which  must  be  provided  for  in 
the  near  future.  A  few  friends  of  the  Association  have  already 
pledged  nearly  one-half  the  amount  required  for  this  purpose.  I 
commend  their  generous  action  to  your  individual  consideration, — 
a  moderate  contribution  from  each  perpetual  and  life  member  of  the 
Association  would  enable  the  committee  charged  with  that  duty  to  at 
once  furnish  these  additional  facilities  which  are  indispensable  to  the 
convenient  operation  of  the  Library. 

LIBRARY  EXTENSION. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  the  by-laws  of  the  Associa- 
tion were  so  amended  as  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  new 
committee  to  be  known  as  the  **Committee  on  Library  Extension.'* 
It  is  made  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  have  supervision  of  the 
Library's  work  in  the  schools  of  the  county,  country  branches  and 
sub-stations,  and  generally  of  the  work  of  the  Association  outside  of 
the  central  library. 
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The  work  of  the  committee  appointed  pursuant  to  the  .by-laws 
as  thus  amended  is  already  apparent;  yet  in  my  judgment  the  facili- 
ties afibrded  outlying  districts  of  the  county  for  obtaining  helpful 
books  are  neither  all  to  which  such  districts  are  entitled  nor  com- 
mensurate with  the  necessities  of  the  inhabitants  of  such  outl3ring 
districts.  It  is  reported  by  the  Librarian  that  in  one  of  these 
country  places  there  was  not  a  common  Bnglish  dictionary  accessible 
to  the  children  of  the  neighborhood;  and  there  may  be  other  places 
within  the  county  similarly  situated.  The  city  is  filled  with  private 
libraries,  where  the  use  of  good  books  may  be  had  for  the  asking. 
Well  selected  libraries  do  not  so  abound  in  country  places.  The 
inhabitants  of  these  outlying  districts  are  now  bearing  their  part  of 
the  burden  imposed  by  public  taxation  in  aid  of  the  work  of  the 
Association.  They  are  as  much  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  such  work 
as  are  those  living  within  the  city,  and  more  in  need  of  it.  I  beg  to 
express  the  hope  that  in  the  near  future  the  best  reading  matter  may, 
in  attractive  form,  be  placed  within  easy  reach  of  every  inhabitant  of 
Multnomah  county.  And  I  recommend  that  at  least  a  sum  equal  to 
the  amount  derived  from  taxation  upon  property  lying  outside  the 
city  boundaries  be  expended  in  the  maintenance  of  sub-stations  with- 
in the  county  outside  of  the  city  limits  — a  sum  easily  obtainable,  by 
deducting  the  city  from  the  county  receipts. 

No  vacancies  have  occurred  in  the  Board  of  Directors  during 
the  year,  and  no  election  is  to  be  held  at  this  annual  meeting.

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Report  of  the   Librarian 

To  THB  Directors— 

Gbnti,bmsn: — Herewith  I  beg  to  submit  my  third  annual 
report,  detailing  the  work  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland  for 
its  forty-first  year.  While  the  library  has  not  quite  kept  pace  with 
the  phenomenal  growth  of  Portland  as  reported  in  the  daily  press, 
yet  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  its  service  in  all  departments 
from  its  day  of  opening  as  a  free  library,  which,  perhaps,  is  more 
wholesome  and  telling  in  the  long  run.  The  statistics  of  every  work- 
ing month  have  shown  a  little  larger  per  cent  of  books  issued,  of 
reference  work  done,  than  the  preceding  month.  More  books  were 
issued  for  home  use  this  year  than  last,  and  of  these  28,056  were 
from  the  main  building.  This  is  double  the  increase  of  last  year  over 
the  preceding  year.  But  the  great  gain  has  been  in  the  kind  of  work 
the  library  has  been  doing,  the  kind  of  work  which  statistics  cannot 
show.  The  figures  of  circulation,  though  they  show  in  a  general  way 
the  kind  of  books  that  are  issued  from  the  desk,  cannot  tell  the 
quality  of  those  books,  the  length  of  time  they  are  kept  in  the  homes 
and  the  number  of  readers  they  find  in  those  homes.  The  statistics 
of  the  reference  department  cannot  tell  the  actual  amount  of  serious 
study  that  the  reference  collection  makes  possible,  nor  even  the 
amount  of  information  which  is  daily  supplied  not  only  by  the 
assistant  but  also  by  those  who  come  to  consult  the  books  for  them- 
selves. The  drop  in  the  fiction  percent  to  63  is  one  proof  that  the 
library  is  being  visited  more  for  a  serious  purpose  and  •  less  for  mere 
entertainment.  This  happy  condition  of  affairs  has  b  en  brought 
about  largely  by  the  book  purchases  of  the  last  two  years.  The 
increased  fund  has  permitted  large  additions  to  the  library  and 
though  the  collection  is  still  too  small  for  the  growing  membership 
and  inadequate  in  many  departments  particularly  in  the  class  of 
useful  arts,  still  it  is  seldom  that  a  visitor  to  the  library  is  sent  away 
empty-handed  or  without  some  light  being  thrown  upon  his  question 
however  abstruse.  The  year  has  been  full  of  difficulty  on  account  of 
the  unusual  amount  of  sickness  in  the  staff  particularly  during  the 
spring  and  summer  months.  For  this  reason  the  plans  outlined  in 
the  last  annual  report  have  not  been  fully  carried  out.  The  burden 
fell  with  peculiar  heaviness  upon  the  cataloguing  department.  Miss 
Gooch  was  in  charge  of  the  library  during  the  absence  of  the  librarian 
from  June  to  November  which  necessitated  the  laying  aside  of  her 
special  duties  and  the  number  of  assistants  during  these  months  was 
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80  small  that  the  daily  routine  alone  could  be  observed,  hence  the 
cataloguing  of  the  library  is  still  unfinished  and  must  take  precedence 
of  all  work  this  coming  year.  The  Art  Association  still  occupies  the 
second  floor  of  the  Library  building  waiting  for  the  completion  of  its 
own  building  and  the  crowded  condition  of  the  library  in  every  de- 
partment is  even  more  marked  than  a  year  ago.  With  relief  in 
prospect  the  delay  has  been  accepted  with  cheerful  patience.  In 
February,  some  useful  repairs  were  made;  a  concrete  floor  was  laid 
in  the  cellar  which  has  made  available  room  hitherto  wasted.  The 
main  part  of  the  cellar  is  a  convenient  work  room  and  the  alcoves 
have  been  shelved  and  are  filled  with  little  used  books  from  the  circu- 
lating department,  the  small  medical  collection  presented  by  the 
Oregon  Medical  Society  and  with  reference  books  for  which  there  is 
no  room  upstairs.  The  lavatory  at  the  west  end  of  the  main  hall  was 
transformed  into  a  check  room  and  during  the  rainy  season  is  essen- 
tial to  the  comfort  both  of  the  staff  and  of  the  patrons  of  the  library. 
Lockers  were  placed  in  the  staff  room  which  added  greatly  to  the 
appearance  of  the  room  and  are  found  most  convenient  by  members 
of  the  staff.  Doors  were  hung  also  between  the  librarian's  office  and 
the  circulating  room,  giving  much  needed  privacy  for  work  and 
shutting  away  the  sound  of  the  typewriter. 

The  administration  of  the  library  has  been  greatly  facilitated 
this  year  by  the  division  of  the  board  into  four  committees.  Book, 
House,  Library  Extension  and  Finance.  This  brings  every  member 
of  the  board  into  touch  with  the  actual  workings  of  the  library  and 
distributes  the  burden  of  responsibility.

When  the  library  was  made  free  to  the  public  in  March,  1902, 
many  people  filled  out  application  blanks  and  became  members  for 
the  novelty  of  the  thing  and  either  did  not  make  use  of  their  member- 
ship at  all  or  for  a  very  short  time,  In  March,  1904,  these  first 
memberships  expired  and  re-registration  began.  Renewal  application 
blanks  were  freely  distributed  at  the  beginning  of  the  month,  notices 
were  posted  calling  the  members'  attention  to  the  date  of  expiration 
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on  their  cards  and  similar  notices  were  sent  to  the  newspapers.  The 
re-registration,  though  it  entailed  at  first  many  explanations  and 
much  extra  work  has  been  accomplished  with  comparatively  little 
friction  and  has  enabled  the  circulating  department  to  drop  from  its 
records  the  unappreciative  card  holders.  It  is  now  an  accepted  fact 
and  not  questioned.  Two  years  may  seem  a  short  time  for  a  member- 
ship to  be  valid ,  but  with  the  shifting  population  of  Portland  this 
hold  upon  the  library's  constituency  is  necessary.  The  membership 
has  increased  about  the  same  ratio  as  the  circulation — 2,579  more 
members  joined  this  year  than  last.  The  teachers  both  of  the  county 
and  city  schools  continue  to  show  their  appreciation  of  the  library 
resources.  Three  hundred  and  twenty-one  teachers*  cards  were 
issued  during  the  year  and  1,245  hooks  have  been  drawn  upon  them 
from  the  main  room  alone,  mostly  from  the  classes  of  literature, 
history  and  the  fine  arts.  The  use  of  the  teacher's  card  is  restricted 
to  non -fiction  except  in  the  children's  room  where  a  story  maybe 
issued  for  reading  aloud  ia  the  class  room  by  special  permission  of 
the  children's  librarian.  New  cards  were  issued  in  the  fall,  but  the 
use  of  the  old  card  was  permitted  through  the  summer.  Miss  Derick- 
son  suggests  that  next  summer  the  privilege  may  be  extended  both 
as  to  the  length  of  time  the  books  may  be  kept  and  to  the  number  of 
books  that  may  be  taken  out.  The  vacation  season  is  usually  the 
only  time  that  teachers  and  other  busy  people  have  for  serious  study 
and  effort  should  be  made  to  meet  their  demand  upon  the  library  at 
that  time. 

Twenty  different  lists  on  special  or  timely  subjects  have  been 
made  by  the  circulating  department,  posted  in  the  library  and 
published  in  the  Oregonian  and  Telegram.  Many  of  these  lists  were 
illustrated  by  artistic  picture  bulletins  which  served  as  guide  posts 
to  the  books  placed  upon  the  special  shelves  nearby.  The  most  sug- 
gestive and  those  which  stimulated  most  vigorously  the  circulation 
of  the  books  in  the  classes  advertised  were  those  upon  Japan,  Korea 
and  Russia;  upon  Gardening,  and  a  selected  list  of  the  nature  books 
in  the  library,  including  birds,  insects,  plants  and  trees.  Among  the 
twenty  were  lists  upon  Florence  and  Florentine  art,  Settlement 
work,  "Books  which  have  made  people  smile,"  Bedside  books, 
*'Books  for  the  woman  who  keeps  house."  Louisiana  purchase  and 
the  usual  Christmas,  Thanksgiving  and  anniversary  lists.  The  lists 
and  bulletins  are  attractive  and  suggestive  to  the  general  reader  and 
particularly  to  the  young  people.  Many  of  the  boys  and  girls  come 
to  the  main  department  from  the  close  supervision  of  the  children's 
room  and  they  are  lost  upon  the  sea  of  books  without  some  sort  of 
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a  pilot.  Many  are  at  the  self-conscious  age  and  must  be  met  with 
special  tact,  suggestion  is  gladly  accepted  where  direction  is  resented. 
With  these  young  people  in  mind,  some  shelves  at  the  end  of  the 
fiction  stacks  have  been  emptied,  marked  ''Books  for  boys  and  girls," 
and  filled  with  attractive  volumes  from  all  the  different  classes, 
biography,  history,  literature,  good  travel,  etc.,  etc.  It  is  pleasant 
to  see  the  attention  these  Selves  have  attracted  and  how  books  that 
have  long  reposed  in  their  dark  corners  are  finding  their  friends  and 
getting  into  active  circulation.  The  inventory  this  year  has  revealed 
the  pleasing  fact  that  the  book  loss  has  not  kept  pace  with  the 
increase  in  membership  and  circulation;  with  nearly  7000  more  vol- 
umes to  reckon  with  only  41  more  books  are  missing  than  last  year 
and  a  number  of  these  will  surely  be  found.  Duplicate  copies  of 
fiction  have  been  rented  through  the  year  and  23  titles  have  been 
added  to  this  collection.  The  Booklovers'  library  serves  so  admirably 
the  reader  of  new  fiction  that  the  enlarging  of  this  collection  has  not 
been  necessary.

The  work  of  this  department  has  proceeded  on  practically  the 
same  lines  as  in  previous  years.  Considerable  time  has  been  devoted 
to  reading  lists,  although  the  number  of  these  naturally  dimiuishes 
each  year.  Thirty-three  were  made;  the  most  important  were  upon 
French  art,  the  Romantic  movement  in  Europe,  and  Venetian  art  for 
the  art  classes;  early  Oregon  missions  and  church  history  to  1885,  and 
the  Archaeological  work  in  Oregon  at  tlie  request  of  two  colleges; 
Mines  and  mining,  Agriculture,  Horticulture  and  Dairying  at  times 
when  conventions  discussing  the  subjects  have  been  held  here;  on 
Senator  Hoar,  Sir  Leslie  Stephen,  Verestchagin,  Japan  and  Russia, 
Sir  Edwin  Arnold  and  Henry  M.  Stanley  because  of  their  timliness.

The  policy  of  filling  in  the  broken  sets  of  periodicals  has  been 
continued  and  during  the  year  the  following  periodicals  were  bound 
and  shelved:  The  American  Journal  of  sociology,  Chautauquan, 
Critic,  Edinburgh  review,  Engineering  magazine,  Hibbert  journal, 
McClure's  magazine,  Magazine  of  art,  Municipal  affairs,  Pacific 
monthly,  School  review,  Science,  and  the  Oregon  historical  quarterly. 
The  library  now  owns  the  most  important  of  the  magazines  listed  in 
Poole's  index.  As  this  library  has  been  a  depository  for  government 
documents  for  many  years  a  mass  of  material  had  accumulated,  much 
of  it  in  duplication.  During  the  summer  these  duplicates  were  care- 
fully looked  over  and  54  mail  sacks  full  were  shipped  back  to  Wash- 
ington under  government  frank.    Three  hundred  and  sixty-three

maps  have  been  indexed  daring  the  year,  wluch  completes  the  collec- 
tion; the  library  now  owns  over  i  joo  maps  indexed  and  accessible; 
these  are  mostly  charts  of  the  Coast  and  geodetic  soryey,  and  atlases 
and  topographic  sheets  of  the  Geological  survey. 

In  spite  of  the  lack  of  room  in  the  reference  department,  Miss 
Rockwood  felt  that  one  phase  of  work  could  no  longer  be  neglected, 
so  arrangements  were  made  for  the  use  of  the  lecture  room  of  the 
Art  association  at  specified  times  and  the  entering  class  of  the  High 
school  was  invited  to  come  to  the  library  to  listen  to  a  talk  upon 
the  arrangement  of  the  books  and  the  use  of  the  catalogue.  Slips 
were  printed  showing  the  main  divisions  of  the  decimal  classification 
and  distributed  among  the  pupils  and  books  were  at  hand  for  illustra- 
tion. The  class  came  to  the  library  in  four  divisions  accompanied  by 
the  teachers,  and  it  was  gratifying  to  see  the  attention  of  the  pupils 
who,  without  exception,  seemed  to  listen  carefully  and,  judging  from 
their  intelligent  questions,  to  profit  by  the  talk.  In  addition  to 
these  talks  to  the  freshman  class,  Miss  Rockwood  has  visited  several 
of  the  upper  classes  in  the  High  school  and  also  a  class  in  the  night 
school.  About  250  students  have  come  into  immediate  relations  with 
the  library  in  this  way.  The  teachers  have  been  most  cordial  in  their 
co-operation  and  it  is  due  to  them,  and  to  their  encouragement,  that 
this  small  beginning  has  been  such  a  success.  The  most  pressing 
needs  of  the  reference  department  are  more  room  and  greater  quiet. 
The  new  reference  room  will  accomplish  this  and  then  this  plan  of 
training  our  young  people  to  an  intelligent  use  of  the  library  can  be 
systematically  developed  and  will,  we  are  convinced,  show  great 
results.

The  attendance  in  this  room  shows  an  increase  of  5,889  over 
last  year.  The  room  is  far  too  small  to  comfortably  accommodate  its 
patrons.  From  the  noon  hour  on  to  six  o'clock  there  is  seldom  a 
vacant  chair  and  many  people  look  in  the  door  only  to  turn  away 
again  because  every  seat  is  occupied.  Twenty  periodicals  were  added 
to  the  purchasing  list  and  seven  dropped.  Request  cards  are  to  be 
had  at  the  desk  and  in  placing  the  yearly  order  these  receive  serious 
consideration.    The  Booklover  and  the   Booklover*s  magazine  com- 
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bined  under  the  titie  of  Booklover's  magazine  in  July.  The  Magazine 
of  art  ceased  publication  with  the  July  number  and  American 
gardening  with  the  first  number  in  November.  The  use  of  some  of 
the  less  popular  magazines  has  been  increased  by  posting  bulletins 
with  articles  of  interest  grouped  under  subject  headings. 

CHILDREN'S  DEPARTMENT.

The  growth  of  this  department  of  the  library  during  1904  was  a 
gratifying  fulfillment  of  the  promise  of  the  previous  year.  Though 
the  conditions  reported  last  year  of  limited  room  and  lack  of  books 
have  not  been  materially  altered,  membership  and  circulation  of 
books  have  both  increased  and  the  spirit  of  the  room  is  exerting  an 
ever  widening  influence.  Fifty  per  cent  of  the  books  are  constantly 
in  the  hands  of  the  readers.  About  one-fifth  of  the  Book  fund  has 
been  spent  for  children's  books  during  the  year,  a  fair  proportion 
under  ordinary  conditions,  but  as  this  department  was  opened  practi- 
cally without  a  collection,  the  sum  has  not  sufficed  to  build  it  up  and 
place  it  upon  a  working  basis.  Comparatively  few  new  titles  have 
been  purchased,  but  the  money  has  been  expended  largely  in  replac- 
ing worn  out  copies  and  in  the  purchase  of  duplicates.  The  catalogu- 
ing of  the  collection  has  been  continued  and  now  9,971  cards,  7,900  of 
which  were  added  this  year,  are  in  the  catalogue  representing  1,412 
volumes,  about  half  of  the  juvenile  collection.  The  success  of  this 
department  under  somewhat  adverse  conditions  is  due  both  to  the 
fine  spirit  of  helpfulness, -of  making  the  most  of  every  small  resource, 
of  Miss  Hassler  and  her  assistants,  Miss  Millard  and  Miss  Pratt,  and 
also  to  the  judgment  displayed  in  the  matter  of  advertisement.  If 
equipment  permitted,  the  work  could  grow  by  leaps  and  bounds;  it  is 
a  bud  just  ready  to  burst  into  fruition  and  it  has  taken  both  wisdom 
and  tact  to  hold  the  interest  of  the  present  membership  and  not 
increase  it  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  children's  room.  For  this 
reason,  no  aggressive  work  has  been  undertaken  with  the  city  schools. 
The  value  of  the  library  is  acknowledged  by  many  of  the  teachers 
who  use  their  teachers'  cards  as  freely  in  this  room  as  in  the  main 
department,  and  borrow  the  mounted   pictures  for  use  in  the  class 
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room;  bat  it  has  not  been  poaeible  to  drcnlate  books  in  these  schools 
nor  to  make  the  visits  which  would  result  in  drawing  many  children 
to  the  library.  The  bulletins  supplemented  by  story  hours,  which 
were  found  so  effective  last  year,  have  been  continued  with  equally 
good  results.  Early  in  January  an  elaborate  bulletin  illustrating  the 
cultivation  and  manufacture  of  cotton  was  posted.  There  were 
colored  prints  of  the  cotton  blossoms  and  the  cotton  plant,  scenes  in 
Southern  cotton  fields  and  of  the  various  modes  of  transportation  and 
the  processes  of  ginning,  packing,  carding,  spinning  and  weaving, 
and  of  dyeing  the  finished  cloth.  A  complete  set  of  samples  illus- 
trating the  manufacturing  processes  was  generously  presented  by  the 
Pacific  Mills  at  I^wrence,  Mass.  This  cotton  bulletin  following  the 
other  textile  bulletins  of  the  preceding  year  was  particularly  useful 
to  the  teachers  of  the  third  grade,  a  number  of  whom  brought  their 
classes  to  the  library  to  see  it  and  to  hear  the  story  of  the  cotton. 
The  second  large  bulletin,  suggested  by  the  interest  in  the  warships 
in  the  harbor  at  that  time,  was  prepared  for  the  4th  of  July,  and 
consisted  of  sets  of  pictures  of  men-of-war  grouped  according 
to  class.  There  were,  too,  groups  of  pictures  illustrating  the  life  of  the 
''Jackie''  on  the  training  ships,  also  great  episodes  in  naval  history, 
such  as  Nelson's  flagship  Victory  flying  her  message,  ''England 
expects  every  man  to  do  his  duty,"  the  burning  of  the  Philadelphia, 
and  similar  scenes.  This  bulletin  perhaps  influenced  the  actual 
reading  of  the  room  more  than  any  other,  as  it  was  followed  by  a 
remarkable  increase  in  the  circulation  of  histories  and  historical 
stories.  Following  the  established  plan  of  illustrating  Labor  day  by 
some  phase  of  the  world's  work,  this  year  the  story  of  the  wheat  was 
chosen.  The  Agricultural  college  at  Corvallis  through  Dr.  Withy- 
combe  generously  presented  beautiful  specimens  of  ten  varieties  of 
wheat  and  several  of  oats,  barley  and  buckwheat  and  the  Portland 
flouring  mills,  represented  by  Mr.  Davis,  gave  excellent  sets  of 
photographs  also  a  complete  set  of  samples  illustrating  the  pro- 
cesses employed  in  reducing  wheat  to  flour.  Colonel  Hawkins 
loaned  a  valuble  Mexican  metata  stone,  the  Mexican  type 
of  the  primitive  saddlestone.  The  children  were  much  interested  in 
this  bulletin,  especially  in  the  primitive  ploughs  and  ancient  methods 
of  harvesting  and  threshing  the  grain.  A  biographical  calendar  was 
observed  through  the  year  and  stories  told  upon  the  birthdays 
of  five  or  six  great  men  each  month.  The  loth  of  March  was 
the  Library's  second  birthday  but  as  its  existence  had  been 
too    happy    and    tranquil    to     make     history     it     was     observed 
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in  the  children's  room  by  a  story   of    the    book    illustrated   by 
colored  plates  of  Alexander's  mural  paintings  in   the   library  of 
Congress.    The  room  was  gay  with  evergreens  and  two  great  birth- 
day candles  burned  through  the  afternoon.    Marconi's  birthday  was 
of  especial  interest.     Mr.  Caldwell  of  the  General  Electric  company, 
talked  to  the  boys  about  electricity,   illustrating  his  story  with  an 
X-ray  apparatus  and  a  small  dynamo.     One  hundred  and  thirty  boys 
crowded  into  the  small  room,  very  few  girls  unfortunately  could  be 
invited;  the  interest  was  intense  and  no  books  on  electricity  could  be 
found  on  the  shelves  for  weeks  afterwards.    The  Greek  stories  begun 
last  fall  were  completed  in  the  spring  and  this  fall  tales  from  the 
Eddas  were  made  the  subject  of  the  Friddy  story  hour.     The  bulle- 
tins and  story  hours  are  in  a  measure  responsible  for  the  marked 
increase  in  the  circulation  of  non-fiction,  the  percent  of  fiction  circu- 
lated being  59  against  67  of  last  year.    Including  the  books  circulated 
among  the  country  schools  where  the  fiction  percent  was  but  32,  the 
total  percent  of  juvenile  fiction  circulated  from  the  public  library  is 
only  54.     Miss  Hassler  has  paid  three    visits  to    the  Mount  Tabor 
schools  and  two  to  Montavilla,  each  time  speaking  before  school 
entertainments  where  the  parents  and  kinsfolk  of  the  children  were 
also  present.    Two  talks  were  given  before  the  Congregational  Sunday 
school  on  pictures,  and  through  the  winter  weekly  stories  were  told 
to  the  children  of  the  Boys  and  girls  aid  society.     Two  talks  were 
given  before  the  Home  improvement  club  upon  the  selection  of  chil- 
dren's books.    A  talk  to  the  third  g^de  teachers  of  the  city  at  their 
meeting  at  the  High  school  on  what  the  library  could  do  to  help 
them  and  a  meeting  of  the  county  teachers  in  the  Children's  room 
when  Art  for  the  school  room  was  discussed  were  especially  profitable. 
Certainly  if,  as  Ruskin  says,  taste  makes  character  this  question  of 
the  decoration  of  the  bare  walls  of  the  country  school  room  is  one  not 
to  be  neglected. 

The  most  important  work  in  this  department  is  unquestionably 
that  with  the  schools.  The  1,500  volumes  purchased  for  the  use  of 
the  county  schools  in  December  were  ready  for  issue  the  first  of  Janu- 
ary. They  were  apportioned  according  to  the  size  of  the  school  and 
were  so  grouped  into  sets  that  in  spite  of  the  number  of  duplicates 
each  school  would  receive  a  different  set  each  time  they  were 
exchanged.  It  is  a  keen  satisfaction  to  know  that  only  one  school  of 
the  63  in  the  county  has  not  had  the  benefit  of  these  books  for  from 
one  to  nine  months,  and  the  teacher  of  that  school,  a  small  one  at 
Arthur,  in  session  only  a  few  months  in  the  early  fall  and  in  the 
spring,  has  asked  for  the  books  when  the  school  reopens  in  April. 
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The  average  number  of  months  that  these  schools  have  had  books  is 
fiye  and  one -half  and  the  total  circulation  of  these  1500  volumes  has 
been  about  10,000  with  a  fiction  percent  of  32.  The  cordial  co-opera- 
tion of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  Mr.  R.  F.  Robinson 
has  been  of  the  greatest  aid  in  interesting  the  teachers  in  the  books, 
and  inspiring  them  to  visit  the  library  during  their  weekly  trips  to 
town.  Saturday  after  Saturday,  the  county  teachers  come  to  the 
Children's  room  for  mounted  pictures  to  use  in  their  history,  geogra- 
phy and  other  class-room  work,  to  talk  over  the  books  and  to  draw 
extra  volumes  upon  their  teacher's  cards  to  supplement  the  boxes. 
The  schools  at  Lents,  Mt.  Tabor,  Tigersville  and  Montavilla  have 
made  perhaps  the  best  use  of  their  books.  With  the  right  help  next 
year  the  teachers  who  did  not  know  the  books  and  who  did  not  make 
much  use  of  them  can  improve  the  records  greatly.  The  books  are 
read  in  the  school  room  and  also  taken  home;  one  teacher  wrote  that 
her  record  of  the  circulation  was  not  so  large  as  it  would  have  been 
but  that  the  books  were  read  by  the  pupil's  whole  family  before  they 
were  exchanged.  These  county  books  were  exchanged  within  the 
district  the  last  of  March  and  were  sent  back  to  the  library  at  the  close 
of  the  school  year  in  June.  They  were  universally  well  cared  for,  well 
boxed  and  surprisingly  clean;  68  were  sent  to  the  binders  and  233  to 
the  mending  table.  Seven  are  missing,  but  will  be  paid  for  if  not 
found.  During  the  year  19  school  districts  have  been  visited  by 
either  Miss  Hassler  or  Miss  Millard  and  talks  have  been  given  to  the 
children  of  25  different  rooms.  It  has  been  a  most  satisfactory  first 
year  of  school  work.  The  criticism  from  the  larger  schools  has  been 
that  the  books  are  good  so  far  as  they  go,  but  are  inadequate  in 
number.  For  instance,  at  Mt.  Tabor  60  volumes  have  had  to  satisfy 
350  children*  This  fall  the  schools  at  Peninsula  and  South  Portland 
asked  for  the  boxes  of  books  which  were  not  in  use  in  the  county — 
25  books  were  sent  to  Peninsula  and  60  to  the  200  children  in  the 
South  Portland  school.  The  Fulton  school  has  also  asked  for  books, 
a  request  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  meet.  These  far-away  schools, 
especially  in  the  poorer  neighborhoods,  should  not  only  have  the 
help  of  the  library  because  they  need  it,  but  there  is  the  reciprocal 
advantage  of  giving  the  library  access,  through  the  schools  as  a 
distributing  center,  to  children  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  car  fare  to 
come  to  the  Children's  room.  At  least  3,000  volumes,  about  double 
the  present  equipment,  could  be  used  with  splendid  results  by  adding 
these  suburban  schools  to  the  county  list.  The  work  with  the  schools 
in  this  library  has  now  passed  beyond  the  experimental  stage  into  an 
established  department  with  infinite  possibilities  for  expansion. 
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COUNTY  STATIONa 

In  the  late  fall  of  1903,  three  deposit  stations  were  opened  in 
the  county,  at  Bridal  Veil,  Gresham  and  Pairview,  within  the  3rear 
the  number  has  increased  to  eleven.  By  arrangement  with  the  County 
superintendent  the  school  districts  sent  for  the  children's  books  for 
the  schools,  the  messenger  was  usually  the  school  clerk  and  the 
keeper  of  the  general  store.  This  was  an  opportunity  to  advertise  the 
other  departments  of  the  library  through  the  county  with  the  result 
that  several  sub-stations  were  soon  established.  Other  communities 
read  the  notices  of  these  stations  in  the  daily  papers  and  asked  for 
like  privileges.  The  library  has  not  been  able  to  enter  upon  a  more 
active  campaign,  therefore  the  county  work  is  not  progressing 
rapidly  and  until  the  library  can  afford  to  put  this  outside  work 
in  charge  of  some  one  person  who  can  visit  the  remote  communities 
and  advertise  the  library  resources,  who  can  visit  the  stations  already 
established  and  note  the  circulation  of  the  books  and  be  ready  with 
suggestion  and  advice,  great  results  cannot  be  expected.  The 
librarian  visited  every  station  the  first  of  the  year,  Mr.  W.  L.  Brewster 
visited  them  during  the  summer  and  Miss  Pox  has  paid  two  visits  this 
last  month.  Pifty  books  are  deposited  at  each  station,  with  the 
exception  of  Gresham,  where  there  are  one  hundred.  One  change 
has  been  made  at  each  station  during  the  year.  A  current  magazine 
is  also  circulated  if  desired. 

GRESHAM. 
This  station  is  in  charge  of  Mr.  L.  M.  Hardingham,  the  books 
are  in  a  small  reading  room  over  the  postoffice  open  three  times  a 
week.  Pive  hundred  and  sixty-seven  volumes  circulated  during  the 
year.  Gresham  is  the  center  of  a  large  farming  district,  it  has  a  good 
school  which  offers  high  school  instruction.  A  branch  library  would 
be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  community. 

BRIDAL  VEIL. 
The  books  have  been  kept  during  the  year  in  the  home  of  Mr. 
E.  H.  Hardie,  but  quite  accessible  to  all  who  wished  to  use  them. 
Two  hundred  and  twenty-five   volumes  have  circulated  during  the 
year. 

FAIR  VIEW. 
The  books  are  in  the  store   and  postoffice   kept  by  Mr.  W.  M. 
Mathewson,  which  seems  to  be  the  club  house  of  the  district,  and  Mr. 
Mathewson  reports  that  more  books  are  read  in  the  store  than   are 
taken  to  the  homes.    The  circulation  for  the  year  was  277. 
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WEST  PORTLAND. 

This  station  was  established  on  January  36th  in  the  care  of  Mrs. 
J.  O.  Panp  whose  energy  and  interest  in  the  little  library  has  made 
it  the  very  best  station  on  the  list.  Six  hundred  and  seventy-six 
▼olumes  have  circulated. 

CORBETT. 

On  January  28th,  a  box  of  books  was  taken  to  Corbett  and 
placed  in  the  store  and  postoffice  of  Mr.  W.  H.  H.  Reed.  No  houses 
are  in  sight  and  to  establish  a  station  in  such  a  wilderness  seemed  a 
forlorn  hope,  but  the  store  is  a  center  for  the  farmers  who  gather  tor 
their  mail  and  to  make  their  purchases,  and  the  books  show  that  they 
have  been  well  used,  though  through  misunderstanding,  no  record 
was  kept. 

PLEASANT  VIEW. 

On  February  7th,  this  station  was  established  in  the  home  of 
Mrs.  Anna  Graham  and  later  transferred  to  the  care  of  Mrs.  Wm* 
Harding.  This  is  another  point  where  a  small  library  with  a  collec- 
tion of  reference  books  would  be  much  appreciated.  By  special 
request  a  dictionary  was  included  in  this  box,  as  neither  a  dictionary 
nor  an  encyclopedia  was  owned  in  the  community.  The  circulation 
was  99. 

HOLBROOK. 

Books  were  placed  in  the  general. store  and  postoffice  of  Mr. 
J.  S.  Stevens  on  February  13th  and  102  volumes  were  circulated  dur- 
ing the  spring  months.    The  station  is  temporarily  discontinued. 

LINNTON. 

This  station  was  opened  on  February  19th  and  the  books  kept 
at  first  in  the  store  under  the  care  of  Mrs.  I.  V.  Alcorn,  but  were  later 
transferred  to  the  boarding  house  and  placed  in  charge  of  Miss  Anna 
Jette.  But  few  of  the  town  people  are  members  of  the  library,  the 
readers  being  mostly  the  workers  in  the  mill.  The  circulation  was 
230. 

HILLSDALE. 

The  Hillsdale  station  was  established  on  March  ist  in  the 
general  store  under  the  care  of  Mrs.  George  Noakes.  It  has  been  an 
enterprising  station  from  the  first  and  has  been  the  means  of  bringing 
many  members  into  the  main  library.    The  circulation  was  2S4« 
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PENINSULAR  STATION. 

Thirty-three  books  were  sent  to  Peninsula  in  October  in  charge 
of  the  school  superintendent,  Mr.  B.  J.  Steele.  Owing  to  pressure  of 
school  duties  these  books  were  not  made  accessible  until  recently  and 
only  14  have  circulated. 

LENTS. 

On  December  3rd,  the  roll  of  the  stations  for  the  year  was 
brought  to  a  close  in  Lents,  where  a  box  was  placed  in  the  drug  store 
of  Mr.  Arthur  Geisler.  This  promises  to  be  one  of  the  most  successful 
points  of  distribution.    Forty-three  books  circulated  in  two  weeks.

That  the  report  from  the  cataloguing  department  does  not 
equal  that  of  the  preceding  year  is  due  to  no  lack  of  effort  on  the  part 
of  Miss  Gooch,  but  to  the  fact  that  not  only  was  her  own  time 
absorbed  by  the  administration  of  the  library  during  the  absence  of 
the  librarian,  but  that  her  first  assistant.  Miss  Catlin  was  also  away 
on  sick  leave  during  that  period  and  vacations  and  sickness  so  reduced 
the  number  of  the  staff  that  only  new  books  could  be  handled  from 
the  first  of  June  to  the  first  of  November.  The  classes,  fine  arts  and 
philology  and  a  part  of  the  sociology  were  catalogued  during  the 
year,  leaving  only  the  remainder  of  sociology,  religion  and  the 
general  works  of  the  circulating  department  to  be  done.  Three 
hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the  volumes  given  by  the  Medical  society 
were  catalogued,  and  434  of  the  Wilson  books,  making  a  total  of 
S»537  And  practically  finishing  that  collection,  with  the  exception  of 
the  rare  books  and  incunabula.  The  government  is  now  furnishing 
catalogue  cards  for  its  sheep  bound  documents  and  for  the  bulletins  of 
the  Department  of  agriculture  and  these  cards  are  being  placed  in  the 
catalogue.  On  the  document  cards  the  government  serial  number  is 
written  for  a  call  number  and  the  documents  are  not  otherwise  classi- 
fied. The  bulletin  cards  have  as  a  call  number,  the  Dewey  classification 
number  and  the  pamphlet  accession  number.  Subject  headings  are 
suggested  on  the  cards  and  it  only  remains  to  adjust  them  to  our 
forms.  During  the  summer  2,470  volumes  of  the  public  document 
collection  were  accessioned  and  the  serial  number  placed  on  all 
volumes  previous  to  the  second  session  of  the  54th  congress.     Since 
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that  time  the  Oovennuent  has  nmnbered  its  volumes.  This  plan  has 
ployed  of  the  greatest  assistance  to  the  reference  department  in 
sending  to  the  basement  for  the  documents.  Some  interesting  books 
for  the  blind  haye  been  catalogued,  among  them  Helen  Kellar's 
Story  of  my  life,  Dicken's  Tale  of  two  cities  and  several  of  the  plays 
of  Shakespeare,  all  in  New  York  point  These  books  were  purchased 
on  request  and  partly  with  money  donated  for  the  purpose,  but  though 
they  have  been  advertised,  they  have  never  been  asked  for.  There 
must  be  blind  people  in  Portland  to  whom  these  books  would  be  a 
blessing  and  during  the  coming  year  some  way  must  be  devised  to 
reach  them.  One  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  pamphlets 
have  been  classified  this  year,  making  a  total  in  the  library  of  4,294. 

The  first  bulletin  of  the  library  as  a  public  institution  was 
issued  during  Januar/  and  four  numbers  have  been  issued  at  irregular 
intervals  during  the  year.  This  bulletin  is  mailed  to  the  addresses 
upon  the  exchange  list,  a  number  sent  to  each  station  and  it  is  given 
away  freely  in  the  library.  It  is  of  particular  service  through  the 
county  and  is  useful  in  calling  attention  to  the  less  advertised  books 
and  in  suggesting  books  which  might  otherwise  have  escaped  the 
borrower's  notice.  During  the  winter.  Miss  Gooch  gave  a  fifteen 
minute  talk  once  a  week  upon  the  classification  system  to  as  many  of 
the  staff  as  could  leave  the  other  departments.  Each  week  also  a  list 
of  ten  questions  on  cataloguing  and  the  classification  numbers  was 
posted  in  the  cataloguing  room  for  the  benefit  of  the  assistants.  The 
interest  was  surprising  and  the  readiness  with  whicb  the  new  ques- 
tions were  answered  showed  a  marked  improvement  in  the  general 
knowledge  of  the  subject.  There \  has  been  a  decided  improve- 
ment in  the  work  done  on  the  rebinding  of  old  books.  The 
increase  in  the  numbers  of  the  binder's  list  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
new  books  are  now  sent  to  the  binders  much  sooner  than  formerly. 
It  has  been  found  that  if  a  book  is  rebound  as  soon  as  the  signatures 
become  loosened  and  the  sewing  torn,  instead  of  being  stiffened  up 
with  paste,  its  life  as  a  rebound  book  is  much  longer  and  better.

The  Book  fund  has  been  spent  with  care  during  the  year  and 
much  serious  consideration  given  not  only  to  the  kind  of  books  pur- 
chased but  to  the  cheapest  mode  of  purchasing  them.  There  has  been 
no  reduction  in  publishers*  prices,  hence  remainder  sales  and  the 
stock  of  second  hand  dealers  have  both  been  patronized  with  fairly 
good  results.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  library  to  buy  only  the  best  of 
the  new  books  issued,  consequently  a  certain  proportion  of  the  Book 
fund  has  been  spent  in  replacing  worn  out  copies  and  in  adding 
duplicates,  both  fiction  and  non-fiction  for  use  both  in  town  and 
county.  The  discarded  books  have  been  sent  As  usual  to  city  institu- 
tions, to  the  Men's  resort  and  to  the  city  jail. 

GIFTS. 

The  library  has  been  unusually  fortunate  in  its  gifts  this  year. 
Miss  Mary  F.  Failing,  as  a  memorial  to  her  father,  Mr.  Henry  Failing, 
who  was  so  long  president  of  the  Ivibrary  Association,  has  presented  to 
the  library  the  sum  of  I500  to  be  spent  in  the  purchase  of  books  on  art 
for  the  reference  collection.  Considering  the  unusual  art  interest  in 
Portland  this  gift  will  be  of  special  value  and  will  enable  the  library 
to  purchase  many  expensive  and  useful  works  on  art  which  other- 
wise it  could  not  afford  to  own. 

The  American  museum  of  natural  history  presented  to  the 
library  24  volumes  of  its  memoirs  and  15  volumes  of  its  bulletins. 
These  have  been  bound  and  placed  upon  the  reference  shelves  and 
are  very  useful  to  students. 

Mrs.  C.  Lombardi  gave  to  the  children's  room  80  volumes  of 
good  children's  literature  and  by  the  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs.  S.  J. 
Reed,  309  volumes  came  to  the  circulating  department.  The  library 
h£is  thus  received  from  individuals,  universities,  colleges,  schools  and 
other  institutions,  from  libraries,  publishers  and  firms,  and  from  the 
various  departments  of  the  United  States  government,  1,384  bound 
volumes,  119  current  periodicals,  203  library  bulletins,  300  pam- 
phlets, 75  single  numbers  of  periodicals — a  total  of  1,881.  The 
library  takes  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  generosity  of  the  Art 
association  in  lending  to  the  children's  department  the  beautiful 
pictures  to  illustrate  the  work  at  various  times  and  is  indebted  to  the 
daily  papers  for  sjiace  given  for  book  lists  and  notices.  A  list  of  indi- 
vidual donors  to  the  library  is  appended  to  this  report 
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THE  STAFF. 

There  have  been  many  changes  on  the  staff  during  the  year  and 
much  sickness  and  trouble  among  those  who  have  remained  with  ns, 
necessitating  long  leaves  of  absence,  unpremeditated  vacations  and 
constant  readjustment  of  work.  For  those  in  charge,  the  days  had 
the  charm  of  the  unexpected  and  there  was  no  monotony  in  the  daily 
routine.  At  one  time  the  amount  of  sickness  was  really  appalling  and 
there  was  danger  of  the  wheels  coming  to  a  stop  so  many  of  the 
engineers  fell  by  the  wayside.  The  librarian  and  the  first  assistant  in 
the  cataloguing  department  were  both  absent  from  their  duties  for 
five  months  and  in  addition  777  hours  were  lost  by  the  staff  because 
of  sickness  during  the  year.  There  were  five  resignations  from  the 
staff,  Miss  Haradon,  Mrs.  Alice  Jones,  Miss  Pipes,  Miss  Gooch  and 
Miss  Bross  and  all  were  received  with  sincere  regret  Miss  Gooch 
came  into  the  library  before  it  was  made  public  and  much  of  its 
success  as  a  free  institution  is  due  to  her  good  advice  and  careful 
attention  to  details.  She  takes  with  her  to  her  new  post  the  good 
Mrishesof  every  member  of  the  staff.  Miss  Susan  R.  Clendenin, 
formerly  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  in  New  York  and  a  graduate  of  the  two 
years'  course  at  Pratt  institute,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  and 
arrived  in  Portland  the  last  of  October.  Miss  Irons,  formerly  upon 
the  staff,  helped  out  some  difficult  days  in  the  spring,  acting  as  sub- 
stitute for  six  weeks. 

Two  examinations  were  given  during  the  year,  one  on  April 
35th  and  the  second  on  December  3rd.  In  April  eight  applicants 
were  examined  and  four  passed.  Three  came  into  the  library  as 
apprentices  and  were  later  added  to  the  staff.  In  December  six  were 
examined  and  three  passed  and  one  apprentice  began  work  immed- 
iately. The  staff  meetings  were  held  regularly  until  the  summer 
months,  the  work  of  the  winter  upon  the  history  of  the  book  con- 
cluded with  a  delightful  lecture  on  Modem  printing  given  to  the 
staff  by  Dr.  J.  C.  Hazzard  on  April  32nd.  The  course  of  study  planned 
for  this  year  is  upon  the  modem  public  library  movement  and  the 
methods  of  administration  used  in  different  libraries.  During  the 
summer  the  occasional  leisure  at  the  circulating  desk  was  spent  in 
the  compiling  of  lists  of  books  under  headings  often  called  for.  These 
lists  will  be  discussed  at  the  coming  staff  meetings  and  the  books 
reviewed  entirely  from  the  library  view  point. 

The  library  was  represented  at  the  American  Library  Confer- 
ence at  St.  Ix>uis  in  October  by  Dr.  T.  L.  Eliot,  the  librarian,  Miss 
Derickson  and  Miss  Clendenin.     It  was  a  week  of  great  interest  and 
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was  crowned  by  the  decision  of  the  Conference  to  hold  its  next  annual 
conference  in  Portland  in  July.  Somewhat  in  preparation  for  this 
meeting,  also  ¥nth  consideration  for  the  growth  of  library  develop- 
ment in  this  state,  the  organization  of  an  Oregon  Library  Association 
was  determined  upon.  Letters  were  written  to  nearly  every  news- 
I  paper  in  the  state  and  to  presidents  of  women's  clubs,  to  college 

;  people.and  to  all  who  might  be  suspected  of  an  interest,   cordially 

inviting  them  to  come  together  for  this  purpose  in  the  Portland 
library  on  December  27th.    The  response  was  most  gratifying.    Over 
,  forty  people  were  present  at  both  morning  and  afternoon  meetings 

and  twenty-five  members  were  enrolled.  The  details  of  these  meetings 
will  be  found  in  the  annals  of  the  new  association,  but  as  the  sugges- 
tion for  its  inception  emanated  from  this  library  and  the  first  meet- 
ing was  held  under  its  roof,  it  is  not  improper  that  it  should  be 
chronicled  in  our  records.  This  is  the  beginning  of  state  interest  in 
libraries  which  will  increase  year  by  year  until  the  library  as  a  part 
of  the  educational  system  is  an  accepted  fact. 

To  every  member  of  the  staff  I  must  express  my  deep  sense  of 
appreciation  of  the  loyalty  and  splendid  service  during  this  year 
which  has  indeed  been^^a  test,  particularly  to  those  who  carried  the 
burden  of  responsibility  during  the  difficult  summer  months,  and  to 
the  Board  of  Directors  my  indebtedness  for  their  continued  confi- 
dence and  for  their  consideration  and  patience  during  my  long  illness.

The  president  read  his  annual  report.  On  motion  of  Mr. 
W.  M.  Ladd  the  report  was  ordered  accepted,  placed  on  file 
and  printed. 

The  eledlion  of  two  direAors  to  fill  the  vacancies 
caused  by  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  Dr.  T.  L.  Eliot 
and  Mr.  W.  B.  Ayer  being  then  in  order,  Dr.  T.  L.  Eliot 
and  Mr.  W.  B.  Ayer  were  unanimously  eledled  direAors  to 
serve  for  the  full  term  of  ten  years. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  meeting  adjourned.

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Report  of  the   President 

To  the  Members  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland: 

The  following  report  of  the  operation  of  the  Library 
for  the  year  1905,  and  the  financial  condition  of  the  Associa- 
tion on  December  31,  is  respectfully  submitted. 

In  accordance  with  the  obligations  imposed  by  the 
contracts  with  the  city  and  county,  the  inhabitants  of 
Multnomah  county  have  during  the  year  had  the  free  use 
of  the  library  of  the  Association,  and  the  annual  reports 
required  by  such  contracts  were  seasonably  made  to  both 
the  Council  and  the  County  court;  copies  of  which  reports 
I  herewith  submit  for  your  inspection  and  approval. 

Under  the  contracts  before  mentioned  both  the  City  and 
County  stipulate  to  levy  a  tax  of  one-fifth  of  one  mill  upon 
the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property  within  the 
respective  territory  of  each.  Notwithstanding  this  stipula- 
tion, in  view  of  the  enormous  increase  in  valuations  as 
returned  by  the  Assessor,  the  levy  of  the  present  year  for 
library  purposes  is  fixed  at  one-tenth  of  one  mill  by  both 
the  City  and  County, — the  levy  required  by  the  terms  of 
the  contracts  would  in  my  judgment  have  produced  a  sum 
greater  than  the  necessities  of  the  Association  demand.  It 
is  apparent,  however,  that  under  the  levy  made  the  plans  for 
the  coming  year,  based  upon  larger  expenditures  than 
would  now  seem  possible,  must  in  some  degree  at  least  be 
revised. 

The  amount  received  during  the  year  from  public 
taxation,  city  and  county,  was  in  the  aggregate  the  sum 
of  $19,795.84,  being  $204. 16  less  than  the  estimate  made  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year.  Based  upon  substantially  the 
same  allowance  for  delinquent  taxes  as  was  made  for  last 
year,  I  estimate  the  income  for  the  present  year  from  like 
sources  at  $27,150,  against  $28,643,  the  aggregate  amount 
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reported  by  the  several  committees  as  necessary  for  main- 
tenance and  operation  for  the  year  1906.  It  is  also  probable 
that  proceedings  for  the  extension  of  Stark  Street,  now 
pending,  will  result  in  extraordinary  expense  of  mainten- 
ance, not  considered  by  the  committees  in  making  estimates 
for  the  year. 

I  trust  the  various  committees  will  be  wise  enough  to 
so  modify  the  work  already  outlined  as  to  bring  their  require- 
ments within  our  income,  without  in  an3rwise  impairing  the 
high  standard  of  efficiency  which  through  their  well  directed 
industry  and  zeal  the  library  has  attained.

For  the  constituents  of  the  various  funds  and 
a  detailed  statement  of  existing  loans,  reference  may  be  had 
to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  now  on  file. 

ELLA  M.  SMITH  BEQUEST. 

The  real  property  constituting  the  principal  part  of  the 
residue  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Ella  M.  Smith,  the  proceeds 
of  which  were  bequeathed  to  the  Association,  has,  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance 
committee,  been  disposed  of  by  the  administrator  and 
sufficient  of  the  proceeds  applied  to  the  repayment,  without 
interest,  of  the  respective  amounts  borrowed  from  the 
permanent  book  and  maintenance  funds  for  building 
purposes.  But  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  personal 
property  remains  to  be  disposed  of,  and  the  estate  will 
probably  be  finally  settled  within  a  year.  When  this  is 
accomplished  a  considerable  sum  will  remain  subject  to 
application,  either  as  interest  to  be  allowed  the  maintenance 
and  book  funds,  or  to  increase  the  amount  of  the  perma- 
nent book  fund,  now  amounting  to  $25,000.00. 

Under  existing  contracts  with  the  City  and  County  and 
the  statute  authorizing  such  contracts,  all  moneys  received 
from  public  taxation  are  to  be  applied  to  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  Library  and  the  Association  must  depend 
upon  its  own  resources  and  the  generosity  of  its  friends  for 
funds  with  which  to  purchase  such  new  books  as  are 
required  to  keep  the  Library  at  its  present  standard  of  use- 
fulness. In  my  judgment  at  least  $8,000.00  per  annum 
from  this  time  on  will  be  required  for  that  purpose,  and  I 
recommend  that  after  making  good  the  amotmt  borrowed 
from  the  maintenance  fund  and  providing  for  a  suitable 
memorial  to  the  testatrix,   whatever  balance    shall  remain 
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from  the  proceeds  of  this  bequest  be  added  to  the  irreducible 
book  fund,  the  income  from  which  will  be  applied  to  the 
purchase  of  books. 

PROPOSED  EXTENSION  OF  STARK  STREET. 

Under  proceedings  for  an  extension  of  Stark  street, 
viewers  appointed  by  the  City  council  have  reported  bene- 
fits assessed  against  the  property  of  the  Association  amount- 
ing to  $1,104.00.  How  this  extension  will  in  any  amount 
add  to  the  value  of  the  Library  property  is  not  apparent. 
Should  this  assessment  be  permitted  to  stand  the  large 
amount  involved  must  be  met  by  application  of  income  now 
being  applied  to  the  purchase  of  books.  A  remonstrance 
against  this  assessment  has  been  filed  and  such  further 
action  will  be  taken  in  the  matter  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  direct. 

The  official  term  of  Directors  T.  L.  Eliot  and  W.  B. 
Ayer  expire  with  this  meeting,  and  the  duty  of  electing 
their  successors  now  devolves  upon  you.

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Report  of  the  Librarian 

To  THE  Directors — 

Genti^Emen: — Herewith  I  beg  to  submit  my  fourth 

annual  report  detailing  the  work  of  the  Library  Association 

of  Portland  for  its  forty-second  year. 

It  has  been  a  year  of  keen  interest  and  of  special  ac- 
complishment, for  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  by  means 
of  generous  gifts  from  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  a  few  outside  friends  the  renovation  and  rearrangement 
of  the  second  floor  of  the  library  building  was  made  pos- 
sible, and  during  the  first  week  in  July  the  27th  annual 
conference  of  the  American  Library  Association,  the  nat- 
ional body  of  librarians,  was  held  in  Portland  upon  our  in- 
vitation. 

On  April  17  th  the  Art  Association,  which  had  so  long 
occupied  the  second  floor  of  the  building,  removed  its  last 
cast  and  from  that  date  until  the  ist  of  July  the  building 
was  in  the  hands  of  the  workmen.  The  walls  of  the  upper 
floor  and  of  three  rooms  on  the  lower  floor  were  tinted  a 
cheerful  yellow  and  the  floors  of  the  Reference,  Periodical 
and  Children's  rooms  were  covered  with  corticine  carpets. 

The  main  room  on  the  second  floor  designed  for  the 
Ella  Smith  Memorial  reading  room  was  assigned  to  the  Re- 
ference department.  This  was  completely  furnished  by  the 
Library  Bureau  of  Chicago  with  stacks  and  furniture  after 
the  models  exhibited  at  the  St.  Louis  exposition.  The  Art 
Association  generously  left  behind  them  the  cast  of  the  Par- 
thenon frieze  running  the  length  of  the  north  wall  and  turn- 
ing the  comers  of  the  east  and  west  walls,  a  noble  and 
sufficient  decoration.  The  books  of  the  Wilson 
library  fill  the  stacks,  leaving  the  wall  shelves  free  for  the 

ever  increasing  collection  of  reference  volumes.  The  room 
is  spacious  and  well  lighted  both  by  day  and  night,  and  as 
delightful  to  the  eye  as  it  is  convenient  for  use. 
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The  room  at  the  east  end  of  the  hall  was  taken  for  the 
Art  reference  collection,  and  with  the  refreshing  g^reen  tint 
of  the  walls  and  furnished  with  the  dignified  furniture 
from  the  Directors^  room,  the  shelves  filled  with  the 
folios  of  the  Wilson  library  and  the  Henry  Failing  Art 
library,  it  is  indeed  a  restful  and  inspiring  spot  for  study. 
The  directors  of  the  library  hold  their  regular  meetings  in 
this  room,  art  classes  and  club  committees  use  it,  col- 
lege examinations  were  held  in  it  in  June,  and  on  May  27th 
it  was  opened  to  the  Oregon  I^ibrary  Association  for  its 
meeting;  it  is  one  of  the  indispensable  rooms  of  the  library. 

The  lecture  room  at  the  west  end  of  the  upper  hall  was 
converted  into  the  Periodical  room.  The  stage  was  removed 
and  the  space  gained  filled  with  cupboards.  Six  tables 
seating  ten  each  are  in  the  centre  of  the  room  leaving  plenty 
of  space  about  the  windows  for  extra  chairs.  The  blank 
walls  are  covered  with  magazine  and  newspaper  racks.  The 
east  end  of  the  upper  hall  was  screened  ofiE  with  an  iron 
grating  for  the  use  of  the  cataloguing  department,  and  in 
this  hall  are  shelved  the  bound  newspapers. 

The  Directors'  room  was  transformed  into  the  Catalogu- 
ing room  and  the  adjoining  lavatory  stripped  of  its  plumb- 
ing and  shelved  for  a  supply  closet. 

The  changes  on  the  first  floor,  though  not  so  extensive, 
were  equally  satisfactory.  The  former  Periodical  room  has 
been  set  apart  for  a  Patent  room  and  here  may  be  found  the 
official  gazettes  of  the  Patent  office  and  the  drawings  and 
specifications.  This  room  is  also  useful  as  a  lecture  and 
study  room  and  Miss  Rockwood's  talks  to  the  High  school 
students  were  given  there  this  fall. 

The  room  formerly  used  for  the  storage  of  the  Wilson 
books  and  for  cataloguing  was  devoted  to  the  Children's 
department,  and  is  now  one  of  the  most  attractive  rooms 
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in  the  building.  The  corticine  carpet  has  a  soothing  effect 
upon  the  nerves  of  both  children  and  assistants;  the  new 
charging  desk  with  its  convenient  arrangement  of  shelves 
permits  all  the  discharged  lxx>ks  to  be  kept  out  of  sight  and 
the  periodical  racks  shelve  in  orderly  rows  the  nu^azines 
formerly  lying  about  on  the  tables.  There  are  six  tables 
of  various  heights  adapted  to  the  different  ages  of  children; 
low  book  shelves  fill  all  available  wall  space  and  a  corticine 
moulding  above  gives  opportunity  for  decorative  bulletins. 
The  room  needs  for  its  completion  a  cast  of  some  world 
famous  sculpture  and  a  few  good  pictures  that  our  children 
at  their  most  impressionable  age  may  not  lack  this  incentive 
to  the  love  of  beauty  which  is  so  pronounced  a  factor  in  the 
making  of  character. 

The  small  room  formerly  used  as  the  Children's  room 
was  furnished  for  a  staff  room  and  with  its  comfortable 
couches,  rocking  chairs,  little  gas  stove  and  running  water, 
making  a  hot  luncheon  or  a  cup  of  afternoon  tea  possible, 
has  added  much  both  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  staff. 
As  one  of  the  assistants  said,  '4t  was  better  than  an  horn- 
taken  off  the  schedule.** 

The  newspapers  were  removed  from  the  basement  to 
the  new  Periodical  room  leaving  vacant  a  large  room  which 
has  become  a  necessity  for  the  work  with  the  school  and 
county  libraries.  House  telephones  connecting  the  various 
departments  and  the  librarian's  office  have  simplified  the 
daily  work.  A  glass  case  was  installed  upon  the  landing 
between  the  two  floors  which  gives  the  constant  opportunity 
of  exhibiting  the  rare  books  of  the  library  just  where  they 
can  be  most  easily  seen. 

The  moving  of  the  cataloguing  department,  the  chil- 
dren's room  and  of  17,361  volumes  from  one  floor  to  another 
was  not  accomplished  without  hard  work.  But  the  details 
were  carefully  planned  and  the  daily  routine  of  the  library 
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not  disturbed,   except  that  the  Reference    and  Periodical 
departments  were  each  closed  one  day. 

The  exterior  of  the  building  was  not  forgotten  and  iron 
gratings  at  the  basement  windows  and  an  iron  fence  about 
the  lawn  have  added  greatly  to  the  appearance  of  the  build- 
ing and  have  insured  its  greater  safety.  It  was  a  disap- 
pointment that  these  changes  were  not  all  effected  before 
the  arrival  of  our  library  guests  but  they  were  sympathetic 
in  the  situation  and  considerate  in  their  criticisms. 

The  success  of  the  Library  conference  held  the  week 
of  July  4th  was  extremely  gratifying.  Since  the  meeting  in 
St.  Louis  the  preceding  October  no  effort  had  been  spared 
to  advertise  the  conference  and  create  an  interest.  The 
Library  Jov/maZ  and  Public  Libraries  were  particularly  ac- 
tive and  every  month  articles  upon  this  section  of  the 
country  appeared  in  their  columns.  Leading  librarians  all 
over  the  country  filled  with  the  spirit  of  helpfulness  were 
persuasive  at  the  meetings  of  state  associations  and  library 
clubs.  The  result  was  a  conference  of  about  400  people 
truly  national  in  character,  bringing  within  our  gates  re- 
presentatives from  the  east,-  south  and  west,  from  British 
Columbia  and  from  the  far  away  Hawaiian  Islands.  It  was 
a  pleasure  to  entertain  such  appreciative  guests  whose  de- 
light in  this  noble  country  seemed  to  more  than  compensate 
for  the  fatigue  of  travel.  But  while  the  eastern  librarian 
gained  from  that  week  of  conference  the  pleasure  of  new  ex- 
periences and  the  happiness  of  the  yearly  meeting  with  old 
friends,  to  the  western  librarian  so  separated  by  distance 
from  his  fellow  workers  these  meetings  were  food  and  drink. 

It  is  too  soon  to  tell  how  far  reaching  or  how  permanent  the 

influence  of  this  library  conference  will  be  upon  the  library 

movement  in  this  great  northwest,  but   that  it  has  been  an 
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immediate  and  remarkable  incentive  to  the  individual 
worker  we  have  prompt  proof  in  the  many  letters  and  mess- 
ages and  questions  that  have  poured  into  this  library  since 
those  July  days. 

From  the  day  of  the  opening  of  the  Pair  to  its  close  the 
middle  of  October,  many  people  visited  the  library.  Some 
of  these  visitors  were  merely  including  the  library  in  their 
sight  seeing,  but  others  came  for  a  purpose  and  it  was  both 
a  pleasure  and  a  satisfaction  to  give  them  time  and  atten- 
tion. Among  them  were  eastern  librarians  following  in  the 
footsteps  of  the  army  of  July,  trustees  from  various  parts 
of  the  country  eager  to  discuss  questions  of  administration, 
dwellers  in  small  towns  of  Oregon  and  Washington  full  of 
inquiry  about  the  traveling  library  system  or  the  best  means 
of  starting  public  libraries  in  their  communities;  teachers 
too  were  among  the  number  interested  in  the  work  of  this 
library  with  the  schools,  and  there  were  many  librarians 
from  the  small  libraries  scattered  through  the  northwest, 
some  of  whom  spent  a  day  or  two  in  the  library  looking  into 
the  work  of  special  departments,  the  cataloguing  for  in- 
stance or  the  methods  of  arranging  public dociiments,  orthe 
charging  system,  or  the  children's  work.  Miss  Marshall, 
later  appointed  Children's  librarian  in  Spokane,  spent  morn- 
ings for  two  weeks  in  the  Children's  room  with  Miss  Hass- 
ler,  and  earlier  in  the  year  Miss  Phillips,  librarian  of  the 
Salem  public  library,  spent  two  weeks  as  apprentice  in  the 
various  departments  of  the  library.

It  is  a  matter  of  con^atulation  that  notwithstanding  the 
distractions  of  the  Pair  without,  and  the  many  interruptions 
within,  the  library  has  more  than  held  its  own  in  every  de- 
partment during  the  past  year.  The  circulation  is  177,076 
against  174,385  in  1904,  and  this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
six  days  must  be  discounted  from  the  usual  number.  First 
because  of  the  resolution  to  close  the  fiscal  year  on  Decem- 
ber 37th,  thereby  throwing  the  last  days  of  the  month  into 
1906,  then  the  library  was  entirely  closed  to  the  public  a 
day  and  a  half  for  the  purpose  of  inventory,  on  the  day  of 
the  opening  of  the  Pair  and  one-half  day  on  Portland  day 
of  the  Pair. 

There  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  circulation  in  the  main 
room,  but  the  principle  growth  has  been  in  the  Children's  de- 
partment and  in  the  county  stations,  the  latter  without  any 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  library.  This  is  the  handwriting  on 
the  wall  which  indicates  the  future  policy  it  would  be  wise 
for  the  library  to  pursue.  It  has  been  the  experience  in  all 
other  cities  that  the  breadth  of  influence  of  the  library  is  more 
or  less  determined  by  its  fixed  location.  The  limit  of  book 
distribution  has  not  yet  been  reached  in  the  Portland  library 
but  it  soon  will  be,  and  it  will  be  well  to  anticipate  the  demand 
and  to  supply  the  needs  of  this  growing  city  by  establishing 
branches  and  delivery  stations  in  the  most  prominent  cen- 
tres of  population.  The  quality  of  the  books  read  has  im- 
proved, the  fiction  per  cent,  continues  to  fall  and  is  now  62. 
In  the  month  of  December  it  fell  to  58  which,  perhaps,  is  a 
happy  indication  of  the  winter's  reading. 
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The  apparent  decrease  in  the  use  of  the  library  by  the 
schools  is  due  to  the  fact  that  from  the  first  of  the  year  both 
teachers  and  pupils  were  so  absorbed  in  the  preparation  of 
their  exhibits  for  the  Fair  that  the  regular  work  was  neces- 
sarily neglected.  Many  turned  to  the  library  for  aid  in  car- 
rying out  their  plans  and  the  decreased  statistics  are  not 
evidence  of  lack  of  S5ntnpathy  or  interest.  Since  the  opening 
of  the  schools  in  the  fall  the  library  has  been  straining  every 
nerve  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  it. 

Early  in  October  the  librarian  was  granted  the  privilege 
of  saying  a  few  words  in  behalf  of  the  library  before  the  Insti- 
tute of  Catholic  teachers  held  in  St.  Mary's  Academy,  with 
the  result  that  the  pleasant  relations  already  established 
with  the  Catholic  schools  have  been  knit  closer. 

In  the  spring  the  restriction  of  the  number  of  books 
drawn  upon  the  non-fiction  card  was  removed,  and  also 
the  privilege  was  given  to  renew  books  of  non-fiction  more 
than  once.  These  concessions  have  been  much  appreciated 
by  students  and  though  largely  used  have  not  been  abused. 
The  library  reserves  the  right  of  course  of  limiting  the  num- 
ber of  books  drawn  at  one  time  of  some  popular  class,  for 
instance  on  Russia  at  the  time  of  the  keenest  interest  in 
Russian  affairs,  and  also  of  sending  for  any  book  needed  that 
has  been  in  one  person's  hands  for  more  than  four  weeks. 

Illustrated  bulletins  have  been  made  with  accompany- 
ing lists  upon  Indians,  municipal  government,  Russia, 
Washington,  Lincoln,  on  Athens,  Corinth,  Mycenae  and 
Crete  in  connection  with  the  lectures  given  by  Dr.  Richard- 
son for  the  Art  Association;  upon  gardening,  photography, 
nature,  mushrooms  and  John  Paul  Jones.  The  addition  of 
a  mimeograph  to  the  office  equipment  has  proved  a  boon  to 
this  department  as  well  as  to  others,  permitting  lists  to  be 
manifolded  and  distributed  with  comparatively  small  trouble, 
and  expense.     Lists  upon  arts  and  crafts;  manual  training, 
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pedagogy;  drawing  and  John  Paul  Jones  have  been  sent  to  all 
the  schools;  lists  upon  chemistry  to  the  classes  of  the  Y.M.C. 
A.  ;apon  municiparafiFairs  to  a  lecture  given  upon  that  subject 
and  upon  socialism  to  the  People's  Forum,  when  that  sub- 
ject was  discussed.  The  books  were  shelved  separately  and 
kept  within  easy  reach  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  this 
kind  of  advertising  which  brings  the  good  books  upon  a 
subject  to  the  attention  of  those  who  need  them  is  the  profit- 
able and  dignified  advertising  for  a  library  to  cultivate. 
The  books  upon  the  special  shelves  have  been  constantly 
changed,  using  as  a  guide  the  distinctive  interests  of  the  time, 
local  or  general.  During  the  Pair  an  effort  was  made  to 
follow  the  line  of  thought  suggested  by  the  various  Con- 
gresses, and  all  during  the  summer  a  special  shelf  was  re- 
served for  Oregon  history,  travel  and  literature. 

The  removal  of  the  catalogue  to  the  second  floor 
and  the  slow  growth  of  the  new  catalogue  of  the  circulating 
books  have  made  difficult  days  for  this  department.  We 
can  only  hope  that  compensation  may  be  found  in  the  closer 
personal  contact  with  the  library  patrons  and  the  more  de- 
finite knowledge  of  the  books  and  their  classification  neces- 
sary without  the  catalogue  to  depend  upon. 

An  innovation  somewhat  radical  was  tried  this  year  of 
closing  the  library  for  a  day  and  a  half  for  the  purpose  of 
inventory.  Inventory  work  in  an  open  shelf  library  is  always 
a  difficult  matter;  it  has  usually  been  taken  through  the 
month  of  December  with  the  result  that  all  other  library 
work  was  practically  suspended  and  mistakes  were  inevit- 
able because  of  the  difficulty  of  going  through  the  daily 
circulation.  The  new  plan  worked  admirably,  days  were 
chosen  just  before  Christmas  when  the  attendance  is  at  the 
lowest,  the  full  force  of  the  staff  was  put  upon  the  work 
which  was  accomplished  with  less  fatigue  and  an  accuracy 
that  has  never  been  possible  before.     314  books  are  missing 
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but  there  are  extenuating  conditions  which  must  be  taken 
into  consideration.  First,  this  is  the  only  full  inventory 
that  has  ever  been  taken  as  until  this  year  there  has  been  no 
complete  list  of  the  books.  Second,  the  inventory  was  much 
more  thorough  and  accurate  than  ever  before;  third,  there 
were  an  unusually  large  number  of  people  wandering 
through  the  library,  and  perhaps  the  most  forceful  reason 
of  all  is  that  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  the  shelves  were  so 
badly  congested  that  it  was  impossible  to  keep  them  in 
order.  No  reference  books  have  been  lost  since  the  depart- 
ment moved  upstairs  and  no  books  of  value  have  been  lost 
in  any  department.

The  statistics  of  this  department  in  some  respects  are 
unsatisfactory  this  year  due  to  the  change  of  conditions 
which  necessitates  different  methods.  The  attendance  for 
instance  has  been  accurately  kept  only  since  the  first  of 
July,  before  that  it  was  estimated.  The  books  brought  for 
consultation  now  come  from  the  Circulating  room  as  well  as 
from  the  art  reference,  Oregon  collections,  etc.,  and  the 
first  half  of  the  year  the  count  was  of  the  Wilson  books 
brought  to  the  circulating  room.  The  new  reference  room 
was  opened  the  first  day  of  July  and  the  orderly  quiet,  the 
comfort,  and  the  possibility  of  reserving  books  and  a  special 
table  day  after  day  have  been  delightfully  appreciated  and 
more  solid  work  has  been  done  by  students  than  ever  be- 
fore. Though  there  have  been  changes  among  the  assist- 
ance and  the  burden  of  the  moving  fell  with  special  weight 
upon  this  department,  nevertheless  the  summing  up  of  the 
year's  work  is  distinctly  satisfactory. 
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Among  the  reading  lists  compiled  were  lists  upon  Les- 
sing,  reciprocity,  taxation,  international  arbitration,  the 
I/Cwis  and  Clark  exi>edition,  Japanese  art,  English  art  and 
illumination. 

The  general  periodical  indexes  do  not  cover  the  tech- 
nical magazines,  and  a  plan  has  been  successfully  tried  of 
purchasing  from  the  Engineering  magazine  their  index  to 
periodicals  which  is  printed  only  on  one  side,  cutting  it  up 
and  pasting  the  entries  on  catalogue  cards.  These  are  filed 
under  subject  and  have  proved  most  useful,  making  imme- 
diately available  seventeen  magazines  on  file  in  the  periodi- 
cal room  on  such  subjects  as  architecture,  electrical  engin- 
eering, machinery,  mining,  etc. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  of  a  collection  of  architect- 
ural plates  and  those  of  ornament  and  design.  These  are 
placed  in  Manila  covers  and  closely  classified  and  a  shelf 
list  is  kept  of  them  which  serves  as  a  classed  catalogue. 
Other  useful  material  which  has  been  gathered  togethei  en- 
tirely without  expense  to  the  library  is  a  collection  of  man- 
ufacturers' catalogues  which  have  been  favorably  mentioned 
by  technical  magazines.  These  too  are  kept  in  classed 
order  but  are  not  catalogued,  the  number  being  written 
upon  the  order  card  which  serves  as  a  suflScient  index  for 
such  ephemeral  material. 

During  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  the  bills  were 
sent  to  the  library  each  day  together  with  the  senate  and 
house  calendars  and  were  consulted  by  many  people. 

The  first  of  the  exhibits  of  the  rare  books  of  the  library 
was  installed  in  November.  The  subject  of  illumination 
was  chosen  because  of  its  timely  interest  for  the  schools. 
The  material  was  from  the  Wilson  library  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one  illumination  on  vellum  kindly  loaned  by  Miss 
Failing  and  it  comprised  illustrations  of  all  the  principal 
periods  of  this  work, — Egyptian,  classical, Byzantine,Celtic, 
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Carolingian,  Anglo  Saxon  and  Anglo-Norman,  also  ex- 
amples of  the  English,  French,  Italian,  Gothic,  Flemish  and 
German  15th  century  work.  These  were  all  reproductions, 
but  in  addition  were  five  examples  of  manuscripts  on  vellum, 
two  on  paper  and  five  with  the  printed  text  ranging  from 
the  13th  to  the  i6th  century. 

The  talks  to  the  first  year  pupils  of  the  High  school 
on  the  use  of  the  library  have  been  continued  this  year  with 
a  somewhat  different  plan.  Three  lectures  have  been  offered 
instead  of  one,  the  first  upon  the  arrangement  of  the  books 
upon  the  shelves  and  the  classification,  the  second  upon  the 
catalogue  and  the  third  upon  the  periodical  indexes  and  the 
bibliographies.  Fourteen  talks  were  thus  g^ven  to  different 
divisions  of  the  class  with  a  total  attendance  of  234,  a  little 
more  than  half  of  the  entering  class.  Considering  that  these 
talks  are  given  after  school  hours  and  merely  upon  the  invi 
tation  of  the  library  the  results  are  quite  satisfactory.  It 
would  be  well  if  this  series  of  talks  could  be  recognized  as  a 
part  of  the  required  English  course  as  is  customary  in  so 
many  cities,  for  surely  the  use  of  books  as  tools  should  be 
part  of  the  curriculum  of  every  preparatory  school. 

The  work  with  the  clubs  has  preceded  on  somewhat 
different  lines  this  year,  not  only  are  lists  prepared  for  them 
after  the  programme  is  decided  upon,  but  the  committees 
are  urged  to  meet  in  the  library  and  books  upon  the  subjects 
they  are  considering  are  brought  together  for  their  exami- 
nation in  order  that  they  may  know  what  books  the  library 
can  supply  and  what  it  may  be  necessary  to  suggest  for  pur- 
chase. Outlines  of  study  and  club  programmes  for  the  use 
of  programme  committees  are  being  collected  and  indexed. 

The  use  of  the  reference  room  upon  Sundays  and  holi- 
days has  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  appoint  a  member  of  the  staff  to  take  the  room  in 
charge  in  addition  to  the  regular  Sunday  assistant.      The 
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Sunday  constituency  is  almost  entirely  of  men  engaged  in 
serious  reading  and  who  often  need  the  aid  that  a  regular 
assistant  can  give.

The  attendance  in  this  department  increased  by  leaps 
and  bounds  as  soon  as  the  new  room  was  thrown  open  and 
shows  an  increase  of  8,573  over  1904.  During  the  noon 
hour  and  often  in  the  evenings  every  seat  in  the  room  is 
occupied.  Eighteen  new  magazines,  largely  technical,  were 
subscribed  for  last  year,  five  were  dropped.  Papers  from 
all  over  the  state  of  Oregon  are  generously  sent  free  to  the 
library  and  are  much  used.  The  increased  size  of  the  room 
permitting  the  newspapers  to  be  added  to  this  department 
thereby  doing  away  with  the  unsupervised  newspaper  room 
in  the  basement  is  a  great  satisfaction.  The  faithful  friends 
of  the  newspaper  have  followed  it  upstairs  and  there  is  no 
diminution  of  its  use,  while  there  is  the  possibility  of  its 
readers  being  won  to  less  ephemeral  literature  by  the  daily 
influence  of  the  books  about  them. 

The  directories  are  shelved  in  this  room  and  the  small 
collection  has  been  generously  increased  by  a  gift  from  Mrs. 
Clinton  of  15,  7  from  Oregon  towns  and  8  from  cities  out- 
side the  state,  exchanges  also  have  been  made  with  San 
Francisco  and  Omaha.  The  Lewis  &  Clark  journal  ceased 
publication  in  April;  The  Literary  world  was  merged  into 
the  Critic  in  January,  Charities  published  in  New  York  and 
the  Commons  of  Chicago  united  in  November  under  the 
title  Charities  &  commons.  The  Weeks  progress  has 
changed  its  name  to  the  Searchlight,  the  Scientific  building 
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monthly  to  American  home  and  gardens  and  Academy  and 
literature  to  The  academy.

The  results  of  the  year's  work  in  this  department  are 
particularly  gratifying.  In  spite  of  the  cramped  quarters 
which  existed  until  July  and  of  no  adequate  increase  of  the 
number  of  books  on  the  shelves  there  are  1,609  more  mem- 
bers than  in  1904  and  an  increase  in  circulation  of  1,428. 
The  addition  of  more  books  to  this  department  of  the  library 
is  one  of  the  most  pressing  needs  to  be  considered  during 
the  coming  year.  There  are  now  3, 106  volumes  for  the  use 
of  3ii99  children;  these  books  were  drawn  for  home  use 
40,650  times,  an  average  of  nearly  13  times  for  each  book. 
A  percentage  of  the  book  fund,  a  little  more  than  equal 
to  the  precentage  of  circulation,  was  expended  for  children's 
literature  during  the  year,  which  would  have  been  sufficient 
if  the  original  collection  had  been  of  a  reasonable  size.  But 
when  the  room  was  opened  four  years  ago  there  were  only 
a  few  hundred  half  worn  books,  and  there  has  been  no  spec- 
ially large  purchases  made  since  that  time.  With  5,000 
more  books  upon  the  shelves  and  the  time  for  visiting 
schools,  which  will  be  made  possible  for  the  head  of  the 
department  by  the  appointment  of  an  extra  assistant  this 
coming  year,  the  Children's  department  of  this  library  could 
take  its  place  as  a  necessary  feature  in  the  commonplace 
life  of  the  Portland  children,  a  place  for  them  to  come  for 
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pleasure  and  for  help  and  for  that  quiet  but  insistent  in- 
fluence of  good  books  which  is  almost  as  formative  a  factor 
in  the  development  of  a  child  as  the  home  influence  itself. 

The  books  in  the  new  room  were  shelved  according  to 
the  "ribbon  plan"  with  the  view  of  bringing  the  non-fiction 
books  more  easily  to  the  notice  of  the  children.  In  this 
arrangement  the  fiction  is  placed  on  the  top  shelf  and  fourth 
shelf  all  around  the  room  with  the  classed  books  on  the 
second  and  third  shelves  on  a  level  with  the  eyes  of  the 
children.  This  is  not  to  deceive  the  children  into  thinking 
that  all  the  books  are  story  books,  but  merely  to  bring  to 
their  attention  volumes  of  history  of  science  or  poetry 
equally  interesting  and  attractive. 

The  rule  of  transfering  the  children  to  the  main  depart- 
ment at  the  age  of  fourteen  was  remodeled  this  year,  mak- 
ing the  transition  from  the  grammar  school  to  the  High 
school  the  dividing  line  between  the  two  departments. 
This  seems  to  be  the  natural  division  and  will  define  more 
easily  the  scope  of  the  books  to  be  added  to  the  children's 
department.  It  will  involve  strengthening  the  collateral 
work  for  the  ninth  grade  pupils  and  it  will  allow  a  number 
High  school  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age  to  be 
transfered  to  the  main  library  where  they  can  obtain  the 
material  they  need  for  their  studies. 

The  new  book  marks,  a  combination  of  the  Matson 
book  mark  and  lists  of  enticing  titles  printed  upon  gay 
colored  papers  have  pleased  the  children  and  have  been 
slipped  into  the  books  for  the  county  school  libraries  and 
given  away  freely  to  the  visitors  who  came  to  the  room 
daily  through  the  summer. 

The  stories  told  the  early  part  of  the  year  were  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  Norse  and  Rhine  legends  begun  in  the  fall. 
A  little  later  a  soldier  bulletin  was  posted  illustrating  the 
general  history  of  the  soldier  from  the  days  of  the  early  Egyp- 
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tians  down  through  Babylonian,  Assyrian,  Greek  and  Roman 
times;  then  from  the  time  of  Alfred  the  Great  to  the  Amer- 
ican soldier  of  today.  The  attractiveness  of  the  exhibit  was 
increased  by  a  generous  gift  from  the  Quartermaster  gene- 
ral's department  at  Washington  of  a  handsome  set  of  litho- 
graphed plates  illustrating  the  uniform  of  the  army  of  the 
United  States  from  1774  to  1900.  Dr.  Eliot  gave  an  inter- 
esting set  of  posters  illustrating  the  Russo-Japanese  war; 
the  Art  Association  with  its  usual  courtesy  loaned  six 
Braun  prints  of  battle  scenes  from  the  masters  and  the  G. 
A.  R.  loaned  some  Springfield  rifles  and  old  sabres  which 
were  a  never  failing  source  of  pleasure  and  comment  to  the 
small  boys.  Soldier  stories  followed  as  a  matter  of  course 
and  the  children  listened  with  eagerness  to  the  accounts  of 
the  fifteen  decisive  battles,  or  incidents  in  the  lives  of  the 
war  heroes  of  all  nations.  Reading  of  history  was  a 
natural  sequence.  Systematic  story  telling  was  sus- 
pended during  the  summer  months  but  late  in  September 
the  travel  series  was  begun  with  the  story  of  Marco  Polo. 
This  series  will  include  stories  of  famous  travellers,  followed 
by  description  of  travel  and  transportation  in  various  lands 
and  climes  until  a  tour  of  the  globe  has  been  made.  Picture 
bulletins  have  supplemented  these  story  hours.  There  have 
been  special  stories  told  on  notable  days  such  as  Hans 
Christian  Andersen's  centenary,  St.  Patrick's  day,  the 
library  anniversary,  May  day,  Audubon's  and  Edward  VII. 's 
birthdays,  and  Christmas  stories  through  holiday  week. 
The  si  ory  telling  has  a  marked  effect  upon  the  reading  of 
room  and  no  doubt  is  the  chief  cause  of  the  decrease  of 
the  fiction  per  cent,  from  59  to  55. 

Two  weeks  before  Christmas  an  exhibit  of  specially 
attractive  books  suitable  for  Christmas  presents  was  pre- 
pared and  met  with  the  same  appreciation  and  serious  at- 
tention that  it  has  in  previous  years.     Pains  were  taken  to 
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exhibit  for  the  most  part  only  books  that  could  be  obtained 
at  the  local  shops  in  order  that  the  suggestions  might  be 
practical. 

The  work  of  the  library  with  the  county  schools  pro- 
gressed under  difficulties  during  the  school  year  of  1904-05 
owing  to  the  absorbing  interest  in  the  preparation  of  exhibits 
for  the  Fair.     The  circulation  of  both  books  and  pictures  is 
in  consequence  somewhat  lower  than  the?  year  before.  Owing 
to    the  difficulty  of    procuring   complete    records    while 
the  books  are  out  in  the  county  the  statistics  of  this  section 
of  the  work  will  henceforth  cover  the  school  year  from  Sep- 
tember until  June.    The  record  for  circulation  from  Septem- 
ber to  December  of  1904  is  therefore  repeated  in  this  report 
and  the  detail  of  the  work  for  the  past  four  months  will  be 
covered  in  the  report  for  1906.     During  the  school  year  all 
schools  in  Multnomah  county  received  boxes  of  books  except 
two,  Russelville  and  Arthur.     The  best  work  done  by  any 
one  school  was  at  District  42  joint  where  a  box  of  thirty 
books  under  the  direction  of  a  book  loving  principal  returned 
to  the  library  with  a  record  of  532,  an  average  of  18  times 
reading  for  each  volume.     The  statistics  of  circulation, 
however,    are  but  an  estimated  index  to   the   use  of  the 
books.     Prom  one  little  box  of  20  volumes  the  teacher  at 
Sauvies  read   aloud  three  different  books  so  that  the  entire 
school  had  the  benefit  of  them,  and  to  quote  from  the  ap- 
preciative letter  of  another  teacher:    *'The  record  of  the 
home  use  of  the  books  is  no  index  to  the  number  of  times 
the  books  have  been  read.    The  children  come  to  the  school 
early  and  stay  late  and  are  allowed  to  read  the  books  after 
they  have  their  lessons,  for  many  of  them  have  so  much 
work  at  home  that  they  cannot  read  after  they  go  back  from 
school.'*     A  few  standard  picture  books  were  added  to  the 
collection  this  year  and  filled  a  special  need  in  the  lower 
grades. 
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A  sample  box  of  books  was  sent  to  the  Educational 
exhibit  at  the  Fair  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Robinson,  the 
county  superintendent,  to  illustrate  the  work  of  the  library 
with  the  county  schools.  A  map  of  the  county  with  the 
location  of  these  school  libraries  noted  was  included. 

The  county  teachers  have  made  excellent  use  of  the 
mounted  pictures  in  their  class  room  work,  both  in  illustra- 
tion of  the  lessons  and  to  brighten  up  the  bare  walls  of  the 
school  rooms.  Their  interest  in  the  library  is  permanent 
and  has  been  brought  about  by  the  spirit  of  cooperation  and 
by  systematic  work. 

The  children's  librarian  paid  visits  to  the  Montavilla, 
Mt.  Tabor,  West  Portland.  Arleta,  and  South  Mt.  Tabor 
schools  during  the  year  and  every  where  received  a  cordial 
welcome,  and  her  book  talks  were  listened  to  with  keen 
attention.  These  visits  are  often  returned  en  mcme  by  the 
little  people  to  whom  she  speaks. 

In  March  Miss  Hassler  talked  before  the  Kindergarten 
association  at  St.  Helen's  Hall  on  Books  useful  to  Kinder- 
gaHners,  and  in  November  read  a  paper  before  the  Home 
training  association  on  children's  literature,  and  on  Wash- 
ington's birthday  told  a  story  before  an  eager  audience 
at  the  Peoples' s  institute.  A  list  of  books  to  cost  $375.00 
was  prepared  for  the  Holladay  school;  a  list  for  the  People's 
institute;  a  list'of  500  for  the  public  library  in  Walla  Walla; 
and  two  lists  for  the  synagogue  Sunday  school.  In  July 
Miss  Hassler  presented  a  paper  Common  sense  in  the  story 
hour  before  the  A.  ly.  A.  conference,  and  for  that  confer- 
ence also  prepared  a  tract  at  the  request  of  the  A.  L.  A. 
publishing  committee  upon  the  Work  of  the  public  library- 
with  diildren.

Notwithstanding  the  usual  changes  on  the  staff  and 
much  sickness  which  always  fall  with  peculiar  heaviness 
upon  this  department,  there  was  good  work  done.  The 
re-cataloguing  of  the  library  is  now  practically  finished, 
some  old  volumes  and  many  odds  and  ends  remain  which 
may  eventually  show  in  the  records  but  will  not  count  in  the 
library  economy.  1,322  pamphlets  were  catalogued  this 
year,  making  a  total  in  the  library  of  5,290.  This  collec- 
tion, with  the  exception  of  the  bulletins  of  the  state  agri- 
cultural departments  and  the  Oregon  pamphlets,  is  finished. 
Miss  Clendenin  before  her  departure  planned  the  classifica- 
tion of  the  Oregon  books  and  completed  about  one  half  of 
the  collection. 

The  moving  of  the  reference  and  cataloguing  depart- 
ments to  the  second  floor  necessitated  also  the  transfer  of 
the  catalogue.  This  has  been  a  serious  deprivation  to  the 
circulating  department  and  the  work  upon  the  duplication 
of  the  cards  of  the  circulating  books  has  consequently  gone 
forward  as  rapidly  as  was  consistent  with  good  results. 
Cards  were  purchased  as  far  as  possible  from  the  Library  of 
Congress,  about  16,000  in  all,  the  others  have  been  type- 
written. This  has  necessitated  going  through  each  drawer 
of  the  catalogue  and  checking  the  cards  and  has  been  a 
tedious  piece  of  work.  This  new  catalogue  of  the  circulat- 
ing books  will  be  finished  early  in  1906. 

A  shelf  list  of  the  Government  documents  is  also  under 
way  made  in  such  a  form  that  it  will  readily  show  what 
volumes  are  lacking.

In  former  reports  the  number  of  uncatalogued  books 
has  been  estimated,  this  year  it  has  been  possible  to  make 
an  exact  account  of  those  remaining.  Many  of  the  books 
added  this  year  were  duplicates  of  good  standard  fiction  or 
of  readable  books  on  the  questions  of  the  day  for  the  use 
both  of  the  increasing  number  of  members  in  the  main 
library  and  at  the  county  stations.  The  books  which  the 
library  does  not  already  own  recommended  by  the  new  A. 
ly.  A.  catalogue  are  also  being  purchased.  The  most 
needed  books  at  present  are  those  on  useful  arts;  there  were 
large  additions  made  to  this  class  last  year  but  the  supply 
creates  the  demand  and  the  more  often  a  man  finds  in  the 
library  the  assistance  that  he  seeks  the  surer  he  is  to  return 
for  further  help.  There  is  no  wiser  expenditure  in  a  public 
library  than  for  books  which  will  aid  the  workman  to 
master  his  trade,  which  will  suggest  to  him  an  economy  of 
time  and  labor,  which  will  so  stimulate  his  interest,  his 
imagination  and  his  invention  that  his  daily  toil  can  never 
be  drudgery  but  must  become  truly  art. 

The  discarded  books  have  been  sent  as  usual  to  differ- 
ent city  institutions  and  files  of  old  newspapers  to  the 
Open  air  hospital  for  tubercular  patients. 

GIFTS. 

The  library  has  been  abundantly  remembered  by  its 
friends  during  the  past  year.     Miss  Mary  F.  Failing  has 
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continued  her  generous  gift  of  $560  per  year  for  the  pur- 
chase of  art  books  for  the  Henry  Failing  art  library.  This 
year  the  purchases  have  been  in  Japanese  and  English  art 
the  subjects  under  consideration  by  the  art  classes.  The 
Portland  lodge  of.B'nai  Brith  has  presented  the  Jewish 
encyclopaedia,  the  Oregon  medical  society  have  given  88 
volumes,  and  Mr.  R.  M.  Brereton  10  volumes  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  institutes  of  civil  engineers.  The  library 
has  received  from  individuals,  universities,  colleges,  schools 
and  other  institutions,  from  li\)raries,  publishers  and  firms, 
and  from  the  various  departments  of  the  United  States 
government  1,011  bound  volumes,  115  current  periodicals, 
208  library  bulletins,  1,155  pamphlets,  126  single  numbers 
of  periodicals,  a  total  of  2,615.  The  library  is  indebted  to 
the  daily  papers  for  space  given  for  book  lists  and  notices. 
A  list  of  individual  donors  to  the  library  is  appended  to 
this  report. 

EXTENSION  WORK. 

With  no  special  incentive  from  the  library  and  in  fact 
almost  neglected  during  the  busy  summer  months,  the 
county  stations  have  continued  to  multiply  and  to  read  more 
books  and  better  books.  The  librarians  in  charge  whose 
services  are  voluntary  have  almost  without  exception  shown 
a  delightful  interest  in  their  small  collections  and  have  taken 
pains  to  bring  to  the  library  for  exchange  packages  of  books 
little  read  or  of  books  thoroughly  read,  thereby  keeping 
their  collections  alive  and  interesting.  Twenty-three  visits 
have  been  made  during  the  year  either  by  the  librarian  or 
Miss  Fox  to  the  different  stations  and  it  is  a  matter  of  con- 
gratulation that  Miss  Fox's  entire  time  can  be  given  to  this 
work  during  the  coming  year.  To  visit  the  stations,  to 
establish  pleasant  relations  with  the  librarians  in  charge,  to 
know  the  people  of  the  diffetent  communities,  their  tastes 
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and  their  needs  is  as  much  of  a  necessity  through  the  county 
as  it  is  to  know  our  patrons  in  town.  Visiting  consumes 
much  time  but  it  is  time  profitably  spent.  Often  on  account 
of  the  schedules  of  the  trains  only  one  station  can  be  reached 
in  a  day,  but  this  gives  opportunity  for  a  regular  house  to 
house  visitation,  for  time  to  spend  at  the  school,  or  to  call 
a  general  meeting  at  the  library.  During  the  pleasant  days 
of  the  early  fall  four  trips  by  automobile  were  made  through 
the  county,  one  east  on  this  side  of  the  Sandy  river,  one 
beyond  the  Sandy,  one  in  the  western  end  of  the  county 
and  one  toward  the  south.  These  trips  were  as  profitable 
as  they  were  pleasant,  stations  already  established  were 
visited,  people  were  called  upon  all  along  the  roadside  and 
stops  were  made  at  the  country  stores  and  the  schools  when 
in  session.  A  knowledge  was  gained  of  the  country  and  of 
the  people,  their  characteristics,  pursuits  and  tastes  that 
could  be  acquired  in  no  other  way.  That  the  library  is  a 
county  institution  is  now  thoroughly  understood.  The 
practical  results  of  these  visits  were  that  lo  new  stations 
were  opened;  at  the  school  house  at  Brooks  in  charge  of 
Miss  Marie  Prantz;  at  the  school  house  at  Cedarville  in 
charge  of  Miss  Delia  Stuart;  at  Gage  in  the  store  of  J.  B. 
True;  at  the  school  house  at  Germantown  in  charge  of  Miss 
Helen  Johnston;  at  Hurlbut  in  the  store  of  S.  T.  Evans;  at 
Orient  in  the  store  of  J.  N.  Campbell;  at  Palmer  in  the  post 
office  in  charge  of  Miss  Bertha  Palmer;  at  Powell  Valley  in 
the  store  of  A.  B.  Elliott;  at  Rockwood  in  the  store  of  A, 
H.  Bell;  and  at  Sylvan  in  the  store  of  O.  F.  Cooke.  The 
books  for  these  stations  were  sent  out  in  early  October  and 
no  reports  have  yet  been  received.  The  books  chosen  are 
varied  in  subject,  covering  a  wide  range,  but  always  include 
something  about  the  local  industry,  dairying,  market  gard- 
ening, fruit  growing,  whatever  it  may  be;  thirty  books  of 
fiction  are  sent  in  a  box  of  fifty  and  requests  are  asked  for 
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and  carefully  considered.  One  number  of  the  Masters  in 
art  series  is  included  in  each  library  prepared  for  circulation 
like  a  book.  This  file  was  carefully  looked  over  and  the 
numbers  selected  which  contained  pictures  which  would  be 
best  understood  and  appreciated. 

BRIDAI,  VEIL, 

Early  in  January  on  resignation  of  the  librarian  Mr. 
Hardie,  Miss  Marie  Ostrand  was  appointed  in  charge  and  a 
fresh  box  of  fifty  books  placed  in  The  Ostrand,  the  princi- 
ple hotel  of  the  town.  This  box  has  formed  the  basis  of 
the  reading  for  the  year  with  several  changes  of  ten  or  a 
dozen  volumes  at  a  time.  The  books  circulated  211  times. 
Harpei'^8  magazine  was  sent  out  monthly.  A  reading  circle 
of  12  or  15  members  was  organized  w^hich  met  regularly 
during  the  winter  months. 

CORBETT. 

Mr.  G.  H.  Chamberlain  was  in  charge  of  this  station 
during  the  year  and  it  was  a  real  success.  The  statistics  of 
circulation — 177,  are  large,  considering  the  scattered  popu- 
lation and  every  one  in  that  section  of  the  country  knows 
and  appreciates  the  library  even  those  who  live  too  far  away 
to  use  the  books.  On  the  removal  of  Mr.  Chamberlain  some 
miles  away  Mr.  Milton  Saunders,  who  lives  on  the  adjoin- 
ing farm,  volunteered  his  services  and  the  books  were  trans- 
fered  to  his  keeping  in  October.  The  house  is  on  the  road 
to  the  general  store  and  the  post  ofiice  and  central  to  the 
farms  on  the  hills.  In  February  Miss  Fox  held  an  evening 
meeting  in  the  store  and  talked  over  the  fresh  supply  of 
books.     The  Worlds  Work  was  sent  to  this  station  monthly. 

CLEONE. 

This  station  was  formerly  called  Fairview.  The  books 
are  still  in  charge  of  Mr.  H.  M.  Mathewson  and  are  shelved 
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in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  store  and  well  cared  for.  They 
were  drawn  for  home  use  125  times,  but  this  is  no  index  to 
the  number  of  times  they  were  read,  as  the  store  is  practi- 
cally the  reading  room  for  the  district. 

GRESHAM. 

This  station  did  not  meet  with  the  anticipated  success 
because  of  the  difficulty  of  finding  a  librarian  willing  to  give 
his  time  to  it.  The  reading  room  was  somewhat  neglected 
through  the  winter  and  in  May  the  station  was  discontinued 
and  the  books  returned  to  town.  This  fall  through  the 
efforts  of  Mr.  H.  ly.  St,  Clair  and  Mr.  Timothy  Brownhill 
editors  of  the  East  Multnomah  Record,  interest  has  again 
been  awakened.  The  reading  room  was  re-opened  in  Octo- 
ber and  on  November  13th  a  mass  meeting  of  the  citizens 
was  held  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  advisability  of 
establishing  a  club  house  and  a  library.  The  subject  was 
thoroughly  discussed  from  all  points  of  view  but  no  definite 
action  taken.  The  circulation  of  books  during  the  short 
period  the  reading  room  was  open  was  132.  Gresham  is 
tributary  to  a  large  farming  district  and,  as  the  largest  town 
in  that  section  of  the  county,  should  be  the  leading  influence. 
In  the  commendable  ambition  for  the  material  welfare  of 
the  community  the  things  which  make  for  the  higher  life 
should  not  be  forgotten. 

The  books  were  much  appreciated  at  this  station  and 
circulated  279  times.  Owing  to  the  illness  of  Mrs.  Noakes 
who  was  in  charge,  the  station  was  regretfully  discontinued 
in  June. 

HOLBROOK. 

When  the  rural  free  delivery  was  established  in  this 
thinly  settled  district,  making  the  daily  visit  to  the  general 
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store  for  the  mail  unnecessary »  the  books  were  called  for  so 
seldom  that  the  station  was  discontinued.     Circulation  67. 

LENTS. 

Lents  is  one  of  the  most  successful  points  of  distribu- 
tion owing  to  the  fine  spirit  and  constant  interest  of  Mr. 
Arthur  Geisler  who  is  in  charge.  It  was  opened  in  Decem- 
ber 1904  with  50  books,  which  were  increased  to  100  in 
January.  Prom  that  time  weekly  exchanges  have  been 
made  which  have  kept  the  collection  alive  and  attractive. 
Circulation  1,026.  The  iSbien^^  JmeT'ican  was  circulated 
by  request. 

LINNTON. 

This  station  was  discontinued  in  the  early  spring.  Cir- 
culation 50. 

PENINSULAR. 

This  station  was  discontinued  early  in  the  year.  Cir- 
culation 33. 

PLEASANT  VIEW. 

The  books  are  still  in  the  care  of  Mrs.  Wm.  Harding 
and  the  circulation  was  108.  Through  the  spring  and  sum- 
mer there  were  25  books  at  the  station.  These  were  re- 
turned in  the  fall  and  50  sent  out. 

SELLWOOD. 

Early  in  January  a  movement  was  started  by  the  citi- 
zens of  Sell  wood  to  open  a  reading  room  and  make  a  beginn- 
ing toward  a  public  library.  Meetings  were  held,  donations 
were  solicited  and  secured,  a  building  on  Umatilla  avenue, 
formerly  a  store,  rented  and  attractively  furnished  and  the 
ist  of  February  100  books  were  packed  and  ready  for  the 
expressman  who  carried  them  out  as  his  share  in  the  com- 
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mon  enterprise.  About  150  people  crowded  into  the  little 
room  at  the  formal  opening  the  evening  of  February  loth 
and  from  that  day  to  this  the  Sellwood  library  has  been  a 
centre  of  interest  in  the  community.  Another  box  of  books 
making  150  in  all,  was  soon  sent  from  the  main  library. 
The  circulation  has  been  1,217  and  without  doubt  the  sec- 
cess  of  the  year  would  justify  raising  this  station  to  the  dig- 
nity of  a  branch  with  a  settled  and  constantly  increasing  col- 
lection of  books.  The  success  of  the  library  is  due  to  the 
untiring  efforts  of  the  Rev.  D.  A.  Thompson  and  is  the  first 
reading  room  opened  in  any  of  the  country  communities. 
The  librarian,  Miss  Delia  Taylor,  is  at  her  post  every  week 
day  from  4:30  to  6 130  and  in  the  evening  from  7:30  to  9:30. 
Boys  who  had  been  in  the  habit  of  spending  the  evenings 
on  the  street  corners  accepted  the  library  with  pleasing 
promptness  and  have  filled  the  tables  every  evening.  This 
was  the  subject  of  a  friendly  paragraph  in  the  paper  by  the 
local  policeman — his  duties  being  apparently  somewhat 
lightened.  During  May  the  librarian  spent  an  hour  or  two 
weekly  at  this  station  reading  to  an  enthusiastic  group  of 
boys.  Before  adjournment  for  the  summer  a  boy's  club  was 
organized  and  officers  elected.  This  fall  the  group  was 
gathered  together  again  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Skid- 
more.  The  library  hopes  to  initiate  such  work  wherever  [it 
may  be  welcomed,  resigning  it  later  to  some  one  in  the  com- 
munity. The  best  clubs  are  always  neighborhood  clubs  and 
in  these  new  communities  it  is  the  neighborly  spirit  that  it 
is  well  to  encourage.  Mr.  Thompson  arranged  a  course  of 
free  lectures  for  the  Sellwood  library  association;  two  of 
them  have  been  given — on  Browning  and  Lanier  and  were 
largely  attended,  this  library  sending  out  special  lists  and 
books. 
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SOUTH    PORTI^AND. 

A  reading  room  was  formally  opened  at  this  point  in  the 
annex  to  the  Fourth  Presbyterian  church  on  May  31st  with 
Mr.  A.  R.  Spreadborough  in  charge.  A  programme  of 
speeches  and  music  was  given,  100  books  sent  out  by  the 
library  were  in  place,  and  representatives  of  the  library  were 
as  usual  present  to  meet  the  new  members  and  discuss  the 
books  with  them.  The  room  is  well  filled  every  evening 
and  the  circulation  of  191  represents  only  the  weekly  ex- 
changes of  a  few  books  by  the  librarian.  A  course  of  lect- 
ures has  been  arranged  for  this  station,  the  first  one  being 
given  in  December.  This  library  supplemented  as  usual 
with  lists  and  books. 

WEST   PORTLAND. 

This  library  in  charge  of  Mrs.  M.  E.  Paup  is  splendidly 
cared  for.     285  volumes  circulated  during  the  year. 

In  December,  encouraged  by  the  prompt  co-operation 
of  Fire-chief  Campbell,  the  library  offered  small  collections 
of  books  ptoportioned  to  the  number  of  men  to  the  engine 
houses.  The  Fire  boat.  Engine  no.  5  and  Hose  com- 
pany no.  3  immediately  availed  themselves  of  this  oppor- 
tunity. The  books  are  charged  to  the  captain  of  the  com- 
pany who  makes  the  exchanges  himself  when  they  have 
been  sufficiently  read.  The  first  of  the  year  will  doubtless 
see  all  the  engine  houses  supplied  with  good  and  entertain- 
ing literature. 

Readings  for  the  blind,  which  the  library  had  in  mind 
to  establish  this  fall,  have  been  undertaken  by  the  Associa- 
tion of  collegiate  alumnae.  The  library  was  happy  to  do 
the  preliminary  work  of  inquiring  into  the  best  methods  and 
of  securing  the  names  of  the  blind  people  of  the  county. 
Arrangements  will  be  made  with  Mr.  Jones,  superintendent 
of  the  asylum  for  the  blind  at   Salem,   to  borrow  books  in 
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the  embossed  type  which  will  obviate  the  necessity  of  in- 
creasing the  small  collection  of  the  library.  Readings  will 
be  given  weekly  in  the  Patent  room  of  the  library  begin- 
ning with  the  first  of  the  year. 

THE  STAFF. 

The  general  health  of  ^he  staff  has  been  better  this 
year  than  in  any  of  which  there  is  record,  (though  there 
were  four  serious  illnesses,  two  of  which  have  resulted  in 
indefinite  leaves  of  absence);  this  may  be  due  in  part  to  the 
more  comfortable  conditions  for  working. 

Four  resignations  must  be  regretfully  recorded — Miss 
Clendenin,  head  of  the  cataloguing  department,  Miss  Nicho- 
las, Miss  McBride,  and  Miss  Pratt.  Miss  Eleanor  Gleason, 
a  graduate  of  Pratt  library  school,  was  appointed  to  the  posi- 
tion of  head  cataloguer  and  assumed  her  duties  on  Septem- 
ber 1st.  Mrs.  Alice  Jones  formerly  on  the  stafif  kindly  lent 
us  her  services  during  the  busy  days  of  June  and  July  and 
Miss  Burtnett  from  Philadelphia  did  some  special  work  for 
the  circulating  catalogue  from  May  ist  to  July  15th. 

It  was  an  inspiring  summer  to  the  staff  and  both  the 
A.  L.  A.  conference  and  the  Library  of  Congress  exhibit  at 
the  Pair  suggested  lines  of  thought  and  methods  of  work 
not  to  be  discovered  in  the  routine  of  one  library.  During 
the  sessions  of  the  conference  the  library  was  entirely  cared 
for  by  substitutes,  leaving  the  regular  assistants  free  to 
attend  the  meetings,  a  privilege  for  which  they  were  deeply 
grateful. 

An  assistant  of  this  library  was  detailed  at  the  A.  L.  A. 
headquarters  at  the  Hotel  Portland  during  conference  week; 
and  from  July  15th  to  September  15th  an  assistant  was 
placed  in  charge  of  the  Library  of  Congress  exhibit  at  the 
Fair.  That  was  truly  missionary  work  as  the  exhibit  was 
much  visited  and  many  questions  asked  about  the  catalogue 
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and  library  economy  which  only  one  initiated  could  answer. 

Miss  Fox  was  given  a  three  months  leave  of  absence 
beginning  October  ist  and  during  her  trip  south  and  on  the 
Pacific  coast  visited  libraries  and  librarians  whenever  the 
opportunity  offered. 

An  examination  for  assistants  was  held  on  October 
1 2th;  five  of  the  eight  applicants  passed.  A  solution  of  the 
page  problem,  which  is  always  perplexing,  has  been  found 
in  part  in  employing  High  school  boys  during  the  afternoon 
and  evening.  The  difficulty  of  holding  boys  bright  enough 
to  do  the  work  without  prospect  of  advancement  has  seemed 
insuperable.  The  High  school  boys  older,  better  educated 
and  accustomed  to  use  the  library  train  in  quickly  and 
changes  are  not  so  disastrous.  We  are  indebted  to  Miss 
McConnell  for  her  interest  and  co-operation  in  this  matter. 

During  the  winter  the  evening  staff  meetings  were 
devoted  to  the  study  of  the  modem  public  library  move- 
ment somewhat  in  preparation  for  the  conference.     Since 

the  summer  vacation  the  evenings  have  been  given  to  the 
discussion  of  the  weekly  book  list,  perhaps  the  most  practi- 
cal work  that  has  been  undertaken  and  extremely  pleasant. 
In  February  the  staff  listened  with  much  appreciation  to  an 
illustrated  lecture  on   ancient  Rome  given  by  Dr.  Hazzard. 

In  closing  this  report  of  a  singularly  happy  year,  I  wish 
to  express  my  pride  and  confidence  in  our  splendid  corps 
of  assistants.  Interest  in  the  work  is  ever  increasing  as  its 
possibilities  are  recognized  and  each  day  is  regarded  as  an 
opportunity  for  conscientious  and  faithful  service. 

The  unfailing  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  its  constant  thoughtfulness  have  made  the  work  of 
the  year  a  pleasure  not  only  to  myself  but  to  every  member 
of  the  staff.

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President's   Report 

of  the 

Library  Association  of  Portland  for  the  year  ending 

December  27,  1906 

to    the    members    of   the  library  association  of 
Porti^and: 

Our  honored  president,  Mr.  C.  A.  Dolph,  being  absent 
on  account  of  serious  sickness,  the  duty  falls  upon  me  of 
presenting  the  forty-third  report: 

This  is  the  fifth  year  of  the  existing  contract  with  the 
City  and  County,  by  this  Association,  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Public  Library.  The  Directors  are  receiving  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  City  council  and  County  board 
in  their  greatly  increasing  responsibilities.  Full  reports  of 
the  year  have  been  furnished  them  as  required  by  law,  and 
the  tax  levy  lately  made  of  one-eighth  of  one  mill,  as  sug- 
gested by  the  Finance  committee  of  our  Board,  may  be  re- 
garded as  an  evidence  of  public  confidence  and  of  a  wide- 
spreading  desire  for  the  furtherance  of  library  uses  in  this 
community.  The  library  tax  of  last  year  (one-tenth  of  one 
mill)  amounted  to  $26,913.  The  estimate  of  the  Finance 
committee  of  the  sum  to  be  received  for  the  current  year, 
one-eighth  of  one  mill,  is  approximately  $40,000. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements for  the  year  1906,  and  of  the  existing  irreducible 
fund.  The  Treasurer's  report  is  referred  to  for  a  particular 
account  of  the  investments,  income  and  expenditures  of 

the  year.

quality  of  work  which  can  be  done  by  an  institution  ''that 
has  a  soul" — one  whose  executive  head  and  assistants  are 
inspired  by  a  great  purpose  and  who  are  co-operant  with 
each  other  and  with  the  Directors  for  the  accomplishment 
of  this  purpose  by  the  best  means. 

This  is  the  first  year  of  complete  occupancy  of  this 
building  in  every  part.  The  Ella  M.  Smith  memorial 
room,  with  the  John  Wilson  reference  library;  the  Depart- 
ment of  books  of  art;  the  Periodical  room  and  the  Chil- 
dren's room  have  indefinitely  extended  the  comfort  of 
readers  and  the  uses  of  books. 

The  Librarian's  report,  besides  furnishing  the  statis- 
tics of  attendance  and  circulation,  refers  to  versatile  methods 
of  attracting  readers  and  assisting  students;  recounts  the 
work  in  schools,  in  stations,  in  lecture  classes,  in  special  ex- 
hibits; gives  details  of  the  work  in  the  Children's  depart- 
ment and  throughout  the  county;  notes  the  efforts  to 
promote  everywhere  the  reading  of  the  best  books,  and  the 
endeavor  to  instruct  people  in  true  methods  of  using  refer- 
ence libraries  and  technical  books.  As  an  evidence,  at  least 
externally,  of  the  response  of  the  public  to  these  efforts,  we 
may  note  that  the  present  card  membership  is  15,000  (with 
4,441  new  names),  attendance  in  all  departments  is  317,473, 
an  increase  of  33,000;  circulation  of  books  217,743,  being 
an  increase  of  23  per  cent.  There  have  been  7,807  books 
added  to  the  Librrry,  making  55,137  volumes,  or  including 
public  documents  and  school  copies,  a  total  of  60,645.  ^^^ 
additions  have  been  fully  catalogued. 

BRANCH  LIBRARIES. 

Ever  since  the  Public  library  work  has  been  under- 
taken, the  Directors  have  been  looking  forward  to  the  time 
when  branch  libraries  would  be  needed  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  members  and  carry  out  the  educational  and  cul- 
tural influences  of  good  books.      Our  endeavor  up  to  this 
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time  has  bten  chiefly  to  provide  full  and  attractive  facilities 
in  the  main  library,  to  meet  the  just  demands  of  the  distant 
suburbs  by  assisting  voluntary  efforts  for  reading  rooms; 
and  in  the  county  outside  the  city  limits  to  arrange  stations 
of  which  there  are  now  28,  for  delivery  and  circulation  of 
books.  In  this  way  13,356  books  were  circulated  last  year. 
Add  the  county  school  work,  through  which  over  13,000 
books  were  read. 

With  the  year  1907,  encouraged  by  the  public  confi- 
dence, and  urged  forward  by  the  increasing  need,  the  Board 
is  initiating  plans  for  at  least  three  branch  libraries.  A 
most  deserving  and  useful  library  and  reading  room,  work 
of  volunteers,  in  Sellwood  has  been  taken  over  by  us  as  the 
basis  for  the  first  fully  equipped  branch. 

Some  of  the  public  spirited  citizens  of  the  East  side 
central  district  have  been  in  communication  with  this  Board, 
and  as  a  result  they  are  moving  in  the  matter  of  obtaining 
grounds,  by  gift  or  purchase,  upon  which,  if  the  land  is 
deeded  to  this  Association  for  public  library  uses,  the  Di- 
rectors will  engage  by  private  subscriptions  to  erect  an 
adequate  building,  and  a  branch  library  and  reading  room 
will  be  fully  equipped  with  books,  periodicals  and  librarian 
to  be  maintained  from  the  public  tax  and  the  Association's 
funds.  This  is  a  notable  step  in  the  way  of  library  exten- 
sion for  the  city,  and  will  supply  a  new  center  of  civic  life 
for  the  eastern  part.  If  a  corresponding  interest  arises  in 
the  Albina  district,  another  branch  will  be  opened  there. 
The  Directors  and  Librarian  feel  that  if  these  branches  can 
be  successfully  set  on  foot  this  year,  the  usefulness  of  the 
main  library  will  be  increased,  and  added  benefits  will  be 
conferred  upon  several  thousands,  especially  of  the  younger 
generation,  in  the  sections  of  the  community  concerned. 

In  conclusion,  I  l)eg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Association  to  the  broad  principles  upon  which 
public  library  work  is  now  placed,  and  which  constitutes  iu 
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the  minds  of  enlightened  patriots  its  paramount  importance. 
While  the  ability  to  read  is  widely  di£Fused  through  schools 
and  the  public  press,  the  vast  majority  of  our  citizens  stand 
in  need  of  some  directing  power  to  aid  them  in  the  knowl- 
edge of  good  literature,  and  in  forming  the  habit  of  using 
books  as  well  as  of  discriminating  against  what  is  worthless 
and  bad.  A  generation  ago  the  institutional  library  was 
useful  mainly  as  a  repository  of  books  for  special  students, 
or  the  gratification  of  people  of  leisure.  Since  1876,  when 
the  American  Library  Association  was  organized  at  Phila- 
delphia, the  public  library  is  becoming  everywhere  an  edu- 
cator and  inspirer  for  the  whole  community.  The  noblest 
edifice  at  Washington  city  is  the  Library  of  Congress,  un- 
dertaken in  the  first  instance  as  a  congressmen's  book- 
preserve,  but  now  expanded  to  be  the  Nation's  library, 
through  which  the  work  of  library  extension  is  being  fos- 
tered and  aided  all  over  the  land. 

The  public  library  of  a  city  attracts  school  children  and 
teachers,  artisans  and  their  employers,  students  in  history 
and  civics,  classes  in  literature  and  art.  It  welcomes  the 
stranger,  the  foreigner  and  the  transient  as  well  as  the  edu- 
cated, and  hospitably  offers  to  all,  at  once  the  liberty  of 
knowledge  and  culture,  the  perspective  of  the  human  mind, 
and  skilled,  sympathetic  direction  along  every  channel  of 
life.  Such  an  institution  is  the  natural  ally  of  home  and 
school,  supplementing  their  work  and  that  of  the  church. 
It  is  'a  moral  force  second  to  none  in  its  possibilities  of  sug- 
gestion and  guidance.  It  is  powerful  by  its  exclusions,  for 
there  are  hosts  of  books  and  publications  spread  abroad 
whose  tendency  is  injurious,  which  it  is  the  library's  voca- 
tion, both  to  discriminate  against  and  to  lessen  their  bad 
influence  by  providing  an  abundance  of  the  best  literature 
in  attractive  form. 

Your  Directors  in  thus  placing  before  you  their  year's 
work  and  plans  are  confident  of  your  continued  co-operation 
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as  members  of  the  Association,  and  of  the  sympathy  of  the 
entire  community  in  further  amplifying  the  uses  of  this 
institution  which  was  founded  by  the  foresight  and  gener- 
osity of  individuals,  and  is  now  sustained  for  the  benefit  of 
the  whole  people.  Respectfully

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Report   of  the   Librarian 

To  THE  Directors — 

Gentlemen  : — Herewith  I  beg  to  submit  my  fifth 
annual  report  detailing  the  work  of  the  Library  Association 
of  Portland  for  its  forty-third  year. 

The  Library  may  be  compared  to  that  happy  nation 
that  makes  no  history,  for  the  work  during  the  past  year, 
though  increasing  in  volume,  has  been  uneventful. 

It  is  the  first  full  year  that  the  Library  has  occupied 
the  whole  building,  and  appreciation  of  the  spacious  at- 
tractive rooms  and  added  comforts  is  proved  by  an  increase 
in  the  circulation  of  books  drawn  for  home  use  of  about  23 
per  cent,  and  the  use  of  the  Library  in  other  directions  has 
grown  in  like  measure.

Twenty-one  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-three 
more  books  were  drawn  for  home  use  from  this  department 
than  in  1905,  Much  of  this  increase  is  due  to  the  special 
efforts  made  by  this  department  to  bring  the  resources  of 
the  Library  to  the  notice  of  its  patrons.  Lists  of  new  books 
have  been  published  in  the  daily  press,  notices  of  books  re- 
ceived mailed  to  those  specially  interested,  selected  lists  on 
specified  subjects  sent  to  clubs,   business  houses,   lectures, 
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factories,  teachers,  etc.,  and  the  head  of  the  department 
has  made  personal  visits  to  the  schools,  to  the  department 
stores,  to  the  telegraph  and  messenger  offices  and  similar 
places  where  groups  of  young  people  could  be  reached. 

In  an  open  shelf  library,  good  books  are  often  neg- 
lected or  forgotten  because  of  the  very  multitude.  For  this 
reason  groups  of  books  from  time  to  time  have  been  taken 
from  the  shelves  and  placed  where  they  would  be  easy  of 
access,  and  attention  called  to  them  by  bulletin  or  list. 

The  quality  of  the  reading  has  not  deteriorated  with  the 
increased  quantity ;  the  per  cent  of  fiction  read  is  now  but 
60,  and  while  the  reading  of  good  fiction  is  not  to  be  de- 
precated, it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  efforts  the  Li- 
brary has  been  making  to  supply  books  which  meet  the 
needs  of  students  and  which  aid  the  workers  of  the  com- 
munity have  been  fairly  successful. 

The  relations  with  both  city  and  county  teachers  have 
been  drawn  closer  during  the  year  with  mutual  benefit. 
Teacher's  cards  are  no  longer  used  in  this  department,  as 
they  are  unnecessary  under  the  ruling  that  an  unlimited 
number  of  books  can  be  drawn  on  the  non-fiction  card. 

With  an  Intermediate  department  in  mind,  the  experi- 
ment has  been  tried  of  placing  in  the  west  alcove  a  few 
books  including  fiction  and  all  classes  suitable  to  the  young 
people  just  graduated  from  the  Children's  room.  When  the 
children  are  transferred  to  the  main  department,  they  are 
met  by  the  head  of  the  department,  who  explains  to  them 
the  arrangement  of  the  room  and  the  use  of  the  catalogue. 
They  are  then  introduced  to  these  special  shelves,  where 
among  many  new  books  they  find  old  favorites  which  helps 
to  establish  confidence  and  good  fellowship.  A  special  effort 
has  been  made  to  secure  attractive  editions  of  the  standard 
authors,  as  appearance  counts  so  largely  with  young  people. 
This  is  a  promising  field  for  future  development  and  should 
not  be  neglected  during  the  coming  year. 
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The  I^ibrary  was  closed  for  two  days  during  December 
for  the  purpose  of  inventory;  357  books  were  found  missing 
from  the  shelves.  Fortunately,  among  these  there  is  none 
of  value,  and  past  experience  proves  that  all  these  volumes 
are  not  irretrievably  lost  or  stolen.  Many  are  borrowed  by 
careless  or  indi£Eerent  people  and  taken  from  the  Library 
without  a  charge  being  made  at  the  desk,  to  be  returned 
later  in  the  same  irresponsible  way.  This,  however,  is  not 
an  excuse  but  an  explanation,  and  it  is  a  matter  to  deplore 
that  the  experience  of  the  Portland  library  parallels  that  of 
other  public  libraries.  In  spite  of  constant  supervision, 
books  will  be  taken  and  the  fact  must  be  faced.  It  brings 
up  the  question  always  open  to  discussion,  of  closing  the 
shelves  of  the  Library  to  the  public,  but  the  greatest  good 
of  the  greatest  number  ought  to  prevail  and  there  is  no 
question  of  doubt  but  that  access  to  the  books  themselves 
increases  a  library's  usefulness  and  value  to  its  patrons 
many  fold.

No  new  lines  of  work  were  undertaken  in  this  depart- 
ment during  the  year,  but  those  already  begun  have  been 
developed  and  placed  upon  a  more  permanent  basis. 

While  the  attendance  increased  nearly  6,000  over  the 
previous  year,  the  number  of  books  brought  from  other  de- 
partments and  the  number  of  questions  requiring  research 
answered,  has  noticeably  diminished.  This  is  due  to  the 
ease  with  which  books  may  be  found  upon  the  shelves  in 
the  new  Reference  room  enabling  students  to  work  out  their 
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own  problems.  In  addition  to  those  engaged  in  serious 
study,  there  is  not  an  hour  in  the  day  but  there  may  be 
found  men  and  women  browsing  among  the  shelves  or  ab- 
sorbed in  a  book  in  some  quiet  alcove,  proving  that  in  this 
tumultuous  modem  life  the  pleasant  habit  of  leisurely  des- 
ultory reading  is  not  quite  extinct.  Fortunate  is  the  public 
library  whose  reference  shelves  contain  such  a  wealth  of 
good  books  for  general  reading  as  the  Wilson  collection 
offers. 

The  department  has  prepared  lists  and  gathered  mate- 
rial for  fourteen  women's  clubs;  the  collection  of  club  pro- 
grams and  outlines  of  study  begun  last  year  has  been  added 
to  and  is  invaluable  in  this  work.  Of  the  reading  lists  that 
have  been  made,  the  most  important  have  been  the  following: 

History  of  music  to  the  time  of  Bach. 

Tramp  problem. 

French  Gothic  architecture. 

Great  inventions  and  discoveries  of  the  19th  century.

Twenty-four  lectures  have  been  given  during  the  year 
to  the  entering  classes  of  the  High  school,  with  an  attend- 
ance of  588.  The  Reference  librarian  has  met  twice  with 
each  class,  first  at  the  school  and  then  in  the  library. 
The  teachers  have  co-operated  most  heartily  in  this  effort 
and  as  the  attendance  is  purely  voluntary,  the  talks  being 
given  after  school  hours,  their  interest  is  indispensable. 

The  Library,  however,  is  handicapped  in  its  efforts  to 
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reach  the  young  people  in  the  high  schools  until  systematic 
instruction  in  the  use  of  the  Library  an<)  of  the  most  com- 
mon reference  books  is  included  in  the  English  course. 
This  is  not  an  original  idea  nor  a  radical  suggestion,  as  the 
value  of  such  instruction  has  been  recognized  for  years  in 
many  high  schools  throughout  the  country. 

In  December  a  Round  table  for  teachers  for  the  discus- 
sion of  library  usage  was  instituted.  Twenty-eight  re- 
sponded to  the  invitation  and  will  meet  weekly  throughout 
the  winter. 

The  Reference  librarian  has  also  given  a  talk  before 
the  Home  training  association  on  the  **IieUUion  of  the  School 
cmA  the  Library, " 

In  this  part  of  the  country  where  there  are  no  special 
scientific  libraries,  the  demand  for  certain  technical  infor- 
mation is  often  very  urgent.  To  meet  this,  every  effort  has 
been  made  not  only  to  purchase  the  best  and  latest  books  on 
all  the  applied  arts  and  to  add  to  the  file  of  technical  mag- 
azines, but  to  index  carefully  the  engineering  periodicals 
and  to  increase  the  collections  of  trade  catalogues  and  arch- 
itectural plates.  This  last  collection  arranged  according  to 
the  plan  of  the  Avery  library  of  Columbia  university,  is 
exceedingly  useful  and  is  growing  in  value.  Two  technical 
bulletins  have  been  issued  to  manufacturers,  engineers  and 
architects,  giving  information  of  new  material  available. 

The  exhibit  on  Illumination  installed  the  first  of  the 
year  remained  in  place  until  early  spring.  Two  talks  were 
given  by  the  Reference  librarian  on  the  subject  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Art  class. 

An  exhibit  on  the  Development  of  the  book  followed, 
i^'hich  included  casts  of  Assyrian  and  Babylonian  tablets, 
papyrus  of  Egypt,  vellum  rolls  of  Greece  and  Rome,  man- 
uscripts, block  books,  image  prints  and  the  book  printed 
with  movable  type. 

The  success  of  these  exhibits  suggested  a  series  on  the 
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practical  side  of  book-making:  This  will  include  paper- 
making,  printing  and  binding.  The  first  of  the  series  on 
paper-making  proved  even  more  popular  than  the  historical 
exhibits  and  attracted  many  visitors  daily.  Illustrations 
were  given  of  primitive  methods  of  the  manufacture  of 
paper  in  Japan  and  also  of  machine-made  products.  The 
Library  is  especially  indebted  to  the  Japan  paper  compcmy 
of  New  York  for  a  fine  collection  of  Japanese,  Chinese  and 
European  hand-made  papers,  and  to  the  Pacific  paper  com- 
pany of  Portland  for  examples  of  the  machine-made  product. 
An  effort  was  made  the  first  of  the  year  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Reference  librarian  to  initiate  readings  for 
the  blind.  Through  the  Census  department  in  Washington 
and  the  county  records,  thirty  blind  people  were  found 
living  in  Multnomah  county.  Arrangements  were  made  to 
borrow  books  for  their  use  from  the  Blind  institute  at  Salem, 
and  the  Patent  room  of  the  library  was  offered  for  their 
meetings.  The  work  was  then  turned  over  to  the  Associ- 
ation of  Collegiate  alumnae.  No  report  has  been  received 
of  the  success  of  their  labors.

The  attendance  in  this  room  is  over  12,000  greater  than 
in  the  preceding  year.  Every  available  chair  is  often  oc- 
cupied at  the  noon  hour  and  through  the  afternoons.  Re- 
quest cards  are  kept  at  the  desk  and  suggestions  for  the 
addition  of  new  periodicals  and  papers  are  always  carefully 
considered. 

During  the  year  the  following  periodicals  were  added 
to  the  list:  Advertising  sense;  Trans- American  institute  of 
electrical  engineers;  Book   review   digest;    Christian  Bn- 
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deavor  world;  Elementary  school  teacher;  Everybody's; 
Geographical  journal;  Marine  engineer;  Journal  of  political 
economy;  Keith's  magazine.  Motor  age;  National  civic 
federation  review;  Zigzag;  Street  railway  journal;  Sunday 
school  times;  Rassegna  d'arte. 

A  table  has  been  added  to  the  Periodical  room  upon 
which  may  be  found  some  of  the  timely  pamphlets  issued 
by  the  U.  S.  departments  of  commerce,  of  education  and  of 
agriculture.  Other  pamphlets  upon  questions  of  the  day 
are  also  placed  there  from  time  to  time.  This  addition  to 
the  equipment  of  the  room  promises  to  be  exceedingly 
useful.

The  membership  in  this  room  has  not  increased  largely 
during  the  year,  but  over  5,600  more  books  were  drawn  for 
home  use  showing  a  live  and  active  constituency. 

The  story  hour  has  been  continued  throughout  the 
Fridays  of  the  year  and  special  stories  told  on  special  days. 
A  **Trip  around  the  world"  occupied  the  early  months 
and  increased  noticeably  the  reading  of  travel  and  history, 
and  during  the  autunm  a  series  of  stories  on  Oregon  trees 
were  told  illustrated  by  special  pictures  and  by  boughs  and 
cones  brought  by  the  children. 

The  annual  Christmas  book  exhibit  brought  to  the 
Children's  room  many  interested  in  beautiful  books,  as 
well  as  the  fathers  and  mothers,  brothers  and  sisters  who 
came  for  practical  suggestions.  Of  the  volumes  shown  many 
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were  simply  fresh  attractive  copies  of  the  old  standard 
children's  books. 

A  glance  into  this  department  on  a  busy  Saturday 
would  give  added  proof  that  the  bond  between  the  public 
schools  and  the  Library  is  steadily  growing  stronger.  One 
hundred  and  sixty-nine  teacher's  cards  have  been  issued 
since  September  first  and  the  use  of  these  cards  upon  which 
are  drawn  mounted  pictures  and  juvenile  books  for  school 
use,  has  increased  57  per  cent. 

The  Library  has  deemed  it  a  privilege  to  send  class- 
room libraries  to  eight  of  the  city  schools  this  year — Mon- 
tavilla,  Mt.  Tabor,  South  ML  Tabor,  Woodlawn,  Glencoe, 
Woodstock,  Pulton  Park  and  Arleta.  These  schools  are 
situated  in  the  suburbs  and  the  pupils  are  practically  cut  off 
from  the  Library  by  the  distance.  Requests  for  these  books 
came  partly  from  the  teachers  and  partly  from  the  parents 
of  the  children.  Permission  was  asked  of  the  Board  of  educa- 

■ 

tion,  by  the  Librarian,  at  their  meeting  on  January  io«.h 
and  formally  granted.  Statistics  of  the  use  of  these  libraries 
will  be  given  in  the  next  report. 

The  number  of  volumes  in  the  school  collection  during 
1905-6  was  about  2,100;  these  were  distributed  among  the 
county  schools  according  to  size  and  grade,  the  larger 
schools  receiving  class-room  libraries.  The  increase  in  the 
circulation  of  over  4,000  volumes  during  the  school  year  is 
due  both  to  the  greater  appreciation  and  sympathy  on  the 
part  of  the  teachers  and  to  the  visits  of  the  children 's  li- 
brarian to  the  schools  where  time  was  always  gladly  al- 
lowed for  a  talk  with  the  children.  Then  the  books  could 
be  discussed,  their  special  charm  suggested,  and  after  the 
way  was  pointed  the  neglected  volume  often  became  the 
most  popular  in  the  collection.  Twenty-five  county  schools 
were  visited  during  the  year,  and  twenty-one  city  schools, 
a  visit  to  a  school  often  involving  as  many  as  ten  separate 
talks. 
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In  November  the  Children's  librarian  gave  a  talk  be- 
fore the  Principal's  association  of  the  city  on  the  Model 
school  library.  Perhaps  as  a  direct  result  of  this  a  list  of 
three  hundred  titles  was  made  for  the  library  of  the  HoUaday 
school,  and  at  the  request  of  Prof.  Thomas  of  the  Stephens 
school  that  library  of  about  i,ooo  volumes  was  carefully 
examined  and  weeded  out. 

The  Children's  department  and  the  County  department 
combine  to  furnish  library  news  for  the  monthly  issue  of  the 
new  periodical  called  the  bckool  amd  Iiome,  published  by 
the  County  teacher's  club. 

The  Children's  librarian  was  granted  a» leave  of  absence 
of  a  week  in  July  to  deliver  lectures  upon  children's  work 
at  the  Summer  library  school  conducted  by  the  Oregon 
library  commission  at  Eugene.

This  department  has  more  than  held  its  own  during 
the  year  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  with  the  exception  of  the 
head  of  the  department,  the  personnel  of  the  cataloguing 
staff  has  entirely  changed  since  December  1905.  For  the 
most  part,  however,  there  have  been  sufficient  workers. 

In  the  constant  change  of  staff  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  complete  the  much  needed  catalogue  for  the  Circulating 
department,  but  if  there  are  no  more  unforeseen  delays, 
according  to  the  present  rate  of  speed  it  should  be  finished 
by  the  end  of  February. 

Early  in  the  year  1,500  books  were  purchased  and 
called  *' Duplicate  collection"  for  use  in  the  county  stations. 
These  were  shelf  listed  on  jq  size  cards,  one  book  to  a  card, 
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in  order  that  the  same  card  might  be  used  for  charging  to 
the  station. 

Peeling  that  the  children's  catalogue  would  be  more 
practical  if  made  entirely  by  someone  in  immediate  contact 
with  both  the  children  and  their  books,  the  classifying  and 
cataloguing  have  been  placed  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the 
first  assistant  in  the  Children's  room.  The  plan  has  worked 
admirably  and  the  results  have  been  most  satisfactory.

There  have  been  no  unusual  purchases  during  the  year. 
A  larger  per  cent  than  formerly  of  the  book  fund  has  been 
spent  upon  books  on  the  applied  arts  with  good  results. 
Practically  all  of  the  books  listed  in  the  A.  L.  A.  catalogue 
have  been  added  to  the  library.  The  library  is  now  upon 
a  good  working  basis  with  its  collection  fairly  well  rounded. 
During  the  coming  year  an  effort  should  be  made  to  build 
up  a  representative  collection  of  books  in  the  foreign 
languages.  The  few  the  library  now  owns  are  used  so 
constantly  as  to  warrant  this.  -More  books  in  French, 
Italian,  Spanish  and  German  should  be  added  for  students 
in  these  languages,  and  books  in  Finnish,  Norwegian  and 
Swedish  for  the  benefit  of  the  foreign  elements  in  the 
community. 

The  discarded  books  have  been  sent  through  the  sheriff 
to  the  city  jail  where  shelves  have  been  arranged  for  their 
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accommodation.  In  time  the  jail  will  acqnire  by  this  means 
a  useful  and  readable  library,  though  perhaps  not  preposs- 
ing  in  appearance. 

GIFTS. 

The  most  valuable  gift  made  to  the  library  during  the 
year  has  been  the  set  of  AvdiUxm^s  Birds  in  the  original 
edition,  presented  by  Mrs.  W.  S.  Ladd.  This  monumental 
work  was  published  in  1832-3  in  a  limited  edition  and  the 
few  copies  owned  in  America  are  all  in  the  care  of  libraries 
or  learned  institutions.  The  beauty  of  the  work  and  its 
great  value  make  it  a  precious  addition  to  the  treasures  of 
the  library,  and  no  books  added  have  ever  met  with  more 
appreciation  and  admiration  from  the  library  visitors. 

Miss  Mary  P.  Failing  has  added  several  fine  books  to 
the  art  department  during  the  year,  noticeably  Belcher  & 
McCartney's  Later  renaissance  architecture  in  England; 
L'oeuvre  de  Corot,  by  Alfred  Robaut;  Rooses'  Dtdtch 
painters  of  the  nineteenth  century;  Geschichte  des  Japanis- 
chen  farhenholz,  by  Seidlitz;  Maud  Cruttweirs  Lu/ca  and 
Andrea  della  Bobbia  and  their  successors;  and  Historic  de 
J.  McN.  Whistler  et  de  son  oeuvre,  by  Theddore  Buret. 

Mr.  T.  K.  Muir  has  presented  valuable  books  on  en- 
gineering; the  Socialist  party  has  given  ten  volumes  bearing 
on  that  question;  the  Christian  science  publication  com- 
mittee twelve  volumes  of  their  works  and  the  Oregon 
medical  society  1 1 1  volumes. 

The  Library  has  received  from  individuals,  universities, 
colleges,  schools  and  other  institutions,  from  libraries,  pub- 
lishers and  firms  and  from  the  various  departments  of  the 
U.  S.  government  818  bound  volumes,  125  current  period- 
icals, 224  library  bulletins  and  1,466  pamphlets,  a  total  of 
2,633. 

The  Library  is  indebted  to  the  daily  papers  for  space 
given  for  book  lists  and  notices.  A  list  of  individual  donors 
to  the  library  is  appended  to  this  report.

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  extension  work  was 
created  a  department  and  Miss  Nelly  Pox  appointed  its 
head.  This  change  is  amply  justified  by  the  results  of  the 
year's  work.  The  circulation  of  books  from  the  stations 
increased  from  3,955  to  13,358,  for  in  no  department  of 
library  service  does  personal  contact  with  the  readers  count 
so  largely.  The  head  of  the  department  made  86  visits  in 
all,  covering  the  entire  county,  visiting  every  station  several 
times  and  making  acquaintance  with  the  families  living  in 
every  section.  The  volunteer  service  at  the  stations  has 
been  supplemented  as  far  as  possible  by  these  visits  when  in- 
formal talks  on  books  and  on  reading  in  general  were  given 
whenever  opportunity  afforded,  and  by  annotated  lists  dis- 
tributed with  the  new  books. 

In  May  a  circular  letter  was  sent  to  the  secretaries  of 
the  different  Granges  in  the  county,  enclosing  a  list  of  the 
deposit  stations  to  be  posted  in  the  Grange  halls  and  asking 
their  cooperation  in  making  these  stations  useful  to  Grange 
members.  This  met  with  the  most  cordial  response,  new 
stations  were  established  in  connection  with  the  Granges  at 

Woodlawn  and  Pleasant  Valley,  and  perhaps  the  best  means 
for  closer  acquaintance  with  the  county  people  has  come 
through  membership  in  the  Grange,  which  has  enabled  the 
head  of  the  department  to  attend  meetings  all  over  the 
county  and  to  meet  the  farmers  and  their  families  socially 
as  well  as  formally  from  the  platform.  These  meetings  and 
others  of  like  nature  have  afforded  the  opportunity  of 
learning  the  conditions  in  different  sections,  and  have  often- 
times been  the  means  of  interesting  people  to  whom  books 
are  neither  a  habit  nor  a  necessity;    they   are  always  fol-

lowed  by  many  applications  for  library  membership,  and 
what  is  even  more  satisfactory  by  visits  to  the  library  in 
turn  by  county  members  in  search  of  information  on  practi- 
cal subjects  or  with  suggestions  for  books  to  be  included  in 
the  next  box.  To  carry  a  small  portion  of  the  library  out 
into  the  county  is  the  main  function  of  this  department,  but 
no  small  service  may  be  rendered  by  leading  the  county 
members  to  make  use  of  the  larger  resources  of  the  main 
library. 

In  connection  with  the  work  of  these  most  useful 
societies,  the  collections  of  books  may  be  made  of  great 
value  to  the  practical  farmer  and  may  be  a  resource  and  aid 
to  the  Grange  lecturer  in  preparing  the  monthly  program. 

About  1,500  books  have  been  purchased  for  this  de- 
partment during  the  year,  a  small  collection  supplemented 
with  bound  numbers  of  the  Farmer^s  bulletins,  and  Mas- 
ters  in  art  and  other  bound  magazines.  In  compiling 
this  list  books  were  chosen  that  would  appeal  to  the  general 
reader,  stirring  accounts  of  travel  and  adventure,  readable 
biographies  and  histories  and  simple  books  of  science.  A 
careful  selection  was  made  of  useful  handbooks  pertaining 
to  the  industries  of  the  county,  farming,  fruit  growing,  stock 
raising,  etc.;  and  books  on  domestic  economy,  cooking, 
rug  making  and  kindred  subjects  of  interest  to  women  on 
the  farms  were  included.  In  choosing  the  fiction,  prefer- 
ence was  given  to  the  old  standard  novels,  only  the  best  of 
the  new  books  being  considered. 

The  publications  of  the  U.  S.  department  of  agriculture 
that  are  of  practical  value  in  this  section  have  been  bound 
in  appropriate  groups  for  circulation,  and  lists  of  these  are 
posted  in  the  Grange  halls.  At  the  request  of  Mrs.  Waldo, 
state  grange  lecturer,  a  reference  list  upon  the  question  of 
utilizing  prison  labor  in  the  manufacture  of  grain  sacks  was 
compiled  for  the  use  of  interested  farmers. 

Fifty-three   boxes  were  packed   and  sent  to  stations 
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during  the  year  and  113  boxes  exchanged.  A  group  of  six 
or  eight  books  on  some  special  country  or  epoch  has  been 
included  in  each  collection,  thus  affording  a  simple  course 
of  reading  to  those  who  might  be  interested.  The  new 
book-mark,  Op  interest  to  parmbrs,  made  an  attractive 
addition  f.o  the  boxes. 

At  each  station  is  now  posted  a  public  library  sign  that 
cannot  fail  to  be  seen  by  persons  passing  on  the  road,  thus 
advertising  the  station  to  those  living  nearby  and  suggest- 
ing similar  possibilities  to  those  living  in  other  sections.

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The  reading  room  at  Gresham  has  moved  to  new 
quarters  next  the  post-office  and  is  now  open  three  evenings 
in  the  week  and  Saturday  and  Sunday  afternoons.  Miss  A. 
B.  Culey,  the  present  custodian,  is  most  conscientious  in  her 
efforts  to  make  the  reading  room  a  center  of  interest  in  the 
community. 

The  South  Portland  reading  room  has  been  refurnished 
and  now  presents  a  most  attractive  and  inviting  appearance. 
The  reception  following  the  lecture  on  the  evening  of 
December  4th  was  well  attended,  and  the  success  of  the 
reading  room  is  assured  by  the  increase  in  daily  attendance 
and  in  membership.  An  excellent  course  of  lectures  is 
being  given  under  the  auspices  of  the  South  Portland 
Library  Association. 

At  Sellwood  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thompson  has  been  untiring 
in  his  devotion  to  the  library  cause,  but  the  reading  room 
though  opened  regularly  and  supplied  with  frequent 
changes  of  books  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  growth  of  the 
town  in  other  directions.  A  course  of  lectures  is  being 
given  in  connection  with  this  Library  association. 

Seven  picture  bulletins  have  been  sent  to  these  reading 
rooms  during  the  year  and  whenever  practical,  special  lists 
and  books  of  interest  for  those  attending  the  lectures. 

Eight  fire  companies  have  availed  themselves  of  the 
privilege  of  library  membership,  and  make  exchanges  of 
books  regularly. 

Though  it  is  encouraging  to  note  the  growth  in  this 
department  as  shown  by  statistics,  the  actual  result  of  the 
year's  work  cannot  be  told  by  figures.  This  is  particularly 
true  of  the  circulation  when  the  book  is  charged  at  the 
station,  and  one  stamping  may  represent  the  reading  of  a 
whole  family  of  six  or  eight  persons.  At  Brooks,  Corbett 
and  Rockwood  no  record  was  kept  of  the  use  of  the  books 
though  many  of  them  were  well  read. 

The  station   service   is  voluntary   and  the  Library  is 
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greatly  indebted  to  the  custodians,  all  of  them  busy  people, 
for  the  almost  universal  care  given  to  the  books  in  their 
charge.  They  are  benefactors  indeed  to  the  districts 
which  they  serve  and  must  find  their  reward  in  that  highest 
happiness  which  comes  in  giving  true  pleasure  to  others. 

The  review  of  the  year's  work  in  this  department  is 
most  encouraging,  not  for  what  has  been  done  but  for  what 
may  be  done.  This  is  but  the  beginning,  for  until  this 
year  it  has  not  been  possible  to  do  more  than  to  select  books 
and  send  them  to  the  stations.  In  the  county  there  are 
many  foreigners  and  many  people  with  whom  reading  is 
not  a  habit;  to  them  books  without  personal  guidance  and 
suggestion  are  very  like  a  locked  treasure  to  which  they 
hold  no  key.  The  grateful  response  that  has  followed  every 
attempt  to  arouse  an  interest  in  good  reading  is  full  of  in- 
spiration and  the  closing  days  of  the  year  are  rich  with 
promise  for  greater  development  in  the  future.  The 
increased  funds  allowed  the  Library  the  coming  year  will 
warrant  the  beginning  of  branch  library  service  to  which 
this  small  beginning  points  the  road  to  success. 

THE  STAFF. 

Seven  resignations  must  be  regretfully  recorded  during 
the  past  year,  Miss  Cross,  Mrs.  Stallings,  Miss  Goetzman, 
Miss  MacRae,  Miss  Calif,  Miss  Catlin  and  Miss  Wentworth. 

Two  examinations  for  assistants  were  held,  one  on 
February  first  at  which  time  two  passed,  one  on  September 
1 8th  when  three  candidates  were  successful. 

The  problem  of  service  is  one  of  the  most  serious  the 
Library  faces  and  must  continue  so  until  it  is  possible  to 
give  to  the  general  assistants  a  salary  which  is  commen- 
surate with  the  standard  insisted  upon. 

In  addition  to  her  vacation  and  the  time  to  attend  the 
A.  L.  A.  conference  always  generously  allowed  by  the 
Board,  the  Librarian  was  granted  a  three-months*  leave  of 
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absence  for  a  trip  to  Europe.  After  five  years  of  close 
work,  this  opportunity  for  that  most  salutary  means  of  rest, 
complete  change  of  thought  and  scene,  was  deeply  appre- 
ciated. Miss  Gleason  was  acting  librarian  during  this 
period  and  filled  the  position  with  judgment  and  tact. 

Miss  Bockwood  and  Miss  Millard  were  given  two 
months'  leave  of  absence  in  the  summer,  during  which  time 
Miss  Rockwood  investigated  reference  room  methods  in  all 
the  principal  libraries  in  the  east,  and  Miss  Millard  visited 
over  forty  children's  libraries.  Miss  Reed  was  granted  a 
four  months'  leave  in  October  and  is  still  away.  Others  of 
the  staff  traveled  far  during  their  vacations  and  brought 
home  interesting  accounts  of  libraries  visited  and  compari- 
sons of  methods.  The  Library  cannot  fail  to  benefit  by 
these  vacations,  not  only  by  the  vigor  and  freshness  the 
assistant  brings  to  her  work,  but  by  the  broader  outlook 
she  achieves  and  the  confidence  and  sureness  of  touch  she 
acquires  by  comparison  of  her  own  work  with  that  of  others. 

The  Librarian,  Miss  Rockwood  and  Miss  Millard  were 
present  at  the  A.  L.  A.  conference  held  at  Narragansett 
Pier  during  the  first  week  in  July. 

During  April  and  May  Miss  Edna  Hawley  was  with 
the  staff  and  gave  most  efficient  aid  to  the  Cataloguing  de- 
partment. 

Miss  Philura  Murch  of  the  Albany  library  school  joined 
the  Reference  staff  in  August,  and  Miss  Ruth  Whitney, 
Pratt  Institute  library  school,  1906,  was  appointed  first 
assistant  in  the  Cataloguing  department  in  September. 

Three  apprentices  were  added  to  the  staff  in  September 
and  were  regularly  appointed  assistants  in  December. 

A  course  of  lectures  upon  library  economy^  for  the 
apprentices  and  assistants  was  instituted  in  the  fall, 
conducted  by  the  heads  of  the  different  departments. 
Those  on  the  Circulating  department  and  on  cataloguing 
have  concluded  with  examinations.     The  lectures  on  refer-

Isom,  the  Librarian,  shows  in  detail  the  operation  of 
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the  different  departmeiift»  of  the  Library,  atid  erideitces 
mUtHgenctf  efficiency  and  industry  on  the  part  of  fhcr 
librarian,  and  her  a«e«tants.  To  this  report  I  refer 
ycm  for  a  more  detailed  statement  of  the  work  by  the 
Aaaodation  durhug  the  year.

By  reason  of  the  rapid  advance  in  settlement  aAd 
populaliony  naore  especially  of  the  East  Side  districts, 
the  branch  work  of  the  Association  has  greatly  increas- 
ed ia  importance,  its  opportunities  multiplied,  and  its 
Mecssary  expenditures  proportionately  enlarged. 

Two  valuable  lots  have  been  generously  donated  by 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  as  a  site  for  the 
East  Side  branch,  and  the  citizens  of  that  portion  of  the 
eity  are  ftow  earnestly  endeavoring  to  raise  by  popular 
subacription  a  sum  sufficient  to  erect  upoi^  the  property 
90  donated^  a  building  suitable  for  branch  library  pur- 
posesi. 

The  present  need  of  the  Association  is  more  books. 
Sevettty  thousand  may  seem  a  large  number  to  the  un- 
informed, but  to  any  one  who  studies  the  situation  and 
ttotes  the  fact  that  more  than  two  hundred  and  eighty 
thousand  books  have  been  loaned  by  the  Association 
dturing  the  year,  even  this  large  number  mtsst  be  con- 
sidered inadequate. 

If  the  Association  is  to  retain  the  commanding,  in- 
fluence in  the  community  which  it  has  so  long  enjoyed, 
It  nattst  keep  abreast  of  the  ti^mes,  and  to  do  this,  means 
must  be  afforded  to  purchase  the  best  books  as  they 
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issue  from  the  press.  The  estimated  income  from  the 
funds  of  the  Association  is  insufficient  for  this  purpose. 

It  is  expected  that  the  bequest  of  the  late  Amanda 
W.  Reedy  amounting  to  ten  thousand  dollars,  will  be- 
come available  during  the  present  year,  but  this  will 
afford  but  temporary  relief. 

In  my  report  made  to  you  for  the  year  1903  referring 
to  the  contracts  then  and  now  existing  between  the 
Library  Association  and  the  City  and  County,  and  the 
legislative  act  authorizing  such  contracts,  I  said:  ^'It 
will  be  noted  that  the  words  'maintenance  of  the 
Library'  are  used  in  the  act  as  defining  the  purpose  to 
which  the  funds  raised  by  taxation  is  to  be  applied. 
I  interpret  the  word  'maintenance'  to  mean,  'to  keep  up 
in  its  present  condition'  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it 
would  be  an  unwarranted  construction  of  the  terms  of 
this  contract  and  the  act  authorizing  the  same  to  hold 
that  the  proceeds  of  the  tax  levy  might  without  limita- 
tion be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  books,  the  title  to 
which  should  vest  in  the  Association.  But  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  sufficient  of  these  funds  may,  and  of  right 
ought  to  be,  expended  in  repairing  and  rebinding  such 
books  as  may  from  ordinary  use  require  it,  and  the 
replacement  of  such  books  as  may  be  worn  out,  lost  or 
destroyed." 

While  I  may  have  given  narrow  construction  to 
the  act,  my  views  upon  the  subject  are  still  unchanged. 
The  amount  required  for  rebinding  and  replacement 
is  indefinite,  depending  largely  upon  the  popularity 
of  the  books,  the  frequency  of  epidemics,  and  a  variety 
of  other  circumstances,  and  it  appears  to  me  that 
either  a  fixed  sum  or  such  amount  as  in  the  judgment 
of  your  Board  of  Directors  is  necessary  for  that  pur- 
pose, should  annually  be  appropriated  to  the  purchase 
of  new  books. 
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I  recommend  that  the  present  contracts  with  the 
City  and  County,  and  if  necessary,  the  act  authorizing 
the  same,  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  that  a  sufficient 
amount  of  the  public  tax  fund  be  used  in  the  purchase 
of  new  books  without  any  question  as  to  the  right  of 
the  Association  to  so  apply  such  public  funds. 

The  terms  of  Milton  W.  Smith  and  Wm.  M.  Ladd 
expire  with  this  meeting,  and  the  duty  of  electing  their 
successors  now  devolves  upon  you.

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TO  THE  DIRECTORS  : 

Gentlemen: — Herewith  I  beg  to  submit  my  sixth 
annual  report,  detailing  the  work  of  the  Library  Asso- 
ciation of  Portland  for  its  forty-fourth  year. 

The  records  of  the  Library  show  an  increase  over 
the  preceding  year  of  about  30%  and  it  is  indeed  a 
pleasant  duty  to  chronicle  the  work  of  such  a  con- 
stantly growing  institution. 

The  following  table  sums  up  the  membership  and 
circulation  of  books  through  city  and  county,  while  the 
per  cent  of  fiction  is  a  slight  indication  of  the  kind  of 
books  most  in  demand.

With  the  establishment  of  additional  reading  rooms 
and  of  the  three  branch  libraries  which,  though  the 
beginning  is  small  and  the  equipment  meager,  will 
serve  the  widely  separated  districts  of  Albina,  East 
Portland  and  Sellwood,  the  prospects  for  the  coming 
year  are  most  interesting.  The  problem  now  is  not 
how  to  create  an  interest  in  the  Library,  not  how  to 
encourage  the  reading  of  its  books,  but  how,  with  a 
restricted  income,  to  meet  the  demands  justly  and  fairly 
from  all  sides  and  from  all  departments. 

The  past  year  has  seen  the  promising  beginning 
of  much  new  work.  During  this  coming  year  the  same 
amount  of  effort  should  be  expended  in  making  these 
new  points  of  distribution  stable  and  developing  them 
to  larger  usefulness.  Further  expansion  should  be 
postponed. 
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CIRCULATING  DEPARTMENT.

This  department  shows  an  increase  in  the  use  of  its 
books  of  nearly  10,000  volumes  over  the  preceding  year 
and  would  have  far  exceeded  that  record  had  it  not  been 
for  the  spinal  meningitis  epidemic  which  afflicted  the 
city  last  April  and  seriously  affected  the  Library  for 
the  four  months  following.  For  two  months  the  stat- 
istics of  this  department  were  far  below  those  of  1906 
and  recovery  was  gradual  and  difficult.  At  the  height 
of  the  epidemic  the  Health  Officer  ordered  the  Library 
closed  and  for  two  days  the  building  and  books  were 
thoroughly  fumigated  with  formaldehyde  gas.  The 
7,500  volumes  which  were  in  circulation  at  the  time 
were  fumigated  nightly  on  their  return  to  the  Library, 
a  process  extending  over  four  weeks.  All  this  was  so 
disagreeable  and  so  alarming  that  it  looked  for  a  time 
as  though  confidence  would  never  be  restored  and  the 
Library  resume  its  customary  activity. 

Feeling  that  the  closing  of  the  Library  and  the 
fumigating  of  the  entire  building  with  the  formaldehyde 
vapor  might  have  been  unnecessary,  and  wishing  to  be 
informed  for  future  occasions,  a  letter  was  sent  to 
many  librarians  and  some  bacteriologists  asking  five 
questions,  the  two  most  important  of  which  were: — 
1st.  —  When  books  were  known  to  have  been  in 
houses  where  cases  existed  of  scarlet  fever,  measles, 
diphtheria,  small-pox,  tuberculosis  or  epidemic  cerebro 
spinal  meningitis,  must  they  be  destroyed  or  can  they 
be  perfectly  sterilized?  2d. — Will  formaldehyde  in  a 
closed  room  sterilize  books  stacked  on  shelves? 

We  received  many  replies,  and  our  conclusions  are 
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that  it  is  better  to  destroy  books  wbete  they  have  been 
exposed  to  contagious  diseases,  and  that  vapors  from 
formaldehyde  will  not  sterilize  books  stacked  oo  shelves. 
Extracts  from  some  of  the  replies  may  be  interesting: 

From  Mr.  Charles  IL  Dudley,  librarian  oi  the 
Public  library,  Denver: 

''In  an  experience  of  twenty  years,  I  have  nev«f 
known  contagions  diseases  ta  be  tnuMmitted  through 
the  medium  of  a  library  book." 

"All  books  known  to  have  been  in  houaes  where 
small-pox  existed,  and  in  case  of  other  diseases  where 
the  inspector  thinks  it  advisable^  are  burned  by  the 
Health  Department  at  our  order." 

"Neither  formaldehyde  nor  any  other  sterilizmg  agent 
will  affect  more  than  the  covers  o£  books  stacked  on  the 
shelves.'' 

From  Mr.  Fred'k  H.  Hild,  Librarian  of  the  Chicago 

Public  Library: 

» 

"Books  from  houses  where  there  are  nudigaant  dis- 
eases, such  as  smatlrpoac,  are  destroyed  by  the  Health 
D^artment  without  being  returned  to  the  Itbrasy.  In 
an  excitement  over  the  subject  of  ccmtagion  some  tine 
ago,  we  requested  a  thorough  investigation  by  the 
Health  Department  and  received  a  report,  of  which  we 
enclose  a  copy." 

The  report  states  that,  "the  object  of  the  examcaation 
being  to  determine  whether  the  boohs  of  the  library  are 
infected  by  disease  producing  organisms  and  require 
to  be  disinfected.  The  books  selected  were  those  thai 
were  most  worn  and  most  soiled,  and  the  report  shows 
that  no  disease  producing  bacteria  were  found  in  these 
volumes;  only  the  ordiaairy  bacteria  usoaHjr  to  he  iomad 
on  human  sida  and  upon  everything  handled  hy  human 
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hands.  It  is  extremely  improbable  that  disea6e  germs 
should  lodge  between  the  leaves  of  the  books  and  retain 
their  vitality  for  any  length  of  time  under  the  ordinary 
circumstances  of  use  of  public  library  books.  The  practical 
danger  arises  from  such  books  in  rooms  where  any  of 
the  contagious  diseases  existed;  and,  in  order  to  ob- 
viate this  danger,  the  Health  Department  furnishes  the 
Literary  each  day  the  name  of  every  reported  case  of  a 
contagious  disease,  so  that  library  books  in  such  cases 
may  be  destroyed,  not  disinfected." 

From  Mr.  John  Thomson,  Librarian  Free  Library, 
Philadelphia : 

"The  question  whether  disease  is  transmittable  by 
books  is  a  very  open  one,  and  I  could  name  some  im- 
portant medical  authorities,  some  of  them  connected 
with  our  great  libraries,  who  wholly  disbelieve  in  con- 
tagion being  conveyed  by  books.  With  the  precaution  of 
books  taken  from  contagious  houses  being  destroyed, 
little  or  no  danger  would  seem  to  exist.  It  is  far  better 
to  destroy  the  books;  the  loss  from  this  source  is  in- 
significant compared  with  the  fear  entertained  by  many 
persons  in  taking  books  from  the  public  libraries  on  the 
ground  that  they  contain  disease." 

Ftom  the  Surgeon  General's  Office,  Public  Health 
Marine  Hospital  Service,  Treasury  Department,  Wash- 
ington : 

"For  the  purpose  of  disinfection  of  books,  formal* 
dehyde  gas  is  undoubtedly  the  most  efficient  agent  we 
have.  Its  powers  of  penetration,  however,  are  feeble, 
and  to  render  its  use  effective  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
that  books  be  so  arranged  that  the  gas  will  come  in 
Tsontact  with  all  surfaces.  This  latter  condition  is  im- 
possible of  attainment  when  the  books  are  stacked  on 
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the   shelves,   and   attempts  at  disinfection   under   such 
circumstances  would  be  inefficient." 

From  Ralph  C.  Matson,  M.  D.,  Bacteriologist,  Ore- 
gon State  Board  of  Health : 

"For  bound  books,  the  only  available  disinfection 
is  formaldehyde,  but  even  this  agent  is  not  efficient 
unless  the  leaves  are  so  disposed  that  the  gas  can  have 
access  to  every  page.  Books  of  value  will  require  very 
thorough  and  repeated  treatment,  but  those  of  small 
value  known  to  have  been  probably  or  possibly  affected 
are  best  destroyed  by  fire." 

From  Mr.  E.  G.  Hastings,  Asst.  Professor  of  Agri- 
cultural  Bacteriology,  University  of  Wisconsin: 

"It  is  absolutely  impossible  to  sterilize  the  closed 
book,  for  the  gas  will  not  penetrate  into  the  interior 
even  though  it  be  left  for  a  long  period  of  time." 

From  Mr.  Chas.  O.  Chambers,  Department  of  Bio- 
logy, Pacific  University,  Forest  Grove,  Oregon: 

"Taking  your  last  question  first,  I  would  say  no, 
formaldehyde  does  not  act  well,  if  at  all,  on  dry  organ- 
isms and  would  especially  fail  to  reach  closed  books  on 
shelves." 

From  Dr.  V.  C.  Vaughan,  University  of  Michigan: 

"I  think  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  when  books 
have  been  in  houses  where  cases  of  scarlet  fever, 
measles,  diphtheria,  small-pox,  tuberculosis  and  cerebro 
spinal  meningitis  have  been,  they  should  be  destroyed." 

From  Mr.  W.  H.  Brett,  Librarian,  Cleveland  Pub- 
lic Library: 

"I  have  ,  however,  no  faith  in  the  effect  of  formal- 
dehyde  vapor  on   closed   books   on  the   shelves.     We 
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have   always   inclined   to   error  on   the   side  of  safety 
and  destroyed  all  books  if  there  was  doubt." 

Many  librarians  have  written  that  there  never  has 
been  a  case  of  contagious  disease  on  the  library  staff. 
Mr.  Walter  L.  Brown,  Librarian  of  the  Buffalo  Pub- 
He  Library,  gives  expression  to  this  view  when  he  says : 
— "The  Buffalo  Public  Library  has  been  open  for  ten 
years,  with  a  staff  running  from  sixty  to  eighty  people. 
Last  year  we  circulated  1,200,000  books  and  we  have  not 
yet  had  a  single  case  of  contagious  disease.  Of  course, 
every  book  must  be  handled  in  the  library  by  the  staff. 
We  think  this  fact  is  well  worth  noting  in  connection 
with  the  fear  of  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases 
through  library  books.  Our  experience  is  not  at  all 
unique." 

The  detail  work  of  this  department  has  proceeded 
as  usual  and  the  results  have  been  very  satisfactory. 
A  large  part  of  its  usefulness  has  been  in  seizing  the 
opportunities  to  do  what  some  one  has  called  "Ref- 
erence work  with  the  circulating  books."  To  answer 
the  first  demand  made  upon  the  Library  and  as  prompt- 
ly as  possible  is  an  encouragement  to  the  new  patron. 
To  meet  these  emergencies  eleven  general  lists  have 
been  made,  also  twenty-two  for  the  school  work  and 
five  for  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  classes.  These  lists  are  kept 
in  a  vertical  file  near  the  desk  for  the  convenience  of 
all  the  assistants. 

In  1906  a  very  small  beginning  toward  an  inter- 
mediate collection  of  books  for  the  boys  and  girls  just 
transferred  from  the  Children's  room  was  made.  This 
has  grown  quietly  but  effectively  and  there  are  now 
about  1,000  volumes  in  active  circulation.  This  year 
it  was  placed  in  charge  of  a  young  assistant  with  a 
discriminating  love  for  literature  and  who  had  not 
forgotten  the  keen  delight  of  her  first  reading  of  the 
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great  books  of  her  mother  tongue.  Enthusiasm  is  con^- 
tagious  and  it  is  possible  by  friendly  effort  aided  by 
attractive  editions  to  substitute  interesting  books  for 
the  colorless  volumes  most  in  demand.  The  collectioii 
is  inclusive  and  offers  something  in  every  class»  but 
a  special  effort  has  been  made  to  encourage  the  reading 
of  the  standard  novelists.  It  is  such  a  pity  that  a  boy 
or  girl  should  grow  up  without  the  pleasure  of  knowing 
his  Thackeray  and  Dickens  and  Scott,  and  perhaps 
George  Bliot  and  Jane  Austen  at  that  friend-making 
age  when  he  would  most  appreciate  them  and  best 
remember  them. 

The  list  of  the  required  College  entrance  English 
was  posted  in  this  room,  both  for  the  benefit  of  those 
reading  up  for  examinations  and  as  a  suggestion  to 
those  who  are  denied  the  college  opportunity.  As  an 
experiment,  this  intermediate  collection  has  proved 
quite  worth  while.  Double  the  number  of  volumes 
could  easily  be  used  and  these  should  be  added  this 
coming  year.  It  should,  too,  be  raised  to  the  dignity 
of  a  sub-department  under  the  Circulating  Department, 
with  which  it  is  closely  allied. 

Since  the  first  of  December  the  additions  to  the 
Library  have  been  shelved  for  inspection  one  week 
before  going  into  circulation.  This  is  meeting  approval, 
as  it  gives  an  equal  opportunity  to  every  one  to  look 
over  the  new  books.  Reserve  postal  cards  left  for 
these  books  are  filed  by  date  and  time  of  day.

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The  panic  over  the  spinal  meningitis  naturally  han- 
dicapped the  work  of  this  department  more  than  any 
other  in  the  Library,  and  for  three  months  the  circula- 
tion practically  collapsed,  which  accounts  for  the  very 
moderate  growth  in  statistics.  The  last  two  months, 
however,  have  redeemed  the  year  and  the  days  have 
been  busy  ones  in  the  Children's  room. 

The  first  of  last  March  a  very  delightful  bird  talk 
was  given  one  evening  by  Mr.  William  Finley,  author 
of  American  birds,  illustrated  by  slides  of  the  wonderful 
photographs  of  Oregon  birds  taken  by  Mr.  H.  T.  Bohl- 
man.  The  room  was  crowded  with  a  most  appreciative 
audience  and  the  newly  purchased  bird  books  and 
freshly  mounted  bird  pictures  were  in  circulation  for 
weeks. 

The  Friday  story  hour  which  has  become  an  insti- 
tution in  the  Children's  room  was  continued  through 
the  year,  and  special  days  such  as  St.  Patrick's  day, 
the  Library's  birthday.  Flag  day  and  May  day  were 
also  celebrated.  During  the  absence  of  the  Children's 
Librarian  in  May,  the  story  hour  was  given  to  the  read- 
ing of  poetry.  Eugene  Field,  Riley,  Longfellow,  and 
some  of  the  old  English  ballads  were  chosen.  A  number 
of  the  children  were  really  interested  and  perhaps  the 
happiest  result  was  that  the  children  asked  for  "poetry 
books"  to  take  home.  To  open  the  door  of  the  world 
of  poetry  to  a  child  is  indeed  to  bestow  upon  him  hap- 
piness which  length  of  days  only  increases. 

A  club  of  the  older  boys  who  frequent  the  Children's 
room  was  organized  in  December  with  a  membership 
of  seven  which  has  since  increased  to  thirty-five.  It  is 
called  the  Boys'  Current  Events  Club,  but  its  interests 
are  distinctly  scientific.  On  Saturday  evening,  Decem- 
ber 28th,  some  of  the  members  gave  a  successful  exhibi- 
tion of  wireless  telegraphy  to  a  room  full  of  interested 
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young  people. 

The  usual  exhibit  of  Christmas  books  was  held  in 
the  Children's  room  this  year  during  the  first  two  weeks 
of  December.  It  was  unusually  attractive,  comprising  a 
number  of  beautiful  books  that  had  been  purchased  from 
time  to  time  during  the  summer  and  laid  aside  for  this 
purpose,  and  in  addition  the  books  recommended  for 
Christmas  purchase  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Oregon  Free 
Library  Commission.  The  books  upon  that  list  were 
exhibited  also  during  the  same  period  at  the  three 
branches. 

The  teacher's  card  was  withdrawn  this  year  in  favor 
of  the  teacher's  class  card,  really  a  booklet,  copied  from 
that  in  use  in  the  Brookline  library.  This  card  permits 
the  charging  of  twenty-five  volumes  at  once  for  the  term 
of  four  weeks  and  it  is  proving  a  very  useful  innovation, 
especially  in  favor  with  the  teachers  in  the  suburban 
schools  whose  scholars  are  too  far  away  to  visit  the 
Library.  Many  teachers  draw  books  to  the  limit,  choos- 
ing them  themselves  and  sending  two  big  boys  after 
them  the  next  day.  Three  hundred  and  fifty  cards  were 
in  use  during  the  year.  Mounted  pictures  as  well  as 
books  may  be  drawn  upon  these  cards,  and  the  books 
are  used  at  the  teacher's  discretion  at  the  desk  or  as  a 
circulating  class  library. 

The  report  of  the  circulation  of  the  books  in  the 
county  schools  covers  the  school  year  from  September 
to  September.  Looking  to  the  transfer  of  this  work  to 
the  County  department  this  fall,  the  Children's  Librarian 
and  the  head  of  the  County  department  made  a  joint 
visitation  to  the  far  away  sections  of  the  county,  pack- 
ing a  large  motor  car  with  the  boxes  of  books  and  de- 
livering them  at  the  schoolhouse  door.  The  County 
Superintendent  of  schools,  Mr.  R.  F.  Robinson,  kindly 
planned  the  different  routes,  so  that  with  few  excep- 
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tions  the  county  schools  were  all  visited  in  five  days. 
Announcements  were  sent  to  the  teachers  beforehand 
and  parents  and  school  directors  were  invited  to  "Li- 
brary day."  Many  responded  and  there  was  often  a 
pleasant  group  of  older  people  as  well  as  eager  children 
to  welcome  the  books  and  the  "library  teachers."  Many 
of  the  schoolrooms  were  decorated  with  ferns  and  wild 
flowers,  time  was  allowed  for  a  story  in  addition  to  the 
book  talks  and  the  greatest  interest  and  enthusiasm 
were  shown.  The  effect  upon  the  children's  reading  can 
be  determined  later,  but  one  result  of  these  friendly  calls 
has  already  been  noticed,  nearly  every  teacher  whose 
school  was  visited  has  taken  out  a  teacher's  class  card 
and  is  making  good  use  of  it. 

In  September,  on  request  of  the  teachers,  the 
books  for  the  schools  at  Montavilla,  St.  Johns  and 
Gresham  were  placed  in  the  reading  rooms  at  these 
points  and  the  classroom  libraries  thus  released  were 
sent  to  the  Brooklyn  school  and  the  Highland  school, 
schools  within  the  city  limits  but  far  from  the  Library. 

The  Children's  Librarian  has  made  many  school 
visits  during  the  year,  talking  always  to  several  rooms 
at  each  visit.  During  the  last  three  months  special  time 
was  given  for  this  purpose  and  for  story  hours  at  the 
different  reading  rooms  and  branches. 

The  story  telling  in  the  Children's  department  has 
been  watched  with  great  interest.  We  have  been  for- 
tunate in  having  as  Children's  Librarian,  Miss  Hassler, 
who  is  an  inimitable  story  teller  and  who  is  quick  to 
seize  every  advantage  that  the  story  would  give  the 
Library,  but  our  experience  seems  to  be  this,  talks  to 
the  children  in  the  school  rooms  about  the  Library  or 
stories  told  from  the  book  in  hand  to  excite  an  interest 
or  to  whet  curiosity  are  invaluable,  but  it  is  a  question 
whether  story  telling  in  itself  and  for  itself  alone  is  a 
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legitimate  library  activity.  The  stories  told  may  be  the 
splendid  old  legends  or  fairy  tales  or  the  historical  in- 
cidents that  every  child  should  know,  and  if  the  Library 
can  afford  it,  it  is  a  fine  virholesome  entertainment  to 
offer  children  who  have  far  too  little  pleasure  of  that 
kind,  but  unfortunately  it  does  not  seem  to  bring 
children  to  the  Library  nor  to  inspire  them  to  read  its 
books.

The  work  of  this  department  has  developed  along  the 
usual  lines  with  but  few  changes  during  the  past  year. 
The  attendance,  however,  is  increasing  in  such  numbers 
that  the  capacity  of  the  room  is  often  taxed  and  on  Sun- 
days and  holidays  particularly  when  men  are  free  for 
special  study,  it  is  often  difficult  to  find  space  at  the 
tables. 

Thirty-nine  reading  lists  have  been  prepared  during 
the  year  and  two  revised.  These  are  for  school  and  club 
work  in  connection  with  exhibits  and  cover  a  wide  range 
of  subject. 

The  Reference  Librarian  as  usual  met  with  the  fresh- 
man classes  of  the  two  High  Schools  and  talked  to  them 
upon  the  arrangement  of  the  library  and  the  use  of  its 
books.  Twenty  lectures  were  given  with  a  total  at- 
tendance of  754.  Special  work  has  been  done  with  the 
debating  clubs  both  at  the  central  library,  the  East  Side 
branch  and  the  Gresham  reading  room.  One  hundred 
and  sixty-one  books  have  been  sent  out  from  the  main 
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department  to  the  branches  mostly  to  meet  this  demand. 

The  series  of  exhibitions  on  the  Making  qf  the  book^ 
htgan  in  1906,  continued  through  the  year.  The  printing 
exhibit  was  very  successful,  for  through  the  kindness  of 
Mrs.  H.  L.  Corbett  and  Mr.  W.  M.  Ladd  fine  examples 
of  the  work  of  almost  all  the  important  private  presses 
were  shown,  including  the  Kelmscott,  Doves,  Vale, 
Eragny,  Merrymoimt,  Marion,  Village  and  many  others, 
besides  that  of  the  Grolier  Club.  There  were  examples 
of  all  the  principal  commercial  presses  and  historical 
material  covering  all  the  important  periods.  Fust  and 
Schoeffer  for  the  early  German  work,  Aldine  for  the 
Italian,  Stephanus  for  France,  Plantin  for  Belgium,  Day 
for  England  and  the  Elzevirs  for  Holland.  Examples 
of  commercial  typography  were  arranged  on  the  wall 
above  the  cases. 

The  exhibit  on  binding  was  also  attractive  and  we 
are  greatly  indebted  for  help  in  that  to  Mr.  Allen  Eaton 
of  Eugene  who  arranged  a  series  showing  a  book  at 
each  stage  of  the  process,  from  sewing  the  back  to  the 
finished  cover.  Lovejoy  &  Lincoln  generously  loaned 
a  sewing  bench,  also  examples  of  leathers  used  for  bind- 
ing, and  the  cases  contained  some  good  examples  of 
both  old  and  modern  binding.  In  October  this  exhibit 
was  changed  for  one  of  old  English  book-plates,  which 
was  followed .  later  by  the  manuscripts  of  the  Wilson 
collection. 

The  extension  of  the  Library  along  technical  lines 
has  been  a  particular  object  this  year  in  view  of  the  con- 
stant and  growing  demand  for  such  information.  Of  the 
many  questions  asked  at  the  desk  about  950  were  jotted 
down  as  specially  worth  considering,  of  these  118  were 
of  a  technical  nature,  such  as  the  Preservation  of  wood 
by  creosote.  Mechanical  filtration,  Hildebrand  treatment 
of  telluride  ores.  Concrete  bridges  and  culverts,  Prepara- 
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tion  of  coffee  for  trade;  of  the  rest,  238  were  extremely 
practical  bearing  upon  commercial  problems  such  as, 
Statistics  of  trade  between  Japan  and  Australia,  Geology 
in  Texas  and  Irrigation  in  Texas,  Civil  service  examina- 
tions for  the  Philippine  service,  Organization  of  mort- 
gage bond  companies,  Digest  of  national  bank  decisions, 
Requirements  for  revenue  cutter  service,  etc.  Such  ques- 
tions as  these  formed  36%  of  the  whole,  the  balance  be- 
ing literary  or  curious  of  the  kind  propounded  by 
schools  or  clubs. 

The  work  of  this  department  would  be  greatly  facil- 
itated and  would  be  of  immensely  more  value  to  the 
community  if  it  were  in  telephone  connection  with  the 
outside  world.  To  have  information  furnished  is  valu- 
able, but  to  have  it  furnished  immediately  without 
waste  of  time  often  doubles  its  value.

The  attendance  in  this  room  has  greatly  exceeded 
that  of  last  year  and  it  is  often  too  crowded  for  the  com- 
fort of  those  visiting  it.  Every  available  chair  is 
occupied  during  certain  hours  of  the  day  and  it  is  noth- 
ing unusual  to  see  men  standing  leaning  against  the 
window,  magazine  in  hand.  The  available  wall  space, 
too,  is  now  entirely  filled  with  racks  and  there  seems 
no  room  for  expansion  in  any  direction.

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It  is  not  easy  to  draw  comparisons  of  the  work  of 
this  department  between  1907  and  1906  except  in  the 
membership  which  has  doubled  and  the  circulation  of 
books  which  has  trebled.  In  1906  there  were  twenty- 
nine  deposit  stations,  there  are  now  but  fifteen,  those 
discontinued  having  been  supplanted  by  branch  libraries 
or  reading  rooms,  and  in  a  few  instances  having  been 
given  up  entirely  for  lack  of  sufficient  patronage  or  of 
the  inability  to  find  a  custodian  for  the  books.  Library 
interests  in  the  county  are  hardly  yet  past  the  exper- 
imental stage,  but  the  library  privileges  and  possib- 
ilities are  now  known  in  every  corner  of  the  county  and 
the  books  themselves  are  becoming  more  essential  and 
their  use  more  and  more  of  a  habit. 

The  most  important  development  of  the  year  has 
been  the  establishment  of  the  three  branch  libraries  at 
Sellwood,  Albina  and  in  East  Portland.  These  libraries 
will  serve  three  districts  widely  separated  from  each 
other  and  each  a  long  distance  from  the  central  library. 
Planned  at  the  same  time,  a  triplicate  order  for  a  thous- 
and books  was  placed  as  the  foundation  for  each  collec- 
tion, each,  however,  will  doubtless  differ  largely  as  it 
grows  to  meet  the  needs  of  its  special  constituency. 
These  little  libraries  met  with  immediate  appreciation 
and  their  success  seems  assured  in  spite  of  the  handi- 
caps of  location  and  conditions.  Each  one  in  a  proper 
building  in  a  convenient  location  would  grow  by  leaps 
and  bounds,  each  one  is  now  largely  a  children's  library 
because  the  one  small  room  is  crowded  with  children, 
when  it  should  be  reaching  and  satisfying  the  men  and 
women  of  the  community  as  well;  each  library  would 
be  more  satisfactory  to  the  community  if  it  could  be 
kept  open  all  day,  this  is  particularly  true  of  Albina 
and  the  East  Side.  The  Sellwood  library  is  in  such 
a  distinct  section  of  the  city  that  it  has  many  of  the 
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features  of  the  village  library.  If  it  had  larger  and 
more  attractive  quarters  on  the  main  street  and  was 
not  so  near  the  school  it  would  immediately  become  the 
center  of  all  the  town  interests.  The  Albina  branch, 
from  its  statistics,  indicates  that  it  is  the  location  that 
justifies  the  hardest  work  and  the  greatest  expenditure. 
Its  one  room  on  the  noisy  street  is  at  times  crowded  to 
suffocation  with  men,  women  and  children.  A  good 
sized  building  not  far  from  the  present  location  is  an 
immediate  need.  The  East  Side  library  opened  in  the 
basement  of  the  High  School  has  been  particularly  a 
school  library  up  to  this  time,  but  the  immediate 
prospect  of  a  building  upon  the  fine  lots  presented  to 
the  Library  Association  on  the  corner  of  East  11th  and 
East  Alder  streets  will  give  the  branch  the  opportunity 
it  needs.

The  reading  rooms  have  proved  an  economical  and 
effective  method  of  book  distribution.  They  are  maint- 
ained by  the  cooperation  of  the  residents  of  the  locality 
with  the  Library,  the  former  providing  the  room  heated 
and  lighted,  while  the  Library  is  responsible  for  the 
salary  of  the  custodian  and  furnishes  the  books  and 
magazines.  The  rooms  are  open  for  five  hours  during 
the  afternoon  and  evening  and  in  addition  each 
custodian  is  required  to  spend  one  morning  each  week 
at  the  central  Library  for  instruction  and  suggestion. 
A  small  group  of  reference  books  has  been  placed  in 
each  room  and  between  two  and  three  hundred  circulat- 
ing books.  These  are  kept  fresh  by  weekly  exchanges 
and  a  weekly  delivery  of  books  specially  requested 
supplements  this  deposit  collection.     The  first  reading 
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room  was  opened  at  South  Portland  on  January  16th, 
and  followed  by  Montavilla  on  February  9th,  St.  Johns 
on  April  17th,  Peninsular  on  April  27th  and  Gresham 
on  May  16th.

Though  the  number  of  stations  is  smaller  than  in 
1906,  the  circulation  of  books  shows  an  increase  of 
3,000.  The  problem  in  the  manipulation  of  these  travel- 
ing libraries  lies  in  finding  suitable  locations.  The 
books  are  appreciated  nearly  everywhere  and  if  the 
public  spirited  citizen  imbued  with  the  love  of  books 
and  a  desire  to  encourage  this  love  in  his  neighbors 
were  always  one  with  the  man  who  has  the  convenient 
country  store  or  the  available  post  office  the  list  of 
well-patronized  library  stations  would  be  much  longer. 

It  is  a  question  whether  in  the  remote  and  thinly 
settled  districts  where  the  stations  could  not  develop 
into  a  reading  room  or  branch  at  least  for  many  years 
it  would  not  be  wisdom  to  offer  a  small  sum  to  insure 
the  care  of  the  books  and  their  distribution  among  the 
people.  Each  station  has  been  provided  with  two  boxes 
of  books  during  the  year  and  in  some  cases  the  ex- 
change has  been  made  oftener.  The  stations  in  opera- 
tion at  present  are  at  the  following  points — Bridal  Veil, 
Brooks,  Carson  Heights,  Cedarville,  Corbett,  German- 
town,  Hurlburt,  Lents,  Multnomah,  Orient,  Palmer, 
Pleasant  Valley,  Pleasant  View,  Powell  Valley,  and 
Rockwood. 

By  way  of  extending  the  interest  in  deposit  stations 
the  head  of  the  department  attended  four  Grange  meet- 
ings during  the  year  when  the  farmers  gathered  to- 
gether from  all  sides  of  the  county.    As  a  result  three 
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Stations    have    been    established    directly    through    the 
granges. 

A  library  exhibit  consisting  of  a  model  traveling 
library,  one  of  the  school  boxes,  and  mounted  pictures 
from  the  Children's  room  was  placed  in  the  Agricul- 
tural building  at  the  county  fair  held  at  Gresham  in 
October.  An  assistant  from  the  Library  was  in 
attendance  every  day  to  answer  questions  and  make 
explanations.

The  reading  room  at  Sell  wood  which  was  maintain- 
ed for  two  years  by  the  residents  of  Sell  wood  was 
opened  as  a  branch  library  on  March  13th.  The  build- 
ing which  had  formerly  been  a  store  was  remodeled 
as  much  as  it  would  allow,  the  furnishings  freshened, 
shelving  added  to  accommodate  the  larger  collection 
of  books,  and  Miss  Mary  C.  Voorhees  was  placed  in 
charge.  The  library  has  grown  slowly  but  very  steadily. 
It  has  had  to  overcome  the  feeling  that  it  was  a  boys' 
club  and  perhaps  a  club  of  unruly  boys,  but  the  pleasant 
atmosphere  that  has  been  established  by  the  Librarian, 
the  attractive  well-kept  room,  and  the  prompt  response 
to  enquiry  and  request  as  well  as  much  diligent  visit- 
ing of  schools,  mills  and  manufactories  has  borne  fruit 
and  the  respect  of  the  community  has  been  won.

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E£Forts  had  been  made  early  in  the  year  to  find  a 
suitable  location  for  a  branch  library  in  this  crowded  sec- 
tion of  the  city,but  it  was  not  until  September  that  a  vacant 
store  room  in  the  Emporium  building  was  discovered 
of  sufficient  size  to  warrant  the  experiment.  This  room 
was  comfortably  and  pleasantly  furnished  and  on  Sep- 
tember 16th  the  Branch  was  opened  in  charge  of  Miss 
Ella  G.  Dewart.  The  eagerness  with  which  the  people  of 
Albina  young  and  old  have  taken  advantage  of  this 
library  has  been  a  surprise  even  to  those  who  believed 
most  thoroughly  in  it.  It  has  been  almost  impossible 
to  keep  the  shelves  supplied  with  books  until  its  special 
collection  could  be  made  ready.

The  necessity  of  a  library  on  the  East  Side  had  been 
particularly  evident  since  the  opening  of  the  new  High 
School,  the  hundreds  of  scholars  finding  it  a  great  hard- 
ship to  be  deprived  of  library  privileges  because  of  the 
distance  to  the  central  library.  No  location  of  suffi- 
cient convenience  or  size  offered  and  finally  the  Board 
of  Education  was  petitioned  for  the  use  of  the  south- 
east basement  room  in  the  High  School  building.  The 
request  was  granted  and  on  October  1st  the  library  was 
opened.  Miss  Elizabeth  K.  Clarke,  graduate  of  Pratt 
Institute  Library  School  1907,  was  appointed  librarian. 
The  room  is  pleasant  and  sunny  with  windows  above 
ground  and  it  has  been  actively  appreciated  by  the 
teachers  and  scholars  of  both  the  High  School  and  the 
Hawthorne  school.  Fortunately  for  the  development 
of  this  branch  this  room  is  in  demand  by  the  Manual 
Training  Department  and  the  library  is  forced  to  move. 
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The  new  building  will  probably  be  ready  for  occupancy 
upon  March  1st. 

The  collections  of  the  branches  are  supplemented 
by  daily  messenger  service  to  Albina  and  the  East  Side 
and  weekly  to  Sellwood  when  books  specially  asked 
for  are  sent  out  from  the  main  collection.

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As  without  this  department  all  the  other  depart- 
ments would  fail,  as  a  fire  cannot  burn  without  fuel, 
it  seems  fitting  that  the  account  of  its  work  should 
conclude  the  report  of  the  year's  activities.  13,477 
volumes  were  added  to  the  Library  in  1907,  a  gain  of 
5,004  over  1906,  surely  a  good  record;  of  these,  how- 
ever, only  3,461  were  new  titles,  showing  that  most  of 
the  increase  was  in  copies  for  the  branches.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  usual  routine  may  be  noted  the  preparation 
of  the  books  and  catalogues  for  the  three  branches,  the 
accessioning  and  shelf-listing  of  the  government 
documents,  the  cataloguing  of  much  "Oregoniana"-legis- 
lative  journals  and  session  laws,  state  documents,  etc., 
and  the  completion  of  the  catalogue  for  the  Circulat- 
ing room.

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The  addition  of  an  Order  clerk  to  the  staff  has  been 
the  greatest  relief  to  the  Cataloguing  department  and 
has  removed  a  burden  from  the  Librarian  that  was  be- 
coming too  heavy  to  carry.  In  addition  to  her  duties 
of  ordering  books  and  supplies,  the  monthly  bulletin  of 
accessions  to  the  Library  is  in  her  charge.  The  form 
was  changed  the  first  of  the  year  to  a  smaller  and  more 
convenient  size  and  beginning  with  the  October  number 
the  books  have  been  listed  under  alphabetical  subject 
headings  instead  of  in  the  classed  order,  as  appealing 
more  to  those  unfamiliar  with  library  usage. 

The  books  purchased  for  the  branches,  reading 
rooms,  stations  and  county  schools  have  been  charged 
to  the  "Replaced  book"  account,  by  a  change  in  the 
system  of  keeping  the  accounts  they  will  in  the  future 
be  segregated,  and  the  cost  of  new  books  purchased 
from  the  funds  supplied  by  taxation  will  be  shown  as 
well  as  the  amount  expended  from  this  source  for  re- 
placed books. 

GIFTS. 

The  Library  has  been  the  recipient  of  many  gifts 
during  the  year  and  gratefully  acknowledges  them. 
631  books  have  been  received  including  Government 
documents,  and  2,382  pamphlets  including  trade  cata- 
logues. The  most  important  gifts  have  been  the  beau- 
tiful art  books  presented  by  Miss  Mary  F.  Failing. 
Through  her  constant  generosity  the  Library  is  build- 
ing up  an  unusual  and  rare  art  collection  and  one  of 
which  we  can  justly  be  proud.  Mr.  H.  W.  Scott  presented 
a  fine  edition  of  Johnson's  famous  Dictionary  in  large 
folio,  and  Mrs.  M.  V.  Russell,  in  memory  of  her  hus- 
band  who  was  specially  interested  in  Albina,  gave 
sixty-one  volumes  to  the  Albina  branch. 

The  Library  again  gladly  acknowledges  its  debt  to 
the  papers,  both  of  city  and  county,  for  space  given 
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for  book  lists  and  notices,  particularly  to  the  editor  of 
the  Naehrichtenf  who  without  request  listed  the 
German  books  in  the  Library  for  the  benefit  of  his 
readers,  with  an  excellent  notice  upon  the  opportunities 
the  Library  offers. 

THE  STAFF. 

Evening  staff  meetings  have  been  held  regularly 
once  a  month  throughout  the  year  with  the  exception 
of  the  vacation  season.  Reviews  of  books  were  dis- 
cussed, each  assistant  being  held  responsible  for  a 
certain  numbers  and  general  library  questions  were 
considered. 

The  heads  of  departments  have  held  monthly  meet- 
ings, the  branch  librarians  and  the  reading  room  cus- 
todians have  met  respectively  once  a  week  and  each 
department  has  held  its  separate  weekly  meeting  for 
instruction. 

The  health  of  the  staff  has  been  unusually  good 
during  the  year.  Perhaps  this  is  due  somewhat  to  the 
comfort  of  the  staff  room  and  the  shortened  hours. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  hours  were  decreased 
from  forty-four  to  forty-one  and  one-half  per  week, 
thereby  allowing  an  hour  and  a  half  for  luncheon,  or 
the  half-hour  was  taken  from  the  end  of  the  day  to  allow 
an  assistant  living  at  a  distance  time  to  reach  her  car 
before  the  six  o'clock  rush.  At  the  same  time  the 
salaries  were  raised  throughout  the  library  and  placed 
upon  a  permanent  basis. 

Three  resignations  from  the  staff  must  be  regret- 
fully recorded, — Miss  Robbins,  Miss  Gleason  and  Miss 
Hassler.  Miss  Gleason  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the 
Cataloguing  department  for  two  years  has  left  library 
work  permanently.  Her  department  was  so  well  or- 
ganized that  the  work  has  proceeded  under  her  succes- 
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sor  without  a  break.  Miss  Annette  G.  Munro  of  Pratt 
Library  School  1907  was  appointed  to  the  vacancy  and 
assumed  her  duties  on  September  1st.  Miss  Hassler, 
the  Children's  Librarian,  resigned  the  middle  of  Decem- 
ber to  accept  a  position  in  Long  Island  City.  Miss 
Hassler  during  her  four  years  in  Portland  supervised 
the  organizing  of  the  present  Children's  room  and  laid 
the  foundation  for  the  growing  work  with  the  schools. 
Miss  Jessie  H.  Millard,  so  long  Miss  Hassler's  first 
assistant,  was  appointed  Acting  Children's  Librarian 
and  entered  upon  her  duties  immediately. 

Miss  Louise  Claflin  of  the  Albany  Library  School 
and  from  the  Cleveland  Public  Library  was  appointed 
Order  clerk  and  joined  the  staff  in  March.  Miss  Jessie 
Melville,  graduate  of  the  Wisconsin  Summer  School, 
was  appointed  assistant  the  first  of  May. 

Examinations  for  assistants  were  held  on  March 
28th  and  September  24th.  Two  passed  the  first  exam- 
ination and  were  added  to  the  staff  at  the  end  of  the  three 
months'  apprenticeship,  and  five  passed  in  September. 
An  apprentice  class  was  immediately  formed,  with 
practical  work  the  required  number  oi  hours  a  day 
and  lectures  given  by  the  heads  of  departments  fol- 
lowed by  an  examination.  Three  of  these  apprentices 
have   now  been  regularly  appointed  assistants. 

With  its  accustomed  generosity  the  Board  granted 
to  Miss  Hassler  a  leave  of  absence  of  six  weeks  from 
the  last  of  April  to  conduct  a  course  of  lectures  on 
children's  work  at  the  Winona  Library  School  ;  a 
month  extra  time  was  granted  to  Miss  Derickson,  and 
time  to  attend  the  A.  L.  A.  meeting  at  Asheville  to 
the  Librarian  and  Miss  Fox.  Miss  Hassler  was  also 
present  at  the  Library  Conference  and  presented  a 
paper  to  the  Children's  Section 
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The  year  has  been  a  busy  one  with  new  questions 
to  consider  and  fresh  problems  to  solve  and  if  the 
results  of  the  year  are  good  they  are  due  to  the  un- 
flagging interest  and  concientious  work  of  my  assis- 
tants who  have  made  all  things  possible. 

In  their  behalf  and  on  my  own  I  wish  again  to 
express  my  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Directors  for 
their  constant  help  and  S3rmpathy.

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Report  of  the  Annual  Meeting 


Pbbruary  6,  1909 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  corporate  members  of  the 
Library  Association  of  Portland  was  held  in  the  Li- 
brary on  Saturday,  February  6,  1909,  at  8:00  o'clock 
P.  M.,  with  the  President,  Mr.  W.  B.  Ayer,  in  the  chair. 

Present— Messrs.  W.  B.  Ayer,  T.  L.  Eliot,  J.  K.  Gill, 
W.  K.  Smith,  W.  L.  Brewster,  H.  L.  Pittock  and  R.  L. 
Sabin. 

Mr.  Brewster  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  meeting. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  were  read 
and  approved. 

The  President  read  his  annual  report.  On  motion 
of  Dr.  Eliot,  the  report  was  voted  to  be  received  and 
placed  on  file. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Brewster,  the  following  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  having  been  recommended  by 
the  Board  of  Directors,  were  unanimously  adopted: 

That  Sections  2  and  4  of  Article  III  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows  — 

Section  2:  The  number  of  Directors  shall  be  ten,  and  they 
shall  hold  their  office  for  five  years  each,  unless  sooner  removed 
for  wilful  neglect  of  duty,  or  abuse  of  trust  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Section  4:  At  the  annual  meeting  to  be  held  in  1910  and 
at  every  annual  meeting  thereafter,  at  which  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  elect  directors,  two  persons  shall  be  chosen  to  fill  the 
places  of  the  outgoing  directors,  to  hold  their  office  for  five 
years. 

That  Section  1  of  Article  IV  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows: 

Section  1:  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation on  the  second  Wednesday  of  December  of  each  year, 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  reports  from  the  officers  and 
electing  Directors,  when  they  are  to  be  elected  as  herein  pro- 
vided, and  for  the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as  may 
be  presented,  and  the  meeting  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day 
until  all  the  business  is  completed. 
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That  Section  1  of  Article  V  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows: 

Section  1:  That  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Association  shall 
commence  on  the  first  day  of  November  of  each  year. 

That  Section  1  of  Article  VIII  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows: 

Section  1:  In  case  of  flagrant  ofHcial  misconduct  or  neglect 
of  duty,  or  gross  immoral  conduct,  on  the  part  of  a  member 
of  the  Board,  the  Directors  shall  have  power,  by  a  vote  of 
two- thirds  of  their  number,  to  expel  the  offending  member; 
from  which  action,  however,  an  appeal  shall  be  allowed  to  a 
called  meeting  of  the  Association,  which  shall  ratify  or  annul 
the  proceedings  of  the  Directors,  as  the  case  may  warrant. 

Section  2:  Absence  of  any  director  from  four  consecutive, 
regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  create  a 
vacancy  in  his  office,  except  in  case  of  illness,  absence  from  the 
county  or  in  case  of  other  adequate  excuse  presented  to  and 
accepted  by  the  Board. 

That  Article  X  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1:  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended 
except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  an 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association  or  at  a  special  meeting  called 
for  that  purpose;  provided,  that  written  notice  containing  such 
proposed  amendment  shall  be  given  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  preceding  the  meeting 
of  the  Association  at  which  such  amendment  is  to  be  con- 
sidered, and  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  mail  to  each 
member  of  the  Association  a  notice  containing  the  full  text 
of  the  proposed  amendment,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the 
meeting  of  the  Association,  at  which  such  amendment  is  to 
be  considered. 

There   being   no   further   business   the   meeting   ad- 
journed.

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Report  of  the  President 

For  1908 

To  the  Members  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland, 
Oregon: 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  reports  of 
the  Treasurer  and  Librarian,  also  the  report  of  your 
Board  of  Directors  to  the  City  and  County.  These  re- 
ports set  out  fully  and  in  detail  the  work  of  the  Asso- 
ciation during  the  year  ending  December  27,  1908. 

The  resignation  last  year  of  Mr.  C.  A.  Dolph  as 
President  and  Director,  on  account  of  the  increased  bur- 
dens incident  to  the  rapid  growth  of  the  library,  was 
received  with  deep  regret  by  your  Board  of  Directors. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Ayer  was  elected  President  and  Mr.  R.  W. 
Montague  Director  to  serve  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  investment  funds  of  the  Association  have  been 
increased  by  the  receipt  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
($10,000.00),  the  amount  so  generously  bequeathed  by 
the  late  Mrs.  Amanda  W.  Reed. 

We  are  again  indebted  to  Miss  Mary  F.  Failing  for 
the  gift  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  to  be  ex- 
pended for  art  books  for  "The  Henry  Failing  Memo- 
rial Library." 

The  income  for  the  present  year  I  estimate  as  follows : 
County  valuation      -      -      -      $236,173,657 
City  "  -       -       -       215,713,595 

The  levy  for  both  county  and  city  has  been  fixed  at 
.13  of  a  mill  and  should  produce  $58,745.33.  Allowing 
6%  to  cover  loss  from  rebates,  delinquencies,  etc.,  would 
give  a  net  income  of  $55,220.62. 
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The  Board  of  Directors  have  apportioned  the  income 
received  from  taxation,  as  follows : 

$30,000.00  to  the  Book  committee 
7,500.00  to  the  House  committee 
17,500.00  to  the  Library  Extension  committee 

The  permanent  funds  of  the  Association,  amounting 
to  $112,532,50,  yield  approximately  $6,500.00  a  year, 
which  is  always  applied  to  the  purchase  of  books.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors 

Portland,  Oregon,  December  31,  1908, 

To  the  Honorable  the  Coun^  Commissioneni  of  Mult- 
nomah County,  Oregon. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of 
the  City  of  Portland. 

GENTLEMEN : 

The  privileges  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland 
are  free  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  and  county,  and 
are  enjoyed  by  reason  of  an  agreement  whereby  the  city 
and  county  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  association  an 
annual  amount  of  money,  which  varies  from  year  to 
year,  depending  upon  the  assessment  and  tax  levy.  The 
receipts  from  all  sources  for  the  year  just  closed,  also 
the  expenditures,  are  fully  set  forth  in  the  statement 
attached. 

The  property  of  the  association  consists  of  one-half 
block  on  the  south  side  of  Stark  street,  between  Seventh 
and  East  Park,  valued  at  not  less  than  $300,000;  the 
building,  including  furniture  and  fixtures,  at  $200,000; 
the  quarter  block  at  the  corner  of  East  Alder  and  Four- 
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teenth  streets,  valued  at  $6,000;  building,  furniture  and 
fixtures,  $3,000.  No  money  value  can  be  placed  on  the 
books  owned  by  the  association.  There  are  64,628  vol- 
umes in  the  central  library  and  14,896  volumes  in  the 
branches,  stations  and  county  schools;  a  total  of  79,524. 
Many  of  these  books  it  would  be  impossible  to  duplicate 
and  their  value  can  only  be  conjectured. 

In  addition,  the  association  has  funds  amounting  to 
a  total  of  $112,915.00,  invested  as  per  statement  attached. 

The  extent  that  the  library  has  been  used  by  the 
people  of  the  city  and  county  during  the  past  five  years 
is  shown  by  the  following  table,  which  gives  the  cir- 
culation :

And  yet  the  circulation  is  not  the  only  measure  of 
the  library's  usefulness  to  the  community.  The  ref- 
erence room  is  used  not  only  by  the  teachers  and  pupils 
of  our  schools,  but  by  students  from  all  over  the  North- 
west and  by  our  citizens,  who,  from  time  to  time,  require 
information  that  cannot  be  obtained  elsewhere.  The 
periodical  room,  reference  rooni  and  circulating  room 
are  filled  by  hundreds  each  day. 

The  circulation  from  the  central  library  and  from 
branches,  stations,  etc.,  is  given  below  in  comparison 
with  five  other  cities  of  the  country :  *

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From  this  comparative  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
circulation  from  our  main  building  is  fast  reaching  the 
limit  of  convenience  to  the  public,  and  it  will  be  observed 
that  the  circulation  from  the  central  libraries  in  the  other 
cities  is  much  less  than  from  their  branches,  stations, 
etc. ;  while  with  us  it  is  just  the  reverse,  and  the  ener- 
q^ies  of  the  association  must  be  exerted  in  providing  more 
and  better  equipped  branches  in  different  sections  of 
the  city. 

All  of  our  branches  are  greatly  hampered  by  the  lack 
of  books,  and  before  new  branches  are  opened  those 
already  established,  namely,  Sellwood,  East  Side  and 
.Mbina.  must  be  properly  maintained  by  supplying  the 
required  number  of  volumes  to  meet  the  demands  made 
upon  them.  To  carry  out  this  policy  and  satisfy  the 
legitimate  requirements  of  the  public  will  require  funds 
in  excess  of  the  amount  previously  furnished  us. 

It  is  only  proper  that  we  should  advise  you  that  the 
credit  for  the  high  efficiency  of  the  public  library  is  due 
to  our  very  able  librarian  and  her  assistants. 

It  will  be  our  privilege  to  hand  you  at  a  later  date 
the  report  of  the  librarian,  which  will  set  forth  in  much 
fuller  detail  the  activities  of  this  association.

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Report  of  the  Librarian 

To  the  Directors  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland : 

Herewith  I  beg  to  submit  my  seventh  annual  report 
detailing  the  work  of  the  Library  Association  for  its 
forty-fifth  year. 

There  have  been  no  new  departments  added  during^ 
the  past  year,  no  new  work  undertaken,  but  the  growth 
of  the  Library  along  lines  previously  marked  out  has 
been  truly  extraordinary.  The  circulation  of  books  for 
home  use  in  1908  is  44%  greater  than  in  1907.  This  is 
due  largely  to  the  development  of  the  branch  and  county 
service,  for  the  establishing  of  these  points  of  distribu- 
tion has  not  affected  the  Central  Library  constituency 
to  any  measurable  degree,  it  has  simply  created  new 
centers  of  interest. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  Library  membership, 
the  circulation  of  books,  and  the  per  cent,  of  fiction  read 
through  city  and  county :

The  increase  in  use  of  the  Central  Library  h^  ranged 
from  16%  in  the  Periodical  room,  where  the  growth  was 
definitely  limited  by  the  four  walls  of  the  room,  to  29% 
in  the  Reference  room.  Thus  the  happy  belief  that  the 
branches,  the  reading  rooms,  and  the  deposit  stations 
would  relieve  the  congestion  at  the  main  building  has 
proved  a  fallacy,  and  we  confront  a  problem  that  under 
present  conditions,  with  the  equipment  we  now  have, 
threatens  to  become  unmanageable  in  a  dangerously 
short  time.  Even  now  the  proper  shelving  of  the  in- 
creasing number  of  books  is  taxing  the  ingenuity  of 
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committees  and  librarian.  The  overflow  from  the  Cir- 
culating and  Reference  departments  will  use  all  avail- 
able space  in  the  basement  within  the  next  eighteen 
months.  Glance  into  any  department  of  the  Library 
during  the  afternoon  hours,  every  table  is  filled,  every 
chair  occupied,  men  and  women  are  standing,  book  or 
magazine  in  hand,  and  many  turn  away  from  actual  lack 
of  accommodation. 

During  the  year  120  club  and  committee  meetings 
have  been  held  in  the  Library,  and  this  number  despite 
the  fact  that  there  are  no  club  rooms,  no  study  rooms 
and  no  lecture  rooms.  On  Monday  evenings  the  Teach- 
ers' club  has  had  the  use  of  the  Children's  room  for  a 
course  of  lectures  on  modern  literature  given  by  Dr. 
C.  H.  Chapman,  on  Thursday  evenings  Father  O'Hara 
has  met  a  large  club  for  the  study  of  Dante  in  the  Art 
room,  and  again  on  Thursday  evenings  Dr.  Chapman  has 
conducted  a  class  in  higher  mathematics  in  the  Child- 
ren's room.  From  the  great  appreciation  of  these  lec- 
tures, and  of  others  of  like  nature  that  have  been  given 
elsewhere,  and  from  the  applications  and  requests  for 
such  instruction  that  have  come  to  the  librarian,  it  is 
very  evident  that  lectures  on  practical  subjects,  either 
free  or  given  for  a  nominal  sum,  would  be  generously 
patronized  and  of  inestimable  help  to  the  young  people 
of  our  community  whose  continued  education  depends 
upon  their  own  efforts.  A  library  should  be  the  intel- 
lectual center  of  a  city's  life  and  consequently  should 
promote  just  such  a  movement  as  this;  under  the 
crowded  conditions  prevailing  in  this  Library  this  is 
unfortunately  impossible.

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This  department  issued  in  1908  nearly  35,000  more 
volumes  than  in  the  preceding  year.  Anticipating  this 
growth,  in  January  the  routine  of  the  department  was 
reorganized.  Every  rule  and  every  small  detail  that 
could  not  give  an  immediate  excuse  for  being  was  elimi- 
nated and  the  work  reapportioned  among  the  assistants. 
At  the  same  time  plans  were  prepared  for  the  new 
charging  desk.  Other  libraries  were  consulted  and  the 
depths  of  our  own  experience  called  upon,  the  Library 
Bureau  carefully  followed  suggestions  and  the  desk 
which  was  installed  in  August  has  fulfilled  all  expecta- 
tions. 

Several  changes  in  the  rules  were  much  appreciated 
by  the  public.  The  installation  of  the  long  desired  tele- 
phone system  gave  opportunity  for  books  to  be  renewed 
by  telephone;  the  term  of  membership  in  the  Library 
was  extended  from  two  to  five  years.  Vacation  cards 
were  issued  valid  from  June  to  October,  permitting  the 
borrower  to  draw  ten  books  at  one  time,  provided  only 
four  were  fiction.  246  people  availed  themselves  of  this 
privilege,  867  books  were  drawn  and  of  these  only  six 
were  delinquent  on  October  first.  Two  were  lost  and 
paid  for  and  the  remaining  four  were  returned  later. 
Wider  advertisement  will  be  given  this  plan  this  year 
and  many  more  cards  will  be  issued. 

For  several  years  the  Library  has  been  closed  for 
two  days  in  December  for  the  purpose  of  taking  inven- 
tory. Careful  preparations  were  made  beforehand  and 
during  the  two  days  the  circulation  and  the  shelves  were 
counted  and  every  member  of  the  staff  joined  in  the 
search  for  missing  books.  These  books  were  kept  in 
mind  during  the  entire  year  and  many  were  found  upon 
the  shelves;  even  as  late  as  January  of  this  year  sixty- 
two  books  appeared  which  were  upon  this  lost-book  list. 
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Frr  such  unsatisfactory  results  it  did  not  seem  worth 
while  to  deprive  the  public  of  the  Library  for  two  whole 
days.  So  this  year  the  inventory  was  beg^n  in  December 
and  carried  on  in  connection  with  the  regular  routine  of 
the  Library.  289  volumes  are  reported  missing,  many 
less  than  last  year  at  this  time,  due  doubtless  to  the 
supervision  afforded  by  the  new  desk,  of  these  many  will 
be  found  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

The  Head  of  the  department  was  constant  and  un- 
tiring in  her  efforts  to  reach  new  groups  of  people  and 
inform  them  of  the  resources  of  the  Library.  For  this 
purpose  lists  were  mimeographed  and  sent  to  clubs,  con- 
ventions and  meetings  of  various  sorts,  bulletins  were 
posted,  notices  and  lists  printed  in  the  local  newspapers, 
both  English  and  foreign,  weekly  lists  either  of  technical 
or  economic  books  were  printed  in  the  Labor  Ptess,  ap- 
plication cards  and  circulars  were  sent  to  Labor  unions 
and  department  stores,  schools  were  visited  and  prin- 
cipals interviewed.  The  following  lists  were  compiled 
and  used  in  these  various  ways. — Harness-making, 
Poultry,  Child  labor,  Arts  and  crafts,  Business,  Roses, 
Fruit  pests.  Manual  training.  Kitchen  gardening.  Street 
cleaning,  Notable  biography.  Southern  literature,  Easter, 
Hallowe'en,  Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  Milton,  Book- 
keeping, Pedagogy,  House  plans,  and  College  life. 
Special  efforts  were  made  to  advertise  in  mill  and  factory 
the  books  on  the  trades  and  the  useful  arts  which  the 
Library  is  now  adding  in  numbers  and  with  some  success, 
as  the  circulation  of  these  books  increased  38%  over  the 
previous  year. 

The  addition  of  non-fiction,  history,  biography,  travel, 
etc.,  to  the  German  and  Norwegian  shelves  has  called 
forth  many  expressions  of  pleasure  from  the  foreign 
readers,  and  the  beginning  of  a  music  collection   has 
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proved  a  great  resource  to  both  teachers  and  music 
pupils.  There  are  now  203  volumes  in  this  collection, 
standard  works  for  piano  and  voice  including  opera 
scores.  It  should  be  enlarged  until  it  includes  the  best 
music  for  all  instruments. 

CHILDREN'S  DEPARTMENT.

This  department  began  the  year  with  something  of 

a  handicap.  It  was  the  first  experience  of  executive  work 
for  the  Children's  librarian,  her  assistants  were  new  and 
untried,  and  there  was  much  reorganization  and  re- 
arrangement necessary  to  bring  up  the  room  to  the 
standard  required,  but  the  results  of  the  year's  work 
have  been  more  than  satisfactory.  The  circulation  of 
books  increased  26  per  cent.,  equalling  one-third  of  the 
circulation  of  the  adult  department,  a  normal  propor- 
tion ;  and  the  law  and  order  were  so  maintained  that  the 
annual  loss  of  books  from  the  shelves  was  reduced  two- 
thirds.  An  addition  of  another  assistant  to  this  depart- 
ment for  part  time  has  made  possible  more  personal 
supervision  of  the  reading  of  each  child  which  accounts 
in  part  for  the  low  fiction  per  cent,  of  this  room,  averag- 
ing for  the  year  54  and  for  several  of  the  school  months 
not  rising  over  5L  Moreover,  the  emphasis  in  book 
purchase  has  been  placed  for  the  year  upon  the  classed 
books,  rounding  out  the  collections  in  each  department. 
This  has  not  been  done,  however,  at  the  sacrifice  of  good 
stories,  which  are  the  normal  reading  for  children  out- 
side of  their  school  work.  A  number  of  little  girls  have 
been  keeping  lists  this  year  of  books  read  and  their  com- 
ments and  criticisms  are  delightfully  fresh  and  sugges- 
tive. 
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In  October  the  fine  on  all  juvenile  books  both  in  the 
Central  Library  and  throughout  the  county  was  reduced 
from  five  cents  to  two  cents  per  day,  a  change  that  has 
been  much  appreciated  by  both  teachers  and  children. 
At  the  same  time  an  effort  has  been  made  everywhere 
to  recover  and  reinstate  those  children  staying  away 
from  the  Library  because  of  their  discouraging  indebt- 
edness. The  cases  have  been  dealt  with  individually, 
in  a  few  instances  the  fines  remitted,  but  if  possible  work 
has  been  provided  so  that  they  might  earn  release  or 
they  have  been  permitted  to  pay  so  many  pennies  per 
week  until  the  indebtedness  was  cancelled. 

Recruiting  is  always  necessary  in  work  with  children 
and  the  best  results  have  been  reached  through  school 
visiting.  Efforts  have  been  concentrated  upon  the  near- 
by schools  and  the  talks  on  the  books  or  the  stories  told 
to  the  little  children  were  preceded  by  a  library  cate- 
chism, "what  do  you  do  when  you  can't  find  your  card?", 
"when  you  have  a  fine  on  your  card?",  "when  you  have 
lost  a  card?",  etc.  The  answers  to  these  questions  shed 
much  light  on  the  reasons  why  some  of  the  children  had 
dropped  from  the  library  membership. 

On  Saturdays  a  glance  into  the  Children's  room  will 
give  proof  that  the  bond  between  the  Library  and  the 
teachers  is  strengthening  as  the  years  go  by.  Moreover, 
the  number  of  books  drawn  on  the  teachers'  cards  has 
increased  96  per  cent,  during  the  past  year.  Special 
grade  shelves  have  been  provided  for  the  use  of  the 
teachers  and  care  has  been  taken  to  be  ready  to  supply 
the  demand.  With  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  it 
was  made  possible  for  the  teacher  to  draw  books  for  class 
room  use  through  the  branches  and  reading  rooms,  these 
books  being  delivered  from  the  Central  Library  by 
special  messenger.  This  has  proved  a  welcome  inno- 
vation. 
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Stories  have  been  told  the  children  every  Friday  af- 
ternoon and  on  special  days,  and  the  picture  bulletins 
with  their  lists  of  suggestive  books  have  been  decorative 
and  of  interest.  The  one  of  especial  appeal  to  the  boys 
was  on  the  city  of  Washington  suggested  by  the  elec- 
tion, and  the  demand  for  "Among  the  law-makers," 
"The  young  citizen"  and  books  of  that  character  by  our 
embryo  politicians  for  some  time  could  not  be  satisfied. 
On  one  Friday  Miss  Kate  Failing  gave  a  delightful  talk 
to  the  children  on  her  Egyptian  experiences,  illustrated 
by  photographs  and  postal  cards.  The  celebration  of 
the  sixtieth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Joel  Chandler 
Harris  on  December  8th,  gave  the  children  a  glimpse 
into  the  life  and  customs  of  a  part  of  our  country  quite 
new  to  them.  A  clever  and  most  attractive  bulletin  of 
"Brer  Rabbit  and  Mr.  Fox"  was  kindly  made  by  Miss 
Wrigley  of  Macon,  Georgia,  and  "Uncle  Remus"  stories 
were  read  in  the  inimitable  dialect  by  Mrs,  De  Bow. 

The  Boys'  wireless  club  which  was  started  last  year 
has  met  regularly  every  Friday  night  with  the  exception 
of  the  summer  months.  Dr.  Ralph  Walker  has  kindly 
given  the  boys  three  most  practical  talks  on  electricity 
demonstrated  with  apparatus.  The  club  itself  gave  a 
very  successful  demonstration  of  wireless  telegraphy  in 
the  Children's  room  and  then  repeated  it  at  Albina  and 
the  East  Side  branches  and  the  Peninsular  reading  room. 
Two  other  clubs  have  developed  from  this  club  but  un- 
fortunately there  is  no  room  for  them  to  meet  in  the 
Library. 

The  annual  exhibit  of  Christmas  books  was  on  dis- 
play during  December  and  was  visited  by  many  people. 
Not  one  book  was  lost  this  year.  The  children  gloated 
over  the  fresh  attractive  bindings  and  the  pretty  editions. 
They  were  not  allowed  to  touch  them  except  as  a  reward 
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for  clean  hands,  and  what  spotless  little  boys  and  girls 
flocked  to  the  Children's  room  during  December ! 

The  Children's  librarian  has  had  an  article  in  each 
month's  issue  of  the  School  and  Home,  she  has  compiled 
four  lists  of  books  for  school  libraries,  many  for  mothers 
and  teachers,  and  has  printed  an  annotated  list  of  books 
on  various  subjects  weekly  in  the  Sunday  Journal.  She 
has  presented  papers  on  different  phases  of  children's 
reading  to  the  Mt.  Tabor  Mothers*  club,  to  the  Home 
training  association  of  Clinton  Kelly  school,  the  Mother's 
club  meeting  in  the  same  vicinity,  to  the  Froebel  kinder- 
garten association,  and  on  March  18th,  went  to  Forest 
Grove  and  read  a  paper  before  the  Civic  improvem  -nt 
association.

Statistics  can  never  do  justice  to  the  place  in  the 
community  that  this  department  fills.  Only  those  vho 
are  constantly  in  the  room  can  know  from  their  personal 
observation  what  serious  work,  what  real  study  is  carried 
on  here  day  after  day  by  men  and  women  as  well  as  by 
the  pupils  of  our  schools.  An  idea  of  the  kind  of  work 
can  be  gained  from  the  questions  asked  at  the  desk,  36 
per  cent,  of  these  were  of  commercial  or  practical  charac- 
ter and  the  rest  for  club  or  school  work,  some  few  of 
general  interest. 

The  most  important  of  the  lists  compiled  during  the 
year  was  upon  Municipal  problems,  covering  the  ques- 
tions of  importance  to  cities  and  supplementing  the  vol- 
ume on  the  subject  issued  as  a  part  of  Municipal  AJfairt

in  1901,  this  has  proved  a  peculiarly  useful  list  this  winter 
when  so  many  changes  are  being  considered  in  the  city 
government. 

Nine  clubs  have  met  in  the  Library  regularly  and  have 
prepared  their  programs  with  the  assistance  of  the  li- 
brary's books. 

The  Reference  librarian  gave  her  usual  talks  upon 
the  Library  before  the  freshman  class  of  the  West  Side 
high  school,  392  beings  present  at  the  meetings;  material 
for  debates,  etc.  have  been  supplied  to  the  East  Side  and 
Gresham  high  schools  by  this  department  through  the 
branch  and  the  reading  room. 

The  most  useful  and  important  books  added  to  the 
Reference  department  during  the  year  were  some  par- 
ticularly fine  folio  volumes  on  architecture,  thirty-four 
in  all,  the  basis  of  a  collection  that  should  be  increased; 
many  city  reports  and  charters;  the  New  England  His- 
torical and  Genealogical  register,  vol.  29  to  date,  com- 
pleting the  Library's  set,  and  the  National  edition  of 
Webster's  Writings  and  Speeches  which  contains  ma- 
terial upon  the  Northwest  country  not  heretofore  in- 
cluded in  his  works. 

The  most  popular  exhibit  the  Library  has  ever  dis- 
played was  "1907  in  cartoon,"  in  connection  with  this, 
which  was  mounted  upon  the  wall  on  the  landing,  the 
various  sets  of  English  cartoons  which  the  Library  owns 
were  shown  in  the  cases.  This  was  followed  by  a  display 
of  some  of  the  rare  old  Bibles  that  the  Library  possesses. 
During  the  commencement  season  bulletins  of  college 
pictures  covered  the  walls  and  were  supplemented  by 
college  catalogues  in  the  Reference  room  and  the  lists 
and  books  on  college  life  and  interests  in  the  Circulating 
room.  This  was  of  great  attraction  to  the  young  people 
and  helpful  to  them  in  choosing  their  college.     During 
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the  autumn  the  fine  tercentenary  edition  of  Rembrandt's 
work  filled  the  cases  and  this  was  followed  by  the  Milton 
exhibit  consisting  of  pictures,  facsimiles  and  fine  editions 
of  his  work. 

Possibly  the  most  noteworthy  work  of  the  year  out- 
side of  the  regular  routine  was  the  revision  of  the 
pamphlets.  These  have  been  carefully  examined  by  the 
Reference  librarian,  but  the  cataloguing  is  not  finished. 
All  pamphlets  of  an  ephemeral  nature  were  discarded, 
others  were  arranged  in  volumes  according  to  subject 
and  sent  to  the  Cataloguing  room;  the  remainder  will 
form  the  "pamphlet  collection"  to  be  discarded  or  bound 
from  time  to  time  according  to  its  permanent  value. 
Such  a  mass  of  material  comes  to  the  Library  in  this 
form  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  that  an  en- 
largement of  the  decimal  classification  has  been  neces- 
sary. The  numbers  were  extended  to  cover  minute  sub- 
ject headings  and  a  careful  index  made  so  that  it  is  now 
possible  for  a  specific  question  to  be  answered  without 
loss  of  time  and  the  annoyance  of  looking  over  many 
pamphlets  containing  related  material.  The  number  of 
pamphlets  the  Library  owns  is  as  follows:

A  smaller  number  of  books  was  catalogued  this  year 
than  in  1907,  as  in  that  year  the  initial  purchase  for  the 
three  branch  libraries  was  made  and  prepared  for  the 
shelves  and  since  that  time  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
buy  books  in  such  numbers.  In  every  other  direction 
the  work  of  the  department  has  increased  and  has  been 
carried  on  with  more  system  and  better  results  than 
ever  before.  A  duplicate  shelf  list  of  the  circulating 
books  was  begun  in  February  and  was  completed  and 
ready  for  filing  in  the  new  desk  upon  its  arrival  in 
August.  In  June  the  Medical  collection,  with  the  cata- 
logue and  shelf  list,  was  returned  to  the  Oregon  Medical 
society  and  the  M  no  longer  needed  was  appropriated 
for  the  new  music  collection. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  with  the  large  increase 
in  circulation  there  is  a  small  decrease  in  the  number  of 
books  sent  out  for  rebinding.  This  is  due  to  the  purchase 
of  many  replaced  books  in  the  Chivers'  binding  which 
wears  practically  as  long  as  the  book  itself,  and  also  to 
the  better  binding  we  are  now  able  to  obtain  from  our 
binders  in  Portland.

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The  work  of  this  department  has  proceeded  smoothly 
during  the  year  and  without  change  of  method.  Ten 
numbers  of  the  bulletin  have  been  published  under  the 
direction  of  the  order  clerk. 

Gifts. 

The  Library  gratefully  acknowledges  the  gifts  re- 
ceived during  the  year.  574  volumes  including  govern- 
ment publications  have  been  presented,  and  5,078  pamph- 
lets including  trade  catalogues.  The  Library  is  again 
indebted  to  the  daily  and  weekly  papers,  English  and 
foreign,  and  of  city  and  county,  for  space  given  for  book 
lists  and  notices. 

THE  BRANCH  LIBRARIES. 

These  libraries  have  now  been  established  long 
enough  to  prove  their  usefulness  to  the  sections  of  the 
city  in  which  they  are  placed.  Each  one  is  but  the  small 
beginning  of  work  which  should  grow  to  large  propor- 
tions. The  growth  of  each  is  hampered  by  an  inadequate 
collection  of  books  which  only  time  can  remedy;  and 
quite  as  serious  is  the  disadvantage  in  serving  the  public, 
both  juvenile  and  adult,  from  one  room.  The  new  build- 
ing on  the  East  Side  though  it  is  large  enough  for  all 
immediate  needs  and  is  most  attractive  fails  here,  that 
the  children  are  not  separated  from  the  older  people  and 
there  is  the  noise  and  confusion  to  contend  with  in- 
separable from  the  restlessness  of  even  well-disciplined 
children.  This  is  a  nervous  strain  upon  the  librarian 
and  an  annoyance  to  the  students  and  older  people  using 
the  Library.

The  Sellwood  Library  is  coming  to  be  the  center  of 
affairs  in  the  suburb  of  Sellwood  and  no  longer  needs 
the  constant  advertising  that  was  necessary  during  the 
first  few  months  of  its  existence.  The  statistics  of  at- 
tendance and  circulation  can  never  rival  those  of  the 
other  branches  because  it  serves  a  smaller  constituency 
and  moreover  is  far  from  the  high  school,  but  the  value 
of  its  influence  in  the  community  is  very  real  and  that 
is  the  kind  of  information  that  statistics  can  never 
supply. 

The  Library  has  been  most  attractive  throughout 
the  year  with  flowers  and  plants,  changing  bulletins,  and 
occasional  exhibits.  The  beautiful  collection  of  mounted 
butterflies  owned  by  Mrs.  W.  M.  Ladd  was  on  exhibi- 
tion for  two  weeks  in  the  spring  and  brought  many 
visitors  to  the  Library.  These  were  exhibited  later  at 
the  East  Side  branch  and  at  the  Central  Library.  In 
March  Mr.  Finley,  the  author  of  American  Birds,  gave 
an  illustrated  lecture  under  the  auspices  of  the  Library 
in  a  nearby  hall ;  the  room  was  crowded  and  the  pleasure 
with  which  the  young  people  recognized  well-known 
birds  and  the  number  of  times  the  bird  books  circulated 
later  augurs  well  for  scientific  interests  in  Sellwood. 
The  Sellwood  Board  of  Trade  and  the  Shakespeare  club 
both  held  meetings  in  the  Library  during  the  winter 
upon  the  invitation  of  the  librarian.  During  the  summer 
months  the- Library  closed  at  8:30  in  the  evening,  and 
during  the  month  of  August  was  not  opened  until  four 
in  the  afternoon.

The  Albina  Library  has  conducted  its  affairs  during 
the  year  in  one  small  room  on  a  noisy,  dusty  street.  It 
has  been  bubbling  over  with  visitors  daily  from  noon 
until  closing  time.  Early  in  June  the  librarian  went 
away  on  a  leave  of  absence  and  until  September  the 
Library  was  in  the  hands  of  various  assistants.  In  spite 
of  these  drawbacks  it  was  a  year  of  good  work  and  the 
near  prospects  of  commodious  and  comfortable  quarters 
on  a  quiet  street  promise  for  much  this  coming  year. 
The  growth  oi  this  branch  will  be  limited  only  by  the 
,  number  of  volumes  we  can  place  upon  the  shelves. 

Special  effort  has  been  made  to  tell  of  the  Library 
and  its  resources  to  the  men  in  the  factories  and  mills 
of  which  there  are  so  many  on  that  side  of  the  river. 
Printed  notices  of  the  Library  and  application  cards 
were  carried  to  the  mills  and  these  were  followed  by 
short  lists  of  books  on  various  technical  subjects.  This 
met  with  some  most  appreciative  response,  but  this  is 
a  field  which  will  still  repay  careful  tilling. 

The  children  of  Albina  need  no  urging  to  visit  the 
Library.  May  day  was  celebrated  here  as  in  the  other 
branches  with  a  May  pole  and  baskets  of  flowers.  268 
children  came  in  relays  to  hear  a  short  story  told  and 
one  of  the  teachers  said  that  they  had  not  only  antici- 
pated it  a  week  beforehand  but  talked  it  over  for  weeks 
afterward.

On  February  18th,  after  a  week  of  preparation,  this 
branch  was  re-opened  in  the  new  and  attractive  little 
building  on  the  corner  of  East  11th  and  East  Alder 
streets.  The  children  were  invited  in  the  afternoon  and 
the  building  was  open  to  the  grown  people  in  the  even- 
ing when  there  was  a  brief  program  of  speeches  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  and  residents  of  the  East  Side.  This 
branch  in  a  resident  district  and  so  near  the  large  East 
Side  high  school  is  primarily  a  school  library  and  in 
purchasing  its  small  collection  of  books  the  needs  of  the 
pupils  were  of  the  first  consideration.  Since  moving 
into  these  new  quarters,  however,  many  people  having 
no  connection  with  the  school  have  joined  the  Library 
and  it  promises  in  time  to  be  of  broader  use  to  the  com- 
munity. 

In  March  and  in  October  the  Librarian  met  with  the 
entering  classes  of  the  East  Side  high  school  and  gave 
short  talks  upon  the  Library,  its  catalogue  and  the  ar- 
rangement of  the  books  upon  the  shelves.  The  Haw- 
thorne and  North  Central  schools  have  been  visited  with 
prompt  returns  in  juvenile  members,  but  the  barren 
shelves  of  the  juvenile  collection  prohibit  further  visiting 
at  present.

It  is  difficult  when  dealing  with  the  work  of  this  de- 
partment to  keep  within  the  sober  lines  of  a  report. 
Here  we  deal  with  men  and  women,  not  with  people  in 
masses,  and  it  is  possible  to  launch  a  book  like  a  ship 
from  the  stays,  follow  its  course  from  port  to  port  and 
count  the  ripples  in  its  wake. 

In  considering  the  past  year  one  is  impressed  with 
the  fact  that  the  time  of  experiment,  the  apprenticeship, 
in  the  county  is  over  and  the  'great  increase  on  all  sides 
in  1908  is  due  to  the  development  of  the  work  of  other 
years.  The  interest  in  books  as  a  source  of  entertain- 
ment and  the  habit  of  depending  upon  the  Library  for 
aid  and  information  on  practical  subjects  is  now  well- 
rooted,  so  that  it  is  no  longer  a  question  of  devising 
ways  to  advertise  the  Library  or  to  make  its  books  at- 
tractive, but  rather  one  of  how  to  satisfy  the  clamor  for 
more  books.  In  1905,  the  first  year  of  county  work,  the 
circulation  of  books  was  3,955,  in  1906  it  grew  to  13,358, 
in  1907  to  37,521  and  in  1908  s^ill  maintaining  its  rate  of 
growth  it  reached  58,169.  The  great  need  now  is  for  a 
larger  supply  of  books,  not  only  that  the  shelves  of  the 
reading  rooms  may  be  better  filled  but  that  there  may  be 
an  adequate  collection  for  exchange  and  request  in  the 
County  department  of  the  Central  Library.  It  is  im- 
possible for  the  main  collection  with  its  own  large  mem- 
bership to  meet  promptly  outside  demands  and  as  soon 
as  possible  there  should  be  a  duplicate  collection  of  the 
most  important  and  necessary  books  to  be  sent  on  re- 
quest into  the  country  or  to  the  branches  and  reading 
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rooms.  This  central  county  collection  would  be  an 
economic  means  of  book  distribution,  as  it  would  do 
away  with  the  necessity  of  duplicating  certain  books 
for  each  branch.  For  instance,  a  central  collection  of 
German  fiction  from  which  books  could  be  borrowed  at 
the  discretion  of  the  librarian  and  returned  for  exchange 
when  her  readers  had  finished  with  them  is  an  obvious 
illustration.

To  the  books  and  custodian  furnished  each  reading 
room  by  the  Library,  a  list  of  periodicals  was  added  at 
the  first  of  the  year,  supplying  a  total  lack  of  magazine 
literature  in  some  instances  and  lightening  the  local 
expense  in  others. 

The  district  served  by  the  Gresham  reading  room  has 
enlarged  materially  during  the  year  until  now  the  little 
library  is  the  distributing  point  for  all  that  portion  of 
the  county  and  is  depended  upon  for  aid  in  both  grange 
and  school  work.  The  rural  telephone  connection  has 
made  the  use  of  the  reading  room  possible  to  farmers 
living  many  miles  away.  Four  granges  receive  their 
study  libraries  from  Gresham,  and,  through  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  high  school  teachers,  the  most  practical  work 
has  been  done  with  the  students. 

The  Montavilla  reading  room  moved  to  larger  and 
pleasanter  quarters  early  in  January  and  here,  as  well  as 
at  Peninsular  the  records  show  a  steadily  increasing 
use  of  the  books. 
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On  April  21st  the  reading  room  at  Lents  was  opened 
to  take  the  place  of  the  Lents  deposit  station  which  was 
one  of  the  best  and  largest  stations.  The  reading  room 
has  not  fulfilled  the  promise  of  the  station  and  so  far  has 
been  a  disappointment. 

There  had  been  a  subscription  library  for  many  years 
in  Troutdaie  supported  by  the  hard  work  and  ingenuity 
of  the  Woman's  club  of  the  village.  This  was  finally 
brought  under  the  direction  of  the  Public  Library  last 
spring  and  opened  formally  as  a  public  institution  on 
April  7th.  With  the  rural  telephone  connection  just 
added  it  is  hoped  that  this  library  may  have  a  large  mem- 
bership in  the  farming  community  east  of  the  Sandy. 

The  reading  room  opened  on  September  15th  at  Uni- 
versity Park  has  been  most  cordially  patronized,  not  only 
are  the  records  of  attendance  and  circulation  unusually 
good  but  the  class  of  books  asked  for  on  request  cards 
shows  an  intelligent  appreciation  of  the  resources  of  the 
Library.  Here  and  at  Peninsular  have  been  felt  the 
greatest  need  for  a  larger  loan  collection  and  for  books 
on  special  subjects. 

The  reading  room  at  St.  Johns  was  discontinued  in 
May.

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Fairview,  Latourelle  and  Rockwood  were  added 
during  the  year.  Fairview  and  Rockwood  at  the  request 
of  the  granges,  Latourelle  through  the  interest  of  Miss 
Smith,  the  teacher  in  the  Latourelle  school.  The  sta- 
tions at  Lents  and  Pleasant  View  were  absorbed  by  the 
reading  rooms  at  Lents  and  Troutdale.  Those  at  Has- 
salo  church  and  at  Brooks  were  discontinued  for  lack 
of  patronage. 

Granges. 

Beginning  in  October  study  libraries  have  been  sup- 
plied each  month  to  the  ten  granges  in  Multnomah 
county  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  topics  assigned 
by  the  State  lecturer.  Reference  material  for  subjects 
in  addition  to  those  on  the  regular  program  has  also 
been  supplied,  sometimes  from  Gresham  and  sometimes 
from  the  Central  Library. 

A  model  traveling  library  and  one  of  the  school  li- 
braries were  exhibited  at  the  Grange  fair  held  at  Gresham 
in  September. 

County  Schools.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  work  with  the  county 
schools  was  transferred  to  the  County  department  and 
having  both  divisions  of  the  county  service  under  the 
direction  of  one  person  has  proved  an  advantage  in  every 
way.  It  is  simpler  for  the  school  clerk  or  the  farmer  to 
appeal  to  the  same  department  of  the  Library  whether 
his  business  concerns  a  school  or  a  station  box,  and  it  is 
a  very  great  advantage  to  the  County  librarian  to  know 
the  teachers  and  school  directors  in  the  different  dis- 
tricts. 

As  usual  the  record  of  the  circulation  of  books  in 
the  schools  is  for  the  school  year  from  September  to 
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June,  it  being  impossible  to  secure  the  statistics  on  Jan- 
uary first. 

The  school  boxes  sent  out  in  September  1907  were 
exchanged  in  February,  some  between  the  districts  while 
others  were  returned  to  the  Library  and  fresh  boxes 
taken.  During  the  summer  the  collection  was  carefully 
revised,  the  libraries  rearranged,  and  on  the  first  of  Sep- 
tember printed  lists  of  the  libraries  were  mailed  to  each 
teacher  in  order  to  give  her  a  voice  in  the  selection  of 
books  to  be  sent  to  her  class  and  to  have  the  advantage 
of  her  advice  as  to  those  best  suited  to  the  age  of  her 
pupils.  Sixty-six  libraries  were  sent  to  these  country 
schools,  some  were  shipped  by  train,  farmers  called 
others,  and  some  were  delivered  by  automobile. 

In  addition  to  the  boxes  sent  to  the  country  schools, 
nineteen  class  room  libraries  were  issued  to  the  St. 
John's  schools.  No  books  were  loaned  to  the  suburban 
schools,  with  the  exception  of  the  Brooklyn  school,  as 
those  loaned  in  the  previous  year  had  not  had  proper 
care  which  cannot  be  demanded  without  the  supervision 
which  the  Library  is  not  at  present  able  to  afford.  The 
books  formerly  in  the  suburban  schools  have  been  used 
to  great  advantage  in  the  branches  and  reading  rooms. 

Seven  trips  were  made  by  automobile  through  the 
county  and  forty-one  schools  and  all  country  stations 
visited.  The  first  trip  to  the  northwest  included  seven 
schools  around  Tigardsville,  Hillsdale  and  West  Port- 
land. To  reach  Aims,  four  miles  beyond  Bull  Run  post 
office,  was  almost  a  day's  journey  in  itself,  but  after 
realizing  the  isolation  of  the  place,  and  the  delight  and 
appreciation  of  the  children,  no  one  would  have  ques- 
tioned the  time  spent.  Joint  district  84  in  the  southwest 
corner  of  the  county  was  the  goal  of  the  third  trip, 
another  of  the  isolated  schools  from  which  the  teacher 
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wrote  "we  will  have  to  do  without  the  books,  the  roads 
are  too  muddy  to  travel  over."  The  next  trip  included 
the  schools  on  the  Ridge  road  and  No.  19  on  Sau-vie's 
island.  In  the  eastern  part  of  the  county  one  day  was 
devoted  to  schools  east  of  the  Sandy,  one  was  spent  in 
the  district  about  Fairview  and  Gresham  and  a  third 
was  given  to  the  schools  along  the  Slough  road.  Every- 
where the  teachers  showed  the  greatest  cordiality  and 
were  eager  to  know  how  to  make  the  best  use  of  the 
books  in  their  boxes  and  how  to  obtain  more  for  their 
own  and  their  pupils'  use,  and  each  succeeding  Saturday 
brought  county  teachers  to  the  Central  Library  to  take 
out  teacher's  cards.  A  personal  visit  to  a  school  or 
country  district  is  without  doubt  the  most  effective, 
perhaps  the  only  way,  of  reaching  the  people  and  leading 
them  to  see  what  the  Library  may  mean  to  them.  But 
the  advantages  are  not  all  on  one  side,  to  know  the  con- 
ditions in  a  locality,  the  class  of  people,  their  interests, 
the  number  of  children  in  the  school,  whether  they  are 
little  or  big,  all  are  invaluable  aids  in  making  up  the 
library  boxes,  either  for  school  or  for  station. 

The  Library  is  now  thoroughly  known  and  appre- 
ciated in  the  country  districts,  and  stations  and  reading 
rooms  are  well  distributed  throughout  the  county;  with 
more  books  to  circulate  which  we  confidently  count  upon 
in  this  coming  year  the  service  will  be  even  more  satis- 
factory. The  Grange  work  will  be  continued  and  there 
will  be  more  personal  supervision  of  the  libraries  in  the 
schools.  The  suburbs  of  the  city  are  more  in  need  of 
library  service,  and  of  better  service  at  present  than  the 
country  districts.  The  Peninsula  for  instance  with  its 
constantly  increasing  population,  its  wide-awake  boys 
and  men  and  its  working  girls  is  a  center  of  activity  that 
is  in  need  of  all  the  thought  and  attention  that  can  be

given  it  and  it  is  this  field  that  the  Library  should  take 
into  special  consideration  during  the  coming  year. 

THE  STAFF. 

Four  resignations  from  the  staff  must  be  regretfully 
recorded. —  Miss  Derickson,  Miss  Whitney,  Miss  Reed 
and  Miss  Guile.  Miss  Derickson,  who  had  been  Head  of 
the  Circulating  department  for  the  past  six  years,  re- 
turned to  her  home  for  a  long  rest,  leaving  warm  friends 
behind  her  and  a  Library  grateful  for  the  good  work  she 
has  done.  Miss  Margaret  MacLachlan,  who  was  second 
in  command,  has  been  appointed  Head  of  the  Circulating 
department. 

Miss  Jessie  Millard  has  been  appointed  Children's 
librarian.  Miss  Lucile  Fargo  of  the  Albany  Library 
school  joined  the  staff  the  first  of  August  in  the  position 
of  first  assistant  in  the  Cataloguing  room ;  Miss  Mabel 
Eaton  of  the  Simmons  Library  school  joined  the  staff 
at  the  same  time  and  has  been  appointed  first  assistant 
in  the  Circulating  department.  Miss  Ella  G.  Dewart 
was  granted  leave  of  absence  for  a  year  beginning  the 
first  of  August  for  experience  in  the  New  York  branch 
libraries.  In  September  Miss  Mary  L  Davis  of  Cleve- 
land was  appointed  to  fill  Miss  Dewart's  term  of  absence 
as  librarian  of  the  Albina  branch  library. 

Fifteen  young  women  were  examined  for  library  po- 
sitions on  September  22d.  Eight  presented  satisfactory 
papers,  one  withdrew,  and  on  October  ISth  the  remain- 
ing seven  entered  upon  the  three  months'  apprentice- 
ship. 

This  record  of  a  busy  and  happy  year  is  the  proof, 
if  it  is  needed,  of  the  conscientious  work  of  every  mem- 
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ber  of  the  staff  and  of  the  splendid  e$prit  de  corps  which 
has  often  made  the  impossible  possible. 

The  staff  joins  with  me  in  appreciation  of  the  never- 
failing  courtesy  and  consideration  of  the  Board  of 
Directors.

Report  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

December  8,  1909. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Library 
Association  of  Portland  was  held  in  the  Library  on 
Wednesday,  December  8,  1909,  at  eight  o'clock  P.  M., 
with  Mr.  W.  B.  Ayer  in  the  chair. 

The  other  members  present  were:  Miss  Mary  F. 
Failing,  Messrs.  S.  B.  Linthicum,  R.  W.  Montague,  W. 
M.  Ladd,  R.  L.  Sabin,  Lewis  A.  McArthur,  George  L. 
Baker,  F.  G.  Wheeler  and  Wm.  L.  Brewster. 

Mr.  Brewster  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  meeting. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting  were  read 
and  approved.  The  Treasurer  read  his  annual  report, 
which  on  motion  was  ordered  to  be  received  and  placed 
on  file.  The  President  read  his  annual  report,  which 
on  motion  was  ordered  to  be  received  and  placed  on 
file. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Linthicum,  seconded  by  Mr.  Mon- 
tague, the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  that  the  President  appoint  a  committee 
consisting  of  himself  and  at  least  two  other  members  of 
the  Association  to'  confer  with  the  Mayor  and  City 
council  and  the  County  commissioners  to  the  end  that 
the  full  amount  of  the  twenty-ttiill  tax  agreed  to  be 
levied  by  the  city  and  county  for  library  purposes  shall 
be  included  in  the  levies  about  to  be  made,  and  that  in 
case  said  levies  are  made,  the  consent  of  the  Mayor 
and  Council  be  obtained  to  use  not  to  exceed  one-half 
of  the  amount  received  from  the  city  tax  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  branch  library  building  on  land  provided  for 
that  puropse. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  ad- 
journed. WM.  L.  BREWSTER,

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Report  of  the  President. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland, 
Oregon : 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  reports 
of  the  various  committees,  also  those  of  your  Treasurer 
and  Librarian. 

These  reports  cover  fully  and  in  detail  the  activities 
of  the  association  during  the  past  year  and  recommen- 
dations for  the  coming  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  amended  constitution,  adopt- 
ed at  the  last  annual  meeting,  the  fiscal  year  of  the 
association  now  ends  October  30th;  consequently,  the 
reports  for  the  past  year  cover  a  period  of  only  ten 
months. 

I  estimate  the  income  from  taxes  for  the  ensuing 
year  on  a  .13  of  a  mill  levy,  allowing  6  per  cent  for 
rebates  and  delinquencies,  to  be  from  the  county  $30,- 
700,  and  from  the  city  $28,200,  a  total  of  $58,900, 
which  your  board  has  apportioned  as  follows: 

Book  committee         -  -         $31,000.00 

House  committee        -  -        7,500.00 

Library  Extension  committee     -    20,000.00 

The  reports  of  your  Book,  House  and  Library  Ex- 
tension caminittees  draw  attention  to  the  congested 
conditions  and  lack  of  adequate  facilities  in  every  de- 
partment, and  I  wish  to  set  forth  as  concisely  as  pos- 
sible the  situation  exactly  as  it  confronts  us. 

This  Association  was  organized  in  1864,  and  to  the 
energy  and  liberality  of  the  citizens  of  that  day  is  due 
the  position  it  occupies  in  the  civic  life  of  the  com- 
munity today.  In  1901,  the  Association  entered  into 
a  ten  years'  contract  with  the  city  by  which  it  was  to 
receive  annually  the  proceeds  of  a  tax  levy  of  .20  of  a 
mill,  and  in  1905  a  similar  arrangement  was  made  with 
the  county,  and  the  Association   undertook  to  supply 
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the  people  with  all  the  facilities  of  a  free  public  li- 
brary. The  arrangement  has  been  satisfactory  to  the 
Association,  in  that  it  has  enabled  it  to  carry  out  fully 
the  purposes  for  which  it  was  founded.  That  it  has 
been  appreciated  by  the  people  is  shown  by  the  con- 
stantly increasing  use  they  have  made  of  its  facilities. 
The  city  has  been  the  gainer,  for  it  has  secured  the 
use  of  the  Association's  books,  buildings  and  the  in- 
come of  its  invested  funds  at  a  comparatively  small 
outlay. 

The  public  library  is  as  much  a  part  of  the  life  of 
a  modern  community  as  the  public  school;  it  serves 
not  only  the  child,  but  the  adult;  its  reference  collection 
is  indispensable  alike  to  the  student,  the  artisan,  the 
professional  man  and  every  citizen  who  requires  in- 
formation; its  circulating  department  enters  into  the 
home  life  of  the  entire  community. 

With  the  exceedingly  rapid  growth  that  the  county 
has  made  in  the  past  few  years,  it  is  not  strange  that 
our  main  building  should  now  be  entirely  inadequate 
to  the  demands  made  upon  it.  Every  department  is 
congested.  There  is  not  enough  room  for  either  people 
or  books.  Many  books  that  are  in  demand  are  incon- 
veniently placed  in  the  basement,  and  at  this  writing 
the  last  available  foot  of  space  is  being  shelved.  Much 
sentiment  attaches  to  our  present  building,  and  it  is 
architecturally  one  of  the  city's  finest  ornaments;  but, 
unfortunately,  it  is  not  conveniently  arranged  for  a 
large  central  library  and  it  is  extremely  doubtful  if  it 
could  be  enlarged  so  as  to  provide  sufficient  stack  room 
for  books,  a  lecture  hall,  class  rooms  and  more  accom- 
modations for  the  public.  I  therefore  most  reluctantly 
recommend  that  the  present  property  be  sold  and  that, 
with  the  proceeds,  a  full  block  of  land  be  secured  fur- 
ther removed  from  the  business  center,  provided  that 
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funds  be  given  the  Association  with  which  to  build  a 
new  and  suitable  building. 

We  have  been  exceedingly  remiss  in  providing 
branch  libraries.  It  has  long  been  recognized  by  other 
cities  of  our  country  that  the  main  building  is  a  great 
central  library,  where  the  reference  collection  is 
housed  and  the  whole  library  administration  is  con- 
ducted, besides  being  the  principal  center  of  circulation. 
But  scattered  throughout  the  city  should  be  branch 
libraries,  with  their  own  collection  of  books,  with  at- 
tractive reading  rooms  and  convenient  lecture  halls. 
This  Association  is  now  conducting  only  three  branches 
— the  East  Side  Branch  being  housed  in  an  attractive, 
but  cheap  and  temporary  structure,  and  the  Albina  and 
Sellwood  Branches  occupying  small,  rented  rooms. 
There  is  urgent  necessity  for  more  convenient  and  dig- 
nified quarters — buildings  that  are  in  harmony  with  our 
general  civic  aspirations. 

The  Public  Library  Law  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  by 
virtue  of  which  the  city  ordinance  authorizing  the  con- 
tract with  the  Library  Association  was  enacted,  con- 
templates the  establishment  of  branches,  and,  while  it 
limits  the  annual  levy  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one- 
fifth  of  a  mill,  it  provides  that  we  "may,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Mayor  and  the  Council,  (without  which 
no  lease,  purchase  or  contract  therefor  shall  be  of  any 
validity),  lease  and  occupy,  or  purchase,  or  erect  on 
purchased  ground,  an  appropriate  building,  not,  how- 
ever, employing  in  such  purchase  or  building  more  than 
one-half  of  the  income  in  any  one  year." 

I  therefore  recommend,  if  the  Association  can  pro- 
cure suitably  located  ground,  by  gift  or  otherwise,  that 
we  request  the  full  amount  of  the  levy  and  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor  and  Council  for  authorization  to  erect 
branch  library  buildings. 
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Our  present  contract  with  the  city  will  expire  with 
1912,  and  if  we  are  to  enter  into  a  new  agreement  we 
must  certainly  be  in  a  position  to  fulfill  our  obligations ; 
and,  unless  we  acquire  in  the  meantime  greatly  in- 
creased facilities,  it  will  be  absolutely  impossible  for  us 
to  meet  the  demands  of  an  increased  population. 

The  growth  of  the  library  is  expressed  by  its  cir- 
culation. In  1905  it  was  177,076;  in  1909,  480,244  (No- 
vember and  December  estimated).  There  is  every 
reason  to  suppose  that  the  increase  will  be  more  rapid 
in  the  future,  and  to  this  Association,  with  its  large 
and  valuable  collection  of  books,  its  real  property  and 
invested  funds,  valued  at  half  a  million  of  dollars,  is 
intrusted  the  duty  of  caring  for  the  public  library 
facilities  of  our  city.  The  problem  requires  the  careful 
consideration  of  our  municipal  authorities,  as  well  as 
the  members  of  this  Association.

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Book  Committee  Report. 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Library  Association 
of  Portland. 

GENTLEMEN: 

In  compliance  with  the  By-laws,  and  as  chairman 
of  the  Book  committee,  I  herewith  present  the  follow- 
ing as  the  committee's  report  for  the  year,  1909,  ending 
November  30th: 

StafiF.  Under  the  able  direction  of  the  librarian, 
the  local  staff  of  the  library  has  continued  most  ex- 
cellent service  and  with  increasing  efficiency.  Nearly 
every  month  some  improvement  is  introduced,  and  in 
both  principles  and  methods  we  feel  that  the  library 
work  reaches  as  high  a  standard  as  in  any  library  of 
the  same  size  and  equipment  elsewhere;  and  that  it  is 
conducted  with  the  minimum  of  expenditure  consistent 
with  adequate  service  to  the  public.  The  committee 
is  impressed  with  the  increasing  need  of  trained  service 
and  would  recommend  as  a  policy  that  vacancies  should 
be  filled  with  graduates  of  library  schools,  or  applicants 
who  can  bring  real  experience  from  previous  work. 

Books.  The  various  departments,  Reference,  Circu- 
lating, Children's  and  Periodical,  are,  we  think,  well 
supplied  to  the  extent  of  our  purchasing  power  with 
lines  of  the  best  publications.  The  Reference  depart- 
ment grows  in  importance  and  gains  more  and  more  in 
the  esteem  of  citizens  of  every  walk  of  life.  In  making 
purchases,  the  committee  and  librarian  are  paying  in- 
creased attention  to  the  major  works,  such  as  ency- 
clopaedias, technical  series  and  books  with  illustrated 
material,  and  we  are  desirous  of  having  it  understood 
that  our  library  can  furnish  the  latest  reference  books 
and  expert  reports.  The  list  of  periodicals  has  been 
extended  and  the  technical  periodicals  are  provided  for 
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in  a  separate  part  of  the  Reference  room,  where  a 
group  of  students  or  workmen  may  be  seen  almost  con- 
stantly consulting  them. 

The  Circulating  department,  in  addition  to  current 
literature,  is  being  strengthened  along  all  lines  of 
standard  works,  and  such  lines  as  music  and  foreign 
literature  have  been  much  enlarged. 

One  of  the  leading  notes  of  this  year  is  of  co-opera- 
tion with  other  institutions  or  with  special  groups. 
This  includes  especially  the  public  schools,  the  Art  As- 
sociation and  art  classes,  and  groups  of  teachers  or 
others  who  are  using  the  rooms  for  the  presentation  of 
lecture  series,  of  this  last  the  lectures  of  Dr.  C.  H. 
Chapman  and  Father  O'Hara  may  be  particularly 
named.  ^ 

These  and  other  matters  of  interest  will  be  referred 
to  in  the  librarian's  report  at  large.  Your  committee 
will  close  this  brief  report  with  the  general  word  that 
the  main  library  is  now  taxed  to  its  maximum  capacity 
in  order  to  provide  place  for  books,  for  the  crowding 
attendance  and  the  work  of  the  staff;  and  in  our  judg- 
ment some  steps  must  be  taken  at  an  early  date  looking 
forward  either  to  considerable  enlargement  of  the  pres- 
ent building,  or  perhaps  a  relocation  with  a  site  and 
buildings  commensurate  as  headquarters  for  the  library 
system  of  a  coming  city  of  half  a  million  people.

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House  Committee  Report. 

To  the  Honorable  President  and  Board  of  Directors  of 
The  Portland  Library  Association  of  Portland,  Ore.: 

The  House  comtnittee  respectfully  reports  that  dur- 
ing the  year  some  alterations,  changes  and  repairs  have 
been  made  to  the  buildings  belonging  to  the  Associa- 
tion. 

To  this  committee  was  assigned  the  responsibility 
of  providing  for  ventilation  of  the  main  library,  and 
after  considerable  study  of  the  situation  it  was  decided 
that  first  of  all  a  complete  change  in  the  lighting 
system  should  be  nuade,  with  the  final  result  that  elec- 
tric lights  have  been  installed  throughout  the  entire 
building  with  marked  improvement  in  the  illumination 
and  in  the  condition  of  the  air  in  the  building.  The 
question  of  ventilation  is  still  before  the  committee 
and  should  receive  further  attention  at  an  early  date. 

Front  doors  for  the  main  building  were  installed 
which  comply  with  the  state  law,  in  this  that  they 
swing  outward. 

The  branch  library  buildings,  both  the  one  owned 
by  the  Association  and  the  rooms  rented,  have  been 
kept  in  good  condition  as  to  light,  heat,  ventilation, 
sanitation,  etc. 

Some  little  improvement  has  been  made  to  the 
grounds  of  the  main  building,  but  beyond  keeping  the 
grass  cut  and  fences  painted  little  attention  has  been 
given  thereto. 

The  time  has  now  come  when  this  Association  must 
consider  the  question  of  building  facilities  required  for 
a  successful  prosecution  of  its  library  work.  Our 
records  show  the  daily  attendance  at  the  main  library 
and  the  branch  libraries  is  growing  rapidly.  The  ca- 
pacity of  the  main  library  to  accommodate  callers  was 
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outgrown  several  years  ago,  and  owing  to  constant  ac- 
cumulation of  books,  stacks,  etc.,  the  space  available 
for  the  use  of  the  public  continually  diminishes.  If 
the  library  work  of  this  city  is  to  be  maintained  on  a 
basis  comparable  with  that  done  by  other  cities  of  like 
size,  the  necessary  physical  facilities  for  doing  the 
work  must  be  provided.  It  does  not  seem  practicable 
to  enlarge  the  present  library  building  by  erecting  ad- 
ditional stories  thereto,  and  your  committee  in  its 
consideration  of  the  need  for  more  room  has  consulted 
Messrs.  Doyle  &  Patterson  and  obtained  from  them 
a  suggestion  which  it  submits  herewith  for  your  con- 
sideration, together  with  their  letter  and  drawings 
accompanying  the  same.  The  committee  has  not  had 
the  opportunity  for  such  consideration  of  Messrs.  Doyle 
&  Patterson's  recommendation  as  would  enable  it  to 
make  a  recommendation  to  the  Board,  but  submits  the 
same  for  further  consideration.

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Report  of  the  Library  Extension 

Committee. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  The  Library  Association 
of  Portland*  Oregon: 

The  principal  events  of  the  year  have  been  the 
change  to  larger  and  better  quarters  in  Albina  and  Sell- 
wood;  the  exhibit  of  county  work  in  Seattle;  the  post- 
ing in  conspicuous  places  of  county  maps  showing  the 
location  of  the  main  library,  branch  stations,  reading 
rooms  and  school  collections. 

The  use  of  the  library  outside  of  the  central  building 
has  increased  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  considering 
the  money  and  books  available,  and  the  increased  use  will 
probably  continue,  but  the  work  of  this  committee  will 
not  be  done  to  its  satisfaction  with  the  present  amount 
of  money  at  its  command.  There  are  not  enough 
books  for  the  branches  or  for  the  smaller  collections 
in  the  stations,  reading  rooms  and  schools. 

During  the  next  year,  we  believe  that  plans  should 
be  made  involving  the  expenditure  of  money  for  books 
and  for  branches  in  the  Peninsular  district  and  in  cen- 
tral East  Portland,  well  out  toward  Mount  Tabor. 
Although  the  Albina  branch  library  went  into  new 
quarters  in  January,  1909,  it  is  already  cramped  for 
room,  and  any  new  branch  that  is  started  must  be  on 
a  more  generous  plan  than  any  of  those  now  in  exist- 
ence. Land  should  be  secured  and  buildings  even 
better  than  the  East  Side  branch  should  be  provided. 

This  appears  to  be  the  only  way  in  which  to  take 
care  of  the  Peninsular  and  Mount  Tabor  districts.  It 
will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  some  provisions  must  be 
made  during  the  coming  year  to  obtain  sufficient  funds 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  this  committee  if  the  recom- 
mendations are  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
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Our  ordinary  work  will  consume  the  appropriation 
of  twenty  thousand  dollars  made  for  the  committee, 
but  as  much  more  will  be  required  in  order  to  buy 
land,  erect  buildings  in  the  two  districts  named  and 
for  equipment  and  books.  While  this  is  a  large  sum, 
yet,  we  believe  the  residents  of  the  Peninsular  and 
Mount  Tabor  deserve  to  have  their  wants  supplied. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  appropriation 
to  be  asked  for  in  the  fall  of  1910  from  the  city  and 
county  be  made  to  include  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars  above  the  amount  necessary  for  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  this  committee.

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Report  of  the  Librarian. 

To  the  Directors  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland: 

Herewith  I  beg  to  submit  my  eighth  annual  report 
detailing  the  work  of  the  Library  Association  for  its 
forty-sixth  year. 

According  to  the  amended  constitution  the  fiscal 
year  closed  on  October  31st,  therefore,  this  report 
covers  a  period  of  ten  months. 

As  far   as  figures   can   tell  the   story  the   work  of 

the  Library  for  the  ten  months  may  be  summed  up  as 

follows :

Total  number  of  volumes   in   lending  col- 
lection at  end  of  year 57,530 

Total  circulation  from  lending  collection . .  386,680 

Total  attendance  (approximate)    586^37

It  is  needless  to  say  in  this  growing  community 
that  every  department  shows  a  gain  over  the  same 
period  of  the  preceding  year,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Sellwood  Branch  library,  which  barely  held  its  own. 

The  County  department  and  the  Albina  Branch  li- 
brary record  the  greatest  increase,  followed  closely  by 
the  Reference  department,  the  growth  of  which  is  due 
to  the  modest  beginning  of  an  applied  arts  department 
in  the  west  alcove. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  distribution  of 
membership,  the  circulation  of  books  and  the  per  cent, 
of  fiction  read  through  city  and  county:

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With  a  central  building  so  crowded  that  each  day 
adds  to  the  problems  and  perplexities  of  the  day  before, 
with  branch  libraries  so  few  and  so  poorly  equipped 
that  a  large  percentage  of  the  residents  of  the  city  are 
not  within  reach  of  library  privileges,  and  those  that 
are  need  both  patience  and  persistence  to  secure  the 
books  they  wish  to  read,  it  is  a  matter  of  pride  that  the 
Library  continues  to  grow  at  all.  A  new  central  build- 
ing, spacious  and  well  planned,  not  only  providing 
room  for  people  and  room  for  books,  but  also  giving 
opportunity  for  growth  and  the  broadening  of  the 
scope  of  the  Library's  activities  is  a  necessity.  A  chain 
of  branch  libraries  through  the  city,  carefully  placed, 
suitably  housed  and  properly  equipped  is  also  a  neces- 
sity if  the  Library  is  to  meet  the  legitimate  demands 
made  upon  it.  Indeed,  with  the  tremendous  growth  of 
the  city  and  of  its  suburbs  it  is  a  question  of  serious 
concern  lest  the  Library  will  fail  in  its  duty  toward  its 
constituents  through  the  lack  of  the  proper  facilities 
for  maintaining  and  extending  its  work. 

During  August  and  early  September  the  Library 
endured  the  annual  house  cleaning;  the  walls  were 
freshly  tinted,  the  entrance  doors  cut  down  to  admit 
more  light  and  made  to  swing  both  ways  in  conformity 
with  the  city  ordinance,  and  the  greatest  improvement 
of  all,  an  electric  lighting  system,  was  installed. 

Before  reviewing  the  year  in  detail  it  may  be  well 
to  consider  that  there  is  one  field  of  opportunity  which 
the  Library  unfortunately  neglects — it  fails  to  reach 
many  of  the  children  of  the  public  schools.  The  re- 
lations with  the  teachers  and  principals  are  most  pleas- 
ant, but  it  has  not  been  possible  to  send  classroom 
libraries  to  the  schools,  nor  to  have  that  care  of  the 
children's  reading  which  is  so  essential  and  which 
should  be  one  of  the  most  cherished  duties.    Thousands 
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of  the  children  in  Portland  do  not  come  to  the  Library, 
do  not  know  where  it  is,  have  no  books  except  the  text- 
books which  they  will  soon  give  up,  or  the  horrors 
which  are  on  sale  at  too  convenient  news-stands.  It  is 
a  serious  matter  to  think  that  these  boys  and  girls  are 
growing  into  men  and  women  and  will  take  their 
places  in  the  community  life  without  proper  discrimina- 
tion of  good  and  bad  literature,  having  been  taught 
how  to  read  not  what  to  read,  a  knowledge  which  well 
may  be  a  curse  instead  of  a  blessing.  Portland  stands 
almost  alone  among  cities  of  its  size  in  the  doubtful 
glory  of  such  apparent  indifference  and  neglect.  Surely 
during  the  coming  year  some  plan  should  be  devised, 
some  cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Education,  which 
will  permit  the  beginning  at  least  of  this  most  necessary 
work.

This  department  issued  during  the  ten  months  of 
the  year  14,437  more  volumes  than  in  the  same  period 
of  1908.  This  increase  of  nearly  1,500  per  month  is 
not  very  large,  nevertheless  it  has  been  sufficient  to 
cause  actual  discomfort  about  the  charging  desk  where 
the  space  is  so  limited. 

The  usual  lists  have  been  prepared  by  this  depart- 
ment; some  were  posted  and  illustrated  by  picture  bul- 
letins, others  distributed  at  the  desk,  or  sent  to  the 
papers,  or  to  the  schools.  Lists  of  technical  books 
have  been  published  weekly  in  the  Labor  Press;  "read- 
ing ladders"  have  been  made  and  graded  lists  for 
vacation  reading  for  High  School  pupils.  The  List 
of  the  Catholic  books  in  the  Portland  Library,  pre- 
pared by  Father  O'Hara,  has  been  most  useful  and  is 
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in  constant  request.  But  by  far  the  most  fruitful  work 
of  the  kind  ever  done  by  the  Library  was  the  "Techni- 
cal handbook/'  printed  early  in  the  year  and  distributed 
through  machine  shops  and  manufactories  wherever 
workmen  were  gathered  together.  This  handbook 
added  so  many  new  members  to  the  Library  and 
brought  about  such  a  marked  increase  in  the  reading 
of  the  books  on  the  trades  that  a  similar  pamphlet  on 
agriculture  and  gardening  has  been  prepared,  which 
is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  printer. 

In  February  a  systematic  method  of  collaboration 
between  the  Library  and  the  English  departments  of  the 
High  Schools  was  devised.  Following  the  development 
of  the  English  work  as  given  in  the  course  of  study, 
lists  were  prepared  to  meet  all  demands  in  literature, 
rhetoric  and  composition  for  the  four  years  of  the  High 
School  course.  These  were  multigraphed  and  dis- 
tributed to  the  teachers,  and  the  response  has  been 
more  than  cordial  on  the  part  of  both  teachers  and 
pupils.  One  of  the  most  satisfactory  results  of  this  co- 
operation has  been  the  tendency  toward  a  higher  stand- 
ard of  reading  among  the  young  people.  This  was 
particularly  noticeable  during  vacation.  Five  hundred 
and  eighty-two  vacation  cards  were  issued  this  year 
and  4,460  books  were  drawn  for  summer  reading. 

In  October  the  collecting  of  overdue  books,  through 
the  interest  of  the  Mayor,  was  put  in  the  hands  of  the 
police,  an  innovation  that  so  far  has  proved  successful. 
The  library  member  who  is  merely  forgetful  does 
not  resent  the  visit  of  the  officer,  and  on  the  other 
hand  it  is  a  check  upon  those  who  sin  with  premedita- 
tion.

The  records  of  this  department  show  an  increase  of 
17  per  cent  over  the  ten  months  of  1908,  and  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  know  that  the  quality  of  the  reading  does 
not  deteriorate  as  the  quantity  increases.  There  have 
been  no  new  departures  in  the  routine  of  the  work, 
but  every  effort  has  been  made  to  bring  the  resources 
of  the  department  before  mothers  and  teachers  as  well 
as  children.  Lists  of  attractive  books  have  been  pub- 
lished weekly  and  talks  have  been  given  to  schools, 
mothers'  meetings  and  kindergarten  clubs.  The  de- 
partment has  also  been  represented  regularly  in  the 
monthly  issue  of  the  School  and  Home. 

During  the  spring  months  a  series. of  stories  were 
told  on  early  Oregon  history.  The  course  opened  with 
a  lecture  in  the  evening  by  Mr.  George  H.  Himes,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Oregon  Historical  Society,  who  illustrated 
his  entertaining  talk  on  early  school  days  with  views 
of  the  infant  city  of  Portland  and  its  environs.  Talks 
were  giv6n  on  successive  Friday  afternoons  by  Mrs. 
Eva  Emery  Dye,  Mr.  F.  H.  Grubbs,  Mr.  Thomas  N. 
Strong,  Col.  Robert  Miller  and  Col.  C.  E.  S.  Wood. 
The  room  was  crowded  each  time  with  both  grown 
people  and  children  to  hear  these  fascinating  tales  of 
early  pioneer  experiences,  hunting  expeditions  or  Indian 
battles.  The  last  talk  of  the  course  was  given  by  the 
Children's  librarian  and  was  suggested  by  the  collec- 
tion of  Indian  relics  which  was  loaned  by  a  number  of 
interested  friends. 

The  story  hour  was  well  attended  throughout  the 
year.     The  hour  has  been  recently  changed  to  Satur- 
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day  morning  for  the  benefit  of  the  country  children  who 
may  drive  into  town  on  that  day. 

As  time  has  permitted  the  different  schools  have 
been  visited  by  the  Children's  librarian,  but  this  is 
something  that  cannot  be  systematically  undertaken 
until  the  Library  has  a  supervisor  and  books  in  each 
class  room  for  the  supervisor  to  supervise.  That  the 
teachers  would  appreciate  such  an  innovation  is  proved 
by  the  fact  that  the  circulation  of  books  on  teachers' 
cards  increased  89  per  cent  last  year,  and  the  circula- 
tion of  pictures  51  per  cent.  In  order  to  establish 
relations  with  all  the  teachers,  the  principals  were  ap- 
pealed to  this  fall  and  permission  secured  by  the 
Children's  librarian  to  attend  the  teachers'  meetings. 
The  visits  were  most  cordially  received  and  resulted 
in  a  better  understanding  of  the  Library's  aims  and 
resources. 

The  Boys'  Club  has  met  regularly  every  Friday 
evening  with  the  exception  of  the  summer  months. 
There  are  now  thirty-five  active  members.

Appreciation  of  this  department  of  the   Library  is 

indicated  by  the  gain  in  attendance  of  32  per  cent. 
Even  the  upheaval  in  August,  when  the  Library  was  in 

the  hands  of  the  workmen,  did  not  lower  the  statistics 

appreciably. 

In  March  the  west  alcove  of  the  Reference  room 
was  devoted  to  books  and  periodicals  on  the  applied 
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arts.  This  not  only  provides  a  quieter  and  more  con- 
venient room  for  the  students  of  these  subjects,  but  has 
relieved  the  congestion  in  the  Periodical  department. 
The  immediate  and  constant  use  of  the  collection  indi- 
cates the  value  to  the  contmunity  a  room  of  proper 
size  would  be  that  could  be  given  up  wholly  to  books 
and  periodicals,  both  reference  and  circulating,  on  en- 
gineering and  allied  subjects. 

There  have  been  many  important  additions  to  the 
Reference  department  during  the  year,  all  of  which 
have  been  listed  in  the  monthly  bulletins.  A  number 
of  complete  sets  of  standard  authors  have  been  pur- 
chased, Poole  sets  have  been  completed;  also  several 
sets  of  Transactions,  the  most  important  of  which 
were  the  Proceedings  of  the  National  Educational  As- 
sociation. 

The  exhibit  of  "1908  in  cartoon"  attracted  much 
attention  as  usual  and  was  in  place  all  through  January. 
In  February  the  50th  anniversary  of  Oregon  statehood 
suggested  an  exhibit  on  Oregon  history.  This  con- 
sisted of  first  editions  of  some  of  the  earlier  books  of 
travel  in  the  Oregon  country,  the  typewritten  copy  of 
the  log-book  of  the  ship  Columbia,  giving  the  account 
of  the  discovery  of  the  river,  the  proceedings  of  the 
provisional  government,  the  territorial  government,  the 
constitutional  convention,  etc.,  and  maps  and  pictures 
of  places  like  old  Fort  Vancouver  and  Fort  George. 
During  the  summer  the  exhibit  cases  were  filled  with 
specimens  of  the  incunabula  owned  by  the  Library. 

The  Reference  librarian,  as  in  formet  years,  has 
met  the  entering  classes  of  the  Lincoln  High  School 
in  February  and  September  and  has  spoken  to  about 
300  students  on  the  use  of  the  Library,  its  catalogue, 
and  the  classification  of  its  books. 
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Early  in  the  year  the  books  in  the  Oregon  collec- 
tion were  listed  for  the  Co-operative  Bibliography  of 
the  Pacific  Northwest,  edited  by  Mr.  Charles  Wesley 
Smith  of  the  University  of  Washington.  Some  700 
titles  were  included,  but  unfortunately  the  pamphlets 
on  the  subject  had  not  been  catalogued  and  therefore 
were  omitted.  At  the  same  time  the  Reference  librarian 
checked  the  books  at  the  Oregon  Historical  Society 
and  the  catalogue  of  the  private  collection  of  Mr.  F. 
V.  Holman,  so  that  it  is  now  possible  to  tell  at  once 
whether  books  not  in  the  Library  may  be  found  in 
either  of  these  collections. 

One  hundred  and  ten  club  and  committee  meetings 
have  been  held  in  the  Library  during  the  year,  a  lare^e 
number  considering  the  fact  that  no  room  can  be  set 
apart  for  such  gatherings.  The  Art  room  and  the 
Patent  room  must  alwavs  be  open  to  the  public,  there- 
fore, all  meetings  are  subject  to  the  annoyance  of  in- 
terruption. 

In  September  Mr.  Charles  Zueblin,  of  Boston,  lec- 
tured on  "The  Typical  City"  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Library  in  the  Unitarian  church.  The  lecture  was 
largely  attended  and  was  an  inspiration  to  many  people 
interested  in  civic  questions,  but  in  spite  of  lists  and 
attractive  book  shelves  it  did  not  increase  the  reading 
of  the  Library's  books  on  those  subjects,  and  this  is 
true  of  other  lectures  that  have  been  given  from  time 
to  time  in  the  city.  On  the  other  hand,  lectures  given 
within  the  Library,  Dr.  Chapman's  lectures  on  litera- 
ture and  philosophy  for  instance,  and  Father  O'Hara's 
lectures  on  Dante,  caused  a  wide  circulation  of  the 
books  upon  those  subjects,  proving  what  a  stimulus 
to  the  intellectual  life  of  the  city  a  lecture  hall  under 
the  Library's  roof  might  be.

This  room  records  an  increase  of  6,837  in  attendance 
over  the  corresponding  ten  months  of  1908.  The  re- 
moval of  the  engineering  magazines  to  the  Reference 
department  in  March  relieved  the  crowded  condition 
for  a  time,  but  with  the  coming  of  the  fall  days  every 
chair  has  again  been  occupied.

There  were  fewer  changes  in  this  department  than 
usual,  therefore  the  amount  of  work  accomplished  was 
greater  for  the  ten  months  than  for  the  whole  year  of 
1906.  Not  only  were  the  accessions  to  the  Library 
cared  for,  but  an  inroad  was  made  upon  the  accumula- 
tion of  years  in  the  basement.  Many  of  these  base- 
ment volumes  were  worthless  and  were  discarded; 
those  that  had  any  value,  either  historical  or  practical 
or  as  book  rarities,  were  added  to  the  Library. 

The  duplicate  shelf  list  for  the  Circulating  depart- 
ment has  been  completed  with  the  addition  of  the 
cards   for   fiction   and   biography. 

With  the  permission  of  the  City  Auditor  the  Li- 
brary has  catalogued  all  the  municipal  reports  and 
pamphlets  belonging  to  the  City  Hall.  These  cards 
have  been  duplicated  in  order  that  one  set  may  be  kept 
at  the  City  Hall,  the  other  filed  in  the  general  catalogue 
of  the  Library.    In  addition,  books  on  municipal  ques- 
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tions  found  in  the  Library  and  not  in  the  City  Hall 
reports  are  noted  in  the  City  Hall  catalogue,  and  like- 
wise the  City  Hall  reports  which  the  Library  has  not 
upon  its  shelves  are  noted  in  the  Library  catalogue, 
so  that  by  means  of  telephone  and  messenger  this  ma- 
terial can  be  used  with  equal  facility  in  either  place.

The  greater  part  of  the  American  books  have  been 
purchased  as  usual  from  the  local  firm  of  J.  K.  Gill  & 
Company,  and  the  English  and  foreign  books  from 
G.  E.  Stechert  &  Company  of  New  York.  Some  pur- 
chases are  made  through  second-hand  dealers,  but  this 
method  is  not  very  satisfactory,  as  the  books  particu- 
larly needed  are  usually  sold  before  the  order  is  re- 
ceived and  the  fiction  and  juveniles,  which  are  the 
easiest  to  obtain,  are  often  too  worn  to  be  of  much 
value.  In  October  some  orders  were  sent  to  auction 
dealers,  but  it  is  too  soon  to  argue  either  success  or 
failure  from  this  method  of  purchasing.  More  atten- 
tion has  been  paid  to  editions  than  formerly,  and  notes 
are  made  and  filed  of  especially  good  editions  suitable 
for  library  use,  particularly  of  the  standard  books  in 
constant  demand.  Ten  numbers  of  the  monthly  bulle- 
tin have  been  printed  and  the  demand  for  these  is  so 
increasing  that  a  larger  edition  will  soon  be  advisable. 
An  index  of  authors  and  titles  will  be  published  at  the 
end  of  this  year. 
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GIFT& 

The  Library  gratefully  acknowledges  the  gifts  re- 
ceived during  the  year.  Five  hundred  and  forty-nine 
volumes,  including  government  publications,  have  been 
presented  and  3,073  pamphlets.  The  notable  gifts  in- 
clude a  collection  of  engravings  from  Mr.  W.  D.  Wheel- 
wright, containing  21  of  the  Medici  suite  by  Andran 
Duchange,  Loir,  Trouvain,  Edelink  Simon  and  other 
French  engravers.  The  Rev.  W.  G.  Eliot  presented  a 
copy  of  Calvin's  Commentary  on  the  Harmony  of  the 
Gospels  1582  and  the  first  volume  of  the  rare  1632 
edition  of  Foxe's  Book  of  martyrs  in  black  letter  and 
Roman  type. 

The  Library  is  again  indebted  to  the  daily  and 
weekly  papers  of  city  and  county  for  space  for  book 
lists  and  notices  and  timely  articles  on  its  work, 

THE   BRANCH   LIBRARIES. 

With  an  increase  in  use  of  35  per  cent  in  Albina 
Library  and  of  24  per  cent,  in  the  East  Side  Library 
we  need  no  further  evidence  that  these  two  branches 
will  justify  more  rapid  development.  If  the  growth  is 
so  great  in  the  present  inadequate  quarters  which  the 
Albina  Library  occupies,  with  the  poverty  of  books 
experienced  by  all  the  branches  and  the  need  of  more 
assistants  during  the  crowded  hours  of  the  day,  it  is 
not  difficult  to  compute  the  place  in  the  community 
that  proper  buildings  well  equipped  and  generously 
maintained  would  immediately  assume. 

The  Washington  High  School  in  the  neighborhood 
of  the  East  Side  Library,  and  the  JeflFerson  High  School 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  Albina  Library,  both  make 
demands  upon  the  resources  of  the  branches  that  have 
not  as  yet  been  met.  Surely  there  is  no  wiser  expendi- 
ture of  public  funds  than  for  the  Library  to  provide  not 
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only  books  that  supplemient  the  daily  lessons,  but  also 
good  reading  and  plenty  of  it  for  these  young  people 
whose  habits  of  life  are  in  the  formative  stage. 

The  possibility  of  requesting  books  from  the  central 
collection  has  been  appreciated  and  has  relieved  the 
stress  somewhat,  but  busy  people  object  to  the  second 
trip  to  the  Library  required  to  secure  the  book  asked 
for,  and  everybody  prefers  to  look  over  the  books  he 
wishes  to  read;  no  central  collection  however  complete 
can  justify  to  the  city  the  empty  shelves  of  the  branch 
libraries.

This  Library  has  labored  under  the  disadvantage  of 
an  out  of  the  way  location,  which  accounts  we  trust 
for  the  poor  record  of  the  year.  In  September  the 
branch  was  moved  to  the  new,  larger,  lighter  and  more 
desirable  building  on  Tacoma  Avenue,  within  a  stone's 
throw  of  the  carline.  The  room  has  been  pleasantly 
furnished  and  is  so  conveniently  near  the  shopping  dis- 
trict of  Sellwood  that  the  marked  increase  in  the  rec- 
ords of  September  and  October  was  not  a  surprise. 

The  Rev.  D.  A.  Thompson  gave  a  most  interesting 
lecture  on  the  planets  early  in  the  year  in  the  Library 
room.  This  was  repeated  at  the  Albina  and  East  Side 
branches,  and  everywhere  was  listened  to  by  an  au- 
dience limited  by  the  size  of  the  room. 

An  exhibit  of  minerals  found  about  Oregon,  many 
of  them  near  Portland,  has  been  in  place  during  Oc- 
tober. These  specimens  were  collected  by  Mr.  J.  W. 
Campbell,  of  Sellwood,  who  has  generously  loaned  them 
to  the  Library.

The  district  in  which  this  branch  is  placed  is  very 
much  alive,  is  growing  rapidly  and  includes  in  its 
schools  and  residents  people  of  many  nationalities, 
varied  interests  and  of  all  walks  of  life. 

The  first  of  the  year  the  Library  was  moved  from 
the  small  room  on  Williams  Avenue  to  its  present  and 
more  commodious  quarters  on  Russell  Street.  There 
was  a  prompt  appreciation  of  the  more  comfortable  and 
attractive  surroundings  and  particularly  by  grown  peo- 
ple, but  even  now  the  branch  is  primarily  a  children's 
library  and  must  continue  to  be  so  while  all  its  affairs 
are  conducted  in  one  room — the  older  people  are  simply 
crowded  out.  Eleven  large  g^ade  schools  are  tributary 
to  the  Albina  branch.  The  Librarian  has  attended 
teachers'  meeting  this  fall  and  spoken  before  classes 
until  the  famine  in  the  juvenile  shelves  forbade  further 
effort.  The  opening  of  the  Jefferson  High  School  will 
enlarge  the  opportunities  of  the  branch  and  increase 
its  responsibilities.  With  the  sympathetic  cooperation 
of  Mr.  Jenkins,  the  freshman  class  has  visited  the  Li- 
brary in  relays  of  from  six  to  ten  for  instruction  in  the 
use  of  the  catalogue,  the  arrangement  of  the  books,  etc. 

Story  hours  have  been  held  through  the  year  on 
special  days.  This  fall  a  weekly  story  hour  has  been 
instituted  which  has  had  an  average  attendance  of  40. 

From  February  to  July  the  Branch  was  open  on 
Sunday  afternoons  for  reading  from  two  until  six 
o'clock,  with  an  average  attendance  of  76.

The  increase  of  use  of  this  Branch  the  last  year  has 
been  largely  by  grown  people.  The  school  interest  has 
not  weakened,  but  wider  interests  have  developed.  The 
Librarian  has  visited  schools  and  also  met  with  the 
entering  classes  of  the  Washington  High  School,  giving 
them  instruction  in  library  methods.  As  in  the  Albina 
Branch  the  lack  of  books  has  limited  the  school  visiting. 

Mr.  W.  L.  Finley  lectured  at  the  Branch  during 
the  Winter  on  the  Oregon  birds.  His  talk  was  illus- 
trated by  stereopticon  views,  much  to  the  delight  of  the 
children.  This  lecture  was  repeated  with  equal  success 
later  at  the  Albina  Branch  Library.

The  past  year  has  seen  no  diminution  in  the  growth 
of  this  department.  There  has  been  a  steady  increase 
from  month  to  month,  until  the  total  circulation  for  the 
ten  ntonths  records  a  gain  of  38  per  cent  over  the  same 
period  in  1908. 

An  exhibit  of  the  Library  work  of  the  county  was 
sent  to  the  Alaska- Yukon-Pacific  Exposition  and  re- 
ceived a  gold  medal.  Photographs  of  the  branch  li- 
braries, deposit  stations  and  other  distributing  points, 
together  with  a  model  travelling  library,  formed  the  ex- 
hibit.   The  pictures  of  the  reading  rooms  at  Troutdale 
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and  Gresham  and  of  the  school  and  grange  at  Pleasant 
Valley,  besides  being  interesting  in  themselves,  gave 
an  opportunity  for  a  note  of  explanation  of  each  phase 
of  the  work.  A  map  of  the  county  showing  its  dis- 
tributing points  added  greatly  to  the  exhibit.  Copies 
of  this  map  have  been  framed  and  hung  in  the  branch 
libraries,  reading  rooms,  grange  halls,  and  in  the  offices 
of  the  county  judge,  county  clerk  and  superintendent  of 
schools,  also  in  the  Chamber  of  commerce.

Reading  rooms  were  established  during  the  year  at 
Arleta  and  North  Albina,  and  a  new  deposit  station  at 
Woodstock.  These  additions,  however,  do  not  account 
wholly  for  the  larger  number  of  books  used;  all  the 
reading  rooms,  with  possibly  one  exception,  have  shown 
marked  improvement,  not  only  in  the  number  of  books 
read  but  in  the  quality,  due  both  to  the  better  service 
from  the  Central  Library  and  to  the  more  intelligent 
administration  of  the  custodians.  There  are  now  from 
five  to  six  hundred  volumes  in  each  reading  room. 
Many  standard  novels,  volumes  of  literature  and  poetry, 
general  works  of  science  and  history  have  been  stamped 
"Deposit"  and  are  kept  upon  the  shelves,  while  the 
newer  and  lighter  books  of  fiction,  travel,  etc.,  are  fre- 
quently exchanged.l  The  training  given  to  the  Reading 
room   staff  at  the   Library  on   Thursday  mornings  is 
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having  an   appreciable  effect  on  the   character  of  the 
books  read. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  minor  additions 
and  improvements  in  the  furnishing  of  each  room.  A 
better  location  for  the  Gresham  library  is  much  needed, 
but  at  present  there  is  no  other  room  available  in  the 
town.  The  last  two  years  have  proved  that  the 
Gresham  library  is  much  more  than  a  town  library; 
its  territory  includes  the  surrounding  country  for  many 
miles,  and  in  a  proper  building  of  its  own  its  possibili- 
ties would  be  doubled.  If  the  lots  which  Dr.  Short 
has  so  generously  presented  to  the  Library  could  be 
utilized  it  would  be  a  satisfaction  not  only  to  the  town 
of  Gresham  but  to  the  whole  eastern  section  of  the 
county. 

DEPOSIT  STATIONS. 

The  number  of  deposit  stations  changes  from  time  to 
time.

The  total  circulation  of  books  through  the  deposit 
stations  was  3,825.  The  best  record  for  the  fifty  books 
was  made  at  Powell  Valley  and  the  next  at  Orient.  The 
stations  at  Bridal  Veil,  Corbett,  Fairview,  Palmer, 
Pleasant  Valley  and  Rockwood  returned  their  books 
for  exchange  once  during  the  ten  months.  Orient  and 
Powell  Valley  had  two  fresh  boxes  during  that  time, 
and  the  nearby  stations  at  Woodstock  and  Multnomah 
have  been  supplied  with  fresh  cases  once  in  two 
months.  The  teachers  in  charge  of  the  Germantown  and 
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Cedarville  stations  usually  brought  ten  or  twelve  books 

to  the   Library  for  exchange   whenever  they  came   to 

Portland. 

THE  GRANGES. 

From  January  to  August  study  libraries  were  issued 
monthly  to  the  ten  Granges  of  Multnomah  county.  The 
ulterior  purpose  of  this  plan  was  not  to  furnish  litera- 
ture on  certain  topics,  for  that  could  be  obtained  easily 
from  the  State  Commission,  but  to  bring  the  county 
library  before  each  Grange  and  to  demonstrate  what 
help  it  could  be  in  the  preparation  of  the  lecture  pro- 
gram. The  many  and  varied  calls  made  for  help  on 
special  subjects  proves  that  this  object  has  been  ac- 
complished; therefore,  for  the  new  program  taken  up 
in  September  it  was  decided  that  the  Library  would  no 
longer  duplicate  this  work  of  the  State  Commission, 
but  would  urge  the  Granges  to  apply  there  for  such 
material. 

In  addition  to  the  educational  session  of  the  State 
Grange  held  at  McMinnville  on  May  13th,  eight  subord- 
inate Grange  meetings  were  attended  during  the  year. 

COUNTY  SCHOOLS. 

Total  circulation    10,737 

Volumes  in  school  collection 3,617 

The  boxes  of  books  loaned  to  the  county  schools 
were  in  most  instances  sent  promptly  to  the  Library  at 
the  close  of  the  term,  with  the  books  in  good  condition 
and  the  records  well  kept.  The  increase  in  the  use  of 
books  this  year  is  very  encouraging — ^9,267  against  5,199 
of  the  year  before.  In  addition,  the  Brooklyn  school, 
the  only  suburban  school  on  the  list,  has  a  record  of 
1,398.  This  improvement  is  due  in  a  large  measure  to 
the  fact  that  the  lists  were  revised  and  books  better 
suited  to  the  ages  of  the  children  sent  to  the  smaller 
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schools,  and  also  is  it  due  to  the  visits  to  the  country 
schools  when  little  talks  were  given  to  the  children,  in- 
teresting them  in  the  books  and  rousing  their  ambition 
to  read.  Cordial  relations  also  are  thus  established  with 
the  teachers,  the  records  are  better  kept  and  interesting 
statistics  added  of  the  number  of  books  read  aloud, 
those  that  are  liked  and  the  reasons  for  the  choice,  etc. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  one-room  schools, 
the  Mason  Hill  school,  84  joint,  had  the  best  circula- 
tion— 199.  This  school  is  in  the  northwestern  corner 
of  the  county  and  had  not  had  books  for  several  years 
because  of  the  difficulty  of  taking  them  back  and  forth 
over  the  rough  roads.  The  school  was  most  enthusias- 
tic over  the  box  when  it  was  delivered  and  proved  its 
appreciation  by  the  very  good  use  made  of  the  books. 
The  exchange  of  the  school  boxes  at  the  beginning  of 
the  spring  term  had  always  been  a  difficulty,  both  for 
the  Library  and  the  teachers.  After  consultation  with 
the  teachers  at  the  'meeting  of  the  Progress  club  in 
May,  it  was  determined  to  send  more  books  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  and  make  no  exchange.  New  pack- 
ing boxes  were  purchased,  so  arranged  that  they  might 
be  used  as  book  cases  in  the  school  rooms.  By  Septem- 
ber first  the  boxes  were  ready  for  shipping  and  73 
teachers  of  the  country  schools  were  assigned  libraries. 

The  annual  school  visiting  by  motorcar  has  been 
sadly  interfered  with  this  year  by  the  early  rains. 
Thirty-five  schools  in  all  were  visited  in  five  all-day 
trips.  The  distances  to  ;some  of  the  far  away  schools 
are  so  great  and  the  roads  so  hard  to  find  and  often 
so  rough  that  it  may  be  doubted  whether  the  time  is 
well  spent,  but  it  is  to  these  very  distant  districts  that 
the  library  visits  have  been  the  most  productive  *  of  re- 
sults. The  eflFort  made  to  deliver  these  libraries  and  to 
personally  point  the  way  to  their  use  seems  to  have 
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impressed  the  children  with  the  value  of  the  books 
and  to  have  heightened  their  appreciation.  The  library 
automobile  has  come  to  be  looked  for  each  fall  and  is 
eagerly  welcomed,  the  interest  shown  by  the  teacher 
being  as  cordial  as  that  of  the  pupils. 

THE  STAFF. 

The  annual  examination  for  Library  assistants  was 
held  in  September;  five  of  the  twelve  applicants  were 
successful,  and  with  the  addition  of  one  who  passed  a 
previous  examination  are  now  serving  the  three  months' 
apprenticeship.  Three  resignations  from  the  staff  must 
be  regretfully  recorded — Miss  Clara  Chamberlain,  who 
left  in  January,  Miss  Anna  Lee  McBride  in  May,  Miss 
Lucile  Fargo  in  September.  Miss  Dewart,  who  had 
been  absent  in  New  York  for  a  year,  returned  to  her 
position  in  the  Albina  Branch  Library  in  September. 
Miss  Davis  was  then  transferred  to  the  East  Side 
Branch  Library  and  Miss  Clark  brought  from  the  East 
Side  to  the  Central  Library  as  Branch  cataloguer.  Miss 
Wilhelmina  Carothers,  graduate  of  the  Illinois  Library 
School,  joined  the  staff  in  October.  Miss  Melville  was 
granted  a  year's  absence  for  a  trip  abroad,  which  took 
effect  the  last  of  October. 

The  Librarian  attended  the  meeting  of  the  California 
State  Library  Association  in  Oakland,  California,  in 
April,  and  in  June  the  Library  was  represented  at  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Northwestern  Library  Association, 
which  was  held  in  Seattle,  by  Miss  Claflin,  Miss  Mel- 
ville, Miss  Hoge,  Miss  Millard,  Miss  Davis  and  the 
Librarian. 

It  is  a  pleasure  in  again  ending  this  account  of  a 
busy  year  to  chronicle  my  appreciation  of  the  constant 
loyalty  and  conscientious  work  of  every  member  of  the 
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Library  staff.  Together  we  wish  to  thank  the  Directors 
for  their  continued  sympathy,  understanding  and  en- 
couragement.

ARTICLES  OF  INCORPORATION 
of  the  Directors  of  the   Library   Association   of   Portland. 

WHEREAS,  The  Library  Association  of  Portland  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  life  and  yearly  members  thereof,  held 
at  the  rooms  of  the  Association  in  the  City  of  Portland  on 
February  6th,  1875,  in  pursuance  of  Section  I  of  Article  XI 
of  the  Constitution  of  said  Association,  passed  the  following 
resolution : 

"That  the  directors  of  the  Library  Association  arc  hereby 
advised  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  it  is  expedient 
that  this  Association  become  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
Oregon  for  the  incorporation  of  literary  and  other  societies; 
and  that  said  directors  are  hereby  requested  to  become  incor- 
porated under  said  laws  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  'The  Directors  of  the  Library  Associa- 
tion of  Portland.'" 

Now,  therefore,  we,  the  undersigned  directors  of  the  Li- 
brary Association  duly  elected  in  accordance  with  the  con- 
stitution and  by-laws  thereof,  do  hereby  enter  into  the  follow- 
ing articles: 

1st — ^This  incorporation  shall  be  known  as  The  Directors 
of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland. 

2nd — The  objects  of  the  Association  are  to  maintain  a 
library  and  reading  rooms,  to  collect  and  preserve  a  cabinet, 
scientific  apparatus  and  works  of  art,  at  the  City  of  Portland, 
and  to  receive,  buy,  hold  and  dispose  of  such  real  estate  as 
may  be  necessary  and  convenient  to  carry  out  the  foregoing 
objects. 

3rd — The  estimated  value  of  the  property  and  money  pos- 
sessed by  said  Association  at  this  time  is  about  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  its  income  is  derived  from  dues  and  fines, 
donations  and  bequests. 

4th — The  persons  making  these  articles,  namely,  Matthew 
P.  Deady,  H.  W.  Corbett,  Addison  C.  Gibbs,  C.  H.  Lewis,  M. 
W.  Fechheimer,  H.  Failing,  Lehman  Blum,  William  S.  Ladd, 
Ph.  C.  Schuyler,  Jr.,  are  a  majority* of  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  Association,  aforesaid,  which  is  constituted  of  ten  per- 
sons,  entitled,   "The   Directors  of   the   Library   Association   of 
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Portland";  and  they  and  their  successors  in  office  are  elected 
biennially  for  a  term  of  ten  years,  at  an  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association  on  the  first  Saturday  of  February  by  the  life 
and  yearly  members  thereof,  except  in  cases  where  a  vacancy 
occurs  in  such  directorship,  otherwise  than  by  the  expiration 
of  the  term  for  which  a  director  is  chosen,  in  which  event  a 
successor  is  chosen  by  the  remaining  directors  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board. 

5th — ^The  location  of  said  Association  shall  be  at  the  City 
of  Portland.

ARTICLE  L 
Name  and  Object. 

Section  1.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  "LI- 
BRARY ASSOCIATION  OF  PORTLAND,"  and  shall  be 
located  in  the  City  of  Portland,  State  of  Oregon. 

Section  2.  It  shall  have  for  its  object  the  establishment 
of  a  Library  and  Reading  Rooms,  the  Collection  of  a  Cabinet, 
Scientific  Apparatus,  Works  of  Art,  and  other  literary  and 
scientific  purposes,  and  it  shall  be  competent  to  receive  dona- 
tions of  money,  books  and  other  property  for  the  uses  and 
purposes  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  II. 
Membership. 

Section  1.  The  membership  of  this  Association  shall  con- 
sist of  perpetual,  life  and  ex-officio  members.  Any  person 
may  become  a  perpetual  member  of  this  Association  by  sign- 
ing the  roll  of  members  and  paying  to  the  Association  the 
sum  of  $250.  Any  person  may  become  a  life  member  of  this 
Association  by  signing  the  roll  of  members  and  paying  to 
the  Association  the  sum  of  $200,  provided  that  the  members 
of  the  present  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Portland  Public 
Library  and  such  persons  as  between  the  I9th  day  of  Novem* 
ber,  1899,  and  the  18th  day  of  July,  1901,  contribute  in  the 
aggregate  the  sum  of  $50  towards  the  support  of  the  Portland 
Public  Library,  who  shall  make  written  application  for  such 
membership  within  six  months  from  the  1st  day  of  August, 
1901,  shall  also  be  life  members  of  this  Association.  The 
Mayor  and  the  President  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City 
of  Portland,  Oregon,  and  their  successors  in  office,  ex-officio, 
shall  be  members  of  this  Association;  provided  that  whenever 
the  City  of  Portland  shall  for  the  space  of  one  year  fail  to 
contribute  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  Association,  such 
right  of  ex-officio  membership  shall  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  this  Association  cease  and  terminate. 

Section  2.  All  members  of  the  Association  as  defined  in 
Section  1  of  this  Article,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  meet- 
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ing  of  the  Association  if  personally  present  thereat,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  voting  at  such  meetings  and  holding  offices  in 
the  corporation,  perpetual  members  shall  be  considered  life 
members. 

Section  3.  All  members  of  this  Association  not  delinquent 
for  fines,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Associa- 
tion, including  the  library  and  rooms. 

Section  4.  So  long  and  during  such  time  as  the  City  of 
Portland  shall  contribute  to  the  current  expenses  of  the 
Association  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance 
of  the  City  of  Portland,  entitled,  "An  Ordinance  authorizing 
a  contract  with  the  Library  Association  of  Portland  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  with  the  free 
use  of  the  Library  of  said  Association,"  approved  July  18th, 
1901;  all  citizens  of  the  City  of  Portland  and  taxpayers  of  said 
City  of  Portland  doing  business  in  said  city,  of  good  moral 
character  shall  be  entitled,  without  charge  or  dues,  to  the 
privileges  of  the  rooms  of  the  Association,  and  to  receive 
books  from  the  library,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
the  Board  of  Directors  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe;  and 
so  long  and  during  such  time  as  the  County  of  Multnomah 
shall  contribute  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  Association 
under  any  contract  with  the  Association,  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  the  inhabitants  of  the  County  with  the  free  use 
of  the  library  of  the  Association,  all  citizens  of  the  County 
of  Multnomah  of  good  moral  character  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  same  privileges  as  above  provided  for  the  citizens  of  the 
City  of  Portland. 

Section  5.  No  person  delinquent  for  fines  shall  be  entitled 
to  any  of  the  privileges  of  the  Association  or  to  the  use  of 
its  library  or  rooms. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Officers  and  Their  Duties. 

Section  1.  All  the  property  and  legal  rights  of  the  As- 
sociation shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Directors,  in  trust, 
for  carrying  out  its  objects. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  in  its  own  body,  occurring  from  resignation,  removal 
or  death;  to  appoint  all  subordinate  officers  and  agents,  pre- 
scribe their  duties  and  fix  their  compensation;  to  enact  suitable 
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and  necessary  by-laws,  repeal  or  change  the  same,  which  shall 
be  valid  until  repealed  or  modified  by  the  Association  at  a 
regular  meeting,  and  generally  to  do  and  perform  whatever 
in  their  judgment  may  be  proper  and  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  objects  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  The  number  of  Directors  shall  be  ten,  and 
they  shall  hold  their  office  for  five  years  each,  unless  sooner 
removed  for  wilful  neglect  of  duty,  or  abuse  of  trust  as  here- 
inafter provided. 

Section  3.  The  first  election  of  Directors  shall  be  held  oa 
the  20th  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1864,  at  which  election  all  the 
bona  fide  subscribers  to  the  Library  shall  be  voters,  and  the 
election  shall  be  by  ballot  or  otherwise  as  the  voters  present 
shall  determine.  At  said  election,  the  ten  Directors  aforesaid 
shall  be  elected,  who  immediately  upon  their  election  shall 
divide  themselves  into  five  classes  of  two  each,  by  lot. 

The  first  class  to  go  out  at  the  expiration  of  two  years, 
the  second  at  four,  the  third  at  six,  the  fourth  at  eight,  and 
the  fifth  at  ten  years,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  their  successors 
are  elected  and  accepted. 

Section  4.  At  the  annual  meeting  to  be  held  in  1910,  and 
at  every  annual  meeting  thereafter,  at  which  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  elect  directors,  two  persons  shall  be  chosen  to  fill  the 
places  of  the  outgoing  directors,  to  hold  their  office  for  five 
years. 

Section  5.  Each  Director,  before  entering  upon  the 
discharge  of  his  duties,  shall  signify  his  acceptance  of  the 
trust,  by  signing  an  agreement  upon  the  records  of  the  Asso- 
ciation faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall,  biennially,  at 
their  first  meeting  after  the  election  of  Directors,  or  at  some 
subsequent  meeting,  if  the  same  has  been  omitted  at  first  said 
first  meeting,  elect  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Secretary 
and  a  Treasurer,  all  of  whom,  except  the  Secretary,  shall  be 
members  of  the  Board,  who  shall  be  the  officers  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  who  shall  hold  office  for  two  years  each,  and 
until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified,  or  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  as  the  by-laws  shall  pro- 
vide. 

Section  7.  Three  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  and  a  majority  of  all  present  shall  be  necessary 
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to  carry  any  measure,  except  when  three  or  more  are  present 
and  there  shall  be  a  tie,  the  President,  in  addition  to  his  vote 
as  Director,  may  give  the  casting  vote. 

Section  8.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Association  and  Board  of  Directors,  and  preserve  order 
therein.  He  shall  have  the  power  to  call  special  meetings 
of  the  Association  and  Board  of  Directors  whenever  he  shall 
deem  it  expedient,  and  shall  call  such  special  meetings  as  are 
hereinafter  provided  for.  He  shall  also,  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing, or  oftener  if  he  deem  it  expedient,  or  is  requested  thereto 
by  the  Association,  make  a  written  report  of  the  general 
doiijgs  and  condition  of  the  Association,  accompanied  by  such 
suggestions  as  may  seem  to  him  best  calculated  to  promote 
its  prosperity. 

Section  9.  The  Vice-President  during  the  absence  or 
disability  of  the  President  shall  be  President  pro  tempore, 
and  in  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  both  the  President 
and  Vice-President  any  one  of  the  Directors  selected  by  the 
Board  shall  act  as  President  pro  tempore. 

Section  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep 
a  record  of  the  Directors'  meetings  and  when  required  to  do 
so,  of  the  committee  meetings;  to  send  notices  of  all  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  the  members  thereof;  to  conduct 
the  correspondence  of  the  Board  and  to  keep  a  record  thereof, 
and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Section  11.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  do- 
nated for  the  general  purposes  of  the  Association,  and  all 
moneys  paid  over  by  the  Secretary,  and  pay  them  out  upon 
the  order  of  the  President  or  President  pro  tempore,  counter- 
signed by  the  Secretary.  He  shall  keep  correct  accounts  in 
such  a  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Directors  or  By- 
Laws;  and  on  the  termination  of  his  office  shall  deliver  to 
his  successor  all  moneys,  books,  accounts,  papers  and  property 
belonging  to  the  Association. 

Section  12.  A  permanent  removal  from  Multnomah 
County,  Oregon,  disqualifies  an  officer  from  exercising  his 
duties,  and  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  resignation  on 
his  part. 

Section  13.  No  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  in 
whatever  capacity  he  may  act,  shall  receive  any  compensation 
for  his  services. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 
Meetings. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  As- 
sociation on  the  second  Wednesday  of  December  of  each  year, 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  reports  from  the  officers  and 
electing  Directors,  when  they  are  to  be  elected  as  herein  pro- 
vided, and  for  the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as  may 
be  presented,  and  the  meeting  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day 
until  all  the  business  is  completed. 

Section  2.  If,  from  any  cause,  the  annual  meeting  shall 
not  be  held  at  the  appointed  time,  it  may  be  held  at  any  time 
thereafter  upon  the  call  of  the  President  or  five  Directors,  or 
twenty-five  members,  upon  giving  not  more  than  fifteen,  nor 
less  than  ten  days  continuous  notice  in  one  or  more  of  the 
daily  papers  of  the  city,  and  the  first  call  shall  exclude  other 
calls  until  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  has  passed. 

Section  3.  The  President  shall  also,  at  the  written  request 
of  five  Directors,  or  twenty-five  members,  stating  the  reason 
therefor,  call  a  meeting  of  the  Association  for  the  transaction 
of  special  business,  but  not  more  than  fifteen  nor  less  than  ten 
days  continuous  notice  in  one  or  more  of  the  daily  papers 
of  the  city  shall  be  given  of  the  time,  place  and  object  of  said 
meeting,  and  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  at  said 
meeting  than  that  specified  in  the  call.  In  case  the  President 
shall  neglect  to  call  the  meeting  when  so  requested,  then  five 
Directors  or  twenty-five  members  may  call  the  same  and 
publish  the  requisite  notice. 

Section  4.  All  meetings  of  the  Directors  and  Association 
shall  be  held  in  the  City  of  Portland. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Finances. 

Section  1.  That  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Association  shall 
commence  on  the  first  day  of  November  of  each  year. 

Section  2.  Money  of  the  Association  shall  be  drawn  only 
upon  warrants  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Fines. 

Section  1.  Fines  may  be  imposed  by  the  Directors  upon 
members  and  all  persons  enjoying  the  privileges  of  the  Asso- 
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ciation  for  injury  to  the  books  or  property  of  the  Association, 
and  the  person  upon  whom  they  are  imposed  shall  be  per- 
sonally liable  therefor  to  the  Board  of  Directors  as  for  a 
debt;  but  no  fine  shall  be  imposed  to  a  greater  amount  than 
shall  be  sufficient  to  restore  or  make  good  the  property  in- 
jured. 

Section  2.  The  Directors  may  impose  a  fine  for  disorderly 
conduct  in  the  rooms,  or  disobedience  of  the  rules,  for  which 
fine  the  persons  fined  shall  be  liable  to  the  Directors  as  for 

a  debt. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Records  and  Books. 

Section  1.  Full  records  of  the  meetings  and  proceedings 
of  the  Board  .of  Directors  and  the  Association  shall  be  kept 
by  the  Recording  Secretary,  and  such  other  books  and  records 
shall  be  kept  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  By- 
laws and  order  of  the  Directors. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Neglect  of  Official  Duty. 

Section  1.  In  case  of  flagrant  official  misconduct  or  neg- 
lect of  duty,  or  gross  immoral  conduct,  on  the  part  of  a 
member  of  the  Board,  the  Directors  shall  have  the  power,  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  their  number,  to  expel  the  offending 
member;  from  which  action,  however,  an  appeal  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  a  called  meeting  of  the  Association,  which  shall 
ratify  or  annul  the  proceedings  of  the  Directors,  as  the  case 
may  warrant. 

Section  2.  Absence  of  any  director  from  four  consecutive, 
regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  create  a 
vacancy  in  his  office,  except  in  case  of  illness,  absence  from 
the  countv  or  in  case  of  other  adequate  excuse  presented  to 
and  accepted  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Expulsion  of  Members. 

Section  1.  If  any  member  shall  wantonly  create  a  dis- 
turbance at  any  meeting  of  the  Association,  or  shall  devise 
or  take  part  in  any  measure  designedly  to  injure  the  Associa- 
tion, or  shall  purposely  deface  or  injure  the  books  or  property 
of  the  Association,  he  may  be  forthwith  suspended  from  all 
the  privileges  of  the  Association  by  the  Directors,  from  which 
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action  an  appeal  shall  be  allowed  to  a  called  meeting:  of  the 
Association,  at  which  the  charge  shall  be  investigated,  giving 
the  accused  ample  opportunity  to  excuse  or  extenuate  his 
conduct,  and  if  the  person  be  found  guilty,  and  without  suffi- 
cient excuse  or  extenuation,  he  may  be  expelled  or  suspended 
for  a  limited  time  from  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Alterations  and  Amendments. 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or 
amended  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  or  at  a  special 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose;  provided,  that  written  notice 
containing  such  proposed  amendment  shall  be  given  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  pre- 
ceding the  meeting  of  the  Association  at  which  such  amend- 
ment is  to  be  considered,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall 
mail  to  each  member  of  the  Association  a  notice  containing 
the  full  text  of  the  proposed  amendment,  at  least  ten  days 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  at  which  such  amend- 
ment is  to  be  considered. 

ARTICLE  XL 

Incorporation. 

Section  1.  As  soon  as  a  law  shall  be  passed,  allowing  a 
corporation  to  be  formed  embracing  substantially  the  provis- 
ions of  this  Constitution,  a  special  meeting  of  the  members 
of  the  Association  shall  be  called  to  take  into  consideration 
the  expediency  of  becoming  incorporated,  and  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  therefor.  Thirty  days  previous  notice  of  the 
meeting  to  be  given  by  continuous  publication  in  one  or  more 
of  the  daily  papers  of  the  city.

BY-LAWS. 

ARTICLE  1. 

Meetinfj^s. 

Section  1.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  each  and  every 
month  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  be  called  by  the  President  at  any  time,  and  upon  the  ap- 
plication in  writing  of  any  three  members  thereof,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  President  to  call  such  meeting;  but  personal 
notice  of  the  same  shall  be  given  to  all  the  Directors  then 
in  the  city. 

Section  3.    The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Calling  the  roll. 

2.  Reading  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting. 

3.  Reports  of  Standing  committees. 

4.  Reports  of  Special  committees. 

5.  Communications  from  the  Secretary. 

6.  Miscellaneous  business,  including  all  not  specified  in 
the  first  five  subdivisions  of  this  section.  But  the  order  of 
business  may  be  deviated  from  by  a  vote  of  the  majority 
present  at  any  meeting. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Committees. 

Section  1.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
after  each  annual  meeting,  the  President  shall  appoint  the 
following  standing  committees,  each  consisting  of  at  least  two 
members:  Committee  on  Finance,  Committee  on  Books,  Com- 
mittee on  Building  and  Grounds,  Committee  on  Library  Ex- 
tension. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  to  examine  from  time  to  time  into  the  finances  of  the 
Association;  to  approve  all  investments  of  the  funds  of  the 
Association;  to  take  under  consideration  any  reports  relating 
to  the  treasury,  and  generally  to  have  supervision  of  the 
finances.

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on 
Books  to  order  the  purchase,  exchange  and  binding  of  books 
and  periodicals;  to  supervise  the  circulation  of  books,  the 
work  on  the  catalogue,  the  selection  of  stamps,  plates,  labels 
and  printed  forms,  the  examination,  selection,  promotion  and 
remuneration  of  the  library  sta£F;  and  to  prepare  and  report 
to  the  Board  any  proposed  changes  in  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  use  of  the  Library  by  the  public. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on 
Building  and  Grounds  to  have  charge  of  the  library  building, 
inside  and  outside;  to  control  the  janitor  service,  heating  and 
lighting,  and  under  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
to  purchase  furniture  and  fixtures. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on 
Library  Extension  to  have  supervision  of  the  Library's  work 
in  the  schools,  branches  and  substations,  and  generally  of  all 
library  work  outside  the  central  library. 

Section  6.  The  standing  committees  shall  make  a  sum- 
mary report  annually  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  its  last 
meeting  in  December,  and  shall  make  such  other  reports  as 
they  see  fit  or  the  Board  may  order. 

Section  7.  All  special  committees  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  President,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board. 

Section  8.     The   President  shall   be   ex-officio  a   member 
of  each  of  the  standing  committees. 

ARTICLE  in. 

Transfer  of  Perpetual  Memberships. 

Section  1.  Certificates  of  Perpetual  Membership  may  be 
transferred  at  the  rooms  of  the  Association  upon  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  same  endorsed  by  the  owner  thereof — "Transfer  the 

within  to ,"  and  its  surrender  to  the  Secretary, 

who  shall,  thereupon,  cancel  said  certificate  by  writing  thereon 
— "Surrendered" — and  subscribing  his  name  thereto;  and  said 
Secretary  shall  also  issue  to  and  in  the  name  of  the  person 
to  whom  said  transfer  is  directed  to  be  made,  a  certificate 
duly  signed  and  attested  in  lieu  of  the  one  so  cancelled;  but 
neither  the  original  subscriber  to  said  membership,  nor  any 
previous  assignee  thereof,  shall  thereby  become  discharged 
from  the  pa3rment  of  any  sum  of  money  due  upon  said  mem- 
bership, unless  by  a  vote  of  the  Directors  expressly  accepting 
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the  note  of  the  person  to  whom  the  transfer  is  made,  in  pay- 
ment of  same. 

Section  2.  All  certificates  of  membership  shall  be  signed 
by  the  President  and  attested  by  the  Secretary  and  sealed 
with  the  seal  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Librarian. 

Section  L  The  Librarian  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
and  hold  office  at  its  pleasure. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Use  of  the  Library. 

Section  1.  The  Library  shall  be  open  at  such  hours  as 
the  Board  of  Directors  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Section  2.  All  citizens  of  Multnomah  County,  Oregon, 
shall  be  entitled,  without  charge  or  dues,  to  the  privileges 
and  use  of  the  library  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the 
Board  of  Directors  may  prescribe. 

Section  3.  Non-residents  of  Multnomah  county  may  be 
admitted  to  the  use  and  privileges  of  the  library  and  its  books 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  prescribe. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Amendments. 

Section  1.  These  By-laws  may  be  altered,  amended  or 
suspended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  at 
any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  at  any 
special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose.

AN  ACT 

TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  ESTABLISHMENT  AND  MAIN- 
TENANCE OF  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES.  AND  TO  PRO- 
VIDE FOR  THEIR  CONTROL  AND  PROTECTION. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislattye  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Oregon: 

Section  1.  General  Provisions — ^This  act  shall  be  known 
as  the  public  library  law.  In  this  act,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires,  "library"  includes  libraries  with  branches, 
loan»  reference,  traveling  and  reading  room  departments,  lec- 
tures and  museums;  "city"  includes  town  and  village;  "council" 
means  the  legislative  body  of  an  incorporated  town,  village 
or  city;  "mayor"  means  the  chief  executive  officer  of  an  incor- 
porated city,  town  or  village. 

Section  2.  Establishment  Tax — ^The  council  of  every 
incorporated  city  shall  have  the  power  to  establish,  equip  and 
maintain  a  public  library,  or  maintain  and  support  any  public 
library  already  established  therein,  and  may  annually  levy  and 
cause  to  be  collected,  as  other  general  taxes  are  collected,  a 
tax  not  to  exceed  one-fifth  of  one  mill  upon  each  dollar  of 
the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property  of  such  city,  to 
provide  a  library  fund,  which  fund  shall  be  kept  separate  from 
other  money  of  the  city,  to  be  used  exclusively  to  maintain 
such  library;  provided,  that  the  said  library  tax  shall  not  be 
included  in  the  aggregate  amount  of  taxes  as  limited  by  any 
provision  of  any  charter  under  which  any  city  is  now  organ- 
ized. 

Section  3.  Aid  to  Libraries  Already  Established — If  there 
exists  in  any  incorporated  city  a  secular  or  non-sectarian 
library  owned  and  controlled  by  a  society  or  corporation,  the 
council  of  such  incorporated  city  may,  when  deemed  best  for 
the  interests  of  the  city,  levy  the  tax  hereinbefore  provided 
for,  and,  in  lieu  of  supporting  and  maintaining  a  public  library, 
enter  into  a  contract  with  such  society  or  corporation  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  the  inhabitants  of  such  city  with  the 
free  use  of  the  library  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  between  the  council  and  the  society  or  cor- 
poration; and  the  terms  of  such  contract  may  give  the  control 
and  management  of  the  library  to  such  society  or  corporation, 
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in  which  event  Section  4  of  this  act  shall  have  no  effect,  but 
the  other  sections  thereof  shall  be  considered  to  be  a  part  of 
said  contract;  provided,  however,  that  all  money  paid  to  such 
society  or  corporation  under  said  contract  shall  be  expended 
solely  for  the  maintenance  of  the  library,  and  for  no  other 
purpose. 

Section  4.  Directors — Appointment — ^Vacancies. — For  the 
government  of  such  library,  there  shall  be  a  board  of  nine 
directors  appointed  by  the  mayor  with  the  approval  of  the 
council,  chosen  from  the  citizens  at  large  with  reference  to 
their  fitness  for  such  office;  and  not  more  than  one  member 
of  the  council  shall  be  at  any  one  time  a  member  of  said 
board;  provided,  that  in  cities  of  less  than  three  thousand  in- 
habitants there  shall  be  six  directors.  Such  directors  shall 
hold  their  office  for  three  years  from  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber in  the  year  of  their  appointment,  and  until  their  successors 
are  appointed;  but  upon  their  first  appointment  they  shall 
divide  themselves  at  their  first  meeting,  bv  lot,  into  three 
classes;  one-third  for  one  year,  one-third  for  two  years,  and 
one-third  for  three  years,  and  their  terms  shall  expire  accord- 
ingly. No  person  shall  be  ineligible  to  serve  upon  said  board 
of  directors  by  reason  of  sex.  All  vacancies  shall  be  imme- 
diately reported  by  the  directors  to  the  council,  and  be  filled 
by  appointment  in  like  manner  and,  if  in  an  unexpired  term, 
for  the  residue  of  the  term  only.  The  mayor  may,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  council,  remove  any  director  for  mis- 
conduct or  neglect  of  duty.  No  compensation  shall  be  paid 
or  allowed  any  director. 

Section  5.  Board  of  Directors — Organization — Powers. — 
Said  directors  shall,  immediately  after  their  appointment,  meet 
and -organize  by  the  election  of  one  of  their  number  president; 
and  by  the  election  of  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary. They  shall  make  and  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations  for  their  own  guidance  and  for  the  government  of 
the  library  as  may  be  expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
act.  They  shall  have  exclusive  control  of  the  expenditure 
of  all  money  collected  for  the  library  fund,  and  the  super- 
vision, care  and  custody  of  the  rooms  or  building  constructed, 
leased  or  set  apart  for  that  purpose,  and  such  money  shall 
be  drawn  from  the  treasury  by  the  proper  officers  upon  the 
properly  authenticated  voucher  of  the  board,  without  being 
otherwise  audited.    They  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor 
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and  the  council  (without  which  no  lease,  purchase  or  contract 
therefor  shall  be  of  any  validity),  lease  and  occupy  or  par- 
chase,  or  erect  on  purchased  ground,  an  appropriate  buildinsr* 
not,  however,  employing  in  such  purchase  or  building  more 
than  one-half  of  the  income  in  any  one  year.  They  may 
appoint  a  librarian  and  assistants,  and  prescribe  rules  for  their 
conduct,  and  fix  their  compensation,  and  shall  also  have  power 
to  remove  such  appointees;  and  shall  in  general  carry  out  the 
spirit  and  intent  of  this  act  in  establishing  and  maintaining 
a  public  library. 

Section  6.  Use  of  Library. — Every  library  established 
under  this  act  shall  be  forever  free  for  the  use  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  city  where  located,  subject  to  such  reasonable 
rules  and  regulations  as  the  library  board  may  find  necessary 
to  adopt  and  publish  in  order  to  render  the  use  of  said  library 
of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  greatest  number;  and  they  may 
exclude  and  cut  off  from  the  use  of  said  library  any  and  all 
persons  who  shall  wilfully  violate  such  rules.  The  board  may 
extend  the  privileges  and  use  of  such  library  to  non-residents, 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  said  board  may  prescribe. 

Section  7.  Annual  Report. — On  or  before  the  31  st  day  of 
December  of  each  year,  the  said  board  of  directors  shall  make 
a  report  to  the  council,  stating  the  condition  of  their  trust, 
the  various  sums  of  money  received  from  the  library  fund, 
and  all  other  sources,  and  how  much  money  has  been  expend- 
ed, the  number  of  books  and  periodicals  on  hand,  the  number 
added  during  the  year,  the  number  lost  or  missing,  the  number 
of  books  loaned  out,  and  the  general  character  of  such  books, 
with  such  other  statistics,  information  and  suggestions  as 
they  deem  of  general  interest. 

Section  8.  Donations  to  Vest  in  Board. — All  persons 
desirous  of  making  donations  of  money,  personal  property  or 
real  estate  for  the  benefit  of  such  library,  shall  have  the  right 
to  vest  the  title  thereto  in  the  board  of  directors  created  under 
this  act,  to  be  held  and  controlled  by  such  board  when  accept- 
ed, according  to  the  terms  of  the  deed  of  gift,  devise  or 
bequest,  and  as  to  such  property  the  said  board  shall  be  held 
and  considered  to  be  special  trustees. 

Section  9. — Penalty  for  Defacing  Books. — ^Whoever  wil- 
fully or  maliciously  writes  upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears  or 
destroys  a  book,  plate,  picture,  engraving,  map,  newspaper, 
magazine,  pamphlet,  manuscript  or  statue  belonging  to  a  law, 
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city  or  other  public  or  incorporated  library  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months. 

Section  10.  Penalty  for  Detention  of  Books. — Whoever 
wilfully  or  maliciously  detains  any  book,  newspaper,  magazine, 
pamphlet  or  manuscript  belonging  to  a  law,  city  or  other 
public  or  incorporated  library  for  thirty  days  after  notice  in 
writing  from  the  librarian  of  such  library,  given  after  the  ex- 
piration of  time  which  by  regulations  of  such  library  such 
book,  newspaper,  magazine,  pamphlet  or  manuscript  may  be 
kept,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor 
more  than  $25.00,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six 
months;  provided,  that  the  notice  required  by  this  section 
shall  bear  upon  its  face  a  copy  of  this  section. 

Section  11.  Emergency  Clause. — Inasmuch  as  many  cities 
in  the  state  desire  to  take  immediate  advantage  of  this  act, 
an  emergency  is  hereby  declared,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

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AN  ACT 

TO    PROVIDE    FOR    THE    ESTABLISHMENT.    MAIN- 
TENANCE  AND  SUPPORT  OF  LIBRARIES. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Oregon  and  Be  it 
Enacted  by  the  Legialative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Oregon: 

Section  1.  Any  county  in  this  state  containing  a  popu- 
lation of  fifty  thousand  inhabitants  or  more  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  in  their  discretion,  to  assess,  levy  and 
collect,  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  assessment,  levy  and 
collection  of  other  taxes  for  county  purposes,  a  special  tax 
not  to  exceed  one-fifth  of  one  mill  on  each  dollar  of  the 
assessed  value  of  all  taxable  property  within  such  county,  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing,  maintaining  or  assisting  in  the 
maintenance  of  a  public  library  within  such  county.  The 
proceeds  of  any  such  tax  shall  be  placed  in  a  separate  fund 
to  be  known  as  the  Library  Fund,  and  shall  be  expended  only 
for  the  purposes  for  which  the  same  is  levied. 

Section  2.  The  county  court  for  any  such  county  in 
which  the  special  tax  provided  for  in  section  1  of  this  Act 
has  been  levied  and  collected  may  either  provide  for  the 
location,  establishment,  management  and  control  of  a  public 
library  at  the  county  seat  of  such  county,  or  it  may  in  its 
discretion  contract  with  any  association  or  corporation  incor- 
porated for  that  purpose  and  maintaining  a  library  at  the 
county  seat  of  such  county,  for  the  use  of  the  books  of  such 
association  or  corporation  by  the  inhabitants  of  such  county 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  such  county  court  may  de- 
termine. 

Section  3.  No  moneys  shall  be  drawn  from  any  library 
fund  created  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  upon 
warrant  drawn  by  the  order  of  the  county  court  for  the 
county  in  which  such  taxes  are  levied. 

Section  4.  Every  library  maintained,  either  in  whole  or 
in  part  from  any  county  horary,  shall  be  free  for  the  use  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  county  where  located,  subject  to  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  bv  the  county 
court  of  such  county  or  the  management  of  the  association 
or  corporation  maintaining  such  library. 
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Section  5.  Inasmuch  as  it  will  be  to  the  advantage  of 
education  to  have  county  libraries  established  immediately,  an 
emergency  is  hereby  declared,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

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ORDINANCE  NO.   12,302. 

An  Ordinance  authorizing  a  contract  with  the  Library 
Association  of  Portland,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the 
inhabitants  of  the  city  with  the  free  use  of  the  library  of  said 
Association. 

The  City  of  Portland  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Deeming  it  best  for  the  interests  of  the  City  of 
Portland,  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Library  Association 
of  Portland  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  inhabitants  of 
the  city  with  the  free  use  of  the  library  of  said  Association, 
the  Common  Council,  by  virtue  of  the  Public  Library  Law, 
enacted  bv  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Oregon 
on  the  13th  day  of  February,  1901,  and  in  consideration  of  the 
acceptance  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland  of  the 
benefits,  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided,  agrees  to  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected 
annually,  for  a  period  of  ten  (10)  years,  beginning  with  the 
year  1902,  a  tax  of  one-fifth  of  a  mill  upon  each  dollar  of  the 
assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  city  and  to 
place  the  proceeds  of  said  tax  in  the  city  treasury  to  be 
drawn  by  the  Library  Association  of  Portland  in  the  manner 
provided  by  the  Public  Library  Law. 

Section  2.  The  Public  Library  Law,  except  section  4 
thereof,  is  a  part  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  3.  The  control  and  management  of  the  Library 
shall  be  in  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Library  Association 
of  Portland. 

Section  4.  The  Library  Association  of  Portland  shall 
annually  and  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  its  regular  meeting 
file  with  the  City  Auditor  a  list  of  its  officers  and  directors 
and  a  list  of  its  members  entitled  to  vote  for  such  directors. 

The  Library  Association  of  Portland  shall  also  file  with 
the  City  Auditor  any  amendments  or  changes  which  may  be 
made  in  its  articles  of  incorporation,  constitution,  by-laws  or 
library  rules,  within  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  the  meeting 
at  which  such  amendments  or  changes  were  made. 

Section  5.  The  constitution  o  fthe  Library  Association 
of  Portland  shall  provide:

(a)  That  the  Mayor  and  President  of  the  Common 
Council  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Association  and 
entitled   to   vote. 

(b)  That  the  members  of  the  present  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Portland  Public  Library  and  any  person  who  since  the 
19th  day  of  November,  1899,  has  contributed  an  aggregate 
sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50)  toward  the  support  of  said  Portland 
Public  Library  shall  be  life  members  of  the  Association  and 
entitled  to  vote,  provided  said  directors  and  donors  shall 
make  written  application  for  such  membership  within  six  (6) 
months  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  6.  The  Library  Association  of  Portland  shall 
signify  its  acceptance  of  the  benefits,  terms  and  conditions 
of  this  ordinance  by  filing  with  the  Auditor  of  the  City  of 
Portland  within  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  date  of  approval 
of  this  ordinance  an  acceptance  in  writing  authorized  by  the 
Directors  of  the  Association  and  si^ed  by  the  President 
and  Secretarjr  thereof  and  filing  withm  eight  months  copies 
of  the  following,  which  shall  be  certified  to  by  its  Secretary, 
to- wit:  ^he  resolution  authorizing  such  acceptance,  articles 
of  incorporation,  constitution,  by-laws,  library  rules,  list  of 
officers  and  directors,  list  of  members  entitled  to  vote  for 
directors.

WHEREAS,  "The  Directors  of  the  Library  Association 
of  Portland"  is  a  corporation,  incorporated  for  the  purpose 
of,  and  does  maintain  a  library  in  the  City  of  Portland,  County 
of  Multnomah  and  State  of  Oregon,  the  County  Seat  of  said 
County;  and, 

WHEREAS,  under  an  act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Oregon,  approved  the  28th  day  of  January, 
1903,  the  County  of  Multnomah,  State  of  Oregon,  is  author- 
ized to  levy  a  tax  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  and  to  con- 
tract for  the  maintenance  of  a  library  at  the  County  Seat  of 
said  County; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  THIS  AGREEMENT  WIT- 
NESSETH: That  the  said  "The  Directors  of  the  Library 
Association  of  Portland,"  a  corporation  duly  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  in  consideration  of  the  cove-

Multnomah  shall  have  the  free  use  of  its  library  for  the  term 
of  ten  years  from  the  1st  day  of  February,  1903,  subject  to 
such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Association,  and  that  on 
or  before  the  15th  day  of  January  of  each  year,  the  said 
Board  of  Directors  of  said  Association  shall  make  a  report 
to  the  County  Court  of  Multnomah  County,  State  of  Oregon, 
for  the  year  ending  on  December  31st  prior  thereto;  showing 
the  condition  of  its  trust,  the  various  sums  of  money  received 
from  the  County  Library  Fund  and  all  other  sources  and  how 
much  money  has  been  expended,  the  number  of  books  and 
periodicals  on  hand,  the  number  added  during  the  year,  the 
number  lost  or  missing,  the  number  of  books  loaned  out,  and 
the  general  character  of  such  books,  with  such  other  statistics. 
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information   and   suggestions   as   they   shall   deem   of   general 
interest. 

And  said  County  of  Multnomah,  State  of  Oregon,  on  its 
part,  and  in  consideration  of  the  said  covenants  and  agree- 
ments above  mentioned  of  the  said  "The  Directors  of  the 
Library  Association  of  Portland"  to  be  kept  and  performed, 
does  covenant  and  agree  to  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected, 
annually,  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  beginning  in  the  year 
1903,  a  tax  of  one-fifth  of  one  mill  upon  each  dollar  of  the 
assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property  in  said  County,  and 
to  pay  over  the  proceeds  of  such  tax  as  collected  to  the 
said  "The  Directors  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland."
